The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  submits 
its  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report. 

Number  op  Railroad  Corporations. 

Fifty  railroad  corporations,  whose  roads  are  located  wholly 
or  in  part  in  this  State,  have  made  the  annual  returns  required 
by  law  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1895. 

The  Brookline  &  Pepperell,  having  been  consolidated  with 
the  Fitchburg  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  53 
of  the  Acts  of  1894,  disappears  from  the  list  of  companies. 
The  Cape  Ann  Granite  was  organized  during  the  year  under 
the  general  law,  and  appears  for  the  first  time  in  this  report. 
The  Providence  &  Springfield,  which  was  authorized  by  chapter 
387  of  the  Acts  of  1891  to  extend  its  road  into  this  State,  has 
also  made  its  first  annual  return.  This  makes  the  number  of 
Massachusetts  corporations  one  more  than  in  the  last  report. 

No  other  consolidations  and  no  leases  of  Massachusetts  roads 
were  made  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  The  Brookline  and  the 
Brookline  &  Milford,  both  of  New  Hampshire,  were,  however, 
consolidated  with  the  Fitchburg  under  the  statute  of  1894  above 
cited ;  and  the  Peterborough  of  the  same  State  was  leased  to 
the  Boston  &  Lowell,  as  authorized  by  chapter  22  of  the  Acts 
of  1895. 

Of  the  fifty  corporations  making  returns  as  above,  only  twelve 
were  engaged  in  actual  railroad  operation.  The  roads  of  thirty- 
four  corporations  were  leased  to  and  operated  by  other  com- 
panies, one  corporation  was  constructing  and  one  not  operating 
its  road,  and  the  roads  of  the  two  remaining  corporations  are 
not  yet  built.  Five  of  the  twelve  operating  companies  —  the 
Boston  &  Albany,  Boston  &  Maine,  Fitchburg,  New  York  & 
New  England,  and  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  —  oper- 
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ated  nearly  96  per  cent  of  the  railroad  mileage,  and  did  almost 
99  per  cent  of  the  entire  passenger  and  freight  business,  cov- 
ered by  this  report. 

Railroad  Mileage. 

No  addition  was  made  during  the  last  year  to  the  length  of 
,  railroad  line  in  this  State.  There  was  in  fact  a  net  shortening 
of  line  to  the  extent  of  3.713  miles,  resulting  from  remeasure- 
ments,  improved  alignment,  or  the  removal  of  unused  track, 
by  several  of  the  companies.  An  addition  of  8.073  miles  of 
second  and  third  track,  and  of  13.605  miles  of  side  track,  was, 
however,  made  to  the  existing  roads  within  the  State. 

There  are  now  in  Massachusetts  2,114.384  miles  of  main  and 
branch  railroad  line.  There  are  besides  904.190  miles  of  second, 
third  and  fourth  track,  and  1,209.586  miles  of  side  track, — 
making  the  total  length  of  railroad  track  within  the  State 
4,228.160  miles.  The  following  table  shows  the  length  of 
railroad  line  and  track  in  Massachusetts,  June  30,  1895,  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year :  —

It  will  appear  by  a  comparison  of  the  foregoing  tables  that, 
of  the  3,479.214  miles  of  railroad  line  owned  by  Massachu- 
setts companies,  1,364.830  miles  are  outside  the  State.  Of 
the  whole  4,352.224  miles  of  railroad  operated,  2,236.380  miles 
are  outside  the  State.  In  other  words,  nearly  two-fifths  of  the 
total  mileage  owned,  and  a  little  more  than  one-half  of  the  total 
mileage  operated,  by  the  railroad  corporations  whose  business 
is  covered  by  this  report,  are  located  in  other  States.  Much 
the  larger  proportion  of  their  whole  traffic  is,  however,  con- 
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ducted  on  the  portions  .of  their  lines  within  the  limits  of  Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The  railroad  mileage  operated  by  the  corporations  of  this 
State  is  about  60  per  cent  of  the  total  mileage  operated  by  the 
railroad  corporations  of  all  the  New  England  States. 

Cost  per  Mile. 

The  roads  of  the  Massachusetts  companies  are  all  of  the 
standard  gauge  of  four  feet  eight  and  one-half  inches,  with  the 
exception  of  five  roads  whose  gauge  is  three  feet.  The  aggre- 
gate length  of  the  narrow-gauge  roads  is  58.48  miles,  of  which 
41.70  miles  are  located  in  this  State. 

The  average  cost  of  construction  of  standard-gauge  road,  as 
it  stands  on  the  books  of  the  companies,  is  $78,192.36  per  mile 
of  road  owned ;  and  the  average  cost  of  equipment  is  approx- 
imately $9,279.84  —  making  the  cost  of  standard-gauge  road, 
including  equipment,  $87,472.20  per  mile.  The  average  cost 
of  construction  of  narrow-gauge  road  as  returned  is  $47,068.29 
per  mile,  with  $9,169.97  additional  for  equipment  —  making 
the  cost  of  narrow-gauge  road,  with  equipment,  $56,238.26 
per  mile. 

The  following  table  gives  the  average  cost  of  construction 
and  equipment  per  mile  of  road  owned,  and  also  per  mile  of 
main  track  owned,  for  roads  of  both  standard  and  narrow  gauge, 
as  it  stood  on  the  books  of  the  companies  at  the  end  of  each

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Review  op  the  Year. 

The  volume  of  traffic  and  the  gross  earnings  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts railroads  were  larger  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1893, 
than  in  any  year  before  or  since.  The  next  year,  owing  to  the 
general  commercial  depression  which  then  prevailed,  there  was, 
as  shown  in  the  last  report,  a  serious  shrinkage  of  business  and 
income.  It  will  be  interesting  to  note  how  far  the  traffic  and 
revenue  of  the  companies  have  revived  during  the  fiscal  year 
covered  by  the  present  report,  which  closed  June  30,  1895. 

The  table  on  the  following  page  supplies  the  data  for  a  some- 
what detailed  comparison  of  the  last  two  years  with  each  other, 
and  of  both  with  1893,  the  year  of  highest  ascent  in  traffic  and 
revenue,  by  reference  to  which  the  subsequent  decline  and  re- 
covery must  be  measured.  The  fact  appears  to  be  that,  while 
the  traffic  and  revenue  of  the  last  year  show  on  the  whole  a 
manifest  improvement  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year, 
they  still  fall  somewhat  short  of  the  standard  of  the  year  1893. 
In  other  words,  the  recovery  has  begun,  and  has  made  encour- 
aging progress,  but  is  not  yet  complete. 

The  passenger  traffic  continued  to  decline  the  last  year  as 
regards  the  number  of  persons  carried,  the  total  number  being 
about  1,580,000  less  than  in  1894.  There  was,  however,  a  mod- 
erate gain  in  total  passenger  mileage  and  in  passenger  revenue. 
This  apparent  inconsistency  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  there 
was  the  last  year  a  larger  proportion  of  long-distance  travel 
at  the  higher  rates  of  fare,  and  a  smaller  proportion  of  short- 
distance  or  suburban  travel  at  the  lower  rates  of  fare.  This, 
again,  is  doubtless  due  in  part  to  the  increasing  diversion  of 
suburban  and  short  interurban  travel  by  the  electric  street  rail- 
ways. It  will  appear  on  a  subsequent  page  of  the  report  that 
there  was  a  decrease  the  last  year  of  750,000  in  the  number  of 
passengers  carried  to  and  from  Boston  alone ;  and  the  falling  off 
in  this  travel  as  compared  with  1893  was  more  than  4,565,000. 
For  the  ten  years  ending  with  1893  there  had  been,  on  the  other 
hand,  an  average  annual  increase  of  nearly  2,500,000  in  the 
number  of  passengers  by  railroad  to  and  from  Boston. 

In  the  freight  traffic,  there  was  the  last  year  a  very  marked 
increase  of  tonnage  and  revenue  over  the  preceding  year,  though 
both  fell  somewhat  short  of  the  year  1893  ;  but  the  total  freight 
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mileage  exceeded  that  of  1893,  the  highest  ever  before  known, 
by  more  than  130,000,000  ton  miles,  or  5.31  per  cent.  The 
greater  proportionate  increase  of  mileage,  as  compared  with 
tonnage,  is  due,  as  in  the  case  of  the  passenger  traffic,  to  the 
larger  proportion  of  long-haul  freight.  The  average  haul  per 
ton  was  more  than  three  miles  longer  than  the  preceding  year, 
and  about  22  miles  longer  than  ten  years  ago.  The  volume  of 
freight  traffic  has  therefore  already  more  than  recovered  from 
the  depression  following  the  panic  of  1893.  This  result  con- 
firms the  correctness  of  the  rule  laid  down  in  the  last  report, 
based  upon  the  observation  of  former  railroad  depressions,  that 
14  in  business  panics  the  freight  traffic  is  the  first  to  decline,  but 
revives  more  quickly  and  much  more  rapidly  than  the  passenger 
traffic* 

The  tendency  to  lower  rates  of  fare  and  freight  has  continued 
the  last  year.  During  the  commercial  stringency  of  the  last 
two  years,  the  average  passenger  fare  per  mile  has  fallen  from 
1.83  cents  to  1.78  cents,  and  the  average  freight  charge  per  ton 
mile  from  1.39  to  1.28  cents.  These  reductions  involve  a  dimi- 
nution of  the  revenues  of  the  companies,  upon  the  basis  of  the 
passenger  and  freight  traffic  of  the  last  year,  of  about  $3,636,000 
annually. 

The  gross  income  from  operation  the  last  year  was  larger  than 
the  year  before  by  $4,000,000,  but  less  than  in  1893  by  $2,- 
780,000.  There  was,  however,  as  compared  with  the  latter 
year,  a  still  larger  reduction  of  operating  expense,  —  so  that 
the  net  income  from  operation  the  last  year  exceeded  that  of 
1893  (the  highest  ever  before  known)  by  about  $275,000.  The 
total  income  from  all  sources  is  still  below  that  of  1893  by  about 
$1,800,000. 

Although  there  has  been  an  increase  rather  than  a  reduction 
of  the  amount  divided  to  stockholders,  there  appears  to  have 
been  no  addition,  during  the  two  years  of  straitened  income, 
to  the  capital  stock  and  net  debt  of  the  companies  in  excess  of 
the  additions  to  property.  If  no  further  disturbance  of  general 
business  intervenes,  a  complete  and  early  recovery  of  railroad 
traffic  and  revenue,  with  unimpaired  corporate  strength  and  re- 
sources, seems  more  than  probable. 
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Electricity  as  a  Motive  Power. 

No  question  of  railroad  economy  has  of  late  been  more  dis- 
cussed, or  is  perhaps  of  greater  present  interest,  than  that  of 
the  use  of  electric  motive  power  in  railroad  operation.  Hardly 
a  week  passes  by  without  the  announcement,  usually  prema- 
ture, of  some  new  electrical  invention  or  discovery  which,  it  is 
expected,  will  shortly  supplant  the  existing  method  of  steam 
locomotion;  and  that  such  substitution  will  sooner  or  later 
occur,  seems  to  be  the  more  popular  belief. 

That  it  is  possible  to  operate  a  railroad  by  electricity  is  no 
longer  in  question ;  but  much  remains  to  be  settled  regarding 
the  methods  of  utilization  and  the  economic  value  of  this  invisi- 
ble and  mysterious  agent.  No  one  pretends  to  know  what 
electricity  is,  and  no  one  can  foretell  just  what  it  can  and  can- 
not be  made  to  do.  While  the  anticipation  of  its  speedy  and 
complete  adaptation  to  railroad  locomotion  may  fail  to  be  real- 
ized, it  is  on  the  other  hand  quite  possible  that  the  electrical 
appliances  now  in  use  may  turn  out  to  be  as  crude,  when  com- 
pared with  the  improved  mechanism  of  some  years  hence,  as 
was  Fulton's  paddle-wheel  steamboat  of  20-horse  power  in 
1807,  or  George  Stephenson's  "Rocket"  in  1830,  in  compari- 
son with  the  ocean  propeller  or  the  10-wheel  locomotive  of 
to-day. 

It  is  not  proposed,  however,  to  discuss  the  possibilities  of 
future  electrical  development,  but  to  state  some  of  the  facts 
and  probabilities  as  they  now  appear. 

Every  one  knows  something  of  the  rapidity  with  which  elec- 
tricity has  been  applied  during  the  last  few  years  to  street 
railway  traction.  In  1887,  there  were  in  this  State  42  street 
railways,  with  470  miles  of  track,  all  operated  by  horse  power. 
There  are  now  over  70  railways,  with  1,080  miles  of  track,  all 
but  62  miles  of  which  are  equipped  for  electric  power.  There 
were  in  the  United  States,  in  1887,  but  13  electric  street  rail- 
ways, with  scarcely  100  cars.  There  are  now  not  less  than  850 
such  railways,  with  9,000  miles  of  track,  23,000  cars,  and  a 
capitalization  of  over  $400,000,000.  Some  of  these  railways 
carry  not  only  passengers,  but  baggage,  mails,  express  and 
freight.  It  is  stated  that  there  are  at  present  in  this  country 
60  electric  railways  which  have  a  freight  service,  40  of  them 
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operating  special  cars  for  that  purpose,  while  35  do  an  express 
business,  and  more  than  60  carry  mails. 

On  the  first  electric  railways,  each  car  had  its  own  motor; 
bat  the  practice  was  soon  introduced  of  running  cars  in 
couples,  the  rear  car  being  a  "trailer"  with  no  motor.  The 
next  step  was  the  use  of  electric  motor  cars,  or  locomotives, 
to  draw  more  than  one  car ;  and  at  the  present  time  there  are 
several  electric  tramways  on  which  such  locomotives  haul  trains 
of  freight  cars  in  mills,  factories  and  mines. 

Originally  confined  to  city  streets,  and  operated  at  low  speed, 
the  electric  railway  has  been  gradually  extended  to  serve  first 
suburban  and  then  interurban  traffic,  at  higher  speed,  until 
many  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  more  thickly  populated 
sections  of  the  country  are  now  connected  by  series  of  electric 
railways  which  together  form  continuous  lines  of  no  inconsider- 
able length.  It  is,  for  example,  almost  if  not  quite  possible  to 
travel  from  New  York  to  Philadelphia  by  electric  railways  alone. 
The  same  is  true  of  New  York  and  New  Haven,  and  of  Boston 
and  Nashua,  or  Boston  and  Newburyport. 

Many  of  the  electric  railways  parallel  pre-existing  railroad 
lines ;  and  the  natural  and  inevitable  effect  has  been  to  divert, 
to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  the  local  or  short-distance  traffic 
of  the  latter.  Perhaps  the  most  striking  instance  of  such 
diversion  has  occurred  on  the  lines,  about  ten  miles  in  length, 
between  the  cities  of  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul.  At  the  time 
of  the  opening  of  the  electric  railway  of  the  Twin  City  Rapid 
Transit  Company,  each  of  the  two  railroads  connecting  those 
cities  was  running  a  local  train  every  hour,  in  addition  to  the 
through  trains,  which  could  also  be  taken  by  local  passengers. 
Within  six  months  after  the  opening  of  the  electric  line,  both 
of  the  railroads  discontinued  entirely  their  interurban  local 
train  service.  The  advantages  afforded  by  the  electric  railway 
were  too  great  to  be  overcome  or  met.  The  steam  roads 
together  ran  half-hourly  trains,  with  fares  of  15  cents  on  a  50- 
ride  ticket,  30  cents  for  a  single  trip,  and  50  cents  for  a  round 
trip ;  and  the  time  was  25  minutes.  The  electric  cars  were  run 
every  6  minutes,  the  fare  was  10  cents,  with  the  privilege  of 
free  transfer  from  and  to  the  city  lines,  and  the  time  was  50 
minutes.  The  difference  of  time  in  favor  of  the  steam  roads 
was  overbalanced  by  not  only  the  greater  frequency  of  service 
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and  the  lower  fare  on  the  electric  railway,  but  by  the  insuper- 
able advantage  which  the  latter  possessed  in  that  passengers 
could  take  its  cars  at  the  most  convenient  point  on  any  street 
traversed  by  the  electric  lines  in  the  one  city,  and  be  carried 
to  a  like  convenient  point  in  the  other. 

A  very  similar  case,  differing  only  in  degree,  and  that  not 
widely,  could  be  cited  in  this  State.  The  diminution  of  subur- 
ban railroad  travel  to  and  from  Boston,  and  the  general  decrease 
in  the  relative  proportion  of  short-distance  railroad  travel,  have 
been  noticed  on  a  preceding  page.  It  is  not,  however,  intended 
to  convey  the  impression  by  anything  said  in  this  report,  that 
the  diversion  of  local  traffic  to  electric  lines,  so  far  as  the  rail- 
roads which  come  under  the  official  observation  of  the  Board 
are  concerned,  has  as  yet  been  in  any  sense  disastrous,  or  that 
under  present  conditions  it  threatens  seriously  to  impair  the 
volume  of  income  accruing  from  their  whole  business. 

Very  little  progress  has  as  yet  been  made  in  the  actual  appli- 
cation of  electric  power  to  standard  railroad  operation. 

Experimental  electric  locomotives  were  built  and  exhibited 
or  tested  in  this  country  some  years  ago.  The  Field-Edison 
locomotive,  called  the  "  Judge,"  was  run  for  a  short  time  on  the 
Exposition  railway  at  Chicago  in  1883,  and  Daft's  "  Ampere  " 
on  the  Saratoga,  Mt.  McGregor  &  Lake  George  Railroad  at 
about  the  same  time.  The  30-ton  electric  locomotive  exhibited 
by  the  General  Electric  Company  at  the  World's  Fair  in  1893, 
appears,  however,  to  have  been  the  first  electric  locomotive 
built  in  the  United  States,  and  the  first  practically  operative 
high-speed  engine  of  the  kind  built  anywhere,  which  was 
adapted  to  regular  railroad  service.  This  locomotive  was  de- 
signed to  run  at  a  speed  of  30  miles  an  hour,  and  was  especially 
intended  for  service  on  elevated  railways,  or  on  local  railroads 
with  light  freight  traffic. 

The  first  instance  of  the  use  of  a  large  electric  locomotive 
on  a  standard  steam  road,  is  said  to  be  found  at  Whitinsville 
in  this  State,  where  merchandise  is  thus  hauled  from  the  rail- 
road freight  station  to  the  works  of  the  Whitin  Machine  Com- 
pany, a  distance  of  one  and  one-half  miles.  This  locomotive 
weighs  42,525  pounds,  is  of  100-horse  power,  and  is  said  to 
draw  from  six  to  twelve  heavily  loaded  cars  at  a  speed  of  five 
miles  an  hour  on  a  level  grade. 
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Two  powerful  electric  locomotives  are  now  in  service  on  the 
Baltimore  Belt  Railroad,  and  a  third,  which  will  complete  the 
intended  number,  is  nearly  ready  for  use.  The  object  in  this 
case  was  not  economy.  The  investment  and  cost  of  operation 
are,  and  were  expected  to  be,  greater  than  for  steam  power. 
The  Belt  line,  which  is  three  miles  long,  extends  through  a 
tunnel  beneath  the  city  for  one  and  one-quarter  miles,  and  the 
rest  of  the  distance  by  open  cuts.  The  sole  purpose  was  to 
avoid  the  inconvenience  of  smoke  and  the  necessity  for  the 
artificial  ventilation  of  the  tunnel.  The  grade  is  8-tenths  of  one 
per  cent  for  nearly  the  whole  length  of  the  tunnel,  and  half 
a  mile  beyond  there  is  a  grade  of  one  and  one-half  per  cent. 
The  electric  locomotive,  which  weighs  95  tons  and  has  eight 
driving  wheels,  is  attached  to  and  draws  through  the  tunnel 
an  entire  train,  including  the  steam  locomotive.  It  is  designed 
to  hpul  a  train  of  15  loaded  passenger  cars  and  locomotive  at  35 
miles  an  hour,  or  a  train  of  30  loaded  freight  cars  and  locomo- 
tive at  15  miles  an  hour.  The  intended  purpose  seems  to  have 
been  successfully  accomplished,  and  the  capacity  of  an  electric 
locomotive  to  draw  heavy  loads  at  a  considerable  speed,  under 
such  conditions  as  here  exist,  has  apparently  been  demonstrated. 

The  Nantasket  Beach  Railroad,  a  branch  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  A  Hartford,  was  operated  by  electric  power  during 
the  last  season  of  summer  travel.  This  road  is  located  in  the 
town  of  Hull,  which  occupies  a  narrow  arm  of  land  extending 
out  into  the  waters  of  Boston  harbor,  and  has  a  census  popula- 
tion of  about  1,000.  The  town  is  a  favorite  resort  for  summer 
residence  and  sea-shore  excursion,  to  which  fact  the  great  bulk 
of  the  traffic  is  due.  During  the  winter  season  the  railroad 
service  is  almost  wholly,  and  the  electric  service  is  entirely, 
suspended. 

The  following  statement  is  found  in  the  last  annual  report 
of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company, 
dated  September  14,  1895  :  — 

Early  in  February,  [1895,]  by  concurrent  action  of  the  directors 
of  this  Company,  and  of  its  lessor,  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Com- 
pany, it  was  determined  to  apply  electricity  to  the  operation  of  the 
Nantasket  Beach  Railroad,  seven  miles  in  length.  A  power  house 
was  erected  and  equipped  with  two  tandem  compound  engines  of  820 
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nominal  horse  power  each,  direct  coupled  with  multipolar  generators 
rated  at  500  kilowatts  each.  The  trolley  system  was  adopted,  the  wire 
itself  being  rolled  in  the  section  of  the  figure  8,  so  that  it  might  be  sus- 
pended mechanically.  The  only  insulation  provided  was  that  fur- 
nished by  hard  pine  posts  located  between  the  tracks,  which  were  laid 
with  fifteen  feet  centres.  The  equipment  provided  was  of  standard 
type,  36-inch  steel  tired  wheels,  iron  trucks  with  standard  air  brake 
(the  compressed  air  being  furnished  by  independent  electric  motors), 
the  open  cars  fully  equipped  weighing  60,000  pounds  each.  The  road 
was  thus  operated  from  June  30,  1895. 

It  may  be  added  to  the  facts  above  stated,  that  the  road  is 
nearly  level  for  most  of  its  length,  the  maximum  grade  of  34 
feet  occurring  within  the  first  mile  from  the  railroad  junction. 
There  are  4.4  miles  of  curves,  the  sharpest  curve  being  one  of 
10  degrees.  The  double  tracks  are  laid  on  stone  ballast,  with 
70-pound  rails.  Closed1  and  open  cars  were  run,  the  former 
being  heavy  baggage  cars  equipped  with  motors.  The  service 
was  both  accommodation  and  express,  the  former  by  single 
cars,  and  the  latter  by  trains  consisting  of  open  trailers  drawn 
by  a  baggage  motor  car.  Between  the  Pemberton  and  the 
Nantasket  stations,  a  distance  of  4.83  miles,  and  the  most  at- 
tractive portion  of  the  road,  there  were  75  daily  trains  (62  on 
Sundays)  each  way,  averaging  during  the  busiest  portion  of  the 
day  a  train  in  one  or  the  other  direction  about  every  five  min- 
utes. Between  the  Nantasket  and  the  Junction  stations  the 
trains  were  comparatively  few.  The  fare  was  five  cents  for  a 
ride  over  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  line. 

The  conclusions  drawn  by  the  operating  company  from  the 
season's  experience  are  thus  outlined  in  the  report  already  re- 
ferred to :  — 

The  experiment  has  demonstrated  that  power  generated  in  a  sta- 
tionary plant  and  transmitted  by  electrical  agency  can  be  successfully 
used  in  the  operation  of  a  standard  railroad.  The  current  expenses 
for  fuel  indicate  that  this  result  is  economically  obtained.  Power 
thus  transmitted  is  capable  of  indefinite  subdivision,  and  is  therefore 
most  available  for  frequent  car  service.  The  commercial  result  de- 
pends only  on  the  durability  of  electrical  equipment. 

The  intention  of  the  company  with  respect  to  the  extension 
of  the  electric  service,  is  indicated  as  follows :  — 
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The  use  of  the  existing  power  station  will  be  extended  presently, 
and  it  is  probable  that  electricity  will  be  promptly  adopted  by  the 
Company  at  other  points  on  its  lines.  With  a  road  free  from  grade 
crossings,  it  is  not  too  mnch  to  expect  its  ultimate  application  wher- 
ever the  business  justifies  a  frequent  train  service,  and  (it  is  to  be 
hoped)  without  the  use  of  an  overhead  trolley. 

A  branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  about  seven  miles 
long,  from  Mt.  Holly  to  Burlington,  in  New  Jersey,  has  been 
operated  by  electricity  since  about  the  first  of  August  last. 
The  overhead  trolley  system  is  in  use.  The  line  is  equipped 
with  three  combination  (baggage  and  passenger)  motor  cars, 
each  of  which  on  occasion  also  draws  in  train  one  or  two  pas- 
senger coaches  of  the  ordinary  railroad  size.  Freight  is  still 
handled  by  steam  power.  The  branch  is  reported  to  have  been 
non-paying  as  a  steam  road.  The  new  motive  power  is  said  to 
have  worked  successfully,  but  the  results  otherwise  have  not 
been  learned. 

The  foregoing  appear  to  be  the  principal  if  not  the  only  cases 
in  which,  in  this  country  or  elsewhere,*  electricity  has  thus  far 
been  systematically  used  as  a  motive  power  on  the  lines  of  a 
standard  railroad ;  and  these  cases  throw  but  little  experimental 
light  on  the  question  of  the  expediency  of  the  adoption  of  elec- 
tricity as  the  motive  power  in  general  railroad  operation.  This 
is  not  so  much  because  the  experiments  were  on  a  limited  scale, 
as  because  the  cases  are  exceptional.  At  Baltimore,  it  was 
sought  only  to  secure  a  specific  result,  wholly  out  of  the  usual 
course,  without  regard  to  cost.  At  Nantasket,  the  traffic  was 
rather  the  shore  or  excursion  traffic  of  a  summer  street  railway 
than  regular  railroad  service.  The  case  at  Mt.  Holly  is  also 
that  of  a  short  and  unimportant  branch  or  spur,  with  light 
traffic,  outside  of  main  or  trunk  line  operation. 

The  cases  in  question  tend  to  show  that  a  sufficient  quantum 
of  power  can  be  obtained  through  the  medium  of  electricity ; 
and,  thus  far,  they  have  proved  nothing  else.     The  question 

*  An  etectric*locomotrre  known  as  the  "  Heilmann,"  built  two  years  or  more  ago,  is 
said  to  be  in  nse  on  the  Northwest  Railroad,  a  trunk  line  leading  oat  of  Paris,  France,  and 
to  be  there  regarded  as  a  success.  This  locomotire  is  described  as  a  combination  of  steam 
engine  and  dynamo.  It  carries  a  triple-expansion  steam  engine,  which  generates  the 
required  electricity  by  driving  a  dynamo  borne  on  the  tender,  the  motors  being  placed 
on  the  tracks. 
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of  economy,  even  in  these  cases,  is  still  unsolved.  It  is  said 
with  equal  caution  and  clear-sightedness  respecting  the  experi- 
ment at  Nantasket,  as  has  been  seen,  that  "the  commercial 
result  depends  only  on  the  durability  of  electrical  equipment." 
In  other  words,  the  cost  of  maintenance  is  not  yet  known. 
Still  less  have  the  cases  in  question  solved,  or  hardly  begun  to 
solve,  the  question  of  the  practical  convenience  and  economy 
of  electricity  in  general  passenger  and  freight  service  on  main 
and  trunk  lines. 

The  applicability  of  electricity  to  street  railway  operation  is 
now  pretty  well  understood.  Since  steam  locomotion  is  out  of 
the  question  on  the  public  highway,  the  choice  here  is  between 
electric  power  and  horse  power.  It  has  been  demonstrated  that 
it  is  entirely  practicable  to  operate  street  railways  by  electricity  ; 
and  unsightly,  obstructive,  clumsy,  and  in  every  way  objection- 
able, as  is  the  visible  structure  of  the  overhead  trolley  system,* 
for  want  of  a  better  system,  and  because  of  the  advantages  in 
other  respects,  electric  power  has  gradually  supplanted  horse 
power.  Electricity  is  clean,  easily  managed,  and  wonderfully 
flexible.  Cars  can  be  started  and  stopped  quickly,  can  be  run 
as  close  together  as  the  speed  will  permit,  so  that  the  full 
capacity  of  the  track  may  be  utilized,  and  can  be  run  at  greater 
speed  than  by  horse  power,  where  such  speed  is  admissible. 

So  in  the  case  of  elevated  and  underground  railways,  which 
are  usually  built  only  for  urban  or  suburban  service,  electricity 
has  many  advantages  over  steam,  and  is  undoubtedly  on  the 
whole  the  better  motive  power.  Each  car  may  be  equipped 
with  electric  motors,  so  that  the  entire  weight  of  the  train  and 
passengers  will  be  utilized  for  traction.  The  whole  train  will 
be  available  for  passengers,  and  the  paying  weight  will  form  a 
much  larger  proportion  ot  the  whole  weight  than  when  a  heavy 
steam  locomotive  and  tender  are  run  at  the  head  of  the  train 
merely  to  haul  the  cars.  The  weight  on  each  axle,  moreover, 
will  not  be  as  great  as  in  the  case  of  the  steam  locomotive,  so 
that  the  track  and  structure  may  be  somewhat  lighter.  The 
nuisance  of  smoke  and  cinders  is  also  wholly  avoided. 

*  Tbe  weight  of  opinion,  if  not  the  only  opinion,  among  electrical  experts,  seems  to  be 
that  overhead  conduction  is  the  only  practicable  method  for  surface  roads.  For  elevated 
and  underground  railways,  a  third  rail  or  a  conduit  may  be  used. 
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It  still  remains  to  be  demonstrated,  however,  as  between 
electricity  and  horse  power  in  street  railway  operation,  that 
it  is  on  the  whole  as  cheap  to  build  and  equip  an  electric  power 
station,  to  generate  there  by  steam  the  power  of  100  horses, 
and  to  distribute  this  power  by  electrical  transmission  over  the 
lines  of  a  railway  for  the  propulsion  of  a  given  number  of 
cars,  —  as  it  is  to  distribute  100  horses  over  the  lines  to  draw 
the  cars. 

Whether,  taking  everything  into  account,  it  is  as  practically 
convenient  and  economical  to  generate  at  a  central  station  the 
power  of  20  steam  locomotives,  and  by  the  electrical  distribu- 
tion of  this  power  over  the  lines  of  a  railroad  to  move  that 
number  of  trains,  as  it  is  to  distribute  over  the  lines  20  steam 
locomotives,  each  generating  its  own  power,  to  haul  the  trains, 
—  us  an  analogous  question,  though  not  depending  on  precisely 
the  same  conditions  ;  and,  concretely  stated,  it  is  the  gist  of  the 
question  which  is  at  issue  between  steam  and  electricity  as  the 
better  motive  power  for  general  railroad  operation. 

This  question  does  not  as  yet  admit  of  a  categorical  and  un- 
qualified answer.  In  the  present  stage  of  electrical  development, 
and  in  the  light  of  such  experience  as  has  been  had  in  the  actual 
use  of  electric  power  in  railway  and  railroad  operation,  the  most 
definite  answer  that  can  be  given,  or  that  has  been  given  by 
experts  and  practical  railroad  men,  amounts  to  this  :  The  more 
closely  a  given  railroad  service  resembles  in  character  that  of 
the  ordinary  street  railway,  the  better  the  adaptation  to  that 
service  of  electric  motive  power ;  and,  conversely,  the  less  the 
resemblance,  the  poorer  the  adaptation. 

In  other  words,  the  most  efficient  and  economical  use  of  elec- 
tric power  will  be  found  where  there  is  a  considerable  and  steady 
volume  of  local  and  short-distance  travel,  which  requires  or  jus- 
tifies the  running  of  numerous  light  passenger  trains,  at  short 
and  regular  intervals,  so  that  the  trains  will  be  constantly  and 
uniformly  distributed  over  the  railroad  line.  The  most  efficient 
and  economical  use  of  steam  power,  on  the  other  hand,  will  be 
realized  where  the  traffic  is  concentrated  in  heavy  trains,  run 
at  infrequent  and  irregular  intervals,  in  accordance  with  the 
nsual  method  of  conducting  through  or  long-distance  transpor- 
tation. 
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We  have  seen  no  better  illustrative  statement  of  this  sup- 
posed formula,  than  the  following  *  :  — 

To  haul  a  fast  and  heavy  passenger  train,  we  must  have  a  loco- 
motive that  can  develop  about  1 ,200-horse  power,  and  this  we  can 
buy  for  (say)  $10,000.  The  stationary  boiler  and  engine,  and  the 
dynamo  and  motor  to  develop  in  the  electric  locomotive  1,200-horse 
power,  will  cost  $75,000  or  $80,000.  We  must  add  further  the  cost 
of  conveying  the  power  from  the  central  power  station  to  the  motor 
on  the  track.  This  sum  cannot  be  estimated  in  a  general  way.  It 
would  be  large  for  long  distances  and  great  powers,  and  small  for 
short  distances  and  small  powers.  We  see  then,  at  the  outset,  that 
the  interest  on  the  difference  in  first  cost  of  a  1,200-horse  power 
steam  locomotive  and  of  a  1,200-horse  power  electric  locomotive, 
would  be  more  than  the  entire  fuel  and  wages  account  of  an  average 
steam  locomotive.  It  would  be  impossible  for  the  electric  locomotive 
to  save  the  difference  in  interest  on  first  cost  if  it  saved  all  the  fuel 
burned  and  all  the  wages  of  the  runner  and  fireman. 

It  is  obvious  that  where  a  certain  work  can  be  advantageously  done 
by  one  1,200-horse  power  locomotive,  the  electric  motor  cannot  com- 
pete. If,  for  instance,  our  work  is  to  take  heavy  train  loads  of  pas- 
sengers, at  intervals  of  an  hour  or  two,  and  carry  them  ninety  miles 
in  two  hours,  the  steam  locomotive  can  do  the  work  much  cheaper. 
But  if  our  work  is  to  take  up  passengers  at  any  point  on  a  line  fifteen 
miles  long,  and  at  any  moment,  and  to  carry  them  any  short  or  long 
part  of  that  fifteen  miles  at  about  fifteen  miles  an  hour,  it  will  be  ad- 
vantageous to  divide  our  1,200-horse  power  among  numerous  small 
trains  passing  any  given  point  every  two  or  three  minutes.  For  such 
subdivision  the  electric  motor  offers  great  advantages. 

The  motor  itself,  that  is  the  machine  which  actually  runs  on  the 
track,  is  cheaper  and  simpler  than  the  locomotive.  It  can  be  handled 
by  one  man  at  wages  not  higher  than  those  of  the  locomotive  fireman, 
thus  saving  entirely  the  wages  of  the  engineman,  and  the  cost  of 
repairs  will  be  less  than  those  of  the  steam  locomotive ;  how  much 
less  we  cannot  yet  tell.     It  is  cleaner,  quieter  and  handier. 

Thus  we  have  a  suggestion  of  the  general  principle  that  when  the 
work  can  be  massed  in  a  few  heavy  trains,  direct  steam  will  be  bet- 
ter ;  where  the  work  must  be  done  in  small  quantities  and  very  fre- 
quently, it  will  be  advantageous  to  transmute  the  energy  of  the  steam 
into  electricity. 

•  From  an  article  In  the  New  York  Independent  of  June  6,  1895,  by  Mr.  H.  G.  Proat. 
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In  passenger  traffic,  the  public  demand  and  the  railroad  policy 
have  been  in  the  direction  of  more  frequent  and  quicker  trains. 
In  freight  service,  on  the  contrary,  where  there  is  no  such  press- 
ure or  occasion  for  frequent  trains  at  high  speed,  the  policy  has 
been  in  the  direction  of  fewer  and  heavier  trains.  The  whole 
tendency  of  modern  railroad  development  has  been  to  cut  down 
grades,  and  to  increase  the  weight  of  engines  and  of  tracks,  so 
as  to  enable  a  single  locomotive  to  haul  a  heavier  freight-train 
load.  It  has  been  estimated  by  good  authority  that  doubling 
the  number  of  engines  for  a  given  traffic  increases  the  cost 
of  transportation  about  50  per  cent.  The  general  tendency  of 
passenger  traffic  may  therefore  be  said  to  lie  in  the  direction 
in  which  electricity  is  the  most  serviceable,  while  the  reverse 
is  true  as  regards  freight  traffic. 

With  respect  to  speed,  extraordinary  claims  are  made  by 
those  interested  in  the  development  of  electric  traction ;  but 
there  is  no  question  that  the  steam  locomotive  is  fully  capable 
of  developing  as  high  a  speed  as  it  is  desirable  or  prudent  to 
use.  Recent  experiments  with  the  modern  compound  locomo- 
tive have  shown  for  a  few  miles  a  speed  equal  to  112  miles  an 
hour.  It  is  true  that  the  steaming  capacity  of  the  boiler  sets 
a  limit  to  the  speed  of  the  locomotive,  and  to  the  length  of 
time  during  which  the  maximum  speed  can  be  maintained. 
With  the  electric  motor,  the  maximum  speed  can  be  kept  up 
for  an  indefinite  time,  and  it  is  quite  probable  that  a  higher 
speed  per  hour  than  that  just  named  is  attainable  by  its  use. 

A  railroad  speed  of  100  miles  or  more  an  hour  is,  however, 
for  the  present  purpose,  a  matter  of  merely  curious  speculation. 
It  cannot  be  shown  that  there  is  enough  traffic  demanding  this 
speed  to  pay  the  excessive  expense  of  operation,  even  if  with 
present  methods  of  construction  and  equipment  it  were  other- 
wise at  all  practicable.  Before  any  such  speed  is  seriously 
thought  of,  there  must  be  radical  improvements  in  safety  appli- 
ances, as,  for  example,  in  brakes  and  in  signals.  Whatever 
the  proposed  rate  of  speed,  the  question  of  signals  becomes  at 
once  of  importance,  since,  with  the  adoption  of  electricity,  all 
systems  of  electric  signalling  which  depend  on  the  use  of  the 
rail  circuit,  must  be  modified  or  abandoned.  It  cannot,  how- 
ever, be  attempted  to  discuss  here,  or  even  to  notice,  the  many 
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practical  considerations  which  the  proposed  change  of  motive 
power  involves. 

It  is  admitted  that  electricity  is  not  suited  to  the  moving 
of  freight  traffic,  and  it  is  not  claimed  that  it  is  economically 
adapted  to  the  moving  of  long-distance  passenger  traffic.  Its 
province  in  railroad  operation  must  therefore  be,  if  anywhere, 
in  moving  suburban  passenger  traffic,  or  short-distance  inter- 
urban  and  local  passenger  traffic,  or  the  isolated  traffic  of 
branch  and  spur  lines.  The  question  is  therefore  for  the  present 
narrowed  down  to  the  expediency  of  its  use  for  these,  or  for 
some  of  these,  last  mentioned  purposes. 

Whatever  the  proposed  purpose,'  the  question  is  one  of  econ- 
omy. In  other  words,  will  it  on  the  whole  pay  to  substitute 
electric  for  steam  power  ? 

The  first  cost  is,  of  course,  an  essential  point.  This  would 
depend  on  the  amount  of  traffic  to  be  served,  and  the  compre- 
hensiveness of  the  plan.  The  work  must  include  not  only  the 
erection  and  equipment  of  power  stations,  the  electrical  equip- 
ment of  the  line,  and  the  provision  of  suitable  rolling  stock 
electrically  equipped,  but  the  preparation  of  the  roadway  and 
its  appurtenances  for  the  new  system  of  operation.  For  a  road 
with  local  traffic  only,  there  should  be  at  least  two  tracks.  It 
is  evident  that  through  trains  and  the  numerous  electric  trains 
could  not  be  run  on  the  same  tracks ;  so  that,  if  both  kinds  of 
traffic  are  to  be  conducted  on  the  line,  there  must  be  not  less 
than  four  tracks.  The  facilities  and  accommodations  at  terminal 
stations,  if  not  the  stations  themselves,  to  say  nothing  of  way- 
stations,  must  be  enlarged  and  adapted  to  the  additional  ser- 
vice. An  electric  train  or  car  running  at  a  speed  of  30  or  40 
miles  an  hour  would  be  as  fatal  to  a  traveller  on  the  highway  as 
an  express  train ;  and  the  frequency  of  such  trains,  in  addition 
to  the  through  trains,  would  require  the  elimination  of  all  grade 
crossings  with  public  and  private  ways,  as  well  as  with  other 
railroads.  The  necessity  of  reorganizing  or  replacing  the  elec- 
tric-signal systems  has  been  already  referred  to. 

The  above  are  some  of  the  principal  items  of  first  cost.  The 
outlay  would  evidently  be  large,  especially  on  main  and  trunk 
lines.*     The  first  cost  must,  of  course,  be  capitalized  or  funded. 

*  The  cost  of  doable-tracking  and  electrically  equipping  the  Nantasket  Beach  Rail- 
road,  seven  miles  long,  for  summer  traffic,  appears  to  have  been  abont  f  300,000. 
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In  order  to  justify  the  investment,  it  should  be  shown  that  the 
earnings  will  be  increased,  or  the  expenses  diminished,  by  an 
amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  dividend  and  fixed  charge  on  the 
stock  issued  and  debt  incurred,  and  to  leave  a  margin  for  con- 
tingencies and  for  years  of  poor  traffic. 

Nothing  can  be  added  to  what  has  been  said  about  the  proba- 
ble expense  of  maintenance  and  operation,  as  compared  with 
steam  power.  If  there  is  no  ground  to  warrant  the  assertion 
that  it  will  be  greater,  there  is  as  yet  no  evidence  that  it  will 
be  less.  This  is  an  unknown  factor  in  the  case,  which  time 
and  experience  must  resolve 

As  the  whole  case  now  stands,  and  until  further  electrical 
development,  we  venture  the  following  as  the  safer  conclusion : 
On  a  branch  or  spur  line,  where  the  operation  may  be  inde- 
pendent of  the  main  line,  and  where  the  present  traffic,  while 
not  large  enough  to  make  steam  power  profitable,  is  not  too 
small  to  be  developed  into  a  paying  business  by  a  service  con- 
ducted substantially  on  the  street-railway  plan  of  operation,  it 
may  be  advisable  to  substitute  electric  for  steam  power.  There 
is  not,  on  the  other  hand,  as  yet  sufficient  ground  to  justify  the 
vote  of  a  prudent  stockholder  in  favor  of  such  substitution  on 
the  main  lines  of  a  corporation  which  has  a  considerable  through 
as  well  as  local  traffic,  and  whose  present  business  is  established, 
remunerative,  and  reasonably  secure. 

By  the  last  qualification, — that  the  business  be  reasonably 
Kcure,  —  we  have  purposely  reserved  for  consideration  a  col- 
lateral question  which  is  attracting  much  attention,  —  namely, 
how  far  the  decision  of  the  railroad  corporation,  as  regards  the 
use  of  electric  power,  should  be  influenced  by  the  present  or 
prospective  competition  of  the  electric  railway  lines. 

The  situation  in  this  State  is  briefly  this  :  All  the  cities  and 
more  populous  towns  have  grown  up  on,  and  are  connected  by, 
railroad  lines.  These  same  cities  and  towns  present  for  obvious 
reasons  the  most  inviting  field  for  street  railway  enterprise. 
As  a  result,  the  communities  which  have  the  best  railroad  facil- 
ities, are  also  the  most  amply  supplied  with  street  railway 
accommodations.  The  street  railways,  as  horse  railways,  were 
usually  content  each  with  the  traffic  of  its  own  municipality,  and 
with  the  suburban  traffic  which  there  found  its  natural  centre. 
With  the  introduction  of  electric  power,  not  only  were  the 
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suburban  lines  extended,  but  the  ramifying  system  of  one  town 
was  connected  with  that  of  the  next  town  by  an  inter-town 
electric  line ;  and  so  on,  along  the  railroad  lines.  These  inter- 
town  lines  necessarily  parallel  the  railroad  lines,  and  thus 
become  competing  lines,  not  only  for  suburban,  but  for  inter- 
urban  and  inter-town  travel;  and  this  competition,  as  before 
stated  and  well  known,  is  more  or  less  sensibly  or  seriously 
felt  by  the  railroad  companies  on  various  sections  of  their 
roads. 

The  railroads  have  a  right,  by  any  legitimate  means,  to  secure 
their  present  traffic  and  to  recover  the  traffic  they  have  lost. 
The  remedy  proposed,  a  clearly  legitimate  one,  is  the  electrical 
equipment  of  their  lines  for  suburban  and  other  local  service. 
The  cost  and  expensiveness  of  the  remedy  have  been  considered. 
It  remains  to  inquire  how  far  the  remedy  would  probably  prove 
effectual.  In  other  words,  how  much  more  of  the  lost  and  im- 
perilled traffic  can  the  railroads  reasonably  expect  to  regain 
and  securely  hold  under  electric  than  under  steam  operation  ? 

People  will  travel  in  the  way  which,  all  things  considered, 
suits  them  best.  The  choice  commonly  turns  on  some  one  or 
more  of  the  following  points :  — 

1 .  Comfort  of  travel . 

2.  Speed  of  conveyance. 

3.  Frequency  of  service. 

4.  Rate  of  fare. 

5.  Convenience  as  regards  the  traveller's  point  of  departure 
and  destination. 

With  respect  to  comfort  and  speed,  the  railroad  has  already 
the  decided  advantage.  This  advantage  has  not,  however, 
proved  sufficient  to  prevent  the  diversion  of  traffic  in  question. 
In  the  other  three  points,  the  advantages  are  at  present  de- 
cidedly with  the  electric  railway.  In  what  measure  can  the 
railroad  meet  and  overcome  them  ? 

In  point  of  frequency  of  service,  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  rail- 
road to  put  itself  on  a  par  with  the  electric  line,  with  or  without 
a  change  of  motive  power.  It  may  be  granted  that  electricity, 
other  things  being  equal,  would  prove  to  be  more  economically 
adapted  than  steam  to  a  service  of  this  character.  The  number 
of  trains  must,  however,  in  either  case  be  limited  to  the  paying 
demand.     While  the  total  number  of  passengers  carried  would 
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undoubtedly  increase  with  a  more  frequent  train  service,  it 
would  not  increase  indefinitely  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
trains  run.  The  limit  of  profitable  operation  would  probably 
be  reached  in  most  cases  considerably  short  of  the  frequency 
of  service  furnished  by  the  competing  electric  line,  which  would 
continue  to  have,  as  it  now  has,  a  large  amount  of  tributary 
traffic  outside  of  the  railroad  sphere.  In  that  event,  the  advan- 
tage in  question  would  still  remain  where  it  now  is. 

As  regards  the  rate  of  fare,  it  is  also  true  that  the  railroad 
might  with  the  introduction  of  electric  power,  as  it  can  now, 
reduce  its  fares  to  a  level  with  those  on  the  street  car.  It  is 
equally  certain  that  it  could  not  then,  any  more  than  now, 
other  conditions  remaining  the  same,  afford  to  do  so.  How- 
ever cheap  electric  power  may  turn  out  to  be,  it  will,  to  say 
the  least,  be  no  cheaper  for  the  railroad  than  for  the  street  rail- 
way. The  railroad,  moreover,  is  loaded  at  the  start  with  a 
burden  of  investment  from  which  the  railway  is  wholly  free. 
The  railroad  must  buy  and  hold  its  right  of  way  at  heavy 
cost,  especially  in  the  city  and  suburban  districts  where  the 
competition  mostly  occurs.  The  railway  finds  a  free  roadbed 
on  the  public  street.  The  railroad  must  build  and  maintain 
at  enormous  expense  terminal  and  way  stations  with  all  their 
appurtenances.  The  only  station  the  railway  requires  is  a  stop 
of  its  car  on  the  street  long  enough  for  a  passenger  to  get  on 
or  off.  Besides,  people  would  not,  and  could  not  with  safety, 
ride  on  a  railroad  line  at  railroad  speed,  as  they  ride  huddled 
in  and  clinging  on  to  a  street  car.  Each  passenger  must  have 
a  safe  and  comfortable  seat  inside  the  railroad  car.  This  in- 
volves the  running  of  more  cars  and  trains  for  the  same  amount 
of  traffic,  and  the  hauling  of  more  dead  weight.  The  remark 
sometimes  heard  that  street  railway  dividends  are  paid  by  the 
passengers  who  ride  on  the  platforms  and  steps,  is  probably  an 
exaggeration.  It  would  be  nearer  the  truth  to  say  that  they 
are  paid  by  the  passengers  who  ride  standing  up.  The  railroad 
could  not  earn  its  dividends  in  this  way. 

The  commanding  advantage  of  the  electric  railway,  however, 
lies  in  its  more  minute  and  perfect  adaptation  to  the  conven- 
ience of  short-distance  travel. 

The  railroad  traverses  or  enters  a  city  or  town  by  a  single 
line.     Its  route  and  terminus  avoid,  and  are  avoided  by,  the

immediate  centres  of  population  and  of  more  common  public 
resort.  The  intending  traveller  must  therefore,  as  a  rule,  both 
take  and  leave  the  railroad  station  at  some  considerable  dis- 
tance from  his  home,  at  one  end  of  his  journey,  and  from  his 
accustomed  haunts  of  business  or  pleasure,  at  the  other  end. 
The  shorter  his  journey,  the  more  annoying  these  terminal 
distances  become. 

The  electric  railway,  on  the  other  hand,  not  only  conveys  its 
passengers  from  city  to  city  or  from  town  to  town,  but  is  en- 
abled, by  its  outspreading  net- work  of  lines,  to  collect  them  in 
the  one  city  or  town  and  to  distribute  them  in  the  other.  In 
a  word,  it  takes  the  traveller  at  the  door  from  which  he  wishes 
to  depart,  and  carries  him  to  the  door  which  he  wishes  to  enter. 
Among  the  260,000,000  passengers  who  rode  op  our  Massachu- 
setts street  railways  the  last  year,  —  more,  by  the  way,  than 
three  times  the  whole  number  of  Massachusetts  railroad  passen- 
gers,*—  there  were  scores  of  millions  of  travellers  to  whom 
the  difference  between  a  nickel  and  a  dime  was  of  little  or  no 
account,  and  who  would  have  infinitely  preferred  the  luxury 
and  speed  of  a  well-ventilated  railroad  car,  but  who  endured 
the  discomfort  and  tediousness  of  the  street  car  simply  because 
they  could  take  it  where  they  wanted  to  start,  and  it  would 
carry  them  where  they  wanted  to  go.  For  the  large  diversion 
of  local  traffic  which  is  due  to  the  cause  in  question,  —  larger, 
perhaps,  than  that  resulting  from  all  other  causes  combined, 
—  the  proposed  change  of  motive  power  promises  the  railroad 
no  relief.  The  remedy  can  be  found  if  at  all  only  in  some 
system  of  passenger  collection  and  distribution  at  the  terminal 
points  of  the  railroad  trip,  similar  to  that  which  the  electric 
street  railway  now  so  effectually  provides. 

The  limit  of  distance  within  which  the  diversion  of  travel  from 
railroad  to  electric  street  lines  may  be  expected  to  occur,  has 
been  commonly  set  at  20  miles.  From  present  information,  we 
should  place  the  actual  limit  at  about  10  miles.  The  diversion 
of  regular  railroad  travel,  that  is,  of  travel  which  the  railroad 
would  get  if  there  were  no  railway,  for  distances  of  more  than 

*  The  whole  number  of  passengers  carried  on  the  lines  of  the  Massachusetts  railroads, 
within  and  without  the  State,  was  107,856,348.  We  assume  that  20  per  cent  of  these 
travelled  wholly  outside  the  State.  This  leaves  86,285,078  as  the  number  of  Massachu- 
setts passengers.    The  exact  nnmber  of  street  railway  passengers  was  259,794,308. 
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10  miles,  is  apparently  too  slight  to  be  of  consequence.  The 
great  bulk  of  the  diversion  occurs,  we  think,  within  distances 
not  exceeding  five  or  six  miles.  It  takes  place,  of  course,  not 
only  at  terminal  points,  but  between  the  several  stations  along 
the  railroad  line  within  the  distances  above  named. 

While  the  introduction  of  a  more  frequent  service  on  the  rail- 
road would  no  doubt  create  returning  eddies  along  the  margin 
of  the  great  stream  of  short-distance  travel  as  it  now  flows, 
there  is  much  reason  to  question  whether,  so  long  as  the  other 
conditions  which  have  been  noted  continue  to  exist,  that  alone 
would  be  sufficient  to  turn  the  main  current  from  its  present 
course. 

The  railroad,  on  the  other  hand,  has  controlling  advantages 
as  regards  long-distance  travel,  and  the  transportation  of  mer- 
chandise. As  the  traveller's  journey  is  lengthened,  speed,  the 
equivalent  of  time,  becomes  essential ;  and  the  speed  which  is 
requisite  for  such  travel  is  wholly  inadmissible  on  the  public 
highway.  Still  less,  except  in  rare  cases  of  special  local 
exigency,  and  for  some  short  distance,  is  the  carriage  by  rail 
on  the  public  street  of  goods  and  merchandises  to  be  tolerated. 
Before  the  electric  railway  can  engage  in  these  departments  of 
service,  it  must  buy  and  fence  its  roadway,  construct  a  track 
substantially  like  the  railroad  track,  and  operate  its  road  with  all 
the  precautions  for  the  safety  of  its  own  and  other  travellers, 
which  have  been  found  necessary  in  railroad  operation.  It 
could  not  use  the  highway  for  terminal  and  way  stations,  or  as  a 
freight  and  express  depot  for  the  receipt,  storage,  and  delivery 
of  goods.  It  must  purchase  and  maintain  a  plant  and  equip- 
ment such  as  the  railroad  now  does.  The  effect  would  be  not 
only  radically  to  change  the  character  of  street  railway  service, 
but  to  reverse  the  financial  aspect  of  street  railway  enter- 
prise. 

Nothing  will  be  gained,  either  by  the  railroad  or  the  electric 
railway,  by  an  attempt  to  control  the  class  of  traffic  which  the 
other  is  the  better  adapted  to  serve.  Neither  is  the  attempt  to 
be  encouraged  in  the  public  interest.  Experience  has  abun- 
dantly proved  that  there  is  no  advantage  to  be  derived  from 
the  establishment  of  two  similar  agencies  to  perform  the  same 
specific  public  service.  Competition  of  this  sort  leads  to  com- 
bination and  ends  in  consolidation.     It  is  like  the  unwisdom  of 
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laying  two  gas  mains  in  the  same  street,  for  one  of  which  the 
public  has  no  need,  but  for  both  of  which  the  public  in  the  end 
must  pay. 

If  the  diversion  of  short-distance  traffic  were  likely  to  cripple 
the  resources  of  the  railroads,  the  question  would  have  for  them 
a  more  serious  import.  We  anticipate  no  such  result.  The 
disturbing  element  is  not  of  recent  origin.  It  began  with  the 
horse  railway ;  and  it  is  now  some  seven  years  since  the  electric 
railway  has  been  fastening  upon  this  traffic  its  farther  reaching 
and  more  tenacious  grasp.  Meanwhile,  up  to  the  inception 
of  the  recent  business  panic,  the  traffic  and  revenues  of  our 
railroads  kept  on  rapidly  growing  year  by  year.  But  for  the 
exceptional  stringency  of  the  times,  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt 
that  they  would  have  continued  steadily  to  increase.  With  only 
a  partial  recovery  from  general  commercial  depression,  the  net 
earnings  of  our  railroad  companies  were  larger  the  last  year  than 
in  any  previous  year  in  their  history.  With  years  of  returning 
prosperity,  we  venture  to  predict  that  their  traffic  and  revenues 
will  grow  in  the  future  as  they  have  grown  in  the  past. 

Whatever  the  diversion  of  short-distance  travel,  the  increase 
of  population  and  industry  which  the  electric  railway  will  foster 
and  develop  along  the  railroad  lines,  will  still  be  tributary  to 
the  latter  in  a  hundred  ways.* 

It  is,  perhaps,  unnecessary  to  add,  that  there  is  no  apparent 
demand  by  the  public  for  the  substitution  of  electricity  for 
steam  in  general  railroad  operation.  No  complaint  has  come  to 
our  ears  that  the  present  railroad  service,  so  far  as  the  motive 
power  is  concerned,  is  inadequate  or  unsatisfactory.  The  ques- 
tion, as  it  now  stands,  is  one  purely  of  economy,  to  be  decided 
by  the  railroads  primarily  in  their  own  interest,  bearing  in 
mind,  as  they  will,  that  it  is  always  for  their  interest  to  give  to 
the  public  the  best  service  reasonably  in  their  power.  Our 
railroad  managers,  we  have  reason  to  know,  are  giving  to  the 
subject  their  diligent  attention  and  study ;  and  they  will  be 
alert  to  introduce  the  new  motive  power  upon  their  lines  so 
soon  as  it  shall  become  manifest  that  by  so  doing  they  can  give 
to  the  public  a  substantially  cheaper  and  better  service.

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The  New  England  Railroad  Company. 

The  most  striking  event  of  the  last  year,  as  affecting  the 
railroad  systems  of  the  State,  is  the  reorganization  of  the  New 
York  and  New  England  under  the  name  of  the  New  England 
Railroad  Company.  This  was  accomplished  by  means  of  a  fore- 
closure sale  under  the  second  mortgage  of  the  former  company, 
and  the  incorporation  of  the  purchasers  and  their  associates 
under  the  new  title,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 484  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  entitled,  "  An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  of  purchasers  of  the  property  and  franchises 
of  the  New  York  and  New  England  Railroad  Company,"  and 
a  similar  statute  of  the  State  of  Connecticut.  The  required 
certificate,  setting  forth  the  articles  of  association,  was  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  on  August  28, 
1895,  and  the  new  corporation  dates  from  that  day.  The  man- 
agement of  the  railroad  passed  from  the  hands  of  the  receivers, 
who  had  been  in  possession  since  about  January  1,  1894,  into 
those  of  the  new  company  on  September  1,  1895.  The  actual 
control,  by  virtue  of  the  ownership  of  a  majority  of  the  shares 
of  capital  stock,  passed  at  the  same  time  into  the  hffnds  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  whose 
president  is  now  also  the  president  of  the  New  England  Rail- 
road Company. 

A  chapter  of  somewhat  checkered  railroad  history,  the  more 
interesting  because  of  the  participation  of  the  Commonwealth 
in  its  events,  is  thus,  for  the  present,  closed. 

The  New  York  &  New  England  was  itself  the  reorganized 
successor  of  the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Railroad  Company. 
The  latter  company  was  the  composite  result  of  a  merger  by 
consolidation  or  purchase  of  a  very  considerable  number  of 
smaller  railroad  corporations,  which  had  sustained  a  more  or 
less  precarious  existence  in  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Con- 
necticut and  New  York.  This  company  owed  its  corporate 
existence  to  a  charter  granted  by  the  State  of  Connecticut  in 
1863 ;  but  it  was  adopted  and  declared  to  be  a  Massachusetts 
corporation  by  St.  1868,  c.  145,  and  its  various  acts  in  cement- 
ing the  union  of  its  component  companies  were  ratified  and  con- 
firmed. As  the  name  indicates,  it  was  the  ambition  of  its 
promoters  to  establish  a  trunk  line  which  should  connect  Bos- 
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ton,  via  Hartford,  with  the  Erie  Railroad  in  New  York ;  and 
it  was  with  a  view  to  securing  this  result  that  the  Common- 
wealth was  induced  to  enlist  in  the  enterprise. 

Prior  to  the  act  of  adoption  above  referred  to,  our  Legisla- 
ture had  authorized  in  1865  a  mortgage  of  its  property  situate 
in  this  State,  and  in  1866  had  confirmed  by  special  act  the 
mortgage  of  all  its  railroad  and  property  to  Berdell  and 
others,  trustees,  to  secure  an  issue  of  $20,000,000  of  seven 
per  cent  bonds.  Owing  to  the  entanglements  which  grew  out 
of  the  combination  of  so  many  companies  affected  by  the  special 
legislation  of  four  different  States,*  and  to  the  underlying 
mortgages  which  had  been  placed  on  the  several  roads  prior  to 
their  union,  some  of  which  were  still  outstanding  for  uncertain 
amounts,  and  owing  to  distrust  in  the  success  or  management 
of  the  enterprise,  the  company  was  unable  to  float  the  Berdell 
bonds,  or  otherwise  to  raise  the  money  for  completing  the  road. 
In  this  emergency  a  successful  appeal  was  made  to  the  Com- 
monwealth for  financial  aid. 

To  assist  the  company  in  providing  itself  with  terminal  facil- 
ities at  this  end  of  the  line,  the  State  conveyed  to  the  com- 
pany, July  21,  1869,  a  parcel  of  its  tide-water  lands  -at  South 
Boston,  for  which  it  received  the  company's  note  for  $545,505.00 
secured  by  a  first  mortgage  on  the  property  sold  and  a  second 
and  third  mortgage  on  adjoining  lands.  On  December  14, 
1871,  the  mortgage  was  foreclosed  for  breach  of  condition  by  a 
sale  of  the  land,  which  was  bid  in  and  reconveyed  to  the  Com- 
monwealth. The  note  of  $545,505.00,  on  which  nothing  had 
been  paid,  remained  an  unproductive  asset  of  various  sinking 
funds  until  1881. 

By  act  of  1867,  c.  284,  a  State  loan  of  $3,000,000,  which  was 
increased  by  act  of  1867,  c.  450,  to  $5,000,000,  was  authorized 
to  be  made  to  the  company,  under  various  conditions  which  were 
intended  to  secure  and  indemnify  the  Commonwealth  against 
all  payments  on  account  of  principal  and  interest,  and  all  cost 
and  expense  attending  the  issue  of  the  loan.     The  loan  was  to 


*  It  is  stated  in  Pierce's  Index  to  the  Special  Railroad  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  that 
"  A  volume  "  containing  the  legislation  of  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut 
and  New  York,  relating  to  the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Railroad  Company,  was 
compiled  and  orinted  for  the  information  of  the  trustees  under  the  Berdell  mortgage, 
in  1872 
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bear  interest  at  five  per  cent,  and  to  be  made  payable  January 
1,  1900.  The  scrip  and  interest  warrants  were  to  be  expressed 
in  federal  currency,  or  in  the  currency  of  Great  Britain,  re- 
deemable at  London,  at  the  option  of  the  company,  which 
chose  the  latter  form  of  issue.  By  the  act  of  1867,  the  State 
was  to  receive  as  collateral  security  $138£  of  Berdell  bonds 
for  each  $100  of  scrip  issued;  but  this  was  changed  by  the 
act  of  1869  to  dollar  for  dollar.  Before  each  issue  of  $100,000 
of  scrip,  the  company  was  to  spend  $200,000  on  the  road. 
By  the  act  of  1867,  it  was  moreover  required  to  reserve  from 
its  net  annual  income  $50,000  to  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund 
created  by  the  act.  This  requirement  was  repealed  by  the  act 
of  1869,  under  which  the  company  was  to  reserve  for  the  fund 
from  the  proceeds  of  each  issue  of  scrip  such  sum  as  the  gov- 
ernor and  council  should  require. 

During  the  years  1869  aud  1870,  State  scrip  was  issued  in 
aid  of  the  enterprise  to  the  amount  of  743,600  pounds  ster- 
ling —  equal  in  our  currency,  at  the  par  of  exchange  fixed  by 
St.  1882,  c.  110  ($4.8665  per  pound),  to  $3,618,729.40.  The 
financial  condition  of  the  company  nevertheless  became  so  des- 
perate that  in  1870  the  railroad  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  re- 
ceivers, and  the  further  issue  of  scrip  was  of  course  stopped. 

After  several  years,  during  which  the  road  was  in  the  hands 
either  of  the  receivers  or  of  the  trustees  under  the  Berdell 
mortgage,  a  plan  was  consummated  for  a  reorganization  of  the 
company  in  the  interest  of  the  bondholders  under  the  Berdell 
mortgage,  by  means  of  a  foreclosure  sale;  and,  as  the  result, 
the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company  was  organ- 
ized at  a  meeting  of  the  bondholders  held  in  Boston  on  April 
17,  1873.  By  St.  1873,  c.  289,  the  proceedings  of  the  bond- 
holders were  confirmed,  and  the  New  York  &  New  England 
was  declared  to  be  a  legally  established  railroad  corporation. 
This  company  was  also  authorized  by  the  act  to  issue  $20,000,- 
000  of  capital  stock,  to  be  exchanged  dollar  for  dollar  for  the 
Berdell  mortgage  bonds.* 

The  Commonwealth  had  received  from  the  Boston,  Hartford 
&  Erie,  as  collateral  to  the  scrip  issued  by  the  State,  $3,600,- 

*  The  company  was  at  the  same  time  authorized  to  issue  $10,000,000  of  first  mortgage 
bonds,  which  are  still  outstanding. 
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000  of  the  Berdell  mortgage  bonds.  It  became  a  party  to  the 
reorganization  proceedings,  and  received  in  exchange  for  its 
bonds  36,000  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  New  York  & 
New  England  Railroad  Company.  It  sold  1 ,250  of  these  shares 
in  1879,  for  which  it  received  $43,956.25,  or  at  the  rate  of 
$35.17  per  share. 

The  remaining  34,750  shares  were  exchanged  in  August, 
1882,  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  that  year,  at  50  per  cent 
of  their  par  value  for  New  York  &  New  England  second  mort- 
gage six  per  cent  bonds  at  par.  The  Commonwealth  thus  be- 
came the  owner  of  1,737  of  these  bonds,  having  a  face  value  of 
$1,737,000.  In  1885,  the  State  received  105  more  of  these 
bonds  in  payment  for  interest  overdue,  making  its  total  holding 
$1,842,000.  In  November,  1885,  all  of  these  bonds  were  sold 
for  90  cents  on  the  dollar,  amounting  to  $1,657,800;  and  the 
interest  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  securities  of  the  company 
thus  came  to  an  end.* 

It  will  be  instructive,  at  least  as  an  object  lesson,  to  see  how 
the  State  will  stand  with  reference  to  this  loan  after  it  shall  have 
paid  the  principal  in  London  on  January  1,  1900.  Computing 
no  interest,  compound  or  simple,  on  the  items  on  either 
side,  the  account  will  balance  approximately  as  follows  :  —

*  The  financial  facts  on  which  the  foregoing  sketch  and  the  following  exhibit  are 
based,  have  on  request  been  courteously  furnished  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Common- 
wealth, through  Mr.  John  Q.  Adams,  chief  clerk  of  that  department.   ^ 
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The  idea  which  underlay  the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  project 
—that  of  connecting  Boston  and  southeastern  New  England  by 
a  direct  and  independent  trunk  line  with  New  York  —  was  a 
good  one.  There  was  then  a  public  demand  for  such  a  line. 
There  are  at  least  two  sufficient  reasons  which  will  account  for 
the  issue  to  which  this  scheme  has  now  come.  In  the  first  place, 
the  enterprise  has  been  handicapped  from  the  start  with  a 
grossly  excessive  capitalization  ;  and,  it  may  be  added,  the  heroic 
treatment  which  shall  reduce  the  capitalization  to  a  just  basis  is 
yet  to  be  applied.  The  result  has  been  that  the  securities  have 
had  a  fluctuating  and  speculative  value,  and  the  shares  have 
been  made  the  shuttlecock  of  the  stock  exchange.  The  second 
reason,  growing  out  of  the  first,  has  been  the  shifting  manage- 
ment. Including  the  three  receiverships,  the  road  has  had 
during  the  last  twenty-five  years  not  less  than  eleven  successive 
executive  heads,  and  at  least  an  equal  number  of  business 
managers.  Some  of  these  were  not  only  honest  but  able  men  ; 
but  the  turn  of  the  wheel  has  been  too  frequent  to  make 
honesty  or  ability  of  any  real  avail. 

In  the  mean  time  another  line,  of  better  physical  location  and 
stronger  financial  support,  connecting  the  same  terminal  points, 
has  been  in  process  of  formation  and  development  link  by 
link,  and  within  a  few  years  has  become  complete.  It  is  not 
the  unexpected  but  the  inevitable  that  has  now  happened,  — 
the  absorption  of  the  weaker  by  the  stronger  competing  line. 
The  desired  trunk  line* has  in  fact  been  doubly  established; 
and  although  the  main  trunk  line  is  not  to  be  that  on  which 
the  Commonwealth  by  the  year  1900  will  have  expended 
$8,000,000  from  its  treasury,  it  is  in  essential  respects  a  better 
line. 

The  present  and  prospective  situation  is  thus  outlined  in  the 
recent  annual  report  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company :  — 

The  New  England  Railroad  Company,  at  the  writing  of  this  state- 
ment [September  14, 1895],  is  in  possession  of  the  property  formerly 
known  as  the  New  York  &  New  England.  Its  lines  reach  many 
points  in  southern  New  England  which  are  also  served  by  the  roads 
of  this  company.  At  most  of  these  points  separate  organizations  are 
maintained.  It  is  apparent  that,  if  the  management  of  the  two  prop- 
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erties  is  unified,  the  expenses  of  each  can  be  diminished  materially  by 
the  consolidation,  upon  equitable  terms,  of  agencies,  yards  and  freight 
houses  at  these  points,  and  also  that  the  customers  of  each  company 
can  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the  facilities  belonging  to  both.  The  prop- 
erties will  then  yield  the  best  results  to  each  corporation  and  to  the 
public. 

Your  directors  have  therefore  accepted  an  offer  for  the  delivery 
prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
New  England  Railroad  Company,  and  have  also  purchased  five  million 
dollars  of  its  new  five  per  cent  mortgage  bonds  ;  but  it  is  not  proposed 
to  make  any  consolidation  with  or  lease  of  the  New  England  Railroad. 

The  establishment  of  the  New  York,  Now  Haven  &  Hartford 
trunk  line  has  been  of  great  advantage  to  a  large  section  of  this 
State  and  of  New  England.  Its  favorable  gradation  and  high 
standards  of  construction  and  equipment  have  made  it  a  rail- 
road thoroughfare  of  the  first  rank.  Its  route  extends  not  only 
to  the  city  of  New  York,  but  by  its  connections  to  the  West 
and  South.  It  is  thus  enabled  to  give,  and  is  giving,  to  the 
many  communities  which  it  reaches  by  its  main  and  auxiliary 
lines,  the  benefits  of  continuous  transportation  at  through  rates. 
By  a  joint  utilization  of  the  terminal  and  other  facilities  of  the 
two  systems  which  it  now  coutrols,  the  capacity  of  each  system 
will  be  greatly  increased.  The  more  speedy  and  complete  the 
union  for  this  purpose,  the  better.  A  large  opportunity  is 
now  offered  to  its  management,  not  onl^y  for  a  more  economical 
administration,  but  for  a  wider  and  more  useful  public  service. 
We  have  the  confidence  to  believe  that  the  opportunity  will  be 
improved. 

Railroad  Bridges. 

The  supervision  of  railroad  bridges  has  been  continued  upon 
the  same  general  system,  and  with  the  same  thoroughness,  as 
in  previous  years.  Professor  Swain,  who  has  charge  of  this 
department  as  the  bridge  engineer  of  the  Board,  and  to  whom 
the  credit  for  the  excellence  of  the  system  which  has  been 
adopted  and  carried  out  is  due,  submits  the  following  (his 
ninth  annual)  report  for  the  last  year :  — 
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Boston,  December  SI,  1896. 

The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 

Hon.  John  E.  Sanford,  Chairman. 

Gentlemen  :  —  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  regarding 
the  work  which  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  in  building,  repair- 
ing and  renewing  the  railroad  track  bridges  iu  this  State. 

The  biennial  reports  of  inspection  were  due  according  to  statute  on 
the  first  of  November,  1895.  Thus  far  these  reports  have  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Boston  &  Albany,  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn, 
the  Fitchbnrg,  the  New  England,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford, and  the  Eastern  and  Western  divisions  of  the  Boston  &  Maine. 
It  is  unreasonable  to  expect,  however,  that  all  the  reports  for  a  large 
railroad  system  will  be  handed  in  at  the  same  time ;  and  it  is  there- 
fore customary  for  the  railroad  engineers  to  consider  that  the  report 
for  each  division  should  be  sent  in  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  last 
report  on  that  division.  The  remaining  reports  will  therefore  prob- 
ably be  received  from  time  to  time  during  the  next  six  months. 

Number  and  Description  of  Railroad  Bridges. 
Table  I*  gives  the  usual  statistics  regarding  the  bridges  of  various 
kinds  on  the  different  roads,  while  Table  H*  gives  a  statement  with 
regard  to  the  work  done  in  building  or  strengthening  bridges  during 
the  past  year.  Table  I  shows  that  the  total  number  of  bridge  spans 
over  ten  feet  in  the  clear,  counting  each  pile  and  trestle  bridge  as  but 
one  bridge,  is  at  the  present  time  1,709.  According  to  the  report  of 
last  year,  the  total  number  was  1,703. 

Bridge  Work  during  1895. 

Table  II  shows  that  of  the  bridges  existing  last  year  33  have  been 
rebuilt  during  1895,  while  8  new  bridges  have  been  built,  all  for  the 
purpose  of  avoiding  grade  crossings  of  highways.  Only  22  bridges 
have  been  materially  strengthened  or  repaired  during  the  past  year. 
This  is  a  much  smaller  number  than  have  been  repaired  or  strengthened 
in  any  year  since  1888 ;  and,  with  the  high  class  of  structures  which  are 
now  being  built  on  our  railroads,  it  is  of  course  to  be  expected  that  in 
general  the  amount  of  work  done  in  renewing  and  repairing  will 
diminish  from  year  to  year. 

On  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  6  short  bridges  have  been  re- 
placed by  pipe  culverts ;  one  Howe  trues  has  been  rebuilt  as  a  riveted 
lattice ;  one  wooden  trestle  has  been  replaced  by  a  riveted  lattice ;  2 
spans  of  riveted  lattice  have  been  rebuilt  as  plate  girders ;   one  new

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plate  girder  has  been  built  in  abolishing  a  grade  crossing ;  and  2  iron 
bridges  have  been  strengthened  in  the  floor.  These  changes  will  not 
account  for  all  the  differences  between  the  figures  in  the  table  and 
those  in  the  table  of  last  year,  for  the  reason  that  some  changes  made 
in  1894  were  not  reported.  This  work  is  much  smaller  in  amount 
than  that  done  last  year,  or  in  any  year  for  some  time,  all  of  the 
bridges  on  this  system  having  been  already  brought  up  to  a  high  stand- 
ard of  strength. 

On  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  the  following  work  has  been  done 
on  the  different  divisions  :  — 

On  the  Eastern  division  one  I-beam  bridge  has  been  filled,  one  new 
plate  girder  of  3  spans  has  been  built  near  the  same  location,  one 
other  plate  girder  span  has  been  built  over  a  new  street,  and  some 
minor  changes  have  been  made  in  other  bridges. 

On  the  Western  division  one  I-beam  bridge  has  been  filled,  another 
rebuilt,  one  pile  bridge  has  been  rebuilt,  and  one  iron  stringer  bridge 
rebuilt. 

On  the  Southern  division  3  wooden  stringers  have  been  rebuilt,  and 
one  wooden  stringer  has  been  replaced  by  a  plate  girder. 

On  the  Central  Massachusetts  division  2  pile  bridges  have  been 
renewed,  2  wooden  stringers  have  been  renewed,  one  iron  riveted  truss 
has  been  rebuilt,  and  one  new  plate  girder  bridge  has  been  rebuilt  to 
abolish  a  grade  crossing.  Quite  a  number  of  bridges  on  this  division 
have  been  provided  with  new  ties. 

On  the  Worcester  and  Nashua  division  no  work  of  importance  has 
been  done. 

On  the  Connecticut  River  division  one  wooden  bridge  has  been 
strengthened,  and  several  of  the  iron  bridges  have  been  painted.  In 
addition,  minor  repairs,  such  as  painting,  renewal  of  ties,  etc.,  have 
been  made  on  various  bridges  of  this  division. 

On  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  Railroad  no  work  has  been 
done  during  the  past  year.  It  is  expected,  however,  that  the  pile 
bridge  near  Winthrop  Junction  will  soon  be  filled  in. 

On  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  minor  repairs  have  been  made  to  the 
masonry  of  one  bridge,  and  also  to  5  iron  bridges  and  to  8  wooden 
bridges;  new  ties  have  been  placed  on  6  bridges;  8  iron  bridges 
have  been  painted ;  one  iron  bridge  has  been  strengthened ;  one  short 
iron  bridge  rebuilt,  and  2  wooden  stringers  rebuilt. 

On  the  Grafton  &  Upton,  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  &  Wilmington,  and 
the  Martha's  Vineyard  railroads,  no  change  has  been  made  during  the 
past  year. 

On  the  New  England  Railroad  2  pile  bridges  have  been  repaired, 
one  pile  bridge  rebuilt,  2  Howe  trusses  repaired,  4  wooden  trestles 
repaired,  one  trussed  wooden  stringer  rebuilt,  the  draw  span  at  Boston 
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repaired,  and  one  plate  girder  supported  on  piles  replaced  by  two  spans 
of  plate  girder. 

On  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad  one  new  iron  bridge  has 
been  built  for  the  purpose  of  separating  grades,  and  another  is  now  in 
process  of  construction.  Ties  and  guard  rails  have  been  renewed  on 
two  bridges,  one  bridge  has  been  painted,  one  pile  bridge  has  been 
largely  rebuilt,  and  one  iron  truss  has  been  strengthened. 

On  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  the  following 
work  has  been  done  :  — 

On  the  Northampton  division  one  Howe  truss  has  been  strengthened, 
and  a  number  of  other  bridges  have  been  repaired  in  a  minor  way.  A 
number  of  iron  bridges  have  been  painted  and  the  loose  rivets  replaced. 

On  the  Berkshire  division  one  stone  arch  has  been  repaired,  and 
one  wooden  trestle  has  been  rebuilt  as  a  pile  bridge. 

On  the  Worcester  division  one  Howe  truss  has  been  provided  with 
a  new  floor,  one  wooden  stringer  has  been  replaced  by  a  plate  girder, 
one  plate  girder  has  been  rebuilt,  and  one  new  plate  girder  has  been 
built  to  abolish  a  grade  crossing. 

On  the  Old  Colony  system  3  pile  bridges  have  been  repaired,  and  2 
others  partly  rebuilt ;  one  wooden  trestle  has  been  repaired  ;  2  wooden 
stringers  rebuilt ;  one  wooden  jack-knife  draw  replaced  by  iron ;  one 
iron  draw  rebuilt ;  one  plate  girder  rebuilt ;  one  I-beam  bridge  re- 
placed by  a  brick  arch ;  one  plate  girder  replaced  by  2  brick  arches ; 
one  wooden  stringer  has  been  filled,  and  the  substructure  of  one  bridge 
has  been  repaired.  Considerable  painting  has  been  done,  and  new  ties 
put  in  on  all  the  divisions  of  the  road. 

Bridge  Floors  and  Draws. 
The  bridge  floors  throughout  the  State  are  being  gradually  brought 
to  a  higher  standard,  though  not  as  rapidly  as  could  be  desired.  The 
Boston  &  Albany  has  not  yet  adopted  guard  rails,  and  the  New  Lon- 
don Northern  has  them  on  but  a  few  of  its  bridges.  The  jack-knife 
draws  on  the  Boston  &  Maine  are  still  unprovided  with  rerailing  de- 
vices, the  importance  of  which  on  structures  of  this  class  has  been 
repeatedly  emphasized  in  previous  reports.

Safett  Appliances. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board,  an  act 
was  passed  at  the  last  legislative  session  (chapter  362),  entitled 
"  An  Act  to  require  locomotives  and  cars  used  in  traffic  within 
die  Commonwealth  to  be  equipped  with  certain  safety  appli- 
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ances."  The  provisions  of  this  act  conform  to  those  of  the  act 
of  Congress  approved  March  2,  1893,  excepting  that  the  latter 
applies  to  locomotives  and  cars  used  in  interstate  traffic,  while 
the  former  applies  to  locomotives  and  cars  used  in  traffic  within 
the  State. 

The  two  statutes  together  require  the  locomotives  and  cars 
of  the  Massachusetts  railroad  companies,  whether  used  in  State 
or  in  interstate  traffic,  to  be  equipped  as  follows :  — 

Locomotives  are  to  be  equipped  (1)  with  power  driving- 
wheel  brakes;  and  (2)  with  appliances  for  operating  a  power 
train  brake  system. 

Cars  are  to  be  equipped  (1)  with  power  train  brakes  which 
can  be  operated  from  the  locomotive  ;  (2)  with  couplers  coupling 
automatically  by  impact,  and  which  can  be  uncoupled  without 
the  necessity  of  men  going  between  the  ends  of  the  cars ;  (3) 
with  secure  grab-irons  or  band-holds  in  the  ends  and  sides  of 
each  car  for  greater  security  to  men  in  coupling  and  uncoupling 
cars ;  and  (4)  with  drawbars  (in  the  case  of  freight  cars)  of  a 
uniform  standard  height  above  the  rails,  which  is  fixed  at  34J 
inches  for  standard-gauge  railroads,  and  at  26  inches  for  narrow- 
gauge  railroads. 

All  of  the  foregoing  requirements  take  effect  January  1,  1898, 
excepting  those  relating  to  grab-irons  and  drawbars,  which  took 
effect  on  the  first  day  of  July  last.  Under  a  power  conferred 
by  the  respective  acts,  however,  the  time  for  the  equipment  of 
cars  with  grab-irons  or  hand-holds  was  extended,  by  the  con- 
current action  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  of 
this  Board,  to  December  1,  1895,  and  the  time  for  the  equip- 
ment of  freight  cars  with  drawbars  of  standard  height,  to  Feb- 
ruary 15,  1896,  in  the  case  of  the  five  leading  railroads  of 
the  State.  The  order  of  the  Board,  in  which  the  reasons  for 
this  action  are  stated,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Automatic  Couplers. 

In  the  last  report  tables  were  given  showing  the  progress 
which  had  been  made  by  the  several  railroad  companies  of  this 
State  in  equipping  their  freight  cars  with  automatic  couplers. 
The  following  figures,  similar  to  those  given  last  year,  show  the 
progress  which  has  been  made  during  the  past  twelve  months. 
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Table  II.  —  Progress  in-  Equipment  of  Freight  Cars  with  Automatic 
Couplers,  1892  to  1895.

Table  I,  on  the  preceding  page,  shows  the  total  number  of 
freight  cars  owned  and  leased,  the  number  equipped  with 
M.  C.  B.  and  other  forms  of  automatic  couplers,  and  the 
percentage  of  cars  so  equipped.  In  order  to  make  the  exhibit 
complete,  the  narrow-gauge  roads  are  included,  although  only 
one  of  them  does  a  regular  freight  business. 

Table  II  compares  these  figures  with  similar  data  for  1892 
as  given  in  the  last  report,  as  regards  the  five  leading  railroads 
of  the  State. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  the  greatest  progress  has  been 
made  by  the  Boston  &  Albany,  which  now  has  87.9  per  cent 
of  its  freight  cars  equipped  with  automatic  couplers,  as  against 
65  per  cent  in  1892  and  83.5  per  cent  in  1894.  The  other  roads 
are  still  far  behind.  The  Boston  &  Maine,  which  in  1892  had 
119  per  cent  and  in  1894  18.3  per  cent  of  its  freight  cars 
equipped,  now  has  25.9  per  cent.  The  Fitchburg  has  increased 
its  percentage  from  26.5  per  cent  last  year  to  29.2  per  cent. 
The  New  England  has  advanced  its  percentage  from  19.9  to 
29.4  per  cent,  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
percentage  has  risen  from  31.7  to  48.2  per  cent.     The  Central 
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Vermont,  which  operates  the  New  London  Northern,  does  not 
give  the  form  of  coupler  used,  bat  reports  1,427  cars  oat  of  a 
total  of  6,422,  or  22.2  per  cent,  equipped  with  automatic  coup- 
lers, this  percentage  comparing  very  favorably  with  9.6  per 
cent  as  reported  last  year. 

Of  the  five  narrow-gauge  railroads,  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  & 
Wilmington  is  practically  the  only  one  which  runs  freight  trains 
or  does  a  freight  business.  It  has  apparently  done  nothing  as 
yet  towards  equipping  its  151  freight  cars  with  automatic  coup- 
lers, although  some  steps  have  been  taken  in  that  direction.  It 
appears  from  the  footings  of  Table  I  that,  taking  all  the  Massa- 
chusetts roads  together,  19,201  freight  cars  out  of  a  total  num- 
ber of  48,154,  or  39.9  per  cent,  are  at  present  equipped  with 
automatic  couplers. 

The  footings  of  Table  II  show  that,  taking  the  five  leading 
railroads  of  the  State,  the  percentage  of  freight  cars  equipped 
has  risen  from  24.4  in  1892,  to  42.8  in  1895. 

As  shown  in  the  report  of  last  year,  the  rate  of  progress, 
taking  the  companies  separately  or  as  a  whole,  is  not  sufficiently 
great,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Boston  &  Albany,  to  result, 
if  continued,  in  a  compliance  with  the  statutory  requirements 
within  the  time  prescribed. 

Power  Brake  Equipment. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  the  brake  equipment  of 
engines  and  cars  on  the  railroads  of  this  State  is  being  steadily 
made  more  perfect. 

A  table  was  given  in  the  last  report,  showing  the  progress 
in  the  equipment  of  locomotives  with  driving-wheel  brakes  from 
1890  to  1894.  Table  I,  on  the  following  page,  is  a  continuation 
of  that  table,  giving  the  figures  also  for  1895.  All  of  these 
figures  are  compiled  from  data  which  may  be  found  in  the 
annual  returns  of  the  companies  to  the  Board.  The  table 
shows  the  whole  number  of  locomotives  of  all  kinds  on  each 
of  the  six  principal  railroads  of  the  State,  and  on  the  six  roads 
combined,  and  the  number  and  percentage  of  locomotives 
equipped  with  driving-wheel  brakes,  June  30,  for  each  of  the 
last  six  years. 

In  the  last  report,  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
progress  which  had  been  made,  as  shown  in  the  table,  was 
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remarkable.  The  table  on  the  opposite  page  shows  an  equally 
remarkable  rate  of  progress  daring  the  past  year. 

The  Boston  <fe  Albany,  which  in  1890  had  but  58  per  cent, 
and  in  1894  had  91  per  cent,  now  has  100  per  cent  of  its  engines 
equipped  with  driving-wheel  brakes.  The  Boston  &  Maine, 
which  in  1890  had  5  per  cent,  and  in  1894  had  49  per  cent,  now 
has  over  51  per  cent  so  equipped.  The  Fitchburg,  which  in 
1890  had  40  cent,  and  in  1894  had  73  per  cent,  now  has 
over  81  per  cent  so  equipped.  The  New  England  has  all 
of  its  engines  equipped,  as  was  the  case  a  year  ago.  The  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford,  which  last  year  had  79  per  cent 
equipped,  now  has  100  per  cent.  No  progress  has  been  made 
by  the  New  London  Northern  the  last  year,  and  but  little  since 
1890.  Only  twenty  per  cent  of  its  engines  are  equipped  with 
driving-wheel  brakes.  „    « 

Looking  at  the  figures  as  a  whole,  we  find  that  three  of  the 
six  roads  have  all  of  their  engines  equipped  with  driving-wheel 
brakes.  The  total  number  of  engines  is  1,952,  of  which  1 ,619, 
or  83  per  cent,  are  so  equipped.  The  Fitchburg,  the  Boston  & 
Maine,  and  the  New  London  Northern  are  below  the  average. 
The  last-named  road  has  equipped  but  two  engines  since  1890. 
With  regard  to  the  Boston  &  Maine,  when  it  is  remembered 
that  in  1890  it  had  but  5  per  cent  of  its  engines  equipped, 
it  will  be  seen  that  this  company  has  made  great  progress 
since  that  time. 

At  the  average  rate  of  progress  since  June,  1890,  the  Fitch- 
burg will,  however,  have  its  entire  locomotive  equipment  pro- 
vided with  driving-wheel  brakes  ahead  of  the  required  date, 
January  1,  1898.  The  Boston  &  Maine  and  the  New  London 
Northern  will  not  have  their  equipment  so  provided  by  that 
date,  unless  the  rate  of  increase  is  much  more  rapid  than 
during  the  past  five  years. 

A  matter  of  some  importance  in  connection  with  the  use  of 
driving-wheel  brakes,  re  the  method  of  applying  the  brakes. 
It  was  and  still  is  quite  common  to  have  a  separate  handle  for 
applying  the  driving-wheel  brakes,  so  that  two  distinct  opera- 
tions are  required  of  the  engineer  in  order  fully  to  apply  the 
brakes  to  his  train.  In  the  report  on  the  Quincy  accident, 
attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  if  all  the  brakes  on  the  train 
could  have  been  applied  by  turning  one  handle,  a  fraction  of  a 
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second   might  have  been  saved,  and  some  of  the  disastrous 
consequences  of  the  accident  avoided. 

Statistics  are  not  at  hand  for  giving  the  exact  proportion  of 
the  engines  now  provided  with  driving-wheel  brakes,  in  which 
these  brakes  and  the  train  brakes  are  applied  with  one  handle ; 
but  it  is  worth  while  to  emphasize  once  more  the  desirability 
of  such  an  arrangement.  From  such  figures  as  have  been  re- 
ceived, it  is  evident  that  it  is  still  too  customary  to  have  separate 
handles. 

Brake  Equipment  of  Freight  Cars. 

Table  II,  which  is  also  made  up  from  the  figures  given  in 
the  annual  returns  to  the  Board,  shows  the  progress  which  has 
been  made  by  the  same  six  companies,  separately  and  com- 
bined, in  equipping  their  freight  cars  with  power  train  brakes. 
The  table  gives  the  total  number  of  freight  cars  of  all  kinds  in 
use  on  the  several  roads  (including  cars  in  company  service, 
such  as  gravel  cars,  derrick  cars,  etc.,  but  excluding  pay  cars 
and  directors'  cars,  which  are  run  on  passenger  trains) ,  together 
with  the  number  and  percentage  of  such  cars  equipped  with 
these  brakes,  June  30,  in  each  of  the  last  six  years. 

The  table  shows  that  the  Boston  &  Albany  is  still  in  the  lead, 
having  increased  its  percentage  from  44.8  per  cent  a  year  ago 
to  47  per  cent  this  year.  The  increase,  however,  is  not  as  great 
as  from  1893  to  1894.  The  Boston  &  Maine  appears  to  have 
fewer  cars  equipped  with  train  brakes  than  was  the  case  last 
year.  Practically  nothing  has  been  done  by  this  company 
towards  equipping  its  freight  cars  with  such  brakes.  The 
Fitchburg  has  increased  its  percentage  from  17.7  to  21.9  per 
cent.  The  New  London  Northern  has  done  nothing.  The 
New  England  has  done  almost  nothing. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  has  made  a  great 
advance  the  last  year,  its  percentage  having  increased  from  13.2 
in  1894  to  30.5  in  1895.  This  company  now  stands  second  in 
this  respect,  having  progressed  faster  than  the  Fitchburg  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

As  stated  in  the  last  report,  none  of  the  six  companies  will, 
at  the  average  rate  of  progress  since  1890,  have  their  entire 
freight  equipment  provided  with  power  train  brakes  by  the 
date  prescribed  in  the  statutes. 
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General  Summary  of  Railroad  Accidents.* 

Train  Accidents. 
There  were  8  collisions  and  2  derailments  of  trains  during 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1895,  in  which  4  employees  were 
killed  and  23  were  injured ;  but  in  these  accidents  no  passenger 
was  killed  or  seriously  hurt.  Several  train  accidents  which 
occurred  after  the  close  of  the  railroad  year,  but  within  the 
calendar  year,  resulted  more  seriously,  and  special  reports  on 
them  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Number  of  Personal  Injuries. 
The  total  number  of  casualties  to  persons  reported  during 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1895,  was  981,  being  133  less  than 
for  the  preceding  year,  and  470  less  than  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1893.  Of  the  981  persons  injured,  248  were 
fatally  and  733  not  fatally  injured  —  an  increase  of  16  fatal 
injuries,  and  a  decrease  of  83  injuries  not  fatal.  Of  the  total 
number  of  casualties,  48  were  to  passengers,  600  to  employees, 
81  to  persons  at  grade  crossings  or  stations,  and  252  to  tres- 
passers. The  number  of  adults  was  951,  and  the  number  of 
children,  30. 

Accidents  to  Passengers. 

Of  passengers  injured  by  causes  beyond  their  own  control, 
none  were  reported  killed,  and  but  5  injured.  Of  passengers 
injured  by  their  own  fault  or  carelessness,  5  were  killed  and  38 
were  injured.  This  is  a  much  more  favorable  showing  in  both 
classes  of  accidents  than  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  within  and  without 
the  State  was  107,856,348;  and  the  total  number  of  miles 
travelled,  1,636,197,381.  Assuming,  as  heretofore,  that  20 
per  cent  of  the  passengers  travel  wholly  without  the  State,  the 
number  of  passengers  carried  wholly  or  partly  within  the  State 
would  be,  in  round  numbers,  86,500,000 ;  and  the  number  of 
miles  travelled  within  the  State,  would  be  1,309,000,000. 
Upon  these  figures  the  following  table  is  based :  —

It  indicates  a  very  fair,  not  to  say  a  very  high,  degree  of 
security  when  over  86,000,000  passengers  are  carried  in  the 
course  of  a  year,  and  not  one  of  them  receives  a  fatal  injury, 
and  only  five  of  them  receive  any  injury  which  is  attributable 
to  negligence  or  fault  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  company. 

Accidents  to  Employees. 
The  number  of  employees  reported  killed  and  injured  was 
precisely  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  600.  Of  these  483 
were  trainmen  and  117  were  otherwise  employed.  Ten  were 
killed  and  246  were  injured  while  coupling  or  uncoupling  cars 
—or  six  more  killed  and  7  less  injured  than  during  the  preced- 
ing year.  About  43  per  cent  of  all  the  accidents  to  employees 
came  under  this  head,  and  53  per  cent  of  the  injured  trainmen 
were  injured  while  doing  this  work.  Many  of  the  injuries 
under  this  head  were  slight,  and  some  were  due  to  want  of 
proper  caution  on  the  part  of  the  employees.  This  result 
shows  that  automatic  couplers  have  not  yet  secured  the  safety 
of  employees  which  it  is  hoped  they  may  when  more  generally 
and  uniformly  adopted.  ^> 
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By  coming  in  contact  with  overhead  bridges  or  other  struct- 
ures, 8  were  killed  and  14  were  injured, — an  increase  over 
last  year  in  number  and  fatality  of  this  class  of  accidents,  but 
a  decrease  from  the  number  for  the  year  1893.  Seven  were 
killed  and  59  were  injured  by  train  accidents,  a  more  favorable 
report  than  for  the  preceding  year,  when  10  were  killed  and 
66  were  injured  by  such  accidents.  Eight  were  killed  and  43 
were  injured  by  falling  or  being  thrown  from  trains,  only  half 
as  many  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Accidents  at  Grade  Crossings. 

The  total  number  of  persons  killed  or  injured  at  grade  cross- 
ings, was  71,  —  6  more  than  the  preceding  year.  Of  these  14 
were  killed  and  16  injured  at  protected  crossings,  and  12  were 
killed  and  29  injured  at  unprotected  crossings.  The  accidents 
at  protected  crossings  are  often  due  to  the  fact  that  persons  on 
foot  persist  in  crossing  when  the  gates  are  down,  br  in  disre- 
gard of  the  flag. 

The  table  on  the  opposite  page  shows  the  grade-crossing 
accidents  on  each  of  the  several  operating  railroads. 

Accidents  at  Stations. 

At  stations,  3  were  reported  killed  and  7  injured.  It  is 
probable  that  the  number  coming  under  this  head  should  be 
larger,  for  in  some  cases  persons  injured  while  crossing  the 
tracks  at  stations  are  designated  as  passengers  or  trespassers, 
even  when  lawfully  crossing  the  tracks,  the  railroad  company 
having  provided  no  other  means  of  passing  from  one  side  of  the 
station  to  the  other.  Last  year  by  a  careful  examination  of 
certain  reports  of  accidents  to  persons  designated  as  passengers 
and  trespassers,  it  was  found  that,  under  the  head  of  "at  sta- 
tions/' 6  were  killed  and  12  were  injured.  A  person  who,  hav- 
ing purchased  a  ticket,  crosses  the  track  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  a  train  on  the  opposite  track,  is  not  properly  designated 
as  a  passenger ;  and  a  person  crossing  the  track  for  the  purpose 
of  purchasing  a  ticket,  may  be  said  to  cross  the  track  lawfully, 
if  the  company  provides  no  other  means  of  passing  from  one 
side  to  the  other,  and  such  person  is  not  properly  designated 
as  a  trespasser. 
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Accidents  to  Trespassers. 

Of  trespassers  proper,  including  suicides,  192  were  killed 
or  injured  while  lying,  walking  or  standing  on  the  track,  and 
60  were  killed  or  injured  by  falling  or  jumping  from  cars  on 
which  they  were  unlawfully  riding.  The  total  number  of  tres- 
passers of  both  classes  was  252,  being  37  less  than  the  number 
last  year.  Of  the  whole  number,  147  were  killed  and  105  were 
injured.  Two  evident  cases  of  suicide  were  Teported,  while 
other  fatal  casualties  might  perhaps  be  properly  marshalled 
under  the  same  head. 


Cost  of  Abolishing  Gkade  Crossings. 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings 
of  railroads  with  public  ways,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
428  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  promote  the 
abolition  of  grade  crossings,"  in  all  the  cases  in  which  the 
special  commissions  appointed  by  the  superior  court  have 
made  reports,  now  stands  as  follows  for  the  several  years  since 
the  passage  of  the  act :  —

It  is  provided  in  section  10  of  the  above  statute,  that  "  The 
amount  to  be  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  the  Com- 
monwealth in  any  one  year  (the  year  beginning  with  the  pas- 
sagef  of  this  act)  shall  not  exceed  $500,000;  and  the  total 
amount  to  be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  exceed  $5,000,000."  As  stated  in  the 
report  of  January,  1894,  this  is  not  to  be  construed  as  making 
a  specific  provision  of  $500,000  for  each  of  the  ten  years  next 
after  the  passage  of  the  act,  so  that,  if  less  than  $500,000  is 
called  for  in  any  one  of  these  years,  the  balance  lapses  and 
is  no  longer  available  for  the  purposes  of  the  act.  Subject 
only  to  the  limitation  that  the  Commonwealth  shall  not  pay 
more  than  $500,000  in  any  one  year,  the  total  provision  of  $5,- 
000,000  holds  good  for  any  number  of  years,  until  exhausted. 

By  section  11  of  the  statute,  certain  duties  and  powers  are 
imposed  on  the  Board  to  the  end  that  the  above  limits  shall  not 
be  exceeded.  The  Board  is  to  have  notice  of  all  petitions  filed 
under  the  act;  and,  in  case  the  applications  for  changes  in  * 
grade  crossings  will  in  its  opinion,  after  examining  the  reports 
of  the  special  commissions  appointed  by  the  court,  require  a 
larger  expenditure  by  the  Commonwealth  than  $500,000  in  any 
one  year,  the  Board  "  shall  have  full  power  to  decide  which, 
if  any,  of  said  pending  petitions  shall  be  proceeded  with  dur- 
ing the  year ; n  and  no  final  decree  can  be  entered  under  any 
petition  until  the  Board  has  certified  that,  in  its  judgment,  the 
expenditure  by  the  Commonwealth,  under  that  and  other  like 
petitions,  will  not  exceed  the  amount  provided  by  the  act.

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The  Commonwealth  and  the  city  or  town  by  the  act  of  1890 
are  together  to  pay  35  per  cent  of  the  cost  in  any  case,  the 
city  or  town  not  to  pay  over  10  per  cent ;  and  the  special  com- 
missions have  thus  far  in  fact  apportioned  25  per  cent  to  the 
former  and  10  per  cent  to  the  latter.  By  a  subsequent  statute 
(1893,  c.  283)  the  Commonwealth  is  to  pay  in  the  first  instance 
the  whole  35  per  cent ;  and  the  city  or  town  is  to  repay  to  the 
Commonwealth  its  proportion  of  the  cost  in  such  annual  instal- 
ments as  the  auditor  of  the  Commonwealth  may  designate,  with 
interest  at  four  per  cent,  which  payments  are  credited  back 
to  the  general  fund.  Whether  the  Board,  in  ascertaining  the 
amount  which  the  Commonwealth  will  have  to  pay  in  any  year, 
is  still  to  proceed  on  the  basis  of  25  per  cent,  or  on  the  basis 
of  35  per  cent  less  the  reimbursements  likely  to  be  received 
during  the  year  from  cities  and  towns  under  the  act  of  1893, 
is  perhaps  not  quite  clear. 

Taking  also  into  account  the  fact  that  the  Board  cannot  know 
how  soon  the  work  in  any  case  will  commence,  or  how  rapidly 
it  will  be  pushed,  and  consequently  cannot  foresee  what  portion 
of  the  whole  estimated  expense  will  be  incurred  in  the  course 
of  any  particular  year,  it  is  evident  that  the  opinion  or 
judgment  of  the  Board  as  regards  the  amount  which  the  Com- 
monwealth may  be  called  on  to  pay  under  the  act  "  in  any  one 
year,"  may  easily  hit  somewhat  wide  of  the  mark. 

The  estimates  of  cost  have  hitherto  fallen  so  far  within  the 
limit  that  the  Board  has  had  no  hesitation  in  giving  the  required 
certificate.  With  the  larger  undertakings  now  in  progress  or 
in  contemplation,  such,  for  example,  as  the  extensive  abolition 
of  the  grade  crossings  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  with 
public  and  private  ways  in  the  city  of  Newton,  the  question 
is  likely  to  become  a  closer  one.*  With  the  foregoing  explana- 
tion of  the  liability  to  error  in  a  judgment  based  on  uncertain 
estimate  and  not  on  exact  computation,  the  Board  desires  to 
say  that,  in  case  of  doubt,  it  will  feel  justified  in  giving  the

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benefit  of  the  doubt  to  the  prosecution  rather  than  the  suspen- 
sion of  the  important  work  of  eliminating  grade  crossings.  If 
the  actual  demands  under  the  statute  should  exceed  the  limit  in 
any  year,  it  is  presumed  that  the  excess  would  have  precedence 
of  payment  the  next  year ;  or  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
calls  have  hitherto  fallen  so  far  within  the  limit,  the  Legislature 
would  deem  it  proper  to  make  special  provision  for  a  temporary 
overdraft. 

Inspection  op  Railroads. 
An  important  work  of  the  Board,  in  respect  to  which  it  is 
impracticable  to  report  with  much  detail,  is  the  personal  ex- 
amination of  the  railroads  of  the  State.  It  is  the  rule  of  the 
Board,  which  is  very  closely  adhered  to,  to  go  over  every  mile 
of  railroad  in  the  State  for  this  purpose  at  least  once  each  year. 
This  is  done  in  a  special  car,  in  company  with  the  bridge 
engineer  and  the  inspector  of  the  Board,  and  with  the  railroad 
superintendent  and  masters  of  construction  and  repair.  Stops 
are  made  at  each  station,  bridge,  and  other  desired  point,  with 
a  view  to  ascertaining  the  condition  of  the  road  as  regards  its 
construction  and  equipment.  This  supervision  is  supplemented 
by  that  of  the  three  railroad  inspectors  appointed  under  St. 
1894,  c.  535,  who  devote  their  whole  time  to  the  detailed 
examination  of  "  the  machinery,  cars  and  locomotives  em- 
ployed in  moving  trains,  and  tracks  of  railroads,"  to  the 
investigation  of  accidents,  and  the  like.  The  prediction  in  the 
last  report  that  this  force  would  "  prove  a  useful  auxiliary  to 
the  general  system  of  railroad  supervision, "  has  been  fully 
verified  by  the  experience  of  the  last  year.* 


•  For  the  purposes  of  this  inspection,  the  State  is  divided  into  three  districts.  The 
Western  district  embraces  the  county  of  Worcester  and  the  four  western  counties ;  the 
Central  district,  the  counties  of  Essex  and  Middlesex ;  and  the  Eastern  district,  the 
county  of  Norfolk  and  the  five  southeastern  counties.  The  railroads  in  Suffolk  county 
are  divided  between  the  last  two  districts.  Each  Inspector  has  the  special  charge  of  a 
district.  Inspector  Wheeler  has  had  charge  of  the  Western  district;  Paige,  of  the 
Central  district;  and  Upton,  of  the  Eastern  district.  The  last  two  inspectors  change 
districts  January  1,  1896,  until  further  order.  Inspector  Paige,  whose  term  expired 
October  1, 1805,  has  been  reappointed  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
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Summary  Statement  of  Financial  Condition  and  Business 

Operations. 

On  the  following  pages  a  summary  account  is  given  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  railroad  corporations  of  this  State  at 
the  close  of  the  last  railroad  year,  June  30,  1895,  with  the 
results  of  their  business  operations  during  that  year,  and  a  com- 
parison of  the  same  with  previous  years.  The  earnings  and 
expenses  of  the  leading  corporations  of  the  State  are  also  com- 
pared in  some  of  their  details.  Tabulated  statements  of  the 
condition  and  operations  of  each  of  the  railroad  corporations  of 
the  State  for  the  last  year  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this 
report. 

Assets  and  Liabilities. 

The  gross  assets  of  the  companies,  June  30,  1895,  were 
$360,639,657.80.  The  several  classes  of  assets,  and  the  in- 
crease in  each  class  as  compared  with  1894,  appear  in  the 
following  table :  —

It  will  be  seen,  by  comparing  the  above  tables,  that  while 
there  was  a  gain  over  the  previous  year  of  $7,277,340.47  in 
gross  assets,  there  was  an  increase  of  but  $4,678,576.36  in 
gross  liabilities — a  balance  of  $2,598,764.11  in  favor  of  assets, 
increasing  by  that  amount  the  aggregate  surplus  of  the  com- 
panies.

The  total  amount  of  cash  dividends  declared  the  last  year 
was  $11,364,564.80  — an  increase  of  $160,034.60  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  Thirty-two  out  of  the  fifty  corporations  declared 
dividends  varying  from  1  to  15  per  cent  in  rate,  and  eighteen 
paid  no  dividends.

A  comparison  of  the  two  preceding  tables  shows  for  the  last 
year  a  relative  increase  of  long-distance  travel  and  decrease  of 
short-distance  or  suburban  travel,  —  though  the  latter  is  much 
less  marked  than  the  year  before.  For  ten  years  prior  to  1893, 
the  growth  of  suburban  railroad  travel  had  been  at  the  average 
rate  of  nearly  2,500,000  passengers  annually.  For  the  last 
two  years,  the  falling  off  in  suburban  railroad  travel  has  been 
at  the  average  rate  of  over  2,280,000  passengers  a  year.  This 
remarkable  change,  as  every  one  knows,  is  due  to  the  rapid 
development  of  the  electric  street  railway  system. 

Freight  Traffic. 

The  total  number  of  tons  of  freight  hauled  on  all  the  roads 
the  last  year  was  30,858,173 — an  increase  of  3,479,513  tons 
over  the  previous  year.  Each  ton  of  freight  was  hauled  on 
the  average  a  distance  of  83.01  miles,  making  the  total  freight 
mileage  2,561,598,881  —  an  increase  of  374,094,699  miles,  or 
tons  hauled  one  mile,  over  the  previous  year.

Density  of  Traffic. 

By  "density  of  traffic"  is  meant  the  average  annual  num- 
ber of  passengers  or  tons  of  freight  carried  one  mile  per 
total  mile  of  railroad  operated.  The  density  of  traffic  on  a 
railroad  system,  other  things  being  equal,  is  a  measure  of  its 
earning  capacity. 

The  following  table  shows  the  density  of  passenger  traffic 
and  freight  traffic,  and  of  both  combined,  during  the  last  year, 
on  all  of  the  Massachusetts  railroads  taken  together,  and  on  the

In  the  Middle  States,  and  in  the  United  States  taken  as  a 
whole,  about  70  per  cent  of  the  revenue  from  railroad  opera- 
tion is  derived  from  the  freight  service,  and  only  about  30 
per  cent  from  the  passenger  service.  The  Massachusetts  com- 
panies, on  the  contrary,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  following  table, 
derive  their  aggregate  earnings  about  equally  from  passengers 
and  freight.

The  table  shows  a  steady  reduction  of  the  average  fare  year 
by  year  from  2.51  cents  per  mile  in  1871  to  1.85  cents  per  mile 
in  1887.  With  some  fluctuations  between  1887  and  1891,  the 
fare  has  since  settled  down  until  it  reached  the  last  year  its 
lowest  point  at  1.78  cents  per  mile.  This  is  a  reduction  of  29 
per  cent  from  the  average  fare  of  2.51  cents  in  1871.

The  figures  in  this  table  indicate  an  average  passenger  fare 
of  2.59  cents  per  mile  in  1865,  on  the  then  leading  railroad 
lines  of  the  State,  as  against  a  corresponding  fare  of  1.77  cents 
in  1895  ;  showing  a  reducton  of  32  per  cent  in  the  intervening 
period  of  thirty  years. 

Freight  Bates. 

In  the  tables  which  follow,  the  average  rates  per  ton  mile  for 
the  transportation  of  merchandise  on  the  railroads  of  this  State 
are  shown  for  the  same  years  and  intervals  of  years,  for  all  of 
the  roads  and  for  the  same  groups  of  roads,  as  in  the  preceding 
tables  of  passenger  fares. 

The  first  table  on  the  following  page  gives  the  average  freight 
rate  per  ton  mile  on  all  of  the  roads  for  each  of  the  last  twenty-

The  average  freight  rate  of  3.11  cents  per  mile  in  1871  fell, 
as  appears  in  the  table,  by  constant  and  rapid  gradations  year 
by  year  to  1.82  cents  in  1879.  With  some  after  fluctuations, 
but  on  a  gradually  descending  scale,  it  reached  the  last  year  its 
lowest  point  at  1.28  cents  per  ton  mile — a  reduction  of  59  per 
cent  from  the  rate  of  3.11  cents  in  1871.

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The  table  finds  the  average  rate  on  the  foregoing  group  of 
roads  to  have  been  2.95  cents  per  ton  mile  in  the  year  1870. 
The  corresponding  rate  for  1895  is  1.27  cents.  This  is  a  re- 
duction of  57  per  cent.

It  appears  by  this  table  that  the  average  freight  rate,  on  four 
of  the  leading  railroad  lines  of  the  State,  has  fallen  from  4.16 
cents  in  1865  to  1.31  cents  in  1895  —  a  reduction  of  69  per 
cent  in  thirty  years. 

In  comparing  the  present  passenger  and  freight  rates  of  the 
selected  groups  of  companies  named  in  the  foregoing  tables  with 
their  corresponding  rates  in  1865  and  other  previous  years,  the 
business  for  those  years  of  the  more  important  railroad  lines 
which  have  since  been  consolidated  with  or  leased  to  the  several 
companies  named,  has  been  included  in  the  computation  of  the 
rates  of  the  latter  as  given  in  the  tables.  This,  which  was 
necessary  to  a  fair  comparison,  may  account  for  an  apparent 
discrepancy  between  some  of  the  figures  in  these  tables  and 
those  of  similar  tables  in  former  reports. 
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Income  and  Expenditures. 

The  total  income  of  the  companies  from  all  sources,  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1895,  was  $74,587,705.85,  and  the  total 
expenditures  were  $74,626,252.07  —  leaving  a  small  deficit  of 
$38,546.22  to  be  taken  from  surplus  account.

The  balance  for  the  year  has  been  a  deficit  but  three  times  in 
the  last  ten  years  —  in  1888,  and  the  last  two  years  as  tho 
result  of  the  panic  of  1893.  The  reduction  of  the  deficit 
from  $1,823,561.18  for  1894  to  only  $38,546.22  for  the  last 
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year,  is  due,  as  the  foregoing  tables  show,  to  improved  business 
and  economies  in  operation,  and  not  to  a  lower  dividend  rate. 

Earnings  and  Expenses  of  Opebation.

There  has  been  no  interruption  of  railroad  service  during  the 
last  year  by  strikes  or  otherwise. 
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Receipts  of  Floub  and  Grain  in  Boston.* 

The  receipts  of  flour  and  grain  in  Boston  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1895,  show  a  decrease  in  all  except  wheat,  which 
increased  1,629,504  bushels. 

The  receipts  of  corn  were  the  smallest  reported  during  the 
last  ten  years,  and  were  nearly  three  million  bushels  less  than 
in  1885,  ten  years  ago.  There  is  less  fluctuation  in  the  receipts 
of  oats  than  of  the  other  kinds  of  grain,  but  the  decrease  the 
last  year  was  165,328  bushels. 

The  quantity  of  wheat  received  during  the  last  four  years  has 
much  exceeded  the  receipts  in  any  previous  decade,  and  the 
receipts  of  the  last  year  were  very  much  larger  than  in  any 
year  of  which  we  have  a  record. 

The  Boston  &  Maine,  formerly  classed  both  as  a  through  and 
a  seaboard  line,  is  now  classed  only  with  the  through  lines 
from  the  West,  on  account  of  its  connections  with  the  Canadian 
railroads. 

Four  roads,  the  Boston  &  Albany,  Boston  &  Maine,  Fitch- 
burg,  and  New  York  &  New  England,  bring  more  than  95  per 
cent  of  all  the  flour  and  grain  coming  to  Boston.

*  The  tables  on  this  and  the  following  pages,  and  similar  tables  printed  in  the  annual 
reports  for  more  than  twenty  years  past,  have  been  compiled  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,. 
Mr.  William  A.  Crafts. 
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The  tables  on  the  preceding  pages  show  in  detail  the  receipts 
of  flour  and  grain  for  the  last  ten  years.  The  change  of  the 
railroad  year  from  September  30  to  June  30  makes  it  more 
convenient  to  give  the  receipts  of  grain  for  the  corresponding 
year.  The  receipts  for  the  year  1895,  therefore,  are  given,  for 
the  year  ending  June  30.  There  might  be  a  little  variation 
one  way  or  the  other  from  the  receipts  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  but  for  all  practical  purposes  of  comparison, 
such  variation  is  of  little  consequence. 

Railroad  Express  Service. 

An  act  was  passed  in  1894  (chapter  469),  entitled  "An  Act 
relative  to  the  transaction  of  express  business  within  the  Com- 
monwealth upon  railroad  and  steamboat  lines,"  which  was 
intended  to  regulate  the  whole  matter  of  express  service,  and 
especially  of  local  express  service,  on  railroad  passenger  trains 
in  this  State.  A  considerable  number  of  applications  were 
made  to  the  Board  for  its  recommendation,  as  provided  in  the 
act,  of  persons  and  companies  desiring  to  engage  in  the  local 
express  business  over  railroad  lines  between  various  points 
within  the  Commonwealth.  Much  time  was  given  to  the 
hearing  and  consideration  of  these  cases,  and  a  special  report 
has  been  made  on  three  petitions  of  a  typical  character, 
which  report  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  Not  only  the 
facts  of  the  particular  cases,  but  the  law  and  general  public 
policy  bearing  on  the  subject  of  express  service  on  railroads, 
and  particularly  on  express  service  on  passenger  trains,  are 
considered  at  length  in  that  report.  The  duties  of  the  Board 
under  the  statute,  and  the  rules  which  should  govern  its  action 
in  cases  brought  under  it,  are  also  fully  discussed.  It  is 
deemed  necessary  here  only  to  refer  to  the  report  in  question 
for  an  expression  of  the  views  of  the  Board  on  the  whole 
subject-matter  of  railroad  express  service. 
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STREET  RAILWAYS. 


Number  of  Companies. 

Annual  reports  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1895, 
have  been  received  from  seventy-five  street  railway  companies 
—  seven  more  than  in  1894. 

The  Albany  Street  Freight  (of  Boston),  having  discontinued 
business  and  taken  up  its  tracks ;  the  Brockton  &  Holbrook, 
the  East  Side,  and  the  Whitman,  having  been  consolidated 
daring  the  previous  year  with  the   Brockton ;   the   People's 
Electric  (of  Holyoke),  having  abandoned  the  construction  of 
its  railway ;  the  Attleborough,  North  Attleborough  &  Wren- 
tham,  and  the  Interstate  (of  Rhode  Island),  having  been  sold, 
the  one  under  foreclosure  of  mortgage  and  the  other  at  re- 
ceiver's sale,  disappear  from  the  list  of  companies.     The  Inter- 
state Consolidated  (of  Rhode  Island),  having  been  authorized 
by  St.  1895,  c.  448  to  acquire  and  operate  the  railways  of  the 
two  last-named  companies,  takes  their  place  in  this  report. 

Daring  the  last  year  the  Brockton  &  Stoughton  was  consoli- 
dated with  the  Brockton ;  the  Highland  (of  Westfield)  with  the 
Woronoco ;  the  Quincy  with  the  Quincy  &  Boston ;  and  the 
Worcester  &  Millbury  with  the  Worcester,  Leicester  &  Spen- 
cer. These  companies  appear,  however,  in  the  present  report. 
The  name  of  the  Natick  Electric  has  been  changed  to  the 
South  Middlesex,  and  the  name  of  the  Worcester,  Leicester  & 
Spencer,  to  the  Worcester  &  Suburban. 

Eleven  new  companies  were  orgapized  the  last  year  under 
the  general  law  (Pdblic  Statutes,  chapter  113)  :'The  Braintree 
&  Weymouth,  the  Commonwealth  Avenue  (of  Newton),  the 
Dighton,  Somerset  &  Swansea,  the  Fall  River,  the  Gloucester 
&  Rockport,  the  Greenfield  &  Turner's  Falls,  the  Hingham,  the 
Montague,  the  Nantasket  Electric,  the  Reading  &  Lowell,  and 
the  Wellesley  &  Boston.  Six  of  these  companies  had  built 
and  were  operating  their  railways ;  the  railway  of  one  company 
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was  in  process  of  construction ;  and  four  companies  had  not 
begun  to  build  their  railways,  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Two  companies,  the  Fall  River  &  Providence  and  the  Western 
Hampshire,  were  chartered  by  special  act  at  the  last  legislative 
session ;  but  neither  of  them  has  begun  to  build  its  railway, 
or  (so  far  as  known)  taken  any  steps  in  that  direction.  The 
Gloucester,  Essex  &  Beverly,  chartered  by  special  act  in  1893, 
has  built  its  railway  and  made  its  first  report. 

At  the  end  of  the  last  year,  fifty-two  of  the  seventy-five 
reporting  companies  were  operating  railways ;  the  railways  of 
six  companies  were  operated  by  other  companies  under  lease 
or  contract ;  the  railway  of  one  company  was  in  process  of  con- 
struction and  not  completed;  eight  companies  had  organized 
and  paid  in  a  portion  of  their  capital  stock,  but  had  not  begun 
to  build  ;  five  companies  had  been  consolidated  with  other  com- 
panies in  the  course  of  the  year;  and  the  railways  of  three 
companies  (the  Beverly  &  Danvers,  the  Milford  &  Hopedale, 
and  the  Siasconset)  were  not  in  operation. 

Railway  Construction  and  Mileage. 

It  has  been  customary  in  former  reports  to  compute  and  to 
state  the  mileage,  or  length  in  miles,  of  street  railways  on  a 
different  basis  from  that  of  railroads.  By  railroad  mileage  has 
uniformly  been  meant  the  length  of  railroad  line,  without  re- 
gard to  number  of  tracks.  By  street  railway  mileage,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  length  of  main  track  has  usually  been  intended, 
without  regard  to  length  of  railway  line.  If,  therefore,  a 
street  railway  was  five  miles  long  between  terminal  points,  and 
had  two  main  tracks,  it  has  been  counted  as  ten  miles  in  length  ; 
and  the  mileage  of  branches  has  been  computed  in  the  same, 
way.  This  has  led  to  some  confusion  in  the  minds  of  those 
who  were  not  familiar  with  the  two  methods  of  reckoning. 

Until  the  last^year,  the  length  of  street  railway  line  (in  dis- 
tinction from  main  track)  has  not  been  called  for  or  reported 
by  the  railway  companies.  In  this  and  future  reports,  it  is 
intended  to  state  the  mileage  of  street  railways  in  the  same 
manner  as  that  of  railroads.  It  will  still  be  necessary,  how- 
ever, for  purposes  of  comparison  with  former  years,  to  go  upon 
the  basis  of  main  track ;  but  it  will  be  attempted  in  every  case 
to  make  it  clear  which  basis  is  intended.  T 
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As  shown  in  the  following  table,  there  have  been  built  the 
last  year  149.142  miles  of  new  main  track,  and  9.742  miles  of 
new  or  additional  side  track.  The  length  of  new  railway  line 
built  the  last  year  cannot  be  given  for  the  reason  above  stated.

The  Massachusetts  companies  now  own,  as  shown  in  the 
above  table*  907,988  miles  of  street  railway  line,  169.997  miles 
of  second  main  track,  and  67.523  miles  of  side  track  —  making 
the  total  length  of  track  owned  1,155.250  miles. 

The  next  table  shows  the  length  of  main  track  operated, 
September  30 »  1894  and  1^95,  and  the  motive  power  used. 
The  length  operated  (it  will  be  noticed)  exceeds  by  about  ten 
miles  the  length  owned,  owing  to  the  joint  use  in  some  cases 
of  the  same  track  by  more  than  one  company.

The  average  cost  of  the  street  railways  of  the  State  per  mile 
of  main  track  (including  the  cost  but  not  including  the  length 
of  sidings),  as  it  stood  on  the  books  of  the  companies  Septem- 
ber 30,  1895,  was  $23,984. ll'for  construction;  $10,479.14  for 
equipment;  and  $14,266.28  for  land,  buildings  and. other  per- 
manent property  —  making  a  total  average  cost  of  $48,729.53 
per  mile  of  main  track. 

These  figures  furnish  but  little  clue,  however,  to  the  cost 
in  the  case  of  any  particular  railway  —  reference  for  which, 
must  be  had  to  the  tabulations  in  the  Appendix.  The  cost,  as 
reported  by  the  several  companies  whose  railways  are  com- 
pleted and  equipped,  ranges  from  $11,737  to  $97,904  per  mile 
of  main  track.  ^ 
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The  following  table  gives  the  cost  per  mile,  classified  as 
above,  and  also  the  capitalization  (capital  stock  and  net  debt) 
outstanding  against  each  mile  of  main  track,  as  reported  by  the 
companies  at  the  end  of  each  of  the  last  ten  years :  —

Dividends. 

The  whole  amount  of  cash  dividends  declared  and  paid  the 
last  year  was  $1,606,196  —  an  average  of  5.76  per  cent  on 
the  total  amount  of  capital  stock  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the 
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year,  as  against  5.97  per  cent  in  1894.  Computed  (as  it 
should  be)  on  the  mean  amount  of  capital  stock  outstanding 
at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year,  the  average  dividend  the 
last  year  was  5.85  per  cent,  as  against  6.10  per  cent  in  1894. 

Only  33  out  of  the  75  companies  paid  dividends  the  last  year. 
One  company  paid  9  per  cent ;  one  (the  West  End)  paid  8  per 
cent  on  preferred  stock  and  6\  per  cent  on  commdn  stock ; 
seven  paid  8  per  cent ;  one  paid  1\  per  cent ;  ten  paid  6  per 
cent ;  two  paid  5  per  cent ;  one  paid  4  \  per  cent ;  three  paid 
4  per  cent;  four  paid  3  per  cent;  two  paid  2  \  per  cent;  one 
paid  2  per  cent ;  and  the  remaining  42  companies,  including 
new  and  old,  declared  and  paid  no  dividends. 

The  average  rate  on  the  capital  stock  of  the  33  companies 
which  paid  dividends  was  6.63  per  cent,  as  against  7.00  per 
cent  the  previous  year.

Floating  Debt. 

The  amount  of  real  estate  mortgages  outstanding  September 
30,  1895,  was  $630,800.00. 

The  total  unfunded  debt,  including  the  above  mortgages,  was 
15,165,896  —  a  decrease  of  $1,695,124  from  the  previous  year. 

The  gross  debt,  funded  and  unfunded,  was  $27,450,396  — 
an  increase  of  $1,401,376. 

The  net  debt  (the  gross  debt  less  $2,428,150  of  cash  and 
current  assets)  was  $25,022,246  —  an  increase  of  $2,799,113. 
In  computing  the  net  debt,  the  sum  of  $1,254,573  returned 
under  the  head  of  "  miscellaneous  assets,"  covering  materials 
and  supplies  on  hand,  etc.,  is  not  included  with  cash  and  cur- 
rent assets  in  the  deduction  from  gross  debt. 
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The  funded  debt,  unfunded  debt,  gross  debt  and  net  debt,

The  percentage 
for  the  last  year  was  nearly  as  low  as  that  for  the  railroad  cor- 
porations of  the  State,  which,  as  shown  on  preceding  page  70, 
was  68.15  per  cent. 

In  the  tables  on  the  opposite  page,  the  relation  of  operating 
expense  to  gross  earnings  from  operation,  and  the  resulting  net 
earnings,  are  shown  more  in  detail. 

The  first  table  gives  the  average  gross  earnings,  operating 
expense,  and  net  earnings  from  o|>eration,  per  mile  of  main 
track  owned,  and  per  round  trip  run,  on  all  the  railways  of  the 
State,  for  each  of  the  last  ten  years.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
net  earnings  from  operation  have  increased  on  the  average  from 
$2,420  to  $3,768  per  mile  of  main  track  owned,  and  from  40 
to  80  cents  per  round  trip  run,  during  the  last  seven  years. 

The  next  table  shows  in  like  manner  the  gross  earnings,  the 
opemting  expense,  and  the  net  earnings  from  operation,  per 
car  mile  run,  and  per  passenger  carried.  It  will  be  seen  in  this 
table  that  there  has  been  in  the  last  seven  years  an  increase 
from  5.56  to  9.38  cents  in  the  average  net  earnings  per  car 
mile  run,  and  from  0.96  to  1.57  cents  per  passenger  carried. 

Street  Railway  Accidents. 

The  wbole  number  of  persons  injured  in  connection  with 
street  railway  operation,  as  reported  by  the  companies  for  the 
year  ending  September  30,  1895,  was  1,507;  of  whom  25 
received  fatal  injuries,  and  1,482  injuries  not  fatal. 

The  number  of  passengers  injured  was  898,  of  whom  7  were 
injured  fatally.  Most  of  the  accidents  to  passengers  occurred 
as  they  were  getting  on  or  off  cars. 

The  injuries  to  employees  were  45  in  all,  none  of  which  was 
fatal.  The  number  of  injuries  to  travellers  and  others  on  the 
street  was  564,  of  which  18  were  fatal. 

Of  the  whole  1,507  injured,  at  least  60  were  children. 
The  reports  do"*not  in  some  cases  indicate  whether  the  person 
injured  was  a  child  or  an  adult ;  and  it  has  been  assumed  in 
such  cases  that  the  person  was  an  adult.  Of  the  60  children 
injured,  10  were  killed.

Referring  back  to  page  98  for  the  total  number  of  passen- 
gers carried,  and  for  the  total  number  of  car  miles  and  round 
trips  run,  during  the  last  year,  and  comparing  the  same  with 
the  number  of  accidents  as  above  stated,  it  will  be  found  that 
one  in  289,302  of  the  passengers  carried  was  injured,  and  only- 
one  in  37,113,472  was  killed ;  that  street  cars  were  run  on  the 
average  77,402  miles  without  injuring,  and  2,425,308  miles 
without^killing,  any  traveller  or  other  person  on  the  street ; 
and  that  on  the  average  3,430  round  trips  were  run  without 
injuring,  and  207,168  round  trips  without  killing,  any  passen- 
ger, employee,  traveller  or  other  person.

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In  the  preceding  table,  the  accidents  of  the  last  year  are  com- 
pared with  those  of  the  previous  year.  Notwithstanding  the 
large  increase  of  traffic,  and  the  greater  consequent  exposure 
of  persons  on  the  street  as  well  as  in  the  cars,  there  was  a  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  fatal  injuries,  and  a  proportionate  de- 
crease in  the  total  number  of  accidents.  A  comparison  with 
former  years  indicates  that  electric  power,  as  now  handled,  does 
not  involve  a  materially  greater  risk  of  personal  injury  than 
horse  power. 

Employees  and  Equipment. 

The  number  of  persons  employed  by  the  street  railway  com- 
panies, and  also  the  number  of  cars,  vehicles  and  horses  owned, 
are  given  in  the  following  table  for  each  of  the  last  ten  years.

In  1888,  before  the  use  of  electric  power,  11,391  horses 
drew,  in  the  course  of  the  year,  134,478,319  passengers,  or  at 
the  rate  of  11,806  passengers  per  horse.  The  last  year,  1,436 
horses  and  4,704  motors  moved  259,794,308  passengers. 
Assuming  that  each  horse  did  the  same  work  as  in  1888,  the 
motors  must  have  moved  242,840,892  passengers,  or  at  the 
rate  of  51,624  passengers  per  motor  —  indicating  roughly  that  a 
motor  does  the  effective  work  of  nearly  four  and  two-fifths 
horses* 


106  STREET  RAILWAY  COMPANIES.  [Jan. 

Review  or  the  Year. 

The  last  year  was  one  of  marked  growth  in  street  railway 
enterprise  and  traffic,  with  some  tendency  to  improvement  in 
the  financial  management  and  condition  of  the  companies.  As 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  an  increase  of 
$705,469  in  net  earnings  from  operation ;  an  increase  of  $444,- 
687  in  net  divisible  income ;  a  decrease  of  $4,691  in  the  amount 
of  dividends  paid;  and  a  resulting  increase  of  $449,378  in 
annua!  surplus.  There  was,  on  the  other  hand,  an  increase  of 
$3,734,523  in  amount  of  capital  stock  and  net  debt.  The 
balancing  of  the  year's  accounts  shows  a  net  addition  of  $234,- 
304  to  aggregate  surplus.  This,  for  the  amount  of  capital 
involved  and  business  done,  is  close  figuring,  but  with  the 
balance  on  the  right  side.  The  commendable  feature  is  the 
conservatism  shown  in  the  reduction  of  the  amount  and  average 
rate  of  dividend  declared. 

New  Construction. 
There  was  built  in  this  State  the  last  year  more  new  street 
railway  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  largest  number  of 
miles  of  main  track  built  in  any  year  before  the  last,  was  in 
1893,  when  119.29  miles  were  constructed.  The  last  year 
there  was  an  addition  of  149.14  miles.  All  of  the  new  railway 
is  electric  railway;  and  42.07  miles  of  original  horse  railway 
were  re-equipped  during  the  year  for  electric  power.  Of  the 
whole  1,080  miles  of  main  track,  there  are  now  less  than  62 
miles  that  are  not  electrically  equipped.  Much  the  larger  pro- 
portion of  the  new  railway  is  what  may  be  called  country  or 
town  railway,  in  distinction  from  city  railway. 

Volume  of  Traffic. 
The  growth  of  business  was  almost  phenomenal.  There 
were  carried  the  previous  year,  in  round  numbers,  220,500,000 
passengers;  the  last  year,  260,000,000,  —  a  larger  increase 
than  in  any  two  preceding  years  combined.  This  increase 
was  due  to  the  growth  of  traffic  on  the  older  railways,  rather 
than  to  the  building  of  additional  lines.  The  increase  of  travel 
was  in  a  greater  ratio  than  the  increase  of  mileage,  and  the 
new  lines  were  operated  only  a  portion  of  the  year.     Of  the 
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39,500,000  additional  passengers  carried,  nearly  29,000,000 
were  carried  on  the  railways  of  the  eight  largest  of  the 
established  companies.  Over  18,200,000  additional  passengers 
were  carried  on  the  lines  of  the  West  End  railway  alone.  This 
company  carried  the  last  year  155,231,506  passengers  —  nearly 
60  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  carried  on  all  the  street  rail- 
ways of  the  State,  The  unprecedented  amount  of  transporta- 
tion conducted  on  this  railway,  especially  in  view  of  the 
increased  obstruction  of  its  route  through  the  "  congested 
district "  by  the  work  in  progress  on  the  subway,  is  hardly  less 
than  a  surprise. 

The  growth  of  street  railway  traffic  (about  18  per  cent) 
was  of  course  greatly  in  excess  of  the  growth  in  population, 
which  averages  in  Boston  and  the  State  less  than  three  per 
cent  a  year.  The  explanation  is  mainly  to*  be  found  in  the 
greater  capacity  of  the  electric  railway  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers  over  a  given  line  of  track.  The  cars,  for 
example,  form  at  times  an  almost  continuous  train  on  sections 
of  Tremont  Street,  in  this  city.  Each  of  the  electric  cars 
carries  two  or  three  times  as  many  passengers  as  the  ordinary 
horse  car,  and  requires  hardly  more  than  half  as  much  length 
of  track  as  the  horse  car  with  horses  attached.  The  growing 
capacity  and  efficiency  of  the  electric  railway  enlarge  the  con- 
venience of  the  public  in  its  use,  and  hence  the  increasing 
patronage. 

Earnings  and  Net  Profits. 

The  inference  from  the  foregoing  statement  might  naturally 
be,  that  the  street  railway  companies  are  largely  adding  to 
their  net  revenues  from  year  to  year,  and  earning  if  not  paying 
more  liberal  dividends,  or  piling  up  a  more  abundant  surplus. 
A  closer  and  more  careful  scrutiny  into  the  results  and  present 
conditions  of  street  railway  service  does  not  sustain  this  con- 
clusion. As  bearing  on  the  possible  cheapness  of  transporta- 
tion, this  is  to  be  regretted  quite  as  much  from  the  public  as 
from  a  corporate  standpoint.  It  is  important,  however,  in 
dealing  with  the  street  railway  problem,  that  the  conditions  be 
correctly  understood. 

The  prevalent  idea  as  to  the  great  and  increasing  profitable- 
ness of  electric  railway  operation  appears  to  be  based  on  two 
striking  and  unquestionable  facts.     The  first,  the  rapid  growth 
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in  volume  of  traffic,  has  already  been  noticed.  The  other  is 
the  remarkable  reduction,  since  the  use  of  electric  power,  in 
the  ratio  of  operating  expense  to  gross  earnings  —  from  about 
80  to  69  per  cent.  The  latter  fact  is,  of  course,  in  good 
measure  the  result  of  the  former.  A  large  traffic  can  always 
be  handled  at  a  lower  rate  of  expense  than  a  small  traffic. 
These,  however,  are  only  two  of  the  facts  in  the  case.  If  it 
were  not  for  the  increase  in  the  volume  of  traffic  and  the  reduc- 
tion in  the  ratio  of  operating  expense,  it  is  quite  certain  that 
the  career  of  the  electric  railway  would  be  a  brief  one. 

Notwithstanding  the  facts  referred  to,  the  truth  appears  to  be 
that  the  electric  railway  is  not  on  the  whole  earning  so  large  a 
net  percentage  on  the  capital  investment,  or  paying  so  large  a 
dividend  to  the  stockholder,  as  did  its  predecessor,  the  horse 
railway  ;  and  this  will  be  found  to  be  as  true  with  respect  to  the 
city  as  the  country  railways,  taken  as  a  class.  The  data  which 
compel  this  conclusion  are  accessible  to  every  one  in  the  official 
returns  of  the  companies  for  recent  and  former  years,  as  pub- 
lished in  the  reports  of  the  Board.  If  we  compare,  for  ex- 
ample, the  figures  for  the  last  year  with  those  for  1885,  ten 
years  ago,  we  obtain  the  following  results :  —

The  table  presents  not  only  the  fact,  but  the  reason  why 
there  has  been  a  loss,  rather  than  a  gain,  in  the  ratio  of  net 
earnings  and  divisible  income  to  capital  investment.    It  is  true

that  the  operating  expense  is  11 .09  per  cent  lower  than  ten  years 
ago;  but  the  capitalization  (approximately  the  cost  of  the 
plant)  is  40.25  per  cent  higher.  The  result  is  that  notwith- 
standing the  large  increase  of  traffic,  the  ratio  of  net  earnings 
to  capital  investment  is  less  than  ten  years  ago ;  and  so,  of 
course,  the  dividend.  During  the  same  period  the  surplus,  it 
will  be  noticed,  has  been  drawn  down  from  14.41  to  3.06  per 
cent. 

The  above  comparison  would,  of  course,  be  inconclusive,  if 
the  electric  system  were  now  gaining  year  by  year  in  the  ratio 
of  net  earnings  and  divisible  income  to  capital  investment.  On 
the  contrary,  the  ratio  has  been  declining  with  the  increase  in 
the  use  of  electric  power.  This  appears  from  a  parallel  com- 
parison of  the  year  1890,  when  about  26  per  cent  of  our  rail- 
ways were  electrically  equipped,  with  the  last  year,  when  about 
94  per  cent  were  so  equipped  :  —

The  downward  tendency  as  regards  the  ratio  of  net  earnings 
and  divisible  income  to  capital  investment,  and  the  explanation, 
are  as  obvious  £8  in  the  first  comparison.  The  result,  it  may 
he  added,  will  be  the  same  in  both  cases  if,  instead  of  taking 
the  companies  as  a  whole,  we  take  only  the  older  and  stronger 
dividend-paying  companies.  The  capital  stock  of  the  latter  is 
about  87  per  cent  of  the  total  capital.  The  average  dividend 
paid  by  these  companies  was  7.13  per  cent  in  1885,  7.03  per 
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cent  in  1890,  and  6.63  per  cent  the  last  year  —  declining  on 
substantially  the  same  scale  as  above  shown. 

It  is  not  by  any  means  intended  to  convey  the  impression 
that  electric  railway  operation  is,  or  is  destined  to  be,  a  finan- 
cial failure.  The  idea  that  it  is  likely  to  prove  a  source  of 
extraordinary  or  abnormal  profit  must,  however,  be  aban- 
doned. It  is  a  close  business,  yielding  with  skilful  and  pru- 
dent management  only  a  fair  average  return,  quite  within  the 
limit  allowed  by  statute  and  conservative  opinion  as  adequate 
and  proper  for  investments  of  this  character.  It  was  sug- 
gested in  the  report  of  two  years  ago  that  the  financial  condi- 
tions and  results  of  street  railway  enterprise  would  not  be 
found  to  differ  in  the  long  run  essentially  from  those  of  rail- 
road enterprise.  The  average  return  on  street  railway  capital 
was  the  last  year  a  little  below  that  on  railroad  capital,  in  this 
State. 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  an  electric  railway  is 
a  very  different  thing  in  point  of  cost  and  expense  from  that  of 
the  horse  railway.  There  has  been  moreover  a  certain  amount 
of  loss  in  the  reconstruction  of  the  horse  into  the  electric  rail- 
way. The  construction  and  equipment  accounts  of  the  older 
companies  represent  to  some  extent  the  cost  of  two  systems, 
only  one  of  which  now  exists.  There  has  been  besides  a  very 
considerable  shrinkage  in  the  value  of  the  electric  railway  prop- 
erties which  were  built  or  reconstructed  some  years  ago,  owing 
to  the  large  reduction  in  price  or  market  value  of  material. 
The  motor  which  cost  $2,850  can  now  be  bought  for  $850. 
A  suburban  railway  which  it  cost  $35,500  per  mile  of  track  to 
build  and  equip,  including  power  plant,  in  1892,  could  be  built 
and  equipped  in  the  same  manner  the  last  spring,  for  $22,600 
per  mile.  Many  of  the  companies  require,  in  order  to  place  or 
maintain  themselves  on  a  sound  financial  basis,  to  charge  off 
from  their  property  accounts  large  sums  for  shrinkage  and  de- 
preciation of  this  character,  if  of  no  other  character,  as  soon 
and  as  fast  as  their  surplus  earnings  will  permit. 

Street  Railway  Policy. 

One  can  hardly  fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  growing  im- 
portance and  magnitude  of  the  service  which  the  electric 
railway  is  rendering  the  public.     It  must  be  accepted  as  an 
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absolute  necessity  and  an  abiding  factor  in  the  life  of  at  least 
the  present  and  the  coming  generation ;  and  it  is  to  be  dealt 
with  as  such. 

The  railway  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  an  intruder,  having 
no  legitimate  place  or  right  to  be  on  the  public  street.  It  is 
nothing  more  nor  less  than  an  improved  method  of  public 
highway  travel.  The  use  of  the  highway  by  one  method  of 
travel  necessarily  interferes  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  with  the 
convenience  and  safety  of  its  use  by  other  methods.  There 
are  well  known  inconveniences  and  dangers  to  other  travellers 
attending  the  use  of  the  highway  by  travellers  in  street  cars. 
It  must  be  conceded,  however,  that  there  is  no  known  method 
of  conveyance  by  which  such  large  numbers  of  persons  can  be 
transported  through  the  streets  with  so  much  convenience, 
expedition,  and  safety  to  themselves  and  other  travellers,  with 
so  little  noise,  confusion  and  dirt,  and  with  so  little  obstruction 
and  wear  and  tear  of  the  street,  as  by  the  electric  railway. 
There  are  carried  on  the  railway  whose  lines  centre  in  Boston, 
an  average  of  425,292  persons  daily  —  a  number  equal  to 
nearly  86  per  cent  of  the  entire  population  of  the  city.  The 
great  majority  are  carried  through  the  most  crowded  thorough- 
fares. If  it  were  possible  to  transport  the  same  number  of 
persons  by  any  other  available  method  of  public  or  private 
conveyance,  the  obstruction,  annoyance  and  danger  would  on 
the  whole  be  much  greater  than  they  now  are. 

It  has  been  more  or  less  seriously  proposed  to  make  the  or- 
dinary use  of  the  surface  of  the  street  for  railway  purposes,  a 
source  of  revenue  or  relief  to  the  municipal  treasury,  either  by 
sale  of  the  railway  location,  or  by  an  excise  on  cars,  or  a  tax 
on  earnings,  or  by  requiring  the  railway  company  to  pave  or 
otherwise  maintain  the  surface  of  the  entire  roadway.  There 
is  no  reason  why  the  railway  company  should  not  pay  a  tax  on 
its  corporate  franchise  and  property  such  as  other  similar  cor- 
porations pay.  It  is  also  proper  that  it  construct  at  its  own 
cost  the  tramway  specially  adapted  to  its  use,  and  keep  the 
portions  of  the  roadway  adjacent  thereto  in  safe  condition  for 
other  travel,  as  is  now  required  by  statute.  These  charges  are 
a  part  of  the  cost  of  transportation  which  the  passenger  must 
expect  to  pay.  Beyond  this,  it  is  not  easy  to  see  why  one  who 
carries  passengers  for  hire  in  a  car  should  be  subjected  to  a  tax 
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for  the  use  of  the  street,  any  more  than  one  who  carries  pas- 
sengers for  hire  in  an  omnibus,  or  who  carries  merchandise  for 
hire  on  a  dray.  The  radical  objection  to  the  proposed  impost 
is  not,  however,  that  it  is  a  burden  on  the  railway  company, 
but  that  it  is  a  tax  on  the  traveller.  A  tax  on  the  carrier  is  a 
tax  on  the  passenger.  Whatever  fare  the  railway  passenger 
might  otherwise  have  to  pay,  he  must  pay  in  addition  to  that 
fare  his  proportion  of  the  tax ;  and  the  possibility  of  the  re- 
duction of  his,  fare  is  to  that  extent  postponed.  Nothing  has 
hitherto  been  more  free  than  the  use  of  the  highway,  for  all  per- 
sons, and  for  all  purposes  of  travel  or  transportation.  There  is 
no  good  reason  why  the  person  who  travels  in  a  street  car  should 
pay,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  the  privilege  of  travelling  on 
the  highway,  any  more  than  the  person  who  travels  in  a  public 
coach  or  in  his  private  carriage. 

As  a  counterpoise  to  the  additional  burden  to  be  assumed  or 
imposed  upon  the  railway  company,  it  is  suggested  that  the 
latter,  under  an  amendment  of  the  existing  general  law,  be 
granted  for  a  term  of  years,  or  otherwise,  an  irrevocable  loca- 
tion or  license  to  use  the  surface  of  the  street  for  railway  pur- 
poses, upon  terms  to  be  agreed  between  the  company  and  the 
city  or  town  authorities.  It  would  thus  become  possible  for  a 
municipal  board  and  a  railway  company  to  determine  and  fix 
for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  to  the  extent  of  the  authority 
given,  the  conditions  of  railway  service  within  the  limits  of  the 
city  or  town,  by  a  bargain  and  agreement  whose  obligations  a 
succeeding  board,  or  even  the  legislature  itself,  could  not  alter  or 
impair.  A  right  reserved  to  change  the  terms  would  of  course 
destroy  the  consideration. 

This  would  be  a  marked  innovation  upon  the  long  established 
policy  of  the  Commonwealth  with  respect  to  all  corporations, 
whether  created  for  private  use  or  for  public  service,  whose 
chartered  existence,  powers  and  duties,  are  now  subject  to 
alteration,  amendment  or  repeal  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Legis- 
lature ;  a  policy  which  has  worked  with  great  advantage  to  the 
public,  and  with  no  practical  disadvantage  to.  any  corporation 
which  has  been  reasonably  faithful  to  its  corporate  duties.  It 
has  not  been  our  custom  to  farm  out  the  public  service  by  bar- 
gain or  sale  to  the  highest  bidder,  or  to  place  it  beyond  the 
immediate  control  erf  lawful  authority.     Another  result  would 
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be  that  a  railway  extending  through  or  into  two  or  more  cities 
or  towns,  might  be  operated  under  diverse  terms  and  conditions 
in  the  several  municipalities,  depending  on  the  contract  made 
by  and  with  each,  which,  while  favorable  to  one,  might  be 
prejudicial  to  other  communities. 

Under  the  existing  financial  conditions  of  electric  railway 
enterprise,  with  the  small  margin  of  legitimate  profit  which  it 
has  been  shown  to  yield,  there  is  strong  reason  to  apprehend 
that  the  actual,  if  not  the  necessary,  result  of  the  .proposed  new 
system  would  be  either  to  increase  the  charge  for  transporta- 
tion, or  to  impoverish  the  service. 

While  for  the  reasons  above  stated  no  additional  burden 
should  be  imposed  on  the  ordinary  use  of  the  surface  of  the 
street  for  railway  purposes,  there  is,  however,  one  change  in 
the  existing  system  of  legal  regulation  which  is  desirable  in  the 
general  public  interest.  The  street  railway  location  should  not 
be  made  irrevocable,  but  the  power  to  revoke,  as  it  now  exists, 
should  be  qualified  and  guarded.  The  street  railway  is  not 
now,  as  it  originally  was,  a  matter  of  merely  local  or  municipal 
concern.  It  is  no  longer  a  town  way  but  a  highway  of  travel. 
The  power  to  lay  out,  alter  or  discontinue  "  a  highway  from 
town  to  town,  or  from  place  to  place  within  the  same  town,"  is 
not  vested  by  our  law  (Pub.  Stats,  c.  49)  in  the  town  authori- 
ties, but  in  the  county  commissioners.  The  same  or  a  similar 
system  of  broader  jurisdiction  should  extend  to  the  electric 
railway.  The  absolute  power  of  a  local  board,  without  con- 
current action  or  right  of  appeal,  to  determine  the  existence 
or  to  break  the  line  of  a  town  or  an  inter-town  railway  by  re- 
voking its  location,  is  a  menace  not  only  to  legitimate  railway 
enterprise  and  investment,  but  to  the  general  public  conven- 
ience, which,  under  the  enlarged  conditions  of  electric  railway 
service,  can  no  longer  be  justified. 

Cab  Fenders  and  Wheel  Guards. 
The  following  act  (chapter  378)  was  passed  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Court :  — 

Am  Act   relative   to  fenders   and   wheel  guards    on    street 

railway  cars. 
Section  1.    Street  railway  companies  operating  cars  propelled  by 
any  motive  power  other  than  horse  power  shall  equip  their  cars,  when 
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in  use,  with  such  fenders  and  wheel  guards  as  may  be  required  by  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners ;  and  said  board  shall  have  power 
from  time  to  time  to  modify  its  requirements. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  within  three  months 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  notify  street  railway  companies  doing 
business  in  this  Commonwealth  of  its  requirements  under  the  preced- 
ing section ;  and  any  such  company  neglecting,  for  a  period  of  three 
months  after  such  notification,  to  comply  with  such  requirements, 
shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  each  day  that  such 
neglect  continues.     [Approved  May  14,  1895. 

After  special  notice  to  the  several  electric  railway  companies, 
and  a  public  hearing  had  July  10,  1895,  the  following  order, 
setting  forth  the  requirements  of  the  Board  under  the  statute, 
was  issued  and  notified  to  the  companies :  — 

In  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  August  14,  1895. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  378  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  entitled 
"  An  Act  relative  to  Fenders  and  Wheel  Guards  on  Street  Railway 
Cars"  after  notice  to  the  several  street  railway  companies  and  a 
public  hearing  of  such  as  desired  to  be  heard,  and  upon  consideration 
by  the  Board,  it  is  determined  and 

Ordered^  That  the  following  requirements  and  regulations  be  pre- 
scribed and  notified  to  the  several  companies  relative  to  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  aforesaid  act :  — 

Regulations  for  the  Equipment  of  Street  Railway  Cars  with 
Fenders  and  Wheel  Guards. 

1.  All  cars  run  by  a  street  railway  company  on  a  highway,  town 
way  or  travelled  place  (excepting  cars  run  by  horse  power,  cars  run 
only  as  trailing  cars,  and,  until  the  further  order  of  the  Board,  cars 
run  wholly  within  the  limits  of  towns  whose  population  is  less  than 
7,500  each) ,  shall  be  equipped  with  fenders  and  wheel  guards  in  ac- 
cordance with  one  of  the  two  following  methods:  Either  (1)  with  a 
fender  at  the  front  of  the  car  (going  in  either  direction),  and  also 
with  wheel  guards  underneath  the  car ;  or  (2)  with  a  fender  at  the 
front  of  the  car  of  such  design  as  to  serve  also  as  a  wheel  guard. 

In  theirs*  case  (1)  the  fender  shall  consist  of  a  platform,  netting, 
or  other  similar  device,  constructed  and  arranged  so  as  with  reasona- 
ble certainty  to  pick  up  a  person  who  is  run  into  while  standing,  but 
to  pass  over  a  person  who  is  lying  on  the  ground,  without  probable 
injury  to  the  person  in  either  contingency;  and  the  wheel  guards 
shall  be  of  such  construction  and  arrangement  or  method  of  opera- 
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tion  as  to  prevent,  so  far  as  practicable,  a  person  who  has  fallen  or 
been  thrown  down  from  being  ran  over  by  the  wheels. 

In  the  second  case  (2)  th£  fender  shall  be  of  such  construction,  ar- 
rangement and  method  of  operation  as  not  only  to  pick  up  as  afore- 
said a  person  who  is  run  into  while  standing,  but  also  to  prevent  so 
far  as  practicable  a  person  who  has  fallen  or  been  thrown  down  from 
getting  under  the  car  and  being  run  over  by  the  wheels.  This  form 
of  fender  shall  accordingly  include  a  device  by  which,  in  case  of 
emergency,  it  can  be  lowered  by  the  motorman,  and  when  lowered 
held  down  close  to  the  ground. 

2.  These  regulations  shall  take  effect  on  the  fourteenth  day  of 
November,  1895  ;  and  may  be  modified  from  time  to  time,  in  general 
or  in  particular,  as  experience  and  the  public  safety  may  seem  to  the 
Board  to  require.

The  subject  of  fenders  and  wheel  guards  had  been  consid- 
ered carefully  and  at  great  length  on  several  previous  occasions  ; 
and  the  reasons  for  the  form  which  the  action  of  the  Board  finally 
took,  cannot  be  more  concisely  or  better  stated  than  in  a  note 
appended  to  the  foregoing  order,  as  follows  :  — 

There  are,  it  is  well  known,  many  kinds  or  forms  of  fenders  and 
wheel  guards.  It  can,  perhaps,  hardly  be  expected  that  any  of  them 
will  afford  absolute  protection  under  all  circumstances.  Some  of 
them  have  shown  or  promise  reasonably  good  results ;  but  no  one 
fender  or  wheel  guard  has  as  yet  been  proved  to  be  so  unquestionably 
superior  to  all  others,  tried  and  untried,  as  to  justify  the  prescription 
of  its  sole  and  exclusive  use. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  has  seemed  to  the  Board,  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  extremely  perplexing  task  imposed  upon  it  by  the 
statute  above  cited,  to  be  wiser  and  better  to  define  the  methods  of 
protection,  and  to  point  out  the  essential  features  or  requisites  of  the 
appliances  which  must  be  adopted,  than  to  prescribe  the  use  of  any 
particular  invention  or  device.  There  are  obvious  reasons  why  the 
companies  should  not  be  compelled  to  deal  with  a  single  patentee. 
It  is,  moreover,  desirable  that  different  types,  within  the  lines  pre- 
scribed, be  tested  by  actual  use.  Only  in  this  way  will  the  best 
device  be  found  out. 

It  is  expected,  therefore,  that  the  several  street  railway  companies, 
in  the  exercise  of  a  careful  judgment,  in  good  faith  toward  the  pub- 
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lie,  and  upon  their  own  legal  responsibility  under  the  statute,  will 
select  and  apply  to  their  cars  such  fenders  and  wheel  guards  as  come 
within  and  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  above  regulations. 

The  impracticability  of  making  specific  requirements  is  illus- 
trated by  what  has  occurred  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 
In  April  of  the  last  year,  an  ordinance  was  passed  by  the  city 
council  requiring  railway  companies  within  sixty  days  to  equip 
each  and  every  electric  car  run  within  the  city  limits,  with  a 
safety  fender  attached  to  the  front  platform,  "  which  shall 
extend  from  the  platform  of  said  car  to  within  not  more  than 
three  inches  from  the  tracks,  and  shall  be  made  and  modelled 
in  such  a  manner  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  any  person  or 
persons,  or  any  article  whatever,  to  pass  under  the  fender  or 
the  platform  of  said  car  and  come  in  contact  with  the  wheels." 
A  series  of  actions  for  recovery  of  penalties  was  brought  by 
the  city  against  one  of  the  railway  companies  for  non-compliance 
with  the  ordinance.  It  was  held  by  the  court  that  upon  the 
evidence  of  the  plaintiff's  witnesses  and  of  the  exports  pro- 
duced, there  was,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance 
and  within  sixty  days  thereafter,  no  fender  in  existence  which 
would  do  the  work  required  of  it  by  the  ordinance ;  and  that, 
owing  to  the  oscillation  of  the  car,  no  device  could  be  made 
which  would  run  within  three  inches  of  the  track.  The  ordi- 
nance was  therefore  held  to  be  unreasonable,  and  the  actions 
were  dismissed  with  costs. 

Heating  op  Cars. 

The  Board  was  also  required  by  an  act  (chapter  136)  passed 
at  the  last  legislative  session  to  prescribe  regulations  for  the 
heating  of  street  railway  cars.     The  act  is  as  follows  :  — 

An  Act  relative  to  the  heating  of  street  railway  cars. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall  require 
street  railway  companies  to  heat  such  cars  when  in  use  by  them  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers,  at  such  times,  by  such  means  and 
to  such  extent,  as  said  board  shall  determine. 

Sect.  2.  Every  street  railway  company  shall  forfeit  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  trip  run  by  any  of  its  cars  not  heated  as  provided  in 
section  one,  except  in  case  of  accident  to  the  heating  process  or 
apparatus. 
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Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  police  to  see  that  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  sections  are  enforced. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  November 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five.  [Approved  March  16 ', 
1895. 

A  public  hearing  was  had  July  25, 1895,  and  the  Board  after 
consideration  adopted  and  notified  to  the  companies  the  follow- 
ing requirements  and  regulations  :  — 

Ik  Board  or  Railroad  Commissioners,  August  1,  1896. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  136  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  entitled 
"  An  Act  relative  to  the  Heating  oj  Street  Railway  Cars"  after  notice 
to  the  street  railway  companies  and  a  public  hearing  of  such  as  de- 
sired to  be  heard,  and  upon  consideration  by  the  Board,  it  is  deter- 
mined and 

Ordered,  That  the  following  requirements  and  regulations  be  pre- 
scribed and  notified  to  the  several  companies  relative  to  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  aforesaid  act :  — 

Regulations  fob  the  Heating  of  Street  Railway  Cars. 

1.  The  several  street  railway  companies  shall  equip  such  electric 
box  cars  as  are  used  by  them  for  the  transportation  of  passengers 
in  the  months  of  November,  December,  January,  February  or  March 
in  each  year,  with  suitable  apparatus  for  heating  the  same  by  elec- 
tricity :  provided,  that  other  than  electric  heaters  may  continue  to  be 
used  in  such  cars  as  are  now  equipped  therewith,  until  the  further 
order  of  the  Board. 

2.  Electric  box  cars,  while  in  use  for  the  purpose  and  during  the 
months  aforesaid,  shall,  whenever  the  outside  temperature  is  less 
than  fifty  degrees  above  zero  (Fahrenheit),  be  kept  warmed  by 
such  electric  or  other  heaters  to  an  inside  temperature  (as  near  as 
may  be)  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  sixty  degrees  above 
zero;  except  at  times  when  the  company  is  temporarily  prevented 
from  so  doing  by  storms,  accident,  or  other  controlling  emergency. 

3.  These  regulations  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  November, 
1895 ;  and  may  be  modified  from  time  to  time  in  general  or  in  par- 
ticular as  experience  and  the  public  oomfort  may  seem  to  the  Board 
to  require.

Extension  of  Franchise. 

The  better  opinion  appears  to  be,  —  and  such  has  been  the 
practical  interpretation  of  the  General  Court,  —  that  under  the 
general  law  (Pub.  Sts.  c.  113)  a  street  railway  company  cannot 
extend  its  lines  into  a  city  or  town  which  is  not  covered  by  its 
charter,  or  included  in  the  route  described  in  its  articles  of 
association,  without  further  legislative  authority.  The  neces- 
sity of  obtaining  such  special  legislation  has  sometimes  been 
the  occasion  of  inconvenience  and  delay  in  cases  of  clear  public 
exigency.  The  board  already  has  authority  to  sanction  the 
building  of  branches  and  extensions  of  railroads  which  are  re- 
quired by  public  convenience.  It  is  recommended  that  a  sim- 
ilar provision  be  made  with  reference  to  the  extension  of  street 
railway  lines  or  branches  into  adjacent  cities  and  towns  not 
included  in  the  existing  franchise,  subject,  of  course,  to  all  the 
rights  of  the  local  authorities  with  respect  to  the  granting  of 
locations  and  otherwise.

EXPRESS  SERVICE  ON  RAILROADS. 


Petitions  of  the  Merchants  Co-operative  Express  Company, 
and  Others,  for  the  Recommendation  of  the  Board  to  enoage 
in  a  Local  Express  Business  over  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad. 

The  following  petitions,  brought  under  chapter  469  of  the 
Acts  of  1894,  in  which  the  petitioners  ask  the  recommendation 
of  the  Board  in  order  that  they  may  engage  in  a  local  express 
business  between  Boston  and  certain  other  points  within  the 
Commonwealth,  on  the  trains  and  cars  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad,  have  been  recently  heard,  and  may  be  considered 
together :  — 

J.    Petition  of  the  Merchants  Co-operative  Express  Company  of 

Lawrence. 

Respectfully  represents  the  Merchants  Co-operative  Express  Com- 
pany, of  Lawrence,  that  it  desires  to  engage  in  the  local  express 
business  for  the  forwarding  of  express  matter  between  Boston  in  the 
county  of  Suffolk  and  Methuen  and  Lawrence  in  tbe  county  of  Essex, 
over  the  Western  division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad ;  that  the 
public  interests  require  that  it  should  be  allowed  to  do  so ;  and  that 
the  said  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  refuses  to  furnish  said  company 
facilities  and  transportation  upon  its  cars. 

Wherefore^  Said  company  prays  that  your  honorable  Board  will 
give  it  your  recommendation  that  it  may  conduct  such  business,  and 
will  determine  and  define  tbe  facilities  and  transportation  to  be  fur- 
nished your  petitioner  by  said  Railroad.

Respectfully  represent  your  petitioners,  William  H.  Shannon  and 
George  Lampro,  that  they  are  residents  of  Reading,  on  the  line  of 
the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad ;  that  there  is  need  of  additional  ex- 
press service  between  said  Reading  and  Boston  ;  that  your  petitioners 
are  desirous  of  engaging,  as  express  agents  on  their  own  account,  in 
a  local  express  business  for  the  forwarding  of  express  matter  between 
said  city  and  town,  in  the  trains  or  cars  of  said  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  corporation. 

Wherefore*  Your  petitioners  pray  that  your  honorable  body  will 
carefully  examine  the  facts  in  the  case,  and,  after  due  notice  to  ail 
parties  interested  and  a  hearing  thereon,  recommend  them  therefor.

Solon  Bancroft, 
Esq.,  for  the  Cummings  Express,  of  Reading. 

No  question  has  arisen  in  these  cases  with  regard  to  the 
facilities  furnished  for  the  forwarding  of  express  matter  on 
freight  trains.  The  several  petitioners  are  now  engaged  in 
so  doing;  and  they  do  not  complain  that  the  terms  and  accom- 
modations which  are  given  them  for  transportation  on  such 
trains  are  not  reasonable  and  equal  to  those  afforded  to  other 
forwarders  of  express  freight  and  general  merchandise  of  like 
description  over  the  same  railroad  lines. 

What  the  petitioners  desire  is  that  sufficient  space  shall  also 
be  allotted  them  for  the  carriage  of  express  packages  and  par- 
cels in  the  baggage  cars  of  passenger  trains ;  and  that  these 
packages  and  parcels  shall  be  received,  transported  and  de- 
livered under  the  immediate  charge  and  control  of  their  own 
agents  or  messengers,  who  shall  be  permitted  for  that  purpose 
to  accompany  and  handle  them  while  in  transit.  These 
privileges  the  railroad  company  has  refused  to  grant  the  peti- 
tioners. 

Before  considering  the  effect  of  the  recent  statute  of  1894, 

under  which  the  petitioners  now  seek  to  obtain  the  facilities  in 

.question,  it  may  be  well  to  inquire  how  the  law  stood,  with 

respect  to  express  service  on  railroads,  prior  to  the  enactment 

of  this  statute. 

1.  It  was  settled  that  a  railroad  corporation  must  give  to 
express  carriers  as  good  terms  and  facilities  for  transportation 
as  it  gives  to  the  general  public. 

This  is  clearly  required  by  Pub.  Sts.  c.  73,  §  1  (originally 
St.  1869,  c.  252),  which  provides  that 

Every  common  carrier  of  merchandise  or  other  property  shall  re- 
ceive, transport,  and  forward  all  property  offered  for  such  purposes 
by  other  such  carriers,  as  promptly,  faithfully,  and  impartially,  at  as 
low  rates  of  charge,  and  in  a  manner  and  on  terms  and  conditions  as 
favorable  to  the  party  offering  such  property,  as  he  on  the  same  day 
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and  at  the  same  place  receives,  forwards,  and  transports,  in  the  or- 
dinary course  of  business,  property  of  a  like  description  offered  by 
parlies  other  than  such  carriers. 

2.  It  was  settled  that  a  railroad  corporation  is  not  bound  to 
admit  any  express  carrier  to  conduct  an  independent  express 
business  on  its  trains  or  premises,  or  to  furnish  such  carrier 
with  accommodations  different  in  kind  from  those  furnished 
to  the  general  public. 

This  was  held  by  the  supreme  court  of  this  State,  in  1874,  in 
the  case  of  Sargent  v.  Boston  &  Lowell  and  Nashua  &  Lowell 
Railroads,  115  Mass.  416,  in  which  the  court  say :  — 

We  are  pointed  to  no  provision  in  the  charters  of  these  defend- 
ants, or  in  the  general  laws  relating  to  railroads,  which  subjects  the 
use  of  their  roads  to  the  convenience  or  requirements  of  other  car- 
riers than  the  corporations  authorized  to  construct  and  operate  them, 
and  such  other  railroads  as  have  been  authorized  to  enter  upon  or 
unite  with  and  use  them. 

All  the  provisions  of  law  for  the  regulation  of  railroads  contem- 
plate the  unlimited  exercise  by  the  corporation  of  the  rights  and 
duties  of  general  carriers  of  goods  and  passengers ;  and  this  involves 
the  right  to  adopt  any  and  ail  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  to 
direct  the  mode  in  which  their  business  shall  be  transacted. 

They  cannot  be  required  to  convert  their  passenger  trains  to  the 
purposes  of  freight  at  the  discretion  of  parties  not  responsible  for  the 
management  of  the  trains ;  nor  can  they  be  compelled  to  admit  others 
than  their  own  agents  and  servants  upon  their  trains  or  to  their  sta- 
tions for  the  custody,  care,  receipt  and  delivery  of  freight  and  par- 
cels. 

The  same  rule  has  been  more  recently  laid  down  by  the 
supreme  court  of  the  United  States.  In  the  Express  Cases, 
117  U.  S.  1,  decided  in  1885,  it  was  held  after  the  fullest  con- 
sideration, in  an  elaborate  opinion  delivered  by  Chief  Justice 
Waite,  that,  in  the  absence  of  some  special  statute,  a  railroad 
company  is  not  required  by  usage  or  by  the  common  law  to  be 
"  a  common  carrier  of  express  companies,  that  is  to  say,  a  com- 
mon carrier  of  common  carriers  ; "  and  is  not  bound  to  furnish 
to  any  express  carrier  facilities  for  conducting  an  express  busi- 
ness over  its  lines  in  the  manner  in  which  such  business  is  usu- 
ally done. 
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3.  It  wa9  settled  that  it  is  not  a  violation  of  tho  statute  of 
1867,  c.  339  (now  Pub.  Sts.  c.  112,  §  188),  — which  requires 
that  all  persons  and  companies  shall  have  reasonable  and  equal 
terms,  facilities  and  accommodations  for  transportation,  —  for 
a  railroad  corporation  to  conduct,  by  its  own  agents  and  ser- 
vants, the  business  of  collecting,  transporting  and  delivering 
express  packages  and  parcels,  and  to  exclude  all  others  from  so 
doing  on  its  passenger  trains. 

In  the  Sargent  case  already  cited,  115  Mass.  423,  it  is  said 
in  the  opinion  of  the  court :  — 

The  plaintiff  contends  that  the  "  parcel  department"  which  the  de- 
fendants have  established,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  plaintiff  and  others 
desiring  to  make  like  arrangements,  is  in  contravention  of  the  equal- 
ity required  by  the  statute  [of  1867,  c.  339],  as  much  as  if  it  were 
conducted  in  the  interest  of  a  third  party.  But  we  think  the  statute 
was  intended  to  apply  to  the  dealings  of  the  railroad  corporation  with 
the  public,  and  not  to  the  mode  in  which  it  should  arrange  and  con- 
duct the  different  branches  of  its  business  as  carrier.  All  that  the 
plaintiff  can  demand  is  that,  in  each  of  those  branches,  he  shall  have 
equal  terms  with  other  persons  and  companies. 

The  decision  in  the  Express  Cases  before  cited,  upon  similar 
facts  and  under  similar  provisions  in  the  constitutions  and  laws 
of  the  States  of  Missouri,  Kansas  and  Arkansas,  in  which  the 
railroads  concerned  in  those  suits  were  located,  involves  the 
same  conclusion. 

4.  It  is  another  and  different  question  whether  the  assump- 
tion of  tho  express  business,  including  the  collection  and  dis- 
tribution of  express  matter  off  its  lines,  is  within  the  corporate 
powers  of  a  railroad  company.  This  question  was  raised  in 
both  of  the  cases  above  cited,  but  was  not  deemed  material  to 
the  decision  of  either  case  ;  and  it  may  perhap9  be  regarded  as 
still  an  open  question. 

5.  It  was  a  controverted  question  in  this  State  —  that  is  to 
say,  it  had  not  been  settled  by  specific  statute  or  judicial  de- 
cision—  whether,  if  a  railroad  corporation  admits  one  express 
carrier  to  do  business  on  its  lines,  it  thereby  becomes  bound  to 
give  "reasonable  and  equal  terms,  facilities  and  accommoda- 
tions "  to  others  who  apply  for  a  like  privilege. 

It  had  been  held  by  the  supreme  courts  of  Maine  and  New 
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Hampshire,  under  a  specific  statute  in  the  former  State,  and  in 
both  States  as  the  doctrine  of  the  common  law,  that,  if  a  rail- 
road company  permits  one  express  carrier  to  do  business  on  its 
road,  it  thereby  holds  itself  out  as  a  common  carrier  of  ex- 
presses, and  is  bound  to  give  to  all  expressmen  reasonably  equal 
terms  and  facilities.  See  New  England  Express  Co.  v.  Maine 
Central  Railroad,  hi  Me.  188,  decided  in  1869 ;  McDuffee  v. 
Portland  &  Hoc/tester  Railroad,  52  N.  H.  430,  decided  in 
1873. 

The  more  recent  opinion  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  Express  Cases  before  cited,  strongly  maintains 
the  opposite  doctrine,  namely,  that  it  is  lawful  and  proper  for  a 
railroad  company  to  arrange  with  a  single  express  company  for 
the  performance  of  the  entire  express  service  on  its  lines,  and 
to  exclude  from  its  passenger  trains  all  other  such  carriers.  It 
is  said  in  this  opinion  :  — 

There  is  not  a  syllable  of  evidence  to  show  a  usage  for  the  carriage 
of  express  companies  on  the  passenger  trains  of  railroads,  unless 
specially  contracted  for.  While  it  has  been  uniformly  the  habit  of 
railroad  companies  to  arrange,  at  the  earliest  practical  moment,  to 
take  one  express  company  on  some  or  all  of  their  passenger  trains, 
or  to  provide  some  other  way  of  doing  an  express  business  on  their 
lines,  it  has  never  been  the  practice  to  grant  such  a  privilege  to  more 
than  one  company  at  the  same  time,  unless  a  statute  or  some  special 
circumstances  made  it  necessary  or  desirable. 

The  reason  is  obvious  why  special  contracts  in  reference  to  this 
business  are  necessary.  The  transportation  required  is  of  a  kind 
which  must,  if  possible,  be  had  for  the  most  part  on  passenger  trains. 
It  requires  not  only  speed,  but  reasonable  certainty  as  to  the  quantity 
that  will  be  carried  at  any  one  time.  As  the  things  carried  are  to  be 
kept  in  the  personal  custody  of  the  messenger  or  other  employee  of 
the  express  company,  it  is  important  that  a  certain  amount  of  car 
space  should  be  specially  set  apart  for  the  business,  and  that  this 
should,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  put  in  the  exclusive  possession  of 
the  expressman  in  charge.  As  the  business  to  be  done  is  u  express," 
it  implies  access  to  the  train  for  loading  at  the  latest,  and  for  unload- 
ing at  the  earliest,  convenient  moment. 

All  this  is  entirely  inconsistent  with  the  idea  of  an  express  business 
on  passenger  trains  free  to  all  express  carriers. 

This  Board,  as  formerly  constituted,  had  adopted  the  rule 
laid  down  in  the  Maine  and  New  Hampshire  cases ;  and  in  re- 
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peated  instances  before,  and  in  one  instance  since,  the  decision 
in  the  Express  Cases,  had  maintained  that  "  if  a  railroad  com- 
pany contracts  to  transport  one  express  company,  it  holds  itself 
ont  as  a  common  carrier  for  persons  engaged  in  that  kind  of 
traffic."  See,  among  other  cases,  Merrill  <&  Co.,  Petitioners, 
16th  Annual  Report,  page  114 ;  Estabrook,  Petitioner,  23d 
Annual  Report,  page  152. 

6.  Railroad  companies  are  bound  to  provide  the  general 
public  with  reasonable  express  accommodations. 

This  duty  rests  upon  the  well  established  ground  that  rail- 
road corporations,  which  are  common  carriers  of  persons  and 
merchandise,  and  which  have  been  invested  by  the  legislature 
with  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  are  created  for  a  public  ser- 
vice, and  are  charged  with  public  duties;  and  are  therefore 
bound  to  furnish  reasonable  facilities  for  all  such  transportation 
as  the  public  convenience  and  necessity  require,  and  as  they 
are  adapted  to  perform.  The  obligation  results  also  from  the 
uniform  and  long  continued  usage  of  railroad  companies  to 
provide  express  facilities  for  the  public,  such  usage  having  now 
the  force  of  law. 

This  proposition  is  clearly  implied  or  assumed,  if  not  affirmed, 
in  the  Express  Cases,  117  U.  S.  20,  24,  28  :  — 

The  express  business  has  become  a  public  necessity,  and  ranks  in 
importance  with  the  mails  and  with  the  telegraph.  It  is  used  in  almost 
every  conceivable  way,  and  for  almost  every  conceivable  purpose,  by 
the  people  and  by  the  government.  All  have  become  accustomed  to 
it,  and  it  cannot  be  taken  away  without  breaking  up  many  of  the 
long  settled  habits  of  business,  and  interfering  materially  with  the 
conveniences  of  social  life. 

There  has  never  been  a  time  since  the  express  business  was  started, 
that  it  has  not  been  encouraged  by  the  railroad  companies ;  and  it  is 
no  doubt  true  that  no  railroad  company  in  the  United  States  has  ever 
refused  to  transport  express  matter  for  the  public,  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  some  express  company  of  some  form  of  legal  constitution. 
Every  railroad  company  has  recognized  the  right  of  the  public  to 
demand  transportation,  by  the  railroad  facilities  which  the  public  has 
permitted  to  be  created,  of  that  class  of  matter  which  is  known  as 
express  matter. 

So  long  as  the  public  are  served  to  their  reasonable  satisfaction,  it 
is  a  matter  of  no  importance  who  serves  them.  The  railroad  company 
performs  its  whole  duty  to  the  public  at  large,  and  to  each  individual, 
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when  it  affords  the  public  all  reasonable  express  accommodations.  If 
this  is  done,  the  railroad  company  owes  no  duty  to  the  public  as  to 
the  particular  agencies  it  shall  select  for  that  purpose.  The  public 
require  the  carriage,  but  the  company  may  choose  its  own  appropriate 
means  of  carriage,  always  provided  they  are  such  as  to  insure  reason- 
able promptness  and  security. 

If  the  general  public  were  complaining  because  the  railroad  com- 
panies refused  to  carry  express  matter  themselves  on  their  passenger 
trains,  or  to  allow  it  to  be  carried  by  others,  different  questions  would 
be  presented. 

We  come  now  to  consider  in  what  particulars  the  rules  of 
law,  as  it  has  been  attempted  to  state  them,  have  been  changed 
by  the  act  of  1894.  This  statute,  which  is  the  first  in  this 
Commonwealth  to  deal  specifically  with  the  subject  matter  of 
express  service  on  railroads  (including  also  steamboat  lines), 
is  in  these  terms  :  — 

[Acts  of  1894,  Chapter  469.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  transaction  of  Express  Business  within  the 
Commonwealth  upon  Bailroad  and  Steamboat  Lines. 

Section  1.  The  provisions  of  section  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve  of  the  Public  Statutes  shall 
apply  to  all  persons  and  companies  now  engaged  in  only  a  local  ex- 
press business,  for  the  forwarding  of  express  matter  between  points 
within  the  Commonwealth,  in  the  trains  or  cars  of  any  railroad  cor- 
poration, and  to  persons  or  companies  desiring  to  engage  therein 
who  may  obtain  the  recommendation  of  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners therefor,  and  who  may  by  written  agreement  assume  to 
indemnify  such  corporation  against  all  loss  of  and  damage  to  any 
property  carried  by  them  on  its  trains.  The  recommendation  of  the 
railroad  commissioners  in  each  case  shall  be  given  only  after  notice 
to  all  parties  interested  and  a  hearing  thereon,  and  having  due  regard 
among  other  considerations  to  what  the  public  interests  may  require. 
Such  corporation  may  contract  with  one  or  more  persons  or  companies 
for  the  express  service  over  its  line  or  system,  subject  to  the  rights  of 
such  persons  or  companies  as  now  are  engaged  in,  or  shall  have  ob- 
tained the  recommendation  aforesaid  to  conduct,  such  local  express 
business  thereon  between  points  within  the  Commonwealth  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act ;  and  the  terms,  facilities  and  accommodations 
provided  for  such  last  mentioned  persons  or  companies  shall  not  be 
unreasonable  or  unequal,  having  regard  to  the  amount  and  character 
of  the  service,  and  also  to  such  reasonable  regulation  of  said  business 
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as  may  be  required  for  the  public  interest  and  the  efficient  operation 
of  the  railroad. 

Section  2.  Every  each  corporation  shall  sell  to  any  express  mes- 
senger or  person  conducting  a  local  express  business,  as  aforesaid,  in 
its  trains  or  cars  within  the  Commonwealth,  a  season  ticket  for  his 
personal  transportation,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  that  at  which  similar 
tickets  are  sold  to  passengers,  upon  receiving  from  him  a  release  of 
all  right,  to  whomsoever  accruing,  to  damages  or  compensation  for 
death  or  for  any  personal  injury  received  by  him  while  riding  on  such 
ticket 

Section  3.  No  railroad  corporation  shall  be  liable  to  any  person 
for  damages  for  personal  injuries  caused  by  acts  or  omissions  of  the 
persons  or  companies  doing  an  express  business  over  its  linesf  or  of 
the  agents  or  sen-ants  of  such  persons  or  companies. 

Section  4.    The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  proprie- 
tors of  steamboat  lines  within  the  Commonwealth,  and  to  persons  en-     • 
gaged  or  desiring  to  engage  in  the  express  business  thereon. 

Section  5.  The  supreme  judicial  and  superior  courts  shall  have 
power  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  injunction,  mandamus, 
or  other  suitable  process. 

Section  6.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  de- 
prive any  railroad  corporation  of  any  right  which  it  now  has  under 
its  charter  and  the  general  law,  to  perform  all  the  transportation  of 
property  upon  its  road. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved June  14)  1894. 

The  sixth  section*  indicates  that  the  act  was  not  intended  to 
touch  the  question  whether  a  railroad  company  may  itself  law- 
fully conduct  an  express  business,  or  to  affect  the  rule  laid 
down  by  the  courts  that  a  company  may  exclude  all  express 
carriers  from  doing  business  on  its  passenger  trains.  The 
Btatute  seems  to  deal  only  with  the  question  whether,  or  to 
what  extent,  a  company  which  admits  one  express  upon  its 
road,  shall  be  held  to  be  a  common  carrier  of  expresses. 

The  question  appears  to  be  settled  in  this  way  :  So  long  as 
a  railroad  corporation  permits  any  express  carrier  to  do  busi- 
ness on  its  lines,  it  must  also,  in  the  language  of  Pub.  Sts.  c. 
112    §    188,  which  is  incorporated  by  reference  in  the  act, 

*  This  section,  as  drafted  by  the  committee  reporting  tbe  bill,  provided  that  "  Nothing 
lerera  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  railroad  corporation  from  transact- 
ing itself  exclusively  all  the  express  business  upon  its  lines  or  any  part  thereof."  The 
section  in  its  present  form  was  substituted  by  amendment  in  the  Senate. 
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"  give  reasonable  and  equal  terms,  facilities  and  accommoda- 
tions for  the  transportation  of  themselves,  their  agents  and  ser- 
vants, and  of  any  merchandise  and  other  property,  upon  its 
railroad,  and  for  the  use  of  its  depot  and  other  buildings  and 
grounds,"  to  such  local  express  carriers  as  come  within  the  fol- 
lowing categories :  — 

(1)  To  all  persons  and  companies  who,  on  the  14th  day  of 
June,  1894,  were  engaged  in  only  a  local  express  business,  for 
the  forwarding  of  express  matter  between  points  within  the 
Commonwealth,  in  the  trains  or  cars  of  the  corporation  ;  and 

(2)  To  such  persons  and  companies  as  obtain  the  recom- 
mendation of  this  Board  for  engaging  in  such  local  express 
business,  and  agree  in  writing  to  indemnify  the  corporation 
against  all  loss  of  or  damage  to  any  property  which  they  may 
carry  on  its  trains. 

Subject  to  the  rights  under  the  act  of  the  persons  and  com- 
panies above  described,  the  railroad  company  may  contract 
with  one  or  more  persons  or  companies  for  all  of  the  express 
service  on  its  line ;  but  the  terms,  facilities  and  accommoda- 
tions provided  for  the  former  must  not  be  unreasonable  or  un- 
equal as  compared  with  those  provided  for  the  latter,  "  having 
regard  to  the  amount  and  character  of  the  service,  and  also  to 
such  reasonable  regulation  of  the  business  as  may  be  required  for 
the  public  interest  and  the  efficient  operation  of  the  railroad." 

The  other  provisions  of  the  act  are  incidental  to  those  above 
stated,  and  for  the  present  purpose  require  no  comment. 

A  considerable  number  of  petitions  have  been  presented  to 
the  Board  for  its  recommendation  under  the  above  statute,  and 
much  time  has  been  given  to  their  hearing  and  consideration. 
The  foregoing  review  of  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  courts  and 
prescribed  by  the  Legislature,  with  respect  to  railroad  express 
service,  has  been  made  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  line  of 
policy  which  they  establish,  and  which  it  is  proper  for  the 
Board  to  follow  in  acting  upon  such  applications. 

1.  It  is  evidently  not  the  established  policy  to  make  the 
express  business  on  railroads  free  as  of  right  to  all  who  may 
wish  to  engage  in  it ;  and  such  was  not  the  purpose  of  the  act 
of  1894.

This  statute,  as  appears  by  the  journals  of  the  General  Court, 
originated  in  a  petition  of  the  Expressmen's  League  of  Massa- 
chusetts, which  is  composed  of  local  expressmen  of  the  State, 
who  are  said  to  number  one  hundred  or  more  in  all,  and  to  be 
for  the  most  part  members  of  this  association.  An  inspection 
of  the  bill  accompanying  the  petition  shows  that  the  leading 
object  of  the  petitioners  was  to  secure  a  legal  confirmation  of 
their  existing  privileges  as  expressmen,  a  limitation  of  the  rates 
to  be  charged  for  the  transportation  of  their  messengers  and 
express  matter,  and  the  survival  of  their  rights  in  case  of  death 
to  their  personal  representatives.  It  was  not  the  aim  of  the 
petitioners  to  multiply  the  number  of  their  competitors. 

The  railroad  and  the  general  express  companies  were  also 
heard  on  the  petition,  and  each  received  a  measure  of  considera- 
tion in  the  shaping  of  the  act.  The  general  public  was  recog- 
nized in  the  clause  which  provides  that  the  Board,  in  making 
recommendations,  shall  have  "  due  regard  among  other  consid- 
erations to  what  the  public  interests  may  require."  This  unusual 
phraseology  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  it  was  intended,  as  it 
seems,  to  provide  not  only  for  cases  where  additional  express 
facilities  are  required  by  the  public,  but  for  possible  cases  of 
private  hardship,  —  such,  for  example,  as  the  unwarranted 
refusal  of  a  railroad  company,  in  case  of  the  disability  or  death 
of  an  expressman,  to  permit  the  sale  and  transfer  of  his  busi- 
ness to  a  successor,  or  its  continuance  for  the  benefit  of  his 
family.  The  petitions  now  in  hand  do  not,  however,  involve 
any  personal  considerations  of  this  sort,  but  only  the  question 
of  the  express  accommodations  which  the  public  may  reason- 
ably demand. 

2.  The  number  of  express  carriers  on  passenger  trains 
is  not  to  be  so  increased  as  unduly  or  unnecessarily  to  dis- 
commode public  travel. 

The  transportation  of  goods,  other  than  personal  baggage, 
belongs  strictly  to  the  freight  service ;  but  until  the  volume  of 
express  traffic  becomes  large  enough  to  justify  the  running  of 
special  trains  of  express  cars,  the  speed  demanded  for  the  trans- 
mission of  express  matter,  as  well  as  the  established  usage,  will 
require  its  carriage  on  passenger  trains.  Such  matter  must 
therefore  be  received  and  handled  at  passenger  stations,  and  as 
a  rule  must  be  trucked  to  and  from  the  baggage  cars  along  the 
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same  platforms  by  which  passengers  take  and  leave  their  trains. 
The  occupation  of  the  station  and  platforms  in  this  way,  the 
time  required  for  loading  and  unloading  express  goods  and 
packages  at  terminal  and  way  stations,  and  the  resulting  ob- 
struction and  delay  of  the  passenger  service,  must  evidently 
increase  with  the  number  of  independent  carriers. 

It  is  said  on  this  point  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  in  the 
Express  Cases,  117  U.  S.  23,  24 :  — 

Railroad  companies  are  by  law  carriers  of  both  persons  and  prop- 
erty. Passenger  trains  have  from  the  beginning  been  provided  for 
the  transportation  primarily  of  passengers  and  their  baggage.  This 
mast  be  done  with  reasonable  promptness  and  with  reasonable  com- 
fort to  the  passenger.  The  express  business  on  passenger  trains  is 
in  a  degree  subordinate  to  the  passenger  business,  and  it  is  conse- 
quently the  duty  of  a  railroad  company  in  arranging  for  the  express 
to  see  that  there  is  as  little  interference  as  possible  with  the  wants  of 
passengers. 

This  implies  a  special  understanding  and  agreement  as  to  the 
amount  of  car  space  that  will  be  afforded,  the  conditions  on  which  it 
is  to  be  occupied,  the  particular  trains  that  can  be  used,  the  places 
at  which  they  shall  stop,  the  price  to  be  paid,  and  all  the  varying  de- 
tails of  a  business  which  is  to  be  adjusted  between  two  public  servants 
so  that  each  can  perform  in  the  best  manner  its  own  particular  duties. 
All  this  must  necessarily  be  a  matter  of  bargain ;  and  it  by  no  means 
follows  that,  because  a  railroad  company  can  serve  one  express  com- 
pany in  one  way,  it  can  as  well  serve  another  company  in  the  same 
way,  and  still  perform  its  other  obligations  to  the  public  in  a  satisfac- 
tory manner. 

The  car  space  that  can  be  given  to  the  express  business  on  a  pas- 
senger train  is  to  a  certain  extent  limited ;  and,  as  has  been  seen,  that 
which  is  allotted  to  a  particular  carrier  must  be  in  a  measure  under 
his  exclusive  control.  On  important  lines,  one  company  will  at  times 
fill  all  the  space  the  railroad  company  can  well  allow  for  the  business. 
If  this  space  had  to  be  divided  among  several  companies,  there  might 
be  occasions  when  the  public  would  be  put  to  inconvenience  by  delays 
which  could  otherwise  be  avoided. 

3.  It  is  clear  that  the  Legislature  did  not  intend  by  the  act 
of  1894  to  discountenance  or  to  do  away  with  the  system  of 
local  expresses  which  now  exists,  and  which  has  long  existed, 
in  this  Commonwealth.  The  act  proposes  to  regulate  but  not 
to  abolish  it. 
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This  system  appears  to  be  peculiar  to  the  New  England 
States,  and  more  especially  to  Massachusetts.  In  other  sections 
of  the  country,  with  few  if  any  exceptions,  the  railroad  express 
service  is  performed  exclusively  by  a  few  large  companies, 
which  have  apportioned  the  territory  and  the  railroad  lines  by 
agreement  among  themselves,  interchanging  traffic  with  each 
other  at  connecting  points.*  The  same  companies,  as  is  well 
known,  conduct  both  a  long-distance  and  a  local  business  in 
this  State,  dividing  the  latter  traffic  with  the  local  expressmen. 
The  large  companies  have  from  time  to  time  absorbed  or  ac- 
quired the  control  of  some  of  the  local  expresses,  and  make  no 
secret  of  their  desire  to  obtain  the  exclusive  management  of  the 
express  service  on  our  railroad  lines.  The  convenience  if  not 
the  interest  of  the  railroad  companies  lies  also  in  the  direction 
of  limiting  if  not  reducing,  rather  than  increasing,  the  number 
of  express  carriers  on  their  trains. 

The  local  express  system  was  early  in  the  field,  and  has  kept 
pace  in  its  growth  with  the  railroad  system  itself.  It  has 
unquestionably  rendered  a  useful  public  service,  and  is  held  in 
favor  by  the  communities  which  it  has  served.  While  defining 
the  extent  and  limits  of  its  rights,  it  was  the  manifest  purpose 
of  the  Legislature  still  to  recognize  and  sanction  it  as  one  of  the 
agencies  for  securing  to  the  public  a  complete  and  satisfactory 
express  service. 

4.  A  railroad  company,  though  authorized  by  the  act  of 
1894  to  contract,  subject  to  the  rights  of  locul  expressmen,  for 
the  entire  express  service  over  its  lines,  is  not,  by  reason  of 
such  contract,  relieved  from  the  duty  of  providing  the  public 
with  suitable  express  facilities. 

The  immediate  responsibility  of  the  railroad  company  to  the 
public  is  not  shifted  by  the  contract  upon  the  express  company. 
Quoting  again  the  language  of  Chief  Justice  Waite,  —  "The 
railroad  company  performs  its  whole  duty  to  the  public  when 
it  affords  the  public  all  reasonable  express  accommodations. 
The  company  may  choose  its  own  appropriate  means  of  carriage, 
always  provided  they  are  such  as  to  insure  reasonable  prompt- 
ness and  security." 


♦  For  ft  fuller  statement  of  the  facta  in  this  particular,  see  the  Express  Cases,  117 
U.  S.  25,  26. 
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In  no  case  which  has  been  heard  by  the  Board,  it  may  be 
added,  has  the  railroad  company  denied  or  sought  to  avoid  its 
responsibility  for  the  character  of  the  express  service  on  its 
road,  on  the  ground  of  the  existence  of  such  general  contract 
for  its  performance. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  conceive  that  an  express  company,  whose 
field  of  operation  covers  many  States  and  numerous  railroad 
systems,  extending  even  to  foreign  countries,  and  which  under- 
takes at  the  same  time  and  under  the  same  organization  to  con- 
duct the  local  express  business,  may  in  some  cases,  for  one 
reason  or  another,  fail  to  transact  the  latter  as  promptly  and 
satisfactorily  as  the  local  expressman,  who  is  personally  familiar 
with  the  people  of  the  community  to  be  served,  who  has  inti- 
mate knowledge  of  their  business  and  social  customs  and  wants, 
and  who  gives  his  immediate  and  whole  attention  to  their  ser- 
vice. Where  for  such  or  for  any  reason  the  dissatisfaction  with 
the  existing  service  is  general  and  based  on  probable  grounds, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  was  one  of  the  purposes  of  the 
statute  to  provide  a  way  of  relief. 

5.  Except  in  cases  where  the  "other  considerations "  re- 
ferred to  in  the  statute  may,  as  before  explained,  properly  be 
taken  into  account,  the  only  question  for  the  Board  is  that  of 
the  predominant  public  necessity.  In  other  words,  the  con- 
venience which  may  result  to  the  public  from  the  additional  ex- 
press service  is  to  be  weighed  against  the  inconvenience  which 
such  additional  service  may  occasion  to  public  railroad  travel. 

While  it  would  not  be  proper,  under  any  circumstances,  for 
the  Board  to  recommend  for  a  quasi  public  employment  an  appli- 
cant whose  previous  record,  in  the  express  or  other  business, 
did  not  entitle  him  to  the  full  confidence  of  his  employers  and 
the  general  public,  it  is  obvious  on  the  other  hand  that  the 
Board  would  not  be  justified  in  recommending  an  applicant, 
however  meritorious,  solely  on  the  ground  of  his  desire  to 
engage  in  the  express  business  as  an  occupation  or  means  of 
livelihood.  The  petition  should  as  a  rule  originate,  directly  or 
indirectly,  with  the  public,  moved  by  the  sense  of  its  own 
need,  rather  than  with  the  petitioner,  supported  by  those  who 
may  be  disposed  to  befriend  him  on  personal  grounds. 

In  some  of  the  cases  which  have  been  heard,  the  question  of 
pecuniary  qualification  has  also  been  raised.     It  may  be  said

in  general  that,  while  the  applicant  should  not  be  pecuniarily 
irresponsible,  or  of  impaired  credit  and  trustworthiness  in 
business  affairs,  or  without  the  command  of  sufficient  means  to 
provide  and  maintain  a  suitable  equipment  for  the  service  pro- 
posed, it  is  not,  in  ordinary  cases,  essential  that  he  be  a  cap- 
italist. Instances  are  not  rare  in  which  the  local  express 
business  has  been  carried  on  for  many  years,  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  public,  by  persons  who  were  not  possessed 
of  wealth.  All  that  can  be  fairly  asked  in  this  regard  is  that 
the  business  character  and  circumstances  of  the  applicant  be 
such  as  to  give  reasonable  assurance  that  he  will  discharge 
with  promptness  and  fidelity  the  obligations  which  ordinarily 
attach  to  the  proposed  service,  as  regards  both  the  railroad  cor- 
poration and  the  general  public. 

It  remains  only  to  apply  the  foregoing  rules  and  considera- 
tions—  such  of  them  as  are  pertinent  —  to  the  several  cases 
now  before  the  Board. 

The  petitioner  in  the  Lawrence  case,  the  Merchants  Co-op- 
erative Express  Company,  is  a  corporation  formed  under  the 
general  laws  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the 
business  of  a  common  carrier,  with  a  special  view  to  conduct- 
ing an  express  business  between  the  cities  of  Lawrence  and 
Boston.  It  has  been  organized  by,  or  with  the  co-operation  of, 
some  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  leading  business  men  of  Law- 
rence, not  as  a  money-making  enterprise,  but  as  a  means  of 
securing  to  the  people  of  that  city  and  its  vicinity  more  satis- 
factory express  accommodations. 

For  some  years  prior  to  the  organization  of  this  company, 
the  express  business  of  Lawrence  had  been  conducted  or  con- 
trolled by  the  American  Express  Company.  It  is  alleged  that 
during  this  period  the  charges  have  been  higher  on  various 
kinds  of  express  matter,  and  more  especially  that  the  service 
has  been  less  prompt,  accommodating  and  satisfactory,  than 
when  the  business  was  done  in  whole  or  in  part  by  local  ex- 
press companies,  and  that  a  better  service  is  now  required.  A 
large  amount  of  testimony  in  support  of  these  allegations  was 
presented  at  the  hearings,  by  bankers,  merchants,  manufactur- 
ers and  others,  which  was  only  partially  met  or  explained  by 
the  evidence  in  reply. 
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The  feeling  of  dissatisfaction  with  the  existing  service,  which 
appears  to  lie  not  only  deep  but  well  nigh  universal  among  the 
people  of  Lawrence,  has  no  doubt  been  intensified  by  the  fact 
that  the  American  Express  Company,  after  absorbing  by  pur- 
chase or  otherwise  the  local  companies,  instead  of  taking  the 
people  into  its  confidence,  kept  up  for  years,  and  until  the  last 
summer,  the  semblance,  under  various  names,  of  two  or  more 
independent  and  competing  express  companies,  all  of  which 
were  in  reality  owned  or  controlled  by  itself. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that,  in  a  city  of  50,000  inhabitants,  no 
person,  outsi4e  of  the  express  office,  has  been  found  who  was 
willing  to  appear  and  testify  before  the  Board,  or  to  certify  in 
writing,  that  the  existing  service  is  satisfactory. 

In  the  case  of  the  Post- Gardner  Express  Company y  of 
Lowell,  it  does  not  appear  that  the  application  grew  out  of  any 
general  public  dissatisfaction  or  demand  for  better  express  fa- 
cilities. The  petitioners,  as  they  had  a  right  to  do,  procured 
the  petition  to  be  drawn  up  by  an  attorney,  and  personally  so- 
licited the  signatures  in  aid  of  it. 

No  complaint  was  made  at  the  hearings  with  regard  to  tho 
promptness  or  efficiency  of  the  service  rendered  by  the  Ameri- 
can Express  Company.  A  number  of  witnesses  called  by  the 
petitioners  testified  to  what  they  regarded  as  excessive  charges 
by  that  company  ;  but  the  supposed  facts  appear  to  have  been 
either  successfully  controverted  or  satisfactorily  explained. 

The  point  most  insisted  on  in  closing  the  case  was  a  dis- 
crimination in  rates.  It  appeared  that  a  concession  from  the 
regular  tariff,  of  ten  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  had  been  made 
to  certain  large  traders,  in  consideration  of  the  amount  of  their 
traffic,  and  of  their  giving  to  the  American  Express  the  whole 
of  their  New  York  business.  Although  not  objected  to  by  some 
of  the  witnesses  not  so  favored,  it  is  a  fair  question  whether 
such  deviation  from  an  express  tariff  already  graduated  to 
quantities  or  weights,  is  justifiable,  or,  if  justifiable,  wise.  If, 
however,  such  discriminations  are  unlawful,  ample  remedies 
are  to  be  found  in  the  statutes.  There  was  no  evidence  that  the 
regular  tariff  rates  are  unreasonable.  The  petitioners  stated 
that  it  was  their  intention  to  charge  the  same  rates  as  the 
present  company. 
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There  was  upon  the  whole  a  strong  preponderance  of  testi- 
mony, from  business  men  and  leading  citizens,  that  the  existing 
express  facilities  of  the  city  are  good,  the  service  prompt,  and 
the  rates  reasonable. 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  Shannon  and  Lampro,  the 
evidence  failed  to  show  a  public  necessity  for  another  express 
at  Reading.  There  is  already  one  local  express  there,  the  Cum- 
mings  Express,  which  is  independent  of  the  American  Express 
Company  as  regards  Boston  business,  though  it  acts  as  agent 
for  the  latter  company  as  regards  business  with  other  points. 

In  all  of  the  above  eases,  the  evidence  tended  to  show  that  the 
facilities  furnished  for  the  express  business  by  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad,  at  its  stations  and  on  its  trains,  both  to  the 
American  Express  Company  and  to  the  local  expresses  author- 
ized to  do  business  on  its  lines,  are  adequate  and  ample. 

As  already  indicated,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  its  rec- 
ommendation should  be  given  to  the  Merchants  Co-operative 
Express  Company,  of  Lawrence.  It  does  not  find  sufficient 
ground  for  recommending  the  other  two  petitioners.

Company,  a  corporation  established  under  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth, setting  forth  that  the  petitioner  desires  to  engage  in  the  local 
express  business,  for  the  forwarding  of  express  matter  between  Boston 
in  the  county  of  Suffolk  and  Lawrence  and  Methnen  in  the  county  of 
Essex,  over  the  Western  division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad, 
and  praying  for  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  therefor,  under  and 
pursuant  to  chapter  469  of  the  Acts  of  1894, — 

Notice  of  said  petition  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  thereon 
having  been  given  to  all  parties  interested,  and  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  and  the  American  Express  Company  having  appeared  by 
their  respective  counsel  and  been  fully  heard ;  and  the  Board  having 
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duly  considered  the  matter  of  said  petition,  having  regard  among 
other  considerations  to  what  the  public  interests  may  require ; 

Now,  therefore,  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
aforesaid,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  recommend  the  said  Merchants  Co-opera- 
tive Express  Company  for  engaging  in  a  local  express  business,  for 
the  forwarding  of  express  matter  between  points  within  this  Common- 
wealth, to  wit,  between  the  city  of  Boston  in  the  county  of  Suffolk 
and  the  city  of  Lawrence  and  the  town  of  Methuen  in  the  county  of 
Essex,  in  the  trains  and  cars  of  the  said  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad.

Notb. —Commissioner  Stevens  did  not  sit  in  the  foregoing  cases. 
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Petitions   of  the  Worcester,  Nashua    &    Rochester  Railroad 
Company  for  Approval  of  Issues  of  Bonds. 

The  following  petition  was  filed  June  6,  1895  :  — 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  Stale  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

The  Worcester,  Nashua  A  Rochester  Railroad  Company,  a  cor- 
poration established  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
the  State  of  Massachusetts,  represents  that,  upon  its  petition  to  the 
General  Court  of  Massachusetts  asking  for  authority  to  mortgage 
that  part  of  its  railroad  extending  from  Nashua  to  Rochester  in  the 
said  State  of  New  Hampshire,  an  act  was  passed  and  approved  May 
27, 1895,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  presented,  giving  and  granting 
authority,  with  the  approval  of  your  Board,  to  mortgage  its  said  road 
in  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  secure  and 
pay  its  floating  indebtedness. 

Wherefore  your  petitioner  asks  your  Board  to  approve  such  sum  as 
your  said  Board  may  deem  just  and  reasonable  for  the  purpose  rep- 
resented, and  for  such  a  decree  in  the  premises  as  to  law  and  justice 
may  appertain. 

WORCESTER,  NASHUA  &  ROCHESTER  RAILROAD  COMPANY,

At  a  hearing  on  this  petition,  held  after  public  notice  June 
14, 1895,  the  fact  was  developed  that  the  company  had  recently 
made  another  issue  of  bonds,  amounting  to  $385,000,  without 
the  approval  required  by  chapter  462  of  the  Acts  of  1894  ;  and 
that  the  penalties  prescribed  by  the  statute  for  such  unauthorized 
issue  had  apparently  been  incurred.  The  Board  declined  to 
proceed  with  the  pending  petition  while  the  petitioner  stood  in 
this  attitude  toward  the  law ;  and  a  second  petition  was  there- 
upon filed  June  21,  1895,  as  follows :  — 
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To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Respectfully  represents  the  Worcester,  Nashua  &  Rochester  Rail- 
road Company  that,  in  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  said  company  Jnne  22,  1894,  —  supposing  that  said 
Board  nnder  the  acts  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  State 
of  Massachusetts,  copies  of  which  are  hereto  annexed,  had  authority 
so  to  do,  —  it  issued  $385,000  of  its  bonds  dated  October  1,  1894, 
which  were  intended  to  be  secured  by  mortgage  and  to  be  a  refund- 
ing of  a  similar  amount  of  bonds ; 

That  when  said  vote  was  passed  to  issue  said  bonds,  and  when  said 
bonds  were  issued,  the  said  Board  of  Directors  and  the  officers  of  said 
company  did  not  know  that  the  act  of  the  Legislature,  chapter  462, 
passed  June  9, 1894,  had  become  a  law,  and  that  it  applied  to  the  right 
to  issue  said  bonds,  to  make  them  legal,  unless  approved  by  your  said 
Board. 

Therefore,  in  order  to  remedy  the  mistake,  and  to  make  the  action 
of  said  Board  of  Directors  conform  to  the  law,  the  said  railroad 
company  asks  the  approval  by  your  Board  of  the  issue  of  said  bonds, 
and  the  amount  of  the  same,  and  for  such  further  orders  and  decrees 
as  may  seem  necessary. 

WORCESTER,  NASHUA  &  ROCHESTER  RAILROAD  COMPANY, 

By  E.  B.  Stoddard,  President. 
Junb  21,  1895. 

The  two  petitions  may  be  considered  together. 

The  Worcester,  Nashua  &  Rochester  Railroad  Company  wa9 
formed  by  the  union,  December  1,  1883,  under  St.  Mass.  1883, 
c.  129,  and  St.  N.  H.  1883,  c.  239,  of  the  Worcester  &  Nashua 
and  the  Nashua  &  Rochester  railroad  companies.  Prior  to  the 
consolidation,  the  two  corporations  had  been  closely  identified 
in  management  and  interest.  The  Nashua  &  Rochester  was 
projected  as  an  extension,  and  had  been  from  the  outset  practi- 
cally a  part,  of  the  Worcester  &  Nashua  road. 

In  1872,  before  its  construction,  the  Nashua  &  Rochester  was 
leased  for  the  term  of  fifty  years  to  the  Worcester  &  Nashua, 
the  lessee  agreeing  to  pay  a  rental  or  dividend  of  six  per  cent 
on  the  capital  stock  of  the  lessor,  which  was  afterwards  (in 
1879)  reduced  by  consent  to  three  per  cent. 

Under  the  authority  of  St.  N.  H.  1873,  c.  139,  the  Nashua 
&  Rochester,  in  1874,  issued  $700,000  of  six  per  cent  mort- 
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gage  bonds,  payable  April  1, 1894.  The  statute  expressly  pro- 
vided that  these  bonds  should  be  convertible  at  the  option  of 
the  holder  into  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  at 
par,  at  any  time  after  the  completion  of  the  road.  It  was  fur- 
ther provided  that  the  Worcester  &  Nashua  should  "  indorse 
the  said  bonds,  or  guarantee  the  payment  thereof  and  the  inter- 
est thereon  ; "  and  they  were  so  guaranteed. 

By  St.  N.  H.  1875,  c.  128,  the  Worcester  &  Nashua  was 
authorized  to  purchase  and  hold  bonds  and  stock  of  the  Nashua 
&  Rochester;  and  it  was  again  expressly  provided  that  "  any 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Nashua  &  Rochester  Railroad 
shall  be  exchanged  at  par  for  said  bonds  by  the  Worcester  & 
Nashua  Railroad  Company  upon  presentation." 

The  Worcester  &  Nashua  was  authorized  by  St.  Mass.  1879, 
c.  250,  to  mortgage  its  road  and  property  to  secure  its  bonds 
and  debts,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  at  any  time  its  paid 
capital  stock  ($1,789,800),  provided,  the  mortgage  should  be 
so  drawn  as  to  secure  equally  with  its  own  bonds  the  guaranteed 
bonds  of  the  Nashua  &  Rochester,  and  also  the  payment  of  the 
annual  rental  under  the  then  existing  lease ;  and  the  mortgage, 
executed  August  1,  1879,  was  framed  accordingly. 

By  St.  N.  H.  1879,  c.  125,  the  holders  of  the  Nashua  & 
Rochester  bonds  were  authorized  "to  surrender  any  and  all 
of  said  bonds,  and  receive  in  lieu  thereof  new  bonds  of  the 
same  date  and  to  the  same  amount,"  without  affecting  the  mort- 
gage security.  The  bonds  were  generally  so  exchanged.  The 
new  bonds  were  in  terms  substantially  like  the  old,  except  that 
the  interest  was  scaled  from  six  to  five  per  cent,  and  there  was 
a  recital  in  the  new  bonds  that  they  had  the  additional  security 
of  the  Worcester  &  Nashua  mortgage  above  described.  Both 
series  of  bonds,  in  compliance  with  the  statute  before  cited, 
contained  this  stipulation  :  "The  holder  of  this  bond  may  con- 
vert the  same  into  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation 
at  the  par  value  of  $100  each,  tit  the  option  of  the  holder,  at 
any  time  after  the  completion  of  the  road,  upon  the  surrender 
of  said  bond  at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  corpora- 
tion." 

The  foregoing  statement  is  sufficient  to  indicate  the  intimate 
financial  relations  of  the  two  companies  before  their  corporate 
anion,  and  at  the  same  time  to  set  in  a  clear  light  the  conve 
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bility  of  the  Nashua  &  Rochester  bonds  and  stock,  about  which 
trouble  afterward  arose. 

At  the  date  of  consolidation,  in  1883,  the  Worcester  & 
Nashua  wa9  the  holder  of  4,805  shares  of  Nashua  &  Rochester 
stock.  By  the  terms  of  the  consolidating  statutes  and  agree- 
ment, the  stockholders  of  each  company  were  entitled  to  re- 
ceive an  equal  number  of  shares  in  the  consolidated  company. 
The  result  was  that  the  Worcester,  Nashua  &  Rochester,  as  the 
successor  of  the  Worcester  &  Nashua,  became  the  owner  of 
4,805  shares  of  its  own  stock. 

The  road  was  operated  by  the  new  company  for  about  two 
years  after  the  consolidation,  without  material  change  in  its 
financial  condition.  It  earned  and  paid  its  stockholders  three 
per  cent,  annually,  —  the  same  rate  which  had  been  paid  by  the 
former  companies  for  several  years  preceding  their  union.  The 
shares  owned  by  the  new  company  were  carried  on  its  books  at 
a  valuation  of  about  $60  per  share,  and  the  stock  sold  at  not 
far  from  that  price  in  the  open  market. 

In  1884,  or  about  that  time,  a  controlling  interest  in  the 
stock  was  bought  up  by  a  •«  syndicate "  of  persons  who  had 
been  hitherto  strangers  to  the  management  of  the  company. 
The  underlying  purpose,  as  the  event  proved,  was  to  effect  a 
lease  of  the  road  to  the  Boston  &  Maine,  and  by  this  and  other 
expedients  to  inflate  the  market  value  of  the  shares.  In  further- 
ance of  this  scheme,  eleven  out  of  the  fifteen  old  directors  were 
retired,  and  a  new  board,  with  a  new  president,  representing  or 
in  full  touch  with  the  syndicate,  assumed  the  control. 

On  the  30th  of  October,  1885,  the  railroad  and  all  the  prop- 
erty of  the  company  were  leased  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  for 
the  term  of  fifty  years  from  January  1,  1886. 

The  next  move  was  the  declaration  of  a  stock  dividend.  No- 
vember 9,  1885,  ten  days  after  the  making  of  the  lease  and  be- 
fore it  had  taken  effect,  the  directors  had  a  meeting  and  passed 
the  following  vote :  — 

Wliereas,  This  company  is  the  owner  of  4,805  shares  of  its  capital 
stock; 

Voted,  That  said  stock,  to  the  amount  of  4,805  shares,  be  dis- 
tributed to  and  among  the  stockholders  of  record  on  the  twentieth 
day  of  November  instant,  pro  rata ;  and  that  any  stockholder  may 
have  a  right  to  sell  and  assign  the  rights  for  any  fractional  shares  ; 
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and  that  the  treasurer  be  .authorized  to  deliver  certificates  for  said 
stock  on  and  after  December  15  next. 

Four  days  later,  on  November  13,  the  directors  met  again, 
and  the  following  votes  were  passed :  — 

Voted j  That  the  vote  passed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  com- 
pany at  a  meeting  held  on  the  ninth  day  of  November,  1885,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  distribution  of  4,805  shares  of  stock  owned  by  the  company, 
is  rescinded. 

Voted,  That  the  treasurer  be  authorized  to  distribute,  from  stock 
owned  by  this  company,  to  stockholders  of  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & 
Rochester  Railroad  Company  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirteenth 
day  of  November,  1885,  seventeen  (17)  shares  of  stock  for  every  one 
hundred  (100)  shares  held  by  them  respectively,  and  to  issue  assign- 
able certificates  for  fractional  rights,  convertible  into  stock  at  the 
rate  of  one  share  for  every  five  and  fifteen-seventeenths  rights,  if  pre- 
sented at  the  treasurer's  office  in  Worcester  on  or  before  the  thirteenth 
day  of  December,  1885,  in  lots  of  five  and  fifteen-seventeenths  rights 
or  multiples  thereof. 

The  first  vote,  it  will  be  observed,  postponed  the  delivery 
of  certificates  in  payment  of  the  dividend  until  December  15, 
—  about  five  weeks.  The  amended  vote  provided  for  the  im- 
mediate delivery  of  certificates  and  fractional  scrip.  The  occa- 
sion for  this  precipitation,  as  the  Board  is  credibly  informed, 
was  the  apprehension  of  an  injunction  forbidding  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  stock. 

There  were  several  good  reasons  why  the  stock  should  not 
be  distributed.  The  financial  condition  of  the  company  did 
not  warrant  it.  The  immediate  effect  was  to  create  a  deficit 
of  about  $200,000  in  the  balance  sheet.  The  wholesome 
statute  of  1894,  chapter  350,  which  prohibits  stock  and  scrip 
dividends  under  severe  penalties,  had  not  then  been  enacted ; 
but  such  dividends  were  as  obnoxious  in  1885  as  they  are  now. 
In  this  case,  moreover,  the  stock  was  held  upon  a  virtual  trust, 
imposed  by  express  statute,  for  exchange  with  bonds  which 
were  still  unpaid ;  and  the  division  of  the  stock  was  a  breach 
of  the  trust. 

Incredible  as  it  may  seem,  —  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  right 
of  conversion  was  explicitly  set  forth,  not  only  in  the  bonds 
themselves,  but  in  two  public  statutes  of  the  State  of  New 
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Hampshire,  —  the  then  president*  of  the  company  now  avers 
that  he  and  his  associate  directors  divided  the  stock  in  utter 
ignorance  of  its  convertibility.  It  is  sought,  moreover,  to 
justify  the  division  upon  the  ground  that  it  had  the  legal  sanc- 
tion of  able  and  eminent  counsel.  It  is  true  that  the  company 
was  advised  that  it  bad  a  right  to  sell  or  divide  or  cancel  the 
shares.  This  advice  was  procured  by  the  president,  and  is  con- 
tained in  a  letter  addressed  to  him.  If  he  was  himself  unaware 
of  the  provisions  which  made  the  stock  and  bonds  convertible, 
he  could  not  have  called  them  to  the  attention  of  the  learned 
counsel  in  his  statement  of  the  case.  The  opinion  appears, 
upon  examination,  to  have  been  based  on  the  terms  of  the  con- 
solidating acts  and  agreement,  which  are  expressly  referred  to, 
while  no  allusion  is  made  to  the  statutory  provisions  and  the 
clause  in  the  bonds  touching  their  convertibility  into  stock.  It 
seems  highly  probable,  therefore,  that  the  counsel  was  as  unin- 
formed as  his  client  upon  this  important  point  in  the  case. 

However  that  may  be,  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  this 
State,  in  John  Hancock  Mut.  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  W.%  N.  c6  R. 
It.  It.  Co.,  149  Mass.  214,  and  Day  &  others  v.  Same,  151 
Mass.  302,  held  that  the  company  was  bound  to  deliver,  upon 
the  demand  of  the  bondholder,  shares  of  the  Nashua  &  Roches- 
ter stock,  or  shares  of  its  own  stock,  in  exchange  at  par  for 
the  bonds;  and,  upon  refusal  so  to  do,  to  pay  as  damages  the 
difference  between  the  market  values  of  the  stock  and  bonds. 
The  company,  having  used  all  but  353  of  the  shares  in  paying 
the  17  per  cent  stock  dividend,  was  compelled  to  take  the  latter 
course.  At  the  time  the  dividend  was  declared,  the  stock  had 
risen  in  the  market  from  60  to  about  130;  and  under  the 
further  stimulus  of  an  advance  of  the  regular  annual  dividend 
rate  from  three  to  six  per  cent,  which  was  the  next  move  of 
the  new  regime,  it  sold  the  following  year  for  over  140.  The 
demands  for  the  exchange  of  bonds,  then  worth  about  $1,080 
each,  for  ten  shares  of  stock  worth  $1,400  and  more,  naturally 
became  frequent;  and  the  settlement  of  the  " options"  in  one 
way  or  another  has  cost  the  company  first  and  last  over  $142,000. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  Worcester,  Nashua  &  Rochester,  at 
the  date  of  the  lease  to  the  Boston  &  Maine,  was  $3,099,800, 

*  Mr.  Charles  A.  Sinclair. 
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and  remains  unchanged.  Not  so  with  the  debt.  The  annual 
return  of  the  company  for  the  railroad  year  just  ended  is  not 
yet  received  or  due.  Taking  therefore  the  return  of  June  30, 
1894,  and  comparing  it  with  that  of  September  30, 1885,  —  the 
latter  date  being  just  before  the  lease,  —  we  find  the  increase 
of  funded,  floating  and  net  debt,  and  the  decrease  of  cash  and 
current  assets,  to  be  as  shown  in  the  following  table :  —

The  increase  of  net  indebtedness  in  the  course  of  the  first 
nine  years  of  the  lease  is,  therefore,  $569,219.06.  The  returns 
also  show  that  the  company  had  in  1885  a  surplus  of  $90,- 
236.21,  and  in  1894  a  deficit  of  $478,982.85  — a  net  loss  of 
$569,219.06,  which  is  the  same  as  the  increase  of  net  debt. 

How  is  this  increase  of  debt  to  be  accounted  for?  It  is 
not  claimed  to  be  due  to  any  improvements  or  additions  to 
property  or  permanent  investments.  The  company  has  made 
none.  Its  construction  and  equipment  accounts  show  no 
change ;  and  the  only  other  investment  of  the  company,  the 
Nashua  &  Rochester  stock,  was  nearly  wiped  out,  as  we  have 
seen,  by  the  stock  dividend.  Nor  is  it  due  to  any  failure  or 
diminution  of  income  since  the  inception  of  the  lease.  The 
agreed  rental  has  been  promptly  and  regularly  paid.  Neither 
U  it  due  to  any  extraordinary  disaster  or  unavoidable  loss. 

There  is  but  one  explanation,  and  that  a  simple  one.  The 
increase  of  debt  and  deficit  is  the  result  of  excessive  dividends ; 
that  is  to  say,  dividends  in  excess  of  the  actual  net  divisible 
income.  This  is  not  an  assertion  to  be  made  without  proof; 
and  the  annual  returns  of  the  company,  published  in  the  official 
reports  of  the  Board,  supply  the  evidence. 
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Before  presenting  the  figures,  it  should  be  premised  that, 
by  the  terms  of  the  lease  to  the  Boston  &  Maine,  the  lessee 
pays  the  lessor  company  an  annual  cash  rental  of  $250,000,  and 
also  pays  the  lessor's  taxes,  and  nothing  more.  The  lessee 
does  not  assume  or  guarantee  or  agree  to  pay  any  of  the  funded 
or  other  debts  of  the  lessor,  or  the  interest  thereon  ;  nor  any 
unsettled  claims  or  demands,  on  account  of  operation  or  other- 
wise, outstanding  against  the  lessor  at  the  date  of  the  lease. 
During  the  lease  the  lessor  is,  of  course,  relieved  from  all  lia- 
bility and  expense  incident  to  the  maintenance,  equipment  and 
operation  of  the  road. 

The  situation,  then,  is  this :  The  company  has  a  fixed  annual 
income  of  $250,000.  Out  of  this  income  it  must  pay  (1)  the 
interest  on  its  funded  and  other  interest-bearing  debt ;  (2)  the 
expense  of  maintaining  its  corporate  organization  ;  and  (3)  all 
other  expenditures  which  are  not  properly  chargeable  to 
construction,  equipment,  or  other  property  or  investment 
account,  and  which  must  therefore  be  chargeable  to  current 
expense  and  payable  out  of  current  income.  Whatever  of 
income  remains  after  the  above  deductions,  is  divisible  to  the 
stockholders. 

It  will  be  found  by  reference  to  the  returns  that,  in  making 
up  its  income  account  or  "  general  exhibit  for  the  year,"  the 
company  has  deducted  from  annual  income  the  items  which 
come  under  the  first  two  of  the  above  heads  only ;  and  that 
other  considerable  items,  which  come  under  the  third  head,  are 
charged  directly  to  profit  and  loss.  The  latter  items,  it  has 
been  ascertained,  cover  current  payments  on  account  of  per- 
sonal injuries,  legal  expenses,  rebates,  terminal  charges,  fire 
damages,  discount  on  bonds  sold,  "options"  on  Nashua  & 
Rochester  bonds,  etc.  Some  of  these  are  evidently  "  operat- 
ing expenses "  which  accrued  before  the  lease.  In  the  whole 
list  no  item  is  found  which  is  properly  chargeable  to  any  prop- 
erty or  investment  account,  and  the  company  has  correctly 
treated  them  as  not  so  chargeable. 

Without  criticising  the  method  or  questioning  the  intent  in 
the  present  case,  and  accepting  the  treasurer's  statements  in 
the  returns  as  in  all  respects  honestly  and  truly  made,  it  is 
obvious  that  an  exhibit  framed  in  the  manner  above  described 
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might  easily  appear  at  the  first  glance,  or  to  an  inexpert  ex- 
aminer, to  show  a  larger  divisible  income  than  really  exists. 
It  is  equally  manifest  that  items  of  current  expenditure  are  not 
finally  got  rid  of  by  charging  them  directly  to  profit  and  loss. 
If  current  income  is  used  to  pay  dividends  while  money  is  bor- 
rowed to  pay  current  expense,  a  swelling  of  the  debt  and 
deficit,  whatever  the  method  of  book-keeping,  must  inevitably 
result.     This  is  just  what  has  happened  in  the  present  case. 

In  the  table  on  page  150,  the  items  of  income  and  expendi- 
ture, as  returned  annually  by  the  company  for  the  first  nine 
years  of  the  lease,  1886  to  1894  inclusive,  are  tabulated  so 
as  to  show  the  total  income,  the  interest  charges  and  ex- 
penses paid,  the  actual  net  divisible  income,  the  dividend 
actually  paid,  and  the  excess  of  dividend  paid  (or  deficit),  year 
by  year,  with  the  totals  and  averages  for  the  whole  period. 
Such  explanations  as  seem  to  be  required  are  given  in  the  foot- 
notes to  the  table. 

The  figures  prove  that  the  company  has  actually  earned  an 
average  annual  dividend  of  4.50  per  cent,  but  has  paid  (includ- 
ing the  stock  dividend  at  its  cash  valuation  on  the  company's 
books)  an  average  annual  dividend  of  6.56  per  cent.  The 
total  excess  of  dividends  paid  over  dividends  earned  is  found 
to  be  $569,219.06  ;  which  agrees  exactly  with  the  increase  of 
net  debt  and  deficit  as  stated  on  page  147. 

If  the  stock  dividend  had  not  been  declared,  —  in  which  case 
there  would  either  have  been  no  "  options"  to  pay,  or  else  an 
ample  margin  for  their  payment  in  the  appreciation  of  the 
market  value  of  the  shares  over  their  valuation  on  the  books, 
—  the  total  amount  of  dividends  paid  would  show  less  than  it 
does  by  $278,000,  and  the  interest  and  expenses  less  by  about 
$142,000.  With  these  changes,  the  average  dividend  earned 
would  rise  to  5.01  per  cent,  and  the  average  dividend  paid 
would  fall  to  5.55  per  cent;  and  the  dividend  excess  (or 
deficit) ,  as  well  as  the  increase  of  net  debt,  would  be  reduced 
from  $569,219.06  to  $149,219.06.  The  stock  dividend,  with 
its  long  entailment  of  litigation,  damages  and  expense  in  the 
settlement  of  the  bond  "options,"  has  therefore  proved  to  be 
the  most  costly  and  mischievous  of  the  inventions  which  in  this 
case  have  returned  to  plague  the  inventors. 
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The  first  of  the  petitions  now  before  the  Board  is  brought 
under  the  special  St.  of  1895,  c.  413,  which  authorizes  the 
company,  "  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  railroad  commission- 
ers, to  issue  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  funding  its  present  float- 
ing debt,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  at  any  time  the  sum  of 
$200,000." 

The  original  authority  for  the  issue  of  the  bonds  to  which 
the  second  petition  relates,  was  given  by  the  special  St.  of 
1890,  c.  61,  which  empowered  the  company,  in  order  to  enable 
it  "  to  fund  its  floating  debt,  and  to  furnish  means  for  the  re- 
tirement of  its  bonds  "  then  outstanding  as  they  should  become 
due,  to  issue  new  bonds  from  time  to  time,  the  amount  of  old 
and  new  bonds  outstanding  at  any  one  time  not  to  exceed 
$1,789,800.  This  authority  has  been  qualified  by  the  more  re- 
cent general  St.  of  1894,  c.  462,  which  provides  that  a  railroad 
company,  "  however  authorized  to  issue  capital  stock  and 
bonds,  shall  hereafter  issue  only  such  amounts  of  stock  and 
bonds  as  may  from  time  to  time,  upon  investigation  by  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners,  be  deemed  and  be  voted  by 
them  to  be  reasonably  requisite  for  the  purposes  for  which  such 
issue  of  stock  or  bonds  has  been  authorized." 

The  precise  question  under  the  first  petition  therefore  seems 
to  be,  whether  the  Board  shall  authorize  by  its  approval  an 
issue  of  $200,000  of  bonds,  or  any  smaller  issue,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  funding  the  company's  present  floating  debt;  and 
under  the  second  petition,  whether  the  Board  should  approve 
tn  issue  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $385,000,  or  to  any  less 
amount,  as  "reasonably  requisite"  for  the  purposes,  or  either 
of  them,  specified  in  the  St.  of  1890  above  cited.  The  facts 
and  figures  which  have  already  been  adduced  furnish  the  basis 
for  an  answer  to  both  of  these  questions. 

The  company,  which  up  to  that  time  appears  to  have  been 
prudently  as  well  as  honestly  managed,  had  at  the  date  of  the 
lease,  as  before  stated,  a  net  debt  of  $1,363,884.81,  and  had 
also  a  surplus  of  $90,236.21.  It  would  not  perhaps  have  been 
unreasonable  to  charge  against  this  surplus  expenses  paid  after 
the  lease,  —  some  $40,000  of  which  had  accrued  prior  thereto,  — 
up  to,  but  not  to  exceed,  the  amount  of  the  surplus.  The  effect 
would  have  been  to  give  the  stockholders  the  benefit  of  the  sur- 
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plus,  and  to  increase  the  net  debt  by  the  amount  of  the  same, 
but  not  to  cause  any  deficit  or  impairment  of  capital.  The  net 
debt  thus  increased, — discarding,  of  course,  the  stock  divi- 
dend, —  would  have  been  in  round  numbers  $1,454,000.  This 
amount  of  debt  might  properly  have  been  funded,  arid  refunded 
from  time  to  time  during  the  term  of  the  lease. 

For  any  increase  of  the  funded  debt  beyond  the  amount  of 
$1,454,000  there  has  been,  and  there  is  now,  no  justification 
or  good  excuse.  Not  a  dollar  has  been  added  since  the  lease  to 
the  property  or  resources  of  the  company.  Every  bond  issued 
beyond  the  amount  named  represents,  not  accumulation,  but 
shrinkage  ;  not  gains,  but  unearned  dividends. 

An  authority  "  to  fund  the  floating  debt,"  whether  given  by 
general  or  special  law,  strictly  and  properly  construed,  war- 
rants the  funding  of  such  debts  only  as  have  been  contracted 
for  and  are  represented  by  construction,  equipment,  or  other 
permanent  investments  in  increase  of  the  plant.  Giving  the 
phrase  the  most  liberal  construction,  we  must  stop  short  of  the 
funding  of  dividends.  Scrip  dividends  arc  prohibited  by  penal 
statute.  It  is  impossible  to  distinguish  in  principle  between  an 
issue  of  scrip  to  pay  a  dividend,  and  an  issue  of  bonds  to  fund 
the  debt  created  by  the  payment  of  a  dividend  unearned. 

It  is  not  "  reasonably  requisite,"  moreover,  that  the  company 
should  issue  bonds  to  fund  or  refund  its  debt  beyond  the  limit 
above  prescribed.  The  excess,  which  has  been  caused  by  inflat- 
ing the  dividend,  can  and  should  be  paid  by  reducing  the  divi- 
dend. The  claims  against  the  company  have  been  liquidated. 
It  has  an  assured  income.  Hereafter  it  can  pay  the  interest  on 
its  debt  and  the  small  expense  of  maintaining  its  corporate  or- 
ganization, can  set  apart  annually  for  a  term  of  years  at  least 
one  per  cent  as  a  fund  for  the  gradual  reduction  of  its  debt,  and 
can  still  pay  to  its  stockholders  a  dividend  which,  averaged 
with  the  dividends  heretofore  paid  under  the  lease,  will  be  not 
less  than  five  per  cent.  This,  for  a  road  which  paid  only  three 
per  cent  before  the  lease,  is  a  reasonable,  and  should  be  a  satis- 
factory, return. 

The  Board  approves,  therefore,  under  the  second  petition,  an 
issue  from  time  to  time  of  bonds  to  an  amount  which,  with  all 
other  bonds  outstanding,  shall  not  at  any  one  time  exceed  a 
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total  of  $1,454,000.     The  amount  of  outstanding  bonds  June 
1, 1895,  exclusive  of  the  $385,000  for  which  approval  is  now 
sought,  appears  to  have  been  $1,404,000,  —  leaving  a  present 
margin  of  $50,000. 
The  first  petition  is  dismissed.

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RAILROAD  ACCIDENTS. 


Collision  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad, 
at  Shawmut  &  Milton  Junction,  July  2,  1895. 

The  Milton  Branch  of  the  Old  Colony  division  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  leaves  the  main  line  at  Neponset 
and  extends  as  a  single  track  to  Mattapan.  The  Shawmut  Branch 
leaves  the  main  line  by  a  single  track  at  Harrison  Square  and  joins 
the  Milton  Branch  about  two  miles  this  side  of  Mattapan,  at  the 
Shawmut  &  Milton  Junction,  so  called.  There  is  no  station  at  this 
junction. 

Until  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  regular  trains  were  run  over 
both  branches,  and  the  switch  at  the  junction  was  interlocked  with 
semaphore  signals  on  each  branch  and  on  the  line  beyond  the  junc- 
tion. The  switch  and  signals  were  operated  by  a  switchman  sta- 
tioned for  the  purpose  at  the  junction.  A  year  and  a  half  ago, 
regular  trains  were  discontinued  on  the  portion  of  the  Milton  Branch 
which  lies  between  the  junction  and  Neponset ;  and  this  section  of 
road  became,  therefore,  simply  a  siding  at  the  junction,  serving  the 
same  purpose  as  the  ordinary  siding  at  a  station,  being  used  only  to 
allow  trains  to  pass  each  other  at  the  junction ;  in  which  case  the 
switch  was  operated  by  the  brakeman  of  the  inbound  train,  which  was 
run  upon  the  siding  in  question,  leaving  the  line  clear  for  the  passage 
of  an  outward  train ;  after  which  the  inbound  train  backed  off  the 
siding  and  proceeded  toward  Boston. 

The  passing  of  trains  at  this  junction  is  regulated  by  the  time  table, 
which,  in  accordance  with  the  method  adopted  throughout  the  table, 
distinguishes  by  full-faced  figures  the  times  of  arrival  and  departure 
of  such  trains  as  are  to  meet  at  this  point.  These  symbols  are  well 
understood  by  train  employees,  and  clearly  indicate  the  meeting  of 
the  colliding  trains  now  in  question.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  engineer, 
if  not  already  familiar  with  the  train,  to  read  the  time  table  before 
starting  upon  the  trip,  and  to  observe  such  meeting  points. 

On  July  2d,  train  No.  813,  leaving  Boston  at  6.03  p.m.,  was  due 
at  the  junction  at  6.21.  Inbound  train  No.  810,  leaving  Mattapan  at 
6.14,  was  due  at  the  junction  at  6.20.     There  was  therefore  an  in- 
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terval  of  one  minute  allowed  for  the  switch  to  be  thrown  and  for 
the  inbound  train  to  pass  onto  the  siding,  leaving  the  track  clear  for 
the  outbound  train.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  engineer  of  the  outbound 
train,  having  examined  his  time  table,  and  knowing  that  he  was  to 
meet  a  train  at  this  point,  to  approach  the  junction  with  his  train 
under  complete  control,  so  that  he  might  stop  if  the  inbound  train 
was  in  the  way.  He  was  aware  that  the  interlocking  signals  had 
been  discontinued  at  this  point. 

On  the  night  in  question,  both  trains  were  nearly  on  time,  though 
apparently  either  the  inbound  train  was  slightly  late,  or  the  outbound 
train  slightly  ahead  of  time.  As  the  outbound  train  approached  the 
junction,  the  inbound  train  was  just  in  the  act  of  passing  onto  the 
siding,  the  engine  and  one  car  of  the  three  composing  the  train  having 
passed  the  switch.  The  outbound  train  was  not  under  oontrol,  and 
its  engineer  did  not  observe  the  inbound  train  until  he  was  close  upon 
the  junction.  The  conductor,  baggage  master  and  fireman,  as  the  train 
rounded  the  curve  by  which  the  junction  is  approached,  looked  out  to 
see  if  the  inbound  train  was  on  the  siding ;  and  seeing  that  it  was 
not,  the  conductor  and  baggage  master  both  signalled  to  the  engineer 
by  the  bell  cord,  and  the  fireman  shouted  to  him  to  stop.  The  train 
was  going  so  fast,  however,  that  all  of  these  warnings  came  too  late ; 
and  although  the  engineer  states  that  he  applied  his  brakes  and  re- 
versed his  engine,  he  was  unable  to  avoid  a  collision.  The  engine 
struck  the  middle  car  of  the  inbound  train,  injuring  it  seriously, 
and  causing  still  greater  damage  to  the  rear  or  combination  car,  be- 
sides injuring  several  passengers  and  employees  on  the  inbound 
train. 

The  responsibility  for  this  accident  rests  principally  with  the  en- 
gineer of  the  outbound  train.  This  engineer  was  running  this  par- 
ticular train  for  the  first  time,  although  he  had  served  as  an  engineer 
for  two  years,  and  had  run  another  train  on  this  branch  for  several 
weeks  some  eight  months  ago.  He  testified  that  he  did  not  examine 
his  time  table  before  starting,  that  he  had  not  observed  that  he  was  to 
meet  a  train  at  the  junction  but  was  just  reaching  for  his  time  table 
as  he  rounded  the  curve,  that  he  did  not  see  the  inbound  train  till  he 
was  less  than  a  hundred  feet  from  it,  and  therefore  did  not  apply  the 
brakes  in  time  to  stop.  Indeed,  he  stated  that  he  did  not  apply  the 
brakes  until  after  he  had  heard  the  signal  given  by  the  conductor ; 
and  it  therefore  seems  probable  that  in  reaching  for  the  time  table  his 
attention  was  diverted  from  the  track  in  front  of  him  just  at  the  criti- 
cal moment ;  for  he  should  have  been  the  first  to  become  aware  of  the 
presence  of  the  inbound  train.  He  further  stated  that  his  engine  was 
provided  with  brakes  on  the  driving  wheels  and  on  the  pony  trucks, 
all  of  which  he  applied,  besides  reversing  the  engine. 
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The  baggage  master  of  the  outbound  train  testified  that  he  did  not 
feel  the  brakes  applied  to  his  car,  and  that  he  therefore  gave  another 
signal  to  the  engineer  after  the  conductor  had  signalled,  notwith- 
standing which  he  did  not  feel  the  brakes  applied  at  all.  It  seems 
probable  that  the  two  trains  were  very  close  together  before  anybody 
on  the  outbound  train  became  aware  of  the  fact,  and  that  the  outbound 
train  was  going  at  such  a  rate  of  speed  that  the  distance  was  passed 
over  in  a  very  short  time. 

The  fireman  of  the  outbound  train  might  have  prevented  this  acci- 
dent if  he  had  called  the  attention  of  the  engineer  to  the  fact  that 
they  were  to  pass  an  inbound  train  at  the  junction.  He  should  have 
done  this  as  a  precautionary  measure,  since  the  engineer  had  never 
before  run  this  train.  He  testified  that  he.  did  not  do  so  because  he 
presumed  the  engineer  had  examined  his  time  table,  and,  more- 
over, because  he  felt  some  delicacy  in  doing  anything  which  might 
appear  an  interference  with  the  engineer's  business. 

No  blame  can  be  attached  to  anybody  on  the  inbound  train.  The 
engineer  on  this  train,  as  soon  as  he  became  aware  of  the  fact  that 
the  inbound  train  was  not  under  control,  opened  his  throttle  and  en- 
deavored to  get  onto  the  siding  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Superintendent  Sanborn  states  that  the  brakes  of  the  outbound 
train  were  examined  after  the  accident  and  found  in  good  condition. 
As  already  stated,  the  engineer  testified  that  he  reversed  his  engine, 
but  he  could  not  say  whether  this  resulted  in  sliding  the  driving 
wheels.  Attention  has  been  repeatedly  called  in  previous  reports  of 
the  Board,  to  the  fact  that,  if  an  engine  is  provided  with  driving- 
wheel  brakes  and  these  are  applied,  it  is  not  advisable  to  reverse  the 
engine,  which  does  harm  instead  of  good.

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Train  Collision  on  Western  Division  of  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
road, at  Edgeworth,  November  2,  1895. 

This  was  a  collision  of  an  outbound  passenger  train  with  a  shifting 
freight  train  which  was  in  the  act  of  crossing  from  a  siding  over  the 
outbound  main  track  to  the  inbound  main  track.  The  accident  oc- 
curred about  half  past  five  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  November 
2,  1895,  just  south  of  the  Edgeworth  station  in  Maiden.  The  head 
brakeman  of  the  freight  train  was  killed,  several  employees  and  pas- 
sengers were  somewhat  injured,  and  there  was  a  bad  wreck  of  engines 
and  cars. 

An  investigation  was  made  by  the  Board  November  8,  1895.  The 
facts  were  found  to  be  substantially  these :  The  oolliding  freight 
train,  which  consisted  of  a  light  shifting  engine  and  six  cars,  had 
been  standing  on  a  siding  that  leads  to  the  rubber  works,  waiting  for 
a  chance  to  run  in  to  Boston.  This  siding  is  on  the  east  side  of  the 
outbound  main  track,  with  which  it  connects  by  a  facing  switch 
(called  the  rubber  switch)  located  about  800  feet  north  of  the  Edge- 
worth  station.  Just  south  of  the  station  the  two  main  tracks  are 
connected  by  a  crossover  with  trailing  switches.  The  distance  from 
the  rubber  switch  to  the  frog  of  the  crossover  switch  on  the  outbound 
main  track,  where  the  collision  occurred,  is  460  feet.  This  crossover 
switch  is  interlocked  with  a  semaphore  signal  located  769.2  feet  south 
of  the  frog,  and  so  arranged  that  when  the  switch  is  thrown  the  signal 
goes  to  danger.  The  rubber  switch  is  not  connected  with  any  dis- 
tant signal,  though  its  position  is  indicated  by  a  switch  target  or  light. 

For  some  weeks  prior  to  the  accident,  it  had  been  the  practice  of 
those  in  charge  of  the  shifting  freight  train,  after  taking  on  loaded 
ears  from  the  rubber  works,  to  follow  an  inbound  passenger  train 
(No.  78)  into  Boston ;  and  the  freight  conductor  had  instructed  his 
oew  to  do  so  on  this  occasion.  This  inbound  passenger  train  was 
due  to  pass  the  Edgeworth  station  daily,  without  stopping,  at  5.12 
pjf.  The  colliding  outbound  passenger  train  (No.  67)  was  scheduled 
to  leave  Edgeworth,  after  making  its  stop  at  that  station,  at  5.23 
daily.  Making  an  allowance  of  (say)  half  a  minute  for  the  stop,  it 
will  be  seen  that  when  both  passenger  trains  were  on  time,  there  was 
an  interval  at  Edgeworth  of  ten  and  a- half  minutes  between  the 
passing  of  inbound  train  No.  78  and  the  arrival  of  outbound  train  No. 
67.  On  the  evening  of  the  accident,  the  inbound  passenger  train 
passed  the  station  about  nine  minutes  late;  and  this  reduced  the 
interval  to  about  one  minute  and  a-half . 

In  spite  of  this  fact,  the  freight  conductor  gave  his  men  no  orders 
to  wait  on  the  siding  until  after  the  outbound  passenger  train  No.  67 
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had  arrived  and  gone.  According  to  their  testimony,  the  freight 
engine,  when  the  overdue  inbound  train  No.  78  passed  by,  was  stand- 
ing on  the  siding  at  the  head  of  its  train,  just  far  enough  back 
to  clear  the  outbound  main  track.  The  brakemen  of  the  freight  train 
were  in  position  ready  to  throw  the  rubber  switch  and  the  first 
crossover  switch,  so  that  no  time  should  be  lost  in  following  the  in- 
bound train  into  Boston.  Immediately  after  that  train  bad  gone  by, 
these  switches  were  thrown,  and  the  freight  train  entered  upon  the 
outbound  main  track  and  headed  for  the  crossover. 

The  freight  brakeman  who  threw  the  crossover  switch  on  the  out- 
bound track  ran  at  once  to  the  corresponding  switch  on  the  inbound 
track,  had  just  thrown  it,  and  was  unlocking  the  signal  lever  for  that 
switch,  when  he.  saw  the  outbound  passenger  train  drawing  in  to  the 
station.  He  seized  the  switch  lamp  and  crossed  over  to  the  outbound 
track,  swinging  the  lamp  in  front  of  the  train  then  close  at  hand. 
The  place  where  he  stood  was  only  about  100  feet  from  the  frog  on 
the  outbound  track,  and  the  warning  was  too  late.  The  engine  of 
the  passenger  train  struck  the  side  of  the  freight  engine  (which  was 
running  backwards)  just  as  the  latter  was  clearing  the  frog,  with  the 
consequences  already  stated.  At  the  time  of  the  collision,  every 
effort  was  making  on  the  one  side  to  stop  the  passenger  train,  and  on 
the  other  to  hurry  the  freight  train  out  of  the  way. 

The  colliding  passenger  train  was  making  on  this  evening  its 
ordinary  run  as  a  way  train  between  Boston  and  Reading,  and  was 
on  time,  or  if  anything  a  trifle  late,  as  it  approached  the  Edgeworth 
station  to  make  its  usual  stop.  There  is  no  question  that  the  train 
was  drawing  toward  the  station  when  the  rubber  and  crossover 
switches  were  thrown,  both  of  them,  according  to  the  testimony  of 
the  freight  trainmen,  at  practically  the  same  time.  Nor  is  there  any 
doubt  that  when  these  switches  were  thrown,  the  semaphore  signal 
and  the  two  switch  lights,  all  of  which  appear  to  have  been  in  proper 
working  order,  changed  from  safety  to  danger.  The  semaphore, 
which  stood  about  850  feet  south  from  the  point  of  actual  collision, 
and  some  35  feet  high  above  the  ground,  was  the  signal  especially 
designed  for  the  protection  and  guidance  of  approaching  outbound 
trains.  It  was  clearly  the  duty  of  the  engineer  of  the  passenger 
train  in  question  to  give  careful  and  seasonable  attention  to  this 
signal.  If  he  duly  observed  it  and  found  it  at  safety,  he  had  a  right 
to  proceed  in  regular  course ;  if  at  danger,  he  was  bound  promptly 
to  stop  his  train. 

So  much  is  agreed.  There  was,  however,  some  conflict  of  testi- 
mony as  to  just  where  the  passenger  train  was  at  the  time  when  the 
semaphore  changed  to  danger,  and  the  consequent  opportunity  of 
the  men  on  the  engine  to  observe  the  change.     The   engineer,  of 
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eleven  years'  experience  in  that  capacity,  and  an  intelligent  and 
apparently  trustworthy  witness,  testified  that  he  looked  at  this  signal 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  or  more  back,  after  passing  the  Wellington  station, 
and  again  when  75  or  TOO  feet  away  from  it,  and  that  both  times 
he  distinctly  saw  it  at  safety;  that  it  could  not  be  seen  by  one 
sitting  in  the  cab  when  within  75  or  100  feet  of  it,  and  that  the  signal 
must  have  changed  to  danger  when  he  was  within  that  distance,  or 
after  he  had  passed  it.  His  testimony  was  corroborated  by  that  of 
the  fireman. 

It  would  be  difficult  fully  to  reconcile  this  statement  with  other 
testimony  tending  to  show  that  the  train  was  somewhat  farther  away 
when  the  semaphore  changed  to  danger ;  and,  in  the  view  which  we 
take  of  the  case,  it  does  not  seem  necessary  to  attempt  to  do  so. 
We  have  no  question  that  the  semaphore,  when  the  engineer  last  saw 
it,  was  at  safety.  If  he  was  not  then  in  fact  so  near  to  it  as  he 
thought,  the  conflicting  evidence  does  not  prove  on  the  other  hand 
that  he  wasiar  away.  The  question  is  whether  there  was  a  culpable 
neglect  on  his  part  to  observe  the  signal  when  at  a  proper  distance. 

It  cannot,  we  think,  be  laid  down  as  a  rule  that  the  engineman  of 
an  approaching  train  is  bound  under  all  circumstances  to  observe  a 
switch  semaphore  when  not  more  than  100  feet  away  from  it.  A  limit 
of  this  sort  is  for  obvious  reasons  prescribed  in  the  case  of  the  auto- 
matic block  signal,  which  differs  materially  from  the  semaphore  in  its 
purpose  and  manner  of  working.  The  block  signal  is  placed  at  a 
height  to  be  easily  seen  from  the  cab  when  close  to  it ;  and  one  of  its 
distinctive  features  is  that  it  normally  changes  from  safety  to  danger 
44  in  the  face  of  the  engineman."  The  rule  for  observing  this  signal 
is  usually  stated  thus :  — 

The  block  signal  should  change  from  "  white'1'1  to  "  red  "  in  the  J  ace  of  the 
engineman  as  he  approaches  within  about  100  feet  of  the  signal.  If  he  finds 
a  signal  "  white,"  and  it  does  not  change  on  passing  it,  he  may  know  that  it 
is  out  of  order,  and  it  should  gcfrern  him  the  same  as  if  it  were  at "  danger.11 
There  must  not  be  any  failure,  on  the  part  of  the  engineman,  to  observe  whether 
the  signal  turns  from  white  to  red, 

A  semaphore,  on  the  oontrary,  is  (as  a  rule)  intended  to  be  seen  at 
a  distance  sufficient  to  enable  the  train,  in  case  the  signal  is  at  danger, 
to  be  stopped  before  passing  the  signal.  A  switch  semaphore  is  not 
expected  ordinarily  to  change  from  safety  to  danger  in  the  face  of 
the  engineman,  and  is  never  expected  to  do  so  under  conditions  such 
as  existed  in  the  present  case.  The  passenger  train  had  the  right 
of  way  on  the  outbound  track,  at  the  time  and  place  in  question,  as 
against  all  other  trains.     It  was  due  and  approaching  on  time.     It 
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could,  moreover,  be  distinctly  seen  from  the  rubber  and  crossover 
switches  for  the  distance  of  half  or  three-quarters  of  a  mile  as  it  drew 
toward  the  station.  If,  uuder  these  circumstances,  the  engineer  ob- 
served the  signal  at  proper  stopping  distance  as  he  approached  it,  and 
fouud  it  at  safety,  he  had  no  reason  to  expect  that  the  switch  would 
be  thrown  and  the  signal  changed  against  him  when  he  was  in  near 
proximity  to  the  signal,  or  was  passing  by  it,  or  had  got  beyond  it,  — 
whichever  the  fact  may  have  been.  He  had,  on  the  contrary,  every 
reason  to  believe  that  this  would  not  occur. 

The  same  in  substance  may  be  said  with  respect  to  the  switch 
lights,  which  the  engineer  did  not  see,  either  because  they  were  ob- 
scured by  smoke  aud  steam  from  the  freight  engine,  or  because  his 
attention  was  occupied  with  the  station  stop  and  distracted  by  the 
swinging  of  the  lantern  in  front  of  his  train,  or  because  he  did  not 
think  for  the  reasons  just  stated  that  it  could  be  necessary  to  observe 
them,  or  from  all  of  these  causes  combined.  It  was  utterly  improbable 
that  the  switches  would  be  thrown  after  he  had  passed  the  semaphore. 
No  question  has  been  made  that  he  took  the  proper  measures  to  stop 
his  train  as  soon  as  the  emergency  was  apparent ;  and  it  may  be  added 
that  there  was  no  defect  in  the  brake  or  other  equipment  of  the  train, 
or  in  any  of  the  railroad  ways  and  works,  which  appears  to  have  con- 
tributed to  the  accident. 

Taking  (as  we  have  done)  the  view  of  the  testimony  which  is  the 
most  unfavorable  to  this  engineer,  —  and  we  are  by  no  means  con- 
vinced that  his  version  was  not  substantially  correct,  —  it  has  not 
been  proved,  as  we  think,  that  there  was  any  positive  neglect  or 
omission  on  his  part  to  do  what,  under  the  peculiar  circumstances  of 
the  case,  it  was  reasonable  to  expect  that  a  competent  and  prudent 
engine  man  would  ordinarily  do ;  and  we  do  not,  therefore,  adjudge 
him  to  be  blamably  responsible  for  the  collision. 

The  cause  of  the  accident  was  the  inexcusable  neglect  of  the  men  in 
charge  of  the  shifting  freight  train  to  obey  the  rule  which  requires  a 
train  of  that  description  to  keep  out  of  the  way  of  a  regular  passenger 
train  —  one  of  the  plainest  and  most  familiar  of  the  regulations  for 
the  safe  handling  of  trains.  The  rule  of  the  Boston  &  Maine,  which 
is  printed  on  the  trainmen's  time-table,  and  the  last  clause  of  which 
applies  to  the  case  in  hand,  reads  as  follows :  — 

A  train  of  inferior  class  must  in  all  cases  keep  out  of  the  way  0/  a  train  of 
superior  class,  except  where  otherwise  specified  in  the  time-table,  or  by  special 
orders.  "Keep  out  of  the  way"  in  this  rule  means  that  wreck  trains, 
milk  trains  and  extra  passenger  trains  must  keep  off  of  the  time  of  all 
trains  of  superior  class  by  at  least  five  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered ; 
and  that  all  other  trains  of  inferior  class  must  keep  off  of  the  time  of  all 
trains  ot  superior  class  by  at  least  ten  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 
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The  violation  in  this  instance  was  not  slight  or  technical  merely, 
bat  gross.  If  the  inbound  and  outbound  passenger  trains  had  both 
been  on  schedule  time,  the  interval  of  ten  and  a-half  minutes  between 
the  passing  of  the  one  and  the  arrival  of  the  other,  would  have  made 
a  substantial  compliance  with  the  rule  possible.  But  after  this  inter- 
val had  been  reduced  to  less  than  two  minutes  by  the  lateness  of  the 
inbound  train,  —  of  which  the  freight  trainmen,  who  were  watching 
for  the  overdue  train,  were  well  aware,  —  the  attempt  then  to  rush  the 
freight  train  over  the  outbound  track  ahead  of  the  advancing  outbound 
passenger  train,  was  not  only  a  flagrant  violation  of  the  rule,  but  was 
in  itself  (as  the  result  showed)  a  reckless  procedure.  The  conductor 
and  engineer  of  the  freight  train  both  knew  the  risk  they  were  taking, 
and  are  alike  responsible  for  the  disaster  which  ensued.

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Train  Collision  on  Old  Colony  Division  op  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  <fe  Hartford  Railroad,  at  Hyde  Park,  October 
24,  1895. 

This  was  a  collision  of  an  express  with  a  local  passenger  train,  the 
head  of  the  express  striking  the  rear  of  the  local  train  just  as  the  lat- 
ter was  about  to  start  after  stopping  at  the  Hyde  Park  station.  The 
rear  brakeman  of  the  local  train  was  killed,  several  passengers  and 
employees  were  more  or  less  seriously  injured,  and  a  number  of  cars 
were  badly  wrecked. 

A  public  hearing  was  had  by  the  Board  October  28, 1895.  The  en- 
gineer of  the  express  train,  who  was  unable  to  appear  on  that  day, 
and  two  other  witnesses  were  examined  on  November  20. 

The  f acts  appear  to  have  been  substantially  as  follows :  The  local 
train  was  scheduled  to  leave  Mansfield  for  Boston  at  4.47  p.m.,  stop- 
ping at  all  way  stations,  and  was  due  to  leave  Hyde  Park,  after  mak- 
ing its  stop  there,  at  5.18.  On  the  night  in  question  it  left  Mansfield 
four  minutes  late,  and  (as  will  be  seen)  lost  more  time  on  the  way  to 
Hyde  Park.  The  express  train  was  scheduled  to  leave  Mansfield  for 
Boston,  making  no  stops,  at  5.05  p.m.,  and  was  due  to  pass  Hyde 
Park  at  5.31.  It  left  Mansfield  on  this  occasion  two  minutes  late, 
but  had  made  up  its  time  before  reaching  Canton  Junction.  The  con- 
current testimony  of  the  conductors  of  both  trains  fixes  the  time  of 
the  accident  with  some  precision  at  a  quarter  of  a  minute  before  5.30  ; 
so  that  the  local  train  was  about  to  leave  the  Hyde  Park  station  a 
little  less  than  twelve  minutes  behind  its  time,  and  the  express  train 
had  reached  that  station  a  little  more  than  one  minute  before  its  time, 
when  the  collision  occurred. 

The  local  train  had  frequently  been  late  before  this  night,  and  had 
sometimes  arrived  in  Boston  on  the  time  of  the  express  train.  The 
rear  brakeman,  though  he  had  had  about  a  year's  experience,  was 
making  his  first  trip  on  this  particular  train  ;  and  the  conductor  testi- 
fied that  he  said  to  this  brakeman,  on  leaving  Mansfield,  "  You  want 
plenty  of  fusees,  and  you  want  to  use  them."  No  fusees  were  in  fact 
thrown ;  and  it  does  not  appear  that  the  conductor,  on  arriving  at 
Hyde  Park  or  while  stopping  there,  took  care  to  see  or  inquire 
whether  this  had  been  done,  or  gave  any  further  directions  for  the 
protection  of  his  train. 

The  section  of  road  between  Mansfield  and  Boston  is  equipped  with 
electric  block  signals.  Two  of  these  signals  for  inbound  trains  are 
located  between  Readville  (the  next  station  a  mile  back)  and  Hyde 
Park.  The  signal  nearer  Readville  (No.  334)  is  700  feet  north  of 
that  station,  and  the  one  nearer  Hyde  Park   (No.  332)  is  1,832  feet 
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Booth  of  the  point  of  collision ;  the  distance  between  the  two  being 
8,145  feet.  When  the  express  train  approached  No.  334,  that  signal 
should  have  shown  (as  it  did)  white  or  safety,  because  the  local  train 
had  cleared  the  block  protected  by  it ;  but  when  the  express  train  ap- 
proached signal  No.  332,  the  latter  should  have  shown  red  or  danger, 
because  the  local  train  was  then  on  the  block  protected  by  that  sig- 
nal. The  weight  of  the  evidence  is  such  as  to  leave  no  doubt  on  our 
minds  that  both  signals  were  working  properly  at  the  time  in  ques- 
tion, and  that  the  signal  nearer  Hyde  Park  was  at  danger  when  the 
express  train  approached  it.  The  engineer  of  the  train  stands  alone 
in  the  statement  that  it  was  at  safety.  The  most  favorable  construc- 
tion is  that  he  did  not  look  at  it.  Neither  did  he  see  the  tail  lights 
of  the  local  train  until  the  fireman  called  his  attention  to  them.  His 
thoughts  were  evidently  somewhere  else.  The  engineer  and  fireman 
also  testified  that  the  tail  lights  were  hidden  by  smoke  or  steam  so  as 
not  to  be  seen  at  the  usual  distance ;  but  upon  all  the  evidence  we  do 
not  find  this  to  have  been  the  fact. 

After  the  attention  of  the  engineer  had  been  called  to  the  tail  lights, 
he  did  all  in  his  power  to  stop  his  train,  shutting  off  steam,  applying 
the  brakes,  reversing  the  engine,  and  opening  the  sand  box  ;  and  the 
speed  had  been  materially  reduced  before  striking  the  other  train,  or 
the  result  must  have  been  much  more  disastrous.  The  brakes  on  the 
express  train  were  quick  acting  automatic  air  brakes,  and  were  ap- 
plied to  every  wheel  on  the  train,  including  the  truck  wheels  of  the 
locomotive.  The  brake  equipment  was  the  best  possible,  and  was  in 
good  working  condition.  If  the  engineer  had  observed  the  block  sig- 
nal, the  distance  of  1,832  feet  would  have  been  ample  to  bring  the 
train  to  a  standstill,  even  if  it  had  been  running  at  a  speed  of  60 
miles  an  hour.  (See  22nd  Annual  Report,  January,  1891,  page 
149.) 

It  was  a  mistake,  however,  —  but  a  not  uncommon  one,  and  we  do 
not  make  it  here  a  distinct  ground  of  censure, — to  reverse  the  en- 
gine. Attention  has  been  called  in  previous  reports  to  the  fact  that, 
if  an  engine  is  provided  with  efficient  driving-wheel  brakes,  it  does 
harm  instead  of  good  to  reverse  the  engine,  the  effect  being  to  in- 
crease not  inconsiderably  the  length  of  the  stop.  This  statement  has 
been  recently  substantiated  by  experiments  made  at  the  instance 
of  the  Association  of  Air  Brakemen.  Some  means  should  be  taken, 
by  instructing  engineers  or  otherwise,  to  prevent  the  practice  of  re- 
versing the  engine  when  the  brakes  are  applied  to  the  driving  wheels. 
Such  procedure  is  admissible  only  in  case  the  driving-wheel  brakes 
are  out  of  order. 

The  responsibility  for  the  collision  rests,  as  we  find,  in  greater  or 
less  degree  upon  the  following  trainmen :  — 
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1.  The  rear  brakeman  of  the  local  train  should  have  thrown  a 
fusee  to  warn  the  express  train.  The  clause  of  Rule  99,  which  bears 
on  this  point,  reads  as  follows  :  — 

When  a  train  is  running  on  the  time  of  another  train,  or  at  a  reduced  * 
speed,  so  as  to  endanger  its  rear  end,  the  flagman  will  be  held  responsible 
for  protecting  his  train  with  fusees. 

The  local  train,  as  it  approached  Hyde  Park,  was  dangerously  near 
the  time  of  the  express  train  ;  and,  according  to  the  usual  interpreta- 
tion of  this  rule,  and  according  to  the  previous  practice  on  the  local 
train  under  similar  conditions,  the  rear  brakeman  should  have  thrown 
out  a  fusee  soon  after  leaving  Readville. 

We  think  the  above  rule  would  be  improved  in  its  terms,  so  as  to 
apply  more  definitely  to  cases  like  the  present,  if  it  were  to  read 
"  When  a  train  is  running  on  the  time  of  another  train,  or  at  a 
reduced  speed,  or  is  behind  time,  so  as  to  endanger,"  etc. 

2.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  conductor  of  a  train  not  only  to  "  see  that 
his  subordinates  are  instructed  in  their  duties"  (as  was  done  in  this 
case),  and  •*  to  see  that  his  train  is  provided  with  .  .  .  fusees " 
and  other  emergency  signals,  but  "  he  must  see  that  the  several  rules 
in  relation  to  signals  are  strictly  observed."  (Rules  304,  306  and 
810.)  We  think  the  conductor  of  the  local  train,  on  arriving  at 
Hyde  Park  so  near  the  time  of  the  express  train,  should  have  made 
sure  that  the  rear  brakeman  had  performed  his  duty,  or  should  have 
seen  to  it  that  proper  precautions  were  then  taken  to  protect  the  rear 
of  his  train. 

8.  The  engineer  of  the  express  train  was  not  only  aware  that  the 
local  train  was  liable  to  be  behind  time,  but  knew  (or  ought  to  have 
known)  that  he  was  violating  an  important  rule  of  safety  by  running 
ahead  of  his  own  time.  Under  these  circumstances  he  was  bound  to 
run  with  extreme  caution,  to  observe  with  extraordinary  care  the 
automatic  block  signals  as  he  passed  them,  and  to  keep  a  sharp  look- 
out for  the  tail  lights  or  other  indications  of  the  train  ahead.  He 
did  none  of  these  things.  After  running  by  the  Readville  junction 
at  probably  double  the  speed  allowed  by  regulations  with  which  he 
was  familiar,  he  kept  on  heedless  of  all  signals,  and  would  apparently 
have  struck  the  local  train  when  he  was  under  full  headway  if  it  had 
not  been  for  the  superior  vigilance  of  his  fireman.  The  more  heinous 
responsibility  for  the  accident  lies  with  the  engineer  of  the  express 
train.

BASIS  OF  CAPITALIZATION. 


Petition  op  the  Interstate  Consolidated  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany for  Authority  to  Issue  Stock  and  Bonds. 

Hearings,  after  public  notice,  July  31,  September  20,  and  Octo- 
ber 4,  16,  17  and  21,  1895.  Albert  E.  Pillsbury  and  Everett  W. 
Burdett,  Esqs.,  counsel  for  the  petitioner.  No  one  appeared  in 
opposition. 

The  Interstate  Consolidated  Street  Railway  Company,  the  peti- 
tioner in  this  case,  is  a  new  corporation,  chartered  in  Rhode  Island 
by  special  act  passed  April  21,  1895.  It  has  power  by  its  charter  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  street  railways  in  the  city  of  Paw- 
tucket  in  its  own  State,  and  in  such  cities  and  towns  in  this  State  as 
may  be  permitted  by  our  laws ;  also  to  lease  or  purchase  the  railways 
and  property  owned  by  any  other  street  railway  company,  or  by  any 
person  or  persons  successors  thereto. 

By  a  subsequent  special  law  of  this  State  (St.  1895,  c.  448),  the 
corporation  is  authorized  to  acquire  by  purchase,  and  to  maintain  and 
operate  under  our  laws,  "  all  the  railways,  equipments,  franchises, 
rights,  and  other  property,  real  and  personal,  in  the  towns  of  Attle- 
borough,  North  Attleborough,  Wrentham  and  Seekonk  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, which  were  or  now  are  owned  and  held  by  the  Interstate 
Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Attleborough,  North  Attleborough  <fe 
Wrentham  Street  Railway  Company,  or  either  of  them,  or  by  Edward 
R.  Price  of  said  North  Attleborough,  trustee." 

These  statutes  were  evidently  framed  to  meet  a  particular  case. 
Omitting  details,  the  situation  was  this:  In  December,  1893,  the 
Interstate  and  the  Attleborough,  North  Attleborough  &  Wrentham 
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street  railway  companies,  having  become  insolvent,  had  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  a  receiver.  All  of  their  railways  and  other  property, 
situate  partly  in  Pawtucket  but  mostly  in  the  above-named  towns  in 
this  State,  had  thereafter  been  sold  at  public  auction  in  due  course  of 
law,  and  had  been  purchased  at  such  sale  by  Edward  R.  Price,  acting 
as  agent  and  trustee  for  a  syndicate  consisting  of  himself  and  nine 
other  persons.  The  Rhode  Island  charter  and  the  supplementary 
Massachusetts  act  were  designed  to  enable  these  persons  to  maintain 
and  operate  as  a  corporation  the  railway  properties  which  they  already 
owned  as  a  syndicate.  The  persons  composing  the  syndicate  were 
the  incorporators  and  are  the  sole  members  and  subscribers  to  the 
stock  of  the  new  corporation.  All  that  remained  to  be  done,  there- 
fore, after  the  corporation  had  been  duly  organized,  was  to  transfer 
to  the  corporation  the  title  of  the  properties  held  by  the  syndicate. 
Such  transfer  has  accordingly  been  made  by  quitclaim  deed  "  in  con- 
sideration of  one  dollar  and  other  good  and  valuable  considerations." 
The  actual  control  and  management  of  the  properties  remain  un- 
changed. 

It  will  be  important  to  observe  that  this  was  in  no  sense  a  reorgani- 
zation of  the  former  companies.  There  is  no  recognition  in  the  new 
corporation  of  the  holders  of  the  old  stock  or  bonds.  Excepting  such 
payments  or  dividends  as  the  first  mortgage  bondholders  may  realize 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  auction  sales,  the  securities  of  the  former 
companies  are  entirely  wiped  out.  The  members  of  the  new  corpora- 
tion stand  in  the  same  relation  to  the  present  enterprise  as  if  the 
former  companies  had  never  existed,  and  as  if,  instead  of  buying, 
they  had  built  the  railways. 

The  question  now  to  be  determined  is  the  amount  of  capital  stock 
and  bonds  which  this  new  corporation,  the  Interstate  Consolidated 
Street  Railway  Company,  shall  have  authority  to  issue.  By  the 
terms  of  the  Rhode  Island  charter,  the  company  may  have  a  capital 
stock  of  $400,000  and  a  funded  debt  of  $250,000 ;  but  it  is  provided 
in  the  Massachusetts  act  that  "  only  such  amounts  of  stock  and  bonds 
shall  be  issued,  and  for  such  purposes  only,  as  have  been  authorized 
by  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  under  chapter  462  of  the  Acts 
of  1894,  and  any  other  laws  applicable  thereto." 

The  petitioner  asks  authority  for  the  immediate  issue  of  the  whole 
amount  of  securities  named  in  its  charter  ($400,000  of  stock  and 
$250,000  of  mortgage  bonds)  "  for  the  purposes  of  the  purchase  and 
acquisition  of  the  railways  and  other  property  aforesaid,  for  additional 
construction  and  equipment,  for  means  for  building  and  equipping 
branches  and  extensions,  and  for  the  contemplated  purchase  of  such 
additional  real  and  personal  property  as  may  be  necessary  or  con- 
venient for  the  operation  of  its  railway." 
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Some  of  these  purposes  are  so  remote  in  point  of  time  that  they 
need  not  now  be  taken  into  account.  The  building  of  branches  and 
extensions  is  not  in  immediate  contemplation.  Provision  for  these 
and  other  future  additions  to  the  plant  may  be  more  properly  made 
from  time  to  time  hereafter.  It  is  necessary  at  this  time  to  determine 
only  the  amounts  of  stock  and  bonds  which,  in  the  language  of  St* 
1894,  c.  462,  are  "reasonably  requisite"  (1)  for  the  acquisition  of 
the  railway  properties,  and  (2)  for  such  improvements  and  additions 
as  are  now  proposed.  There  is  no  difficulty  as  regards  the  latter 
purpose.  It  is  to  the  former  that  the  evidence  and  the  arguments 
have  been  almost  wholly  addressed. 

The  question  of  the  amount  of  stock  or  bonds  which  a  railway 
company  may  be  authorized  under  St.  1894,  c.  462,  to  issue  for  the 
purchase  of  other  railway  properties,  arises  here  for  the  first  time  in 
the  practice  of  the  Board,  and  is  interesting  from  its  importance  as 
well  as  its  novelty.  Although  the  hearings  have  been  ex  parte,  it  is 
just  to  say  that  the  question,  as  it  presents  itself  in  the  pending  case, 
has  been  discussed  not  only  ably,  but  fairly,  by  the  learned  counsel 
for  the  petitioner.  All  the  facts  and  figures  bearing  on  its  solution 
have  been  freely  and  fully  disclosed ;  and  it  may  be  added  that 
nothing  has  transpired  which  reflects  on  the  honor  or  good  faith  of 
the  promoters  of  the  enterprise  to  which  the  inquiry  relates. 

There  are  two  bases  on  which,  in  a  case  like  this,  purchased  rail- 
way  properties  can  be  capitalized :  (\)  their  actual  cost  to  the  pur- 
chaser ;  and  (2)  their  fair  value  without  regard  to  the  cost.  There  is 
a  manifest  difference  between  the  two  bases,  and  the  one  or  the  other 
will  have  to  be  selected  as  the  correct  basis.  It  may  be  well,  in  the 
first  place,  to  consider  how,  and  with  what  results,  each  may  be 
applied  to  the  facts  of  the  present  case. 

If  it  be  assumed,  as  the  petitioner  contends,  that  the  "  fair  value  " 
is  the  right  basis,  we  at  once  encounter  the  question  how  this  value  is 
to  be  ascertained.  Several  measures  or  standards  of  valuation  have 
been  discussed  at  the  hearings :  — 

1.  The  original  cost  of  the  purchased  properties. — By  the  last 
annual  return  of  the  old  companies,  September  30,  1894,  the  cost  to 
them,  as  indicated  by  their  outstanding  capital  stock  and  net  debt, 
had  been  in  round  numbers  $875,000 ;  but  nearly  one  half  of  this 
amount  appears  to  have  been  fictitious.  By  the  estimate  of  a  compe- 
tent engineer,  who  had  seen  the  original  vouchers,  the  actual  cost  (in 
1890-92)  was  about  $470,000.  Owing  to  the  reduction  in  prices  of 
material,  the  cost  to-day  would  be  much  less.  Allowance  must  also 
be  made  for  deterioration.  For  a  year  and  a  half  under  the  receiver 
the  railways  lay  idle  and  unimproved. 
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2.  The  structural  value  of  the  properties  at  the  time  of  purchase. 
—  By  St.  1887,  c.  366,  the  Board  is  required  to  ascertain  the  "  value 
of  the  property  "  of  a  railway  company,  before  granting  an  increase 
of  capital  stock ;  and  by  St.  1889,  c.  316,  to  ascertain  the  "  fair  value 
for  railway  purposes,"  before  authorizing  an  issue  of  mortgage  bonds. 
The  object  is  the  same  in  both  cases,  —  namely,  to  discover  whether 
or  not  the  tangible  property  of  a  company  is  equal  to  its  capital  stock 
and  debt,  or,  in  other  words,  whether  the  capital  is  intact  or  impaired  ; 
and  the  language  of  the  two  statutes  must  be  deemed  to  have  sub- 
stantially the  same  meaning.  By  the  "  value  for  railway  purposes," 
as  the  phrase  is  here  used,  is  intended  the  value  of  the  railway  as  a 
structure  for  service  and  wear,  and  not  its  speculative  value  based  on 
the  probable  amount  of  its  traffic  and  earnings.  The  former,  which 
may  be  called  the  structural  value,  is  measured  by  the  present  cost 
of  building  and  equipping  a  new  railway  of  the  same  description  and 
physical  character,  with  a  proper  deduction  for  such  depreciation  as 
has  taken  place  in  the  railway  under  valuation.  Although  the  statutes 
last  cited  do  not  apply  to  the  present  case,  a  valuation  of  the  purchased 
properties  on  the  basis  indicated  was  made  in  September  last  by  the 
expert  engineer  before  referred  to,  who  found  their  structural  value 
to  be  about  $325,000.  At  the  date  of  this  valuation,  nearly  $70,000 
had  been  expended  on  the  properties  in  recent  repairs  and  improve- 
ments ;  so  that  the  structural  value  at  the  time  of  the  purchase  by  the 
syndicate  may  be  taken  to  have  been  about  $255,000.  The  power 
for  the  operation  of  the  railways  is  hired,  and  the  properties  include 
no  electric  power  stations  or  plants. 

3.  The  earning  capacity  of  the  purchased  properties.  — This  is  the 
measure  of  value  on  which  the  petitioner  most  relies.  The  evidence 
on  this  point  is  partly  historical,  and  partly  in  the  nature  of  expert 
prophesy.  The  gross  earnings  of  the  properties  during  the  last  fifteen 
months  of  operation  by  the  former  companies,  as  shown  by  their  sworn 
returns,  were  $110,039.49,  and  the  operating  expenses  and  taxes, 
$124,789.81—  a  net  loss  of  $14,750.32.  No  estimate  of  annual 
earnings  can  be  safely  based  on  the  showing  of  the  few  months  of 
operation  by  the  new  company,  because  these  months  were  the  best 
of  the  year,  and  repairs  and  renewals  during  this  period  were  charged 
mostly  to  construction  and  equipment  instead  of  operating  expense. 
Of  the  estimates  of  future  annual  net  earnings  submitted  by  two  rail- 
way experts  who  testified  at  the  hearings,  the  lowest  was  $28,750,  and 
the  highest  $86,000.  The  estimate  of  Mr.  Price,  the  treasurer  of  the 
company,  is  $45,000.  On  a  five  per  cent  interest  or  dividend  basis, 
these  figures  point  to  a  productive  property  value  of  from  $575,000 
to  $900,000.     On  the  other  hand,  it  appeared  that  a  capitalist  of  much 
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experience,  said  to  be  "  one  of  the  largest  street  railway  men  in  the 
country,"  and  who  is  a  director  of  the  company  which  controls  the 
extensive  connecting  system  of  railways  in  Rhode  Island,  after  travel- 
ling over  the  entire  24  miles  of  the  railway  lines  in  question,  and 
observing  the  character  of  the  territory  which  they  traverse,  formed 
the  opinion  that  they  would  not  pay  operating  expenses ;  and  it  was 
further  stated  that  all  of  his  associate  directors,  with  a  single  excep- 
tion (the  president  of  the  petitioner),  were  of  a  like  mind. 

4.  The  market  value  of  the  purchased  properties  as  indicated  by  the 
auction  sales. — The  properties  of  the  old  companies  were  sold  sepa- 
rately and  at  different  times.  The  price  obtained  for  both  together  was 
$152,000,  to  which  should  be  added  some  thousands  of  dollars  for 
taxes  and  receiver's  liens  assumed  by  the  purchaser.  The  petitioner 
claims,  and  we  think  justly,  that  this  should  not  be  taken  as  the 
controlling  and  final  test  of  value.  The  syndicate  had  secured  some 
advantage  as  a  bidder  by  the  previous  purchase  of  large  blocks  of  the 
securities  of  the  old  companies  and  the  consequent  reduction  of  the 
number  of  possible  competitors.  Making  due  allowance,  however, 
for  all  the  circumstances  which  may  have  influenced  the  sale,  the 
auction  price,  when  compared  with  some  of  the  estimates  in  the  case, 
must  be  regarded  as  significant,  or  at  least  highly  suggestive.  The 
properties  had  been  thoroughly  advertised,  and  were  widely  known 
to  be  in  the  market.  The  sale  was  absolute  to  the  highest  bidder. 
There  was  an  abundance  of  capital  lying  idle,  and  street  railway 
investments  were  viewed  in  moneyed  circles  with  high  favor.  If  the 
intrinsic  or  the  speculative  value  of  the  properties  had  really  been 
three  or  four  times  as  much  as  the  price  obtained,  it  is  not  easy  to 
see  why  at  least  a  larger  fraction  of  this  value  was  not  bid  by  some 
one  at  the  sales. 

We  proceed  next  to  apply  the  other  basis  of  capitalization,  —  that 
of  "  actual  cost."  By  this  we  understand  a  capitalization  which  is 
based  on  the  amount  which  the  purchased  properties  have  actually 
cost  the  corporation  or  its  stockholders  in  cash,  including  not  only 
the  specific  price,  but  such  other  legitimate  and  necessary  cash  ex- 
penditures as  actually  and  in  good  faith  have  been  incurred  in  effect- 
ing the  purchase,  securing  the  title,  and  putting  the  railways  in  fit 
oondition  for  use. 

The  properties  were  formally  transferred  by  the  syndicate  to  the 
corporation  October  14,  1895 ;  and  this  may  be  taken  as  the  date  of 
their  purchase  by  the  latter.  We  find  that  the  actual  cost,  as  above 
defined,  which  had  been  incurred  in  the  acquisition  of  the  properties 
up  to  that  date,  was  $219,197.57.  There  are  besides  outstanding 
liabilities  incurred  on  the  same  account,  some  of  them  not  yet  fully 
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liquidated,  which  amount  approximately  to  $29,000.  There  had  also 
been  expended  in  cash  prior  to  the  day  above  named  the  sum  of 
$69,000.06  in  the  necessary  renovation  of  the  properties.  The  above 
amounts  together  make  the  total  actual  cost  $317,197.63. 

Enough  has  been  said  to  show  how  essentially  unlike  are  the  bases 
of  fair  value  and  actual  cost,  and  to  what  widely  different  results  they 
may  lead.  It  seems  to  be  evident  that  they  cannot  both  be  properly 
used  for  the  same  purpose. 

If  the  question  here  were  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid 
for  properties  of  which  the  petitioner  had  been  deprived,  —  as  in  the 
familiar  case  of  the  taking  by  a  city  or  town  of  the  plant  of  a  water 
company,  —  it  would  then  without  doubt  be  the  duty  of  the  Board,  or 
of  some  more  appropriate  tribunal,  to  ascertain,  by  reference  to  some 
one  or  all  of  the  standards  of  valuation  before  discussed,  the  fair 
value  of  the  properties  as  the  measure  of  damages.  The  question 
which  the  petition  presents  is  not  a  question  of  compensation  for 
property  taken,  but  of  the  capitalization  of  property  which  the  peti- 
tioner is  to  hold  and  enjoy ;  and  the  two  questions  proceed  on  wholly 
different  premises. 

A  capital  stock  has  no  necessary  relation  to  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty which  it  represents.  For  any  legitimate  purpose,  and  within 
reasonable  limits,  it  is  immaterial  for  what  amount  a  property  is 
capitalized.  A  larger  capital  adds  nothing  to,  and  a  smaller  capital 
takes  nothing  from,  the  intrinsic  value  or  the  earning  capacity  of  the 
plant.  The  real  value  finds  its  expression,  as  every  one  knows,  in 
the  rate  and  regularity  of  the  dividends  and  in  the  market  value  of 
the  shares.  The  only  concern  of  the  stockholder  is  that  he  have  his 
due  proportion  of  the  shares  and  of  the  profits.  If  experience  has 
taught  any  lesson,  it  is  that  a  relatively  low  capitalization  is  for  the 
advantage  of  both  the  corporation  and  the  stockholder. 

The  St.  1895,  c.  448,  which  empowers  the  petitioner  to  purchase 
and  operate  street  railways  in  this  State,  gives  to  it  no  special 
privilege  in  this  regard.  If  the  petitioner  has  a  legal  or  equitable 
right  to  capitalize  its  properties  on  the  basis  of  their  estimated  value, 
the  same  rule  should  apply  with  respect  to  the  properties  of  all 
similar  corporations.  If,  therefore,  a  company  has  a  surplus  of 
property  above  its  capital  stock,  it  should  be  allowed  to  capitalize  the 
surplus  and  divide  the  shares  among  its  stockholders.  The  capitaliza- 
tion of  properties,  owned  or  controlled,  according  to  their  full  value 
as  measured  by  their  assumed  earning  capacity,  without  regard  to 
what  they  have  cost,  is  the  basis  which  has  in  fact  been  adopted  by 
the  industrial  trusts  and  the  New  Jersey  traction  companies. 

In  order  to  present  the  whole  case,  we  have  thus  far  discussed  the 
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question  of  basis  as  if  it  were  a  matter  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 
It  is,  however,  as  we  conceive,  settled  in  this  Commonwealth  by  the 
policy  and  the  letter  of  our  statutes. 

As  the  established  rule  of  our  law,  the  capital  stock  of  every  busi- 
ness corporation  must  represent  the  cash  actually  contributed  by  its 
stockholders,  —  no  more  and  no  less.  The  only  exception  which  need 
here  be  noticed  is  found  in  Pub.  Sts.  c.  106,  §  48,  which  provides 
that,  in  the  organization  under  that  chapter  of  manufacturing 
and  other  private  corporations,  the  u  conveyance  to  the  corporation 
of  property  real  or  personal,  at  a  fair  valuation,  shall  be  deemed  a 
sufficient  paying  in  of  its  capital  stock  to  the  extent  of  such  value,'9 
on  compliance  with  conditions  named.  This  exception  was  evidently 
designed  to  meet  the  case  of  individuals  or  copartners  who  have  ac- 
quired a  plant  and  established  a  private  business  which  they  desire  to 
perpetuate  under  a  corporate  organization. 

The  absence  of  any  such  provision  with  respect  to  railroad  and 
street  railway  corporations  is  of  itself  significant.  The  matter  is 
not,  however,  left  to  inference.  It  is  enacted  in  Pub.  Sts.  c.  112,  § 
61,  that  "If  a  railroad  corporation,  without  authority  of  the  general 
court,  .  .  .  issues  certificates  of  stock  when  the  par  value  of  the 
shares  so  issued  is  not  first  paid  in  cash  to  its  treasurer,  all  certificates 
so  issued  shall  be  void,  and  its  directors  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  " 
prescribed.  By  Pub.  Sts  c.  113,  §  13,  it  is  provided  that  "No  certifi- 
cate of  stock  in  any  street  railway  company  shall  be  issued  until  the  par 
value  thereof  is  actually  paid  in  cash."  By  St.  1894,  c.  350,  a  rail- 
road or  street  railway  company  is  forbidden  under  severe  penalties  to 
"  declare  any  stock  or  scrip  dividend,"  or  to  u  create  any  additional 
new  stock,  or  issue  certificates  thereof  to  any  person,  unless  the  par 
value  of  the  shares  so  issued  is  first  paid  in  cash  to  its  treasurer ; " 
and  all  certificates  of  stock  or  scrip  issued  contrary  to  the  act  are  de- 
clared void. 

When;  therefore,  it  becomes  necessary  under  St.  1894,  c.  462,  to 
determine  the  amount  of  stock  and  bonds  which  is  "  reasonably  req- 
uisite "  for  the  purchase  of  the  railway  properties  in  question,  it 
seems  to  be  clear  that  the  Board  can  properly  authorize  only  such  an 
amount  as  equals  at  par  the  cash  actually  paid  on  account  of  their 
acquisition,  or,  in  other  words,  their  actual  cost.  It  would  be  an 
anomaly  to  sanction  under  one  statute  a  larger  amount  of  securities 
than  under  other  statutes  could  be  lawfully  issued. 

The  same  limitation  is  in  substance  imposed  on  the  petitioner  by 
its  Rhode  Island  charter,  as  we  understand  the  ferms  of  that  act. 
Section  13,  after  authorizing  the  purchase  of  other  railway  proper- 
ties, provides  that  the  corporation  "  may  issue  it3  capital  stock  or 
bonds  at  not  less  than  par  in  payment  for  the  same." 
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The  Board  is  accordingly  of  the  opinion  that  the  petitioner  should 
be  authorized  to  issue,  for  the  purpose  of  the  acquisition  by  purchase 
of  the  railway  properties  aforesaid,  its  capital  stock  and  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $317,200,  being  in  round  numbers  their  actual  cost  as  here- 
inbefore stated ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  providing  means  for  necessary 
improvements  and  additions  now  in  progress  or  contemplation,  the 
further  amount  of  $62,800 ;  making  a  total  present  issue  of  $380,000, 
of  which  $230,000  shall  be  stock  and  $150,000  shall  be  bonds.*  Au- 
thority has  been  given  pending  the  hearings  for  the  issue  of  $100,000 
of  stock  and  $90,000  of  bonds.  These  amounts  are  to  be  deducted 
from  the  respective  amounts  above  stated,  and  orders  for  the  balance 
of  each  amount  will  now  be  issued  by  the  Board.

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GRADE  CROSSING  OF  RAILROADS   BY  STREET 
RAILWAYS. 


Petition  of  the  Haverhill,  Georgetown  &  Danvirs  Street 
Railway  Company  for  Leave  to  Cross  at  Grade  the  Boston 
&  Maine  Railroad,  in  Georgetown. 

Hearings,  after  public  notice,  September  30,  and  October  8  and  18, 
1895.  A  view  was  also  taken  by  the  Board.  Edmund  B.  Fuller,  Esq., 
counsel  for  petitioner;  Sigourney  Butler,  Esq.,  for  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad. 

This  petition  is  brought  under  the  recent  statute  of  1895,  chapter 
426,  entitled  "  An  Act  relative  to  Crossings  of  Railroads  and  Street 
Railways  at  Grade."  The  petitioner  has  obtained  locations  for  a  pro- 
jected line  of  street  railway  which  passes  through  Main  Street  in  the 
town  of  Georgetown.  This  street  is  crossed  at  grade  at  two  different 
points  by  the  tracks  of  the  Newburyport  Railroad,  now  operated 
under  lease  by  the  Boston  &  Maine.  The  petition  asks  the  consent 
of  the  Board  under  the  above  statute  to  the  construction  of  the  rail- 
way at  these  crossings  on  the  same  level  with  the  railroad  tracks. 

At  one  of  the  crossings  in  question,  known  as  Weston's  crossing, 
it  has  been  determined  since  the  filing  of  the  petition  to  separate  the 
grades  of  the  railroad  and  the  highway  ;  and  so  much  of  the  petition 
as  relates  to  this  crossing  is  now  waived.  The  other  crossing  is  at  or 
near  the  railroad  passenger  station  and  freight  depot  in  Georgetown. 
There  are  at  this  point,  within  a  distance  of  about  175  feet  on  Main 
Street,  five  railroad  tracks,  including  freight  and  side  tracks,  across 
which  it  is  desired  to  carry  the  street  railway  at  grade. 

The  facts  in  this  case  are  in  some  important  respects  peculiar  and 
exceptional.  The  Haverhill,  Georgetown  &  Dan  vers  Street  Railway 
Company  is  not  incorporated  under  the  general  law,  but  under  a 
special  charter  (St.  1893,  c.  384)  which  confers  upon  the  company 
extraordinary  powers.     By  section  9  of  the  act  of  incorporation, 

Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  carry  on  the  express  business,  and 
to  be  a  common  carrier  for  the  conveyance  of  goods  and  parcels,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  chapter  seventy-three  of  the  Public  Statutes  and  of  all 
laws  relating  to  common  carriers  and  express  companies. 
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The  company  is  also  specially  empowered  to  purchase  all  such  real 
estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  any  of  the  uses  incidental  to  the 
proper  carrying  on  of  its  authorized  business.  Under  the  provisions 
of  its  charter,  the  petitioner  may  do  not  only  a  passenger  but  an  ex- 
press and  general  freight  business,  may  run  upon  its  railway  express 
and  freight  cars  and  trains,  and  may  establish  at  terminal  and  other 
points  on  its  line  such  stations,  depots  and  grounds  as  are  suitable 
for  the  business  of  a  common  carrier  by  rail  of  persons  and  merchan- 
dise. Its  franchise  is  in  these  respects  as  broad  as  that  of  a  railroad 
corporation.  The  chartered  route  of  the  railway  is  nearly  twenty 
miles  in  length,  extends  through  or  into  seven  cities  or  towns,  and 
forms  with  connecting  railways  a  continuous  line  between  important 
manufacturing  and  commercial  centres.  It  must  be  assumed  that  the 
company  will  exercise  all  of  its  chartered  rights,  and  that  the  railway 
will  sooner  or  later  become  a  regular  freight  as  well  as  passenger  line. 

The  right  to  do  an  express  or  freight  business  is  not  given  to  street 
railway  companies  by  any  existing  general  law  of  this  State,  and  the 
Legislature  has  repeatedly  rejected  the  proposition  to  confer  such 
power.  In  a  few  cases  other  than  the  present,  a  more  or  less  re- 
stricted right  of  this  sort  has  been  given  by  special  act,  apparently 
to  provide  for  peculiar  local  conditions  and  exigencies.  Assuming 
that  there  is  an  exigency  in  the  present  case  for  two  parallel  lines  of 
rail  transportation,  both  doing  a  regular  railroad  business,  the  estab- 
lished policy  of  the  Commonwealth  forbids  the  crossing  of  two  such 
lines  at  grade,  especially  upon  the  surface  of  a  public  highway.  If 
it  is  desired  to  locate  a  railway  of  this  character  on  the  thoroughfare 
in  question,  the  grades  of  the  street  and  existing  railroad  should  first 
be  separated.  It  is  entirely  feasible  to  do  this  without  great  or  dis- 
proportionate expense. 

Without  considering  other  questions  in  the  case,  for  the  special 
reasons  above  stated  the  Board  is  constrained  to  withhold  its  consent 
to  the  grade  crossing  here  proposed.

SALE  OF  NEWSPAPERS  ON  STREET  CARS. 


Petition  op  the  Boston  Publishing  Company  relative  to  the 
Sale  of  Newspapers  on  the  Cars  of  the  West  End  Street 
Railway. 

Hearings  November  11  and  December  16,  1895.  Elbridge  R. 
Anderson,  Esq.,  counsel  for  petitioner,  Prentiss  Cummings,  Esq., 
for  West  End  Street  Railway  Company,  and  J.  H.  Benton,  Jr.,  Esq., 
for  the  Hotel  &  Railroad  News  Company. 

The  petitioner  is  the  publisher  of  the  newspaper  known  as  the  Bos-  • 
ton  Daily  Standard,  and  complains  that  it  is  not  allowed  to  sell  its 
issues  on  the  West  End  cars.    This  is  admitted  to  be  the  fact. 

It  appears  that  the  West  End  company  in  1891,  and  again  in  1894, 
made  a  three-years  agreement  with  the  Hotel  &  Railroad  News  Com- 
pany, by  which  the  latter,  on  the  terms  and  conditions  specified  in  the 
agreement,  is  given  the  exclusive  privilege  of  selling  newspapers  on 
the  cars  of  the  former.  The  West  End  company  derives  no  pecuniary 
benefit  from  the  contract,  and  its  sole  purpose  seems  to  have  been  to 
regulate  the  sale  of  papers,  so  as  to  prevent  the  undue  crowding  of 
newsboys  upon  its  cars,  with  danger  to  themselves  and  annoyance 
to  passengers.  It  has  no  objection  to  the  sale  of  Daily  Standard,  or 
other  proper  newspapers,  and  has  signified  to  the  News  Company  its 
wish  that  they  be  sold.  The  latter  company,  however,  which  is  con- 
trolled by  the  publishers  of  seven  other  daily  newspapers,  adheres- to 
its  rights  under  the  contract,  and  does  not  allow  its  newsboys  to  sell 
the  papers  of  the  petitioner. 

By  section  15  of  chapter  112  of  the  Public  Statutes,  it  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  Board,  whenever  in  its  judgment  a  railroad  or  street  rail- 
way company  has  violated  a  law  or  the  provisions  of  a  statute,  so  to 
notify  the  corporation ;  and,  if  the  violation  is  continued  after  such 
notice,  to  present  the  facts  to  the  attorney-general  for  such  proceed- 
ings as  he  may  deem  expedient.  The  question  is  whether  there  has 
been  a  violation  of  any  law  or  statute  in  the  present  case. 

The  petitioner  contends  that  if  the  respondent  company  may  law- 
fully allow  the  sale  of  any  newspapers  on  its  cars,  it  must  allow  equal 
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facilities  for  the  sale  of  all  newspapers  of  the  same  class ;  and  that 
the  discrimination  in  this  case,  and  the  making  of  a  contract  which 
permits  such  discrimination,  are  unlawful. 

The  respondent  is  a  corporation  "  for  the  conveyance  of  passen- 
gers." Although  there  is  no  express  statute,  as  in  the  case  of  rail- 
road corporations,  requiring  a  street  railway  company  to  "  give  to  all 
persons  or  companies  reasonable  and  equal  terms,  facilities  and  accom- 
modations for  the  transportation  of  themselves,  their  agents  and  ser- 
vants," upon  its  railway,  we  have  no  doubt  that  as  a  common  carrier 
it  is  bound  by  the  common  law  to  do  so.  The  duty  applies,  however, 
only  to  the  service  which  the  common  carrier  is  authorized  and  under- 
takes to  perform  —  in  this  case,  the  carriage  of  passengers.  The 
newsboys  of  the  petitioner  clearly  have  a  right  to  be  carried  as  pas- 
sengers in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  terms  as  the  newsboys 
of  the  News  Company. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  decide  whether  it  is  within  the  corporate 
powers  of  a  street  railway  company  to  sell  or  to  authorize  the  sale  of 
newspapers  on  its  cars.  If  it  is  not,  the  petitioner  cannot  claim  the 
privilege.  We  think,  however,  that  it  is  lawful  and  proper  for  a  rail- 
road or  street  railway  company  to  sell  or  arrange  for  the  sale  on  its 
cars  of  articles  which  may  tend  to  the  comfort  and  entertainment  of 
passengers,  provided  they  are  of  such  a  character,  and  are  sold  in 
such  a  manner,  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  convenience  and  safety 
of  travel,  or  to  annoy  passengers  who  may  not  wish  to  buy.  The 
railroad  car  admits  of  the  sale  of  a  larger  variety  of  articles  than  the 
street  car ;  but  we  have  no  doubt  that  newspapers  may  be  lawfully 
sold,  under  proper  restrictions,  on  the  latter. 

A  railroad  or  street  railway  company  is  not,  however,  under  any 
obligation  to  provide  facilities  for  the  sale  of  articles  on  its  cars ; 
and  it  does  not  follow,  because  it  permits  one  person  to  sell  certain 
articles,  that  it  must  give  all  persons  permission  to  sell  the  same  arti- 
cles ;  or  that,  if  its  licensee  sells  a  particular  brand  of  goods,  the 
makers  of  other  brands  of  the  same  class  of  goods,  have  a  right  to 
demand  that  theirs  also  be  sold.  The  selling  of  merchandise  is  not 
transportation  ;  and  it  is  only  with  respect  to  transportation  that  the 
railway  is  bound  to  give  equal  terms  and  facilities. 

It  was  held  in  Old  Colony  R.R.  Co.  v.  Tripp,  147  Mass.  35,  that  a 
railroad  company  may  contract  with  one  person  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary coaches  and  wagons  for  the  carrying  of  incoming  passengers  and 
their  baggage  and  parcels  from  its  stations,  and  may  grant  him  an  ex- 
clusive right  to  solicit  at  its  stations  the  patronage  of  such  passen- 
gers, and  may  prevent  others  from  so  doing.  That  was  not  so  clear 
a  case  as  the  present,  because  the  carriage  of  incoming  passengers 
may  be  regarded  as  in  some  sense  a  continuation  of,  or  a  connection 
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with,  the  transportation  on  the  railroad ;  while  the  sale  of  newspapers 
is  in  no  sense  transportation. 

We  do  not  find,  therefore,  that  there  has  been  in  this  case  any  vio- 
lation of  common  or  statute  law  of  which  the  Board  can  take  official 
cognizance.  It  may  be  proper  to  say,  however,  that  inasmuch  as  the 
respondent  allows  the  sale  of  newspapers  on  its  cars  not  for  gain,  but 
for  the  accommodation  of  its  passengers,  it  is  desirable  that  the  reg- 
ulation of  their  sale  be  such  that  there  may  be  no  discrimination 
against  any  daily  paper  of  considerable  circulation.  People  for  vari- 
ous reasons  prefer  different  newspapers.  If  the  sale  of  papers  is 
allowed  at  all,  there  should  be  no  exclusion  of  any  daily  which  any 
considerable  number  of  passengers  desire  to  buy. 

We  are  satisfied  that  the  present  contract  was  made  with  no  inten- 
tion of  discriminating  against  the  paper  of  the  petitioner  or  any 
other  daily  of  like  circulation ;  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  in  any 
future  contract  or  regulation,  care  will  be  taken  that  no  such  discrim- 
ination can  occur.     This  we  recommend.

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ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION. 


Petition  of  Fall  River  Street  Railway  Company  for  Certifi- 
cate PRELIMINARY  TO  INCORPORATION. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Association  for  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Fall  River  Street  Railway  Company  for  certificate  of 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law  preliminary  to  incorporation. 

1.  There  mast  be  at  least  fifteen  persons  to  associate  for  the 
formation  of  a  street  railway  company. 

It  is  conceded  that  these  fifteen  or  more  persons  must  subscribe 
the  articles  of  association  in  due  form  prior  to  the  publication  of  the 
articles,  and  that  their  names  must  appear  in  the  published  copy. 

These  original  subscribers  are  the  persons  who,  upon  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  the  general  law,  "  shall,  with  their  associates 
and  successors,  be  and  remain  a  corporation." 

The  articles,  as  published  in  December,  1894,  purport  to  have  had 
sixteen  subscribers.  It  is  admitted  that  all  of  the  other  subscribers 
whose  names  are  now  appended  to  the  articles,  became  subscribers 
after  the  publication  of  the  articles  and  after  the  grant  of  location. 
The  articles  submitted  contain,  however,  the  names  of  only  eleven 
persons  who  subscribed  prior  to  the  publication  and  grant. 

It  does  not  appear,  therefore,  that  there  were  fifteen  persons  who 
originally  associated  themselves  together  to  form  a  corporation,  and 
who  have  complied  with  the  preliminary  requirements  of  the  statute, 
and  who,  with  the  subscribers  subsequent  to  the  grant  of  location,  are 
consequently  entitled  to  receive  a  certificate  of  incorporation. 

2.  The  petition  of  the  directors  to  the  municipal  board  for  a 
location  must  ask  "  for  a  location  of  the  tracks  of  the  railway"  de- 
scribed in  the  articles. 

Both  the  petition  and  the  location  granted,  in  this  case,  are  for  a 
railway  whose  route  differs  in  material  respects  from  that  set  forth  in 
the  articles.  The  subscribers  to  the  articles  are  not  legally  bound  to 
contribute  to  the  construction  of  a  railway  which  does  not  come 
within  the  description  contained  in  the  articles  to  which  they  sub- 
scribe.

The  requirements  of  the  general  law  preliminary  to  incorporation 
should  have  a  reasonably  strict  construction.  Waiving  the  question 
whether  the  subscription  of  the  capital  stock  should  be  completed 
before  the  publication  of  the  articles,  —  for  which  there  appear  to  be 
strong  reasons,  and  as  has  been  the  uniform  practice  in  recent  years ; 
and  waiving  also  the  fact  that  the  articles  submitted  have  been  so 
altered  and  mutilated  from  time  to  time  as  to  be  of  doubtful  construc- 
tion or  validity,  and  of  questionable  fitness  for  the  basis  of  a  cor- 
porate charter;  the  irregularities  above  noted  seem  to  justify  and 
require  the  withholding  of  the  certificate  asked  for.  The  petitioners 
can,  of  course,  if  they  desire  to  do  so,  initiate  new  and  regular 
proceedings.

Petition  of  Alexander  McLean  and  Others  for  Revision   of 
Fares  on  the  Plymouth  &  Kingston  Street  Railway. 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  Alexander  McLean  and  others, 
fifty  and  more  legal  voters  of  the  town  of  Plymouth,  for  a  revision 
and  regulation  of  the  fares  established  by  the  Plymouth  &  Kingston 
Street  Railway  Company,  whose  railway  is  located  in  said  town  of 
Plymouth  and  in  the  town  of  Kingston,  — 

It  appearing,  after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing,  at  which  hearing 
the  said  company  was  represented  by  its  treasurer  and  superin- 
tendent and  fully  heard,  that  the  fares  now  established  by  said  com- 
pany are  not,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  adjusted  with  a  due  and 
reasonable  regard  to  the  public  convenience  ;  and  that  a  re-arrange- 
ment of  the  routes  or  distances  covered  by  said  fares  would  tend  not 
only  to  increase  the  volume  of  travel  on  said  railway,  but  also  to 
enlarge  rather  than  diminish  the  probable  income  of  the  company 
from  the  operation  thereof ;  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  fares  established  by  the  said  Plymouth  &  King- 
ston Street  Railway  Company  be  revised  and  regulated  as  follows :  — 

1.  The  fare  per  passenger  for  a  single  ride  in  one  direction  be- 
tween the  southerly  terminus  of  said  railway  at  Hotel  Pilgrim  in  the 
town  of  Plymouth  and  the  boundary  line  between  said  town  and  the 
town  of  Kingston ;  or  between  the  northerly  terminus  of  said  railway 
at  the  upper  end  of  Main  Street  in  the  town  of  Kingston  and  the  post- 
office  in  the  town  of  Plymouth ;  or  for  any  shorter  ride  in  one  direc- 
tion within  the  respective  limits  aforesaid,  —  shall  not  exceed  five 
cents. 

2.  In  case  the  car  taken  by  any  passenger  does  not  run  the  full 
distance  which  such  passenger  desires  and  is  entitled  to  ride  for  a 
five-cent  fare  as  aforesaid,  such  passenger  shall  upon  request,  and 
without  additional  charge,  be  transferred  to  and  conveyed  the  re- 
mainder of  such  distance  in  the  next  connecting  car  or  cars  going  in 
the  same  direction. 

3.  These  regulations  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July, 

1895.

Approval  of  Terms  of  Lease  of  the  Peterborough  Railroad 
to  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation.

It  appearing,  after  a  public  hearing,  of  which  notice  was  given  by 
public  advertisement  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  Board,  and  at  which 
no  one  appeared  to  object,  that  such  lease  has  been  authorized  by 
chapter  22  of  the  Acts  passed  by  the  General  Court  of  this  Common- 
wealth in  the  year  1895 ;  that  the  lessor  corporation  has  no  funded 
or  other  debt ;  that  its  outstanding  capital  stock,  to  wit,  $387,500, 
is  less  than  the  fair  and  actual  cost  of  the  railroad  leased ;  and  that 
the  annual  rental  of  four  per  cent  on  said  capital  stock  is  a  fair  and 
reasonable  rental ; 

Now,  therefore,  it  appearing  to  the  Board,  upon  all  the  facts  shown 
and  for  the  reasons  above  stated,  that  the  terms  and  conditions  are 
reasonable  and  not  injurious  to  the  public  interest,  it  is

Lease  of  the  Peterborough  Railroad  to  the  Boston  &  Lowell 
Railroad  Corporation. 

This  Indenture,  made  in  duplicate  this  first  day  of  April,  1893,  by  and 
between  the  Peterborough  Railroad,  a  corporation  existing  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  party  of  the  first  part, 
and  hereinafter  denominated  the  lessor,  and  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad 
Corporation,  a  corporation  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  party  of  the  second  part,  and  hereinafter 
denominated  the  lessee : 

Witnesseth,  That  the  said  parties  each  for  itself,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, and  each  in  consideration  of  the  grants,  covenants  and  engagements 
herein  made  by  the  other,  have  granted,  covenanted  and  agreed,  and  do 
hereby  grant,  covenant  and  agree  each  to  and  with  the  other,  and  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  as  follows,  to  wit :  — 


The  lessor  doth  grant,  demise  and  lease  unto  the  lessee,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  its  railroad  and  property  of  every  description,  excepting  cash 
on  hand,  including  therein  its  railroad  and  lands  wherever  situated,  its 
branches,  tracks,  side  tracks,  road-bed,  superstructure,  station  houses,  de- 
pot grounds,  depots,  viaducts,  bridges,  piers,  shops,  buildings,  fixtures,  and 
all  rights,  franchises,  easements,  privileges  and  appurtenances  thereto  be- 
longing, together  with  the  right  to  demand  and  receive  all  tolls,  rent,  rev- 
enue, income  and  profits  of  the  demised  premises ;  including  also  therein 
all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  lessor  in  and  to  any  bonds,  obligations 
and  contracts  of  or  with,  or  claims  upon  other  railroads,  corporations  or 
individuals,  and  all  income  or  other  advantages  and  benefits  to  be  derived 
therefrom,  hereby  assigning  and  demising  unto  the  lessee  its  railroad  and 
railroad  property  with  the  franchises  appertaining  to  said  railroad  and  the 
property  hereby  demised,  and  its  assets  of  every  description. 

To  Have  and  to  Hold  all  and  singular  the  demised  premises  to  the 
lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  and  during  the  term  of  ninety-three 
years  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  A.D.,  1893,  the  said  lessee 
keeping  and  performing  the  covenants  herein  contained  on  its  part  to  be 
kept  and  performed,  and  yielding  and  paying  rent  for  the  said  premises  to 
the  amount  and  in  the  manner  following,  to  wit : 

1.  The  lessee  shall  pay  the  operating  expenses  of  the  lessor,  there  be- 
ing included  therein  as  part  thereof  all  repairs  and  renewals ;  all  expendi- 
tures arising  out  of  any  contract,  obligation,  business,  negligence  or  mis- 
feasance, or  however  arising  from  and  after  the  inception  of  this  lease  and 
in  any  way  connected  with  the  use  and  operation  of  the  demised  premises, 
and  including  damages  to  persons  or  property,  insurance,  all  taxes  of  every 
description,  Federal,  State  or  municipal,  upon  property,  business,  fran- 
chises or  capital  stock ;  any  expenditures  hereinafter  declared  to  be  operat- 
ing expenses ;  and  the  organization  expenses  of  the  lessor,  for  which  there 
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shall  be  paid  to  the  lessor  at  the  end  of  each  successive  six  months,  during 
the  term  of  this  lease,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150). 

2.  The  lessee  shall  pay  to  the  lessor  on  the  first  day  of  October,  A.D., 
1893,  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  and  seven  hundred  dollars  (f  7,700), 
being  two  per  cent  upon  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand  dollars 
($385,000),  its  capital  stock  now  outstanding;  shall  thereafter  pay  to  the 
lessor,  on  the  first  days  of  April  and  October  in  each  year  during  the 
term  of  this  lease,  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars 
($7,700),  and  for  any  portion  of  any  half  year  the  rent  for  which  remains 
unpaid  at  any  termination  of  this  lease  earlier  than  April  1st,  1896,  shall 
pay  the  lessor  rent  pro  rata  at  the  rate  hereinbefore  stipulated. 

II. 

The  lessee  shall  assume  and  defend  all  suits  against  the  lessor  arising 
out  of  or  in  any  way  connected  with  the  use  and  operation  of  the  demised 
premises  from  and  after  the  inception  of  this  lease,  and  pay  all  judgments 
obtained  thereon. 

III. 
The  lessee  shall  have  the  right  of  voting  on  all  stock  owned  by  the  lessor 
in  any  other  railroad  or  corporation,  which  stock  shall  not  be  sold  or  other- 
wise disposed  of  except  by  the  mutual  consent  of  the  lessee  and  the  lessor. 

IV. 

The  lessee  shall  have  the  right  to  make  such  changes  in  the  tracks,  sid- 
ings, stations  and  terminal  grounds  of  the  lessor  as  the  safety  and  accom- 
modation of  the  public  and  the  convenient  and  economical  transaction  of 
business  may  in  its  judgment  require : 

Provided,  however,  that  at  the  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this 
lease  the  lessor's  tracks,  sidings,  stations  and  terminal  grounds  shall  be  re- 
stored to  it  in  as  good  order  and  repair  as  the  same  are  now  in,  and  so 
that  the  same  shall  be  equally  well  fitted  for  the  independent  use  and  op- 
eration of  its  own  road  by  the  lessor. 

The  lessee  shall  have  the  right  to  make  permanent  additions  to  and  im- 
provements upon  the  demised  premises,  which  shall  include  additional  real 
estate,  any  increase  in  track  mileage,  buildings,  structures  and  bridges,  ad- 
ditional to  those  existing  at  the  inception  of  this  lease,  the  separation  of 
grade  crossings  of  railroads  or  highways,  and  buildings,  structures  and 
bridges  replacing  those  existing  at  the  inception  of  this  lease,  so  far  as  the 
cost  of  such  new  buildings,  structures  and  bridges  exceeds  the  cost  of 
restoring  such  old  buildings,  structures  and  bridges  to  as  good  a  con- 
dition as  when  new.  Such  permanent  additions  and  improvements  shall 
be  paid  for  either  by  the  issue  of  stock  or  bonds  as  hereinafter  provided  in 
Article  V,  or  by  the  lessor  at  the  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this 
lease,  the  value  thereof  to  be  determined,  unless  agreed  upon  by  the  par- 
ties, by  the  board  of  arbitrators  provided  for  in  Article  IX  of  this  lease. 
But  the  lessee  shall  as  often  as  once  in  every  five  years  make  and  furnish 
to  the  lessor  a  written  statement  of  all  permanent  additions  and  improve- 
ments upon  the  demised  premises,  and  of  the  cost  thereof. 
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The  lessor  shall  make  and  execute  such  other  leases  and  operating  con- 
tracts with  other  railroad  companies  as  the  lessee  may  request :  provided, 
however ',  that  every  such  lease  or  contract,  if  the  lessor  shall  so  elect, 
shall,  by  its  terms,  expire  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
lease  created  by  these  presents;  and  that  all  obligations,  liabilities  and 
losses  arising  therefrom  shall  be  assumed  and  borne  by  the  lessee  exclu- 
sively, and  the  lessee  shall  indemnify  the  lessor  against  any  claim  arising 
by  reason  of  such  lease  or  contract. 


The  lessor  shall  issue  stock  or  bonds,  whenever  requested  by  the  lessee,  to 
an  amount  sufficient  to  meet  the  cost  of  permanent  additions  to  or  improve- 
ments upon  the  demised  premises.  Such  issue  of  stock  or  bonds  shall  be 
made  by  the  lessor  in  either  or  both  classes  of  securities,  as  the  lessee  may 
request,  but  in  either  case  only  so  far  as  it  may  do  so  legally :  provided, 
however,  that  if  the  lessor  shall  require  additional  legislative  authority  to 
enable  it  to  issue  either  class  of  securities  as  desired  by  the  lessee,  the 
lessor  shall,  at  the  request  and  expense  of  the  lessee,  do  all  acts  and  things 
necessary  to  procure  such  authority.  Stock  so  issued  as  herein  provided 
after  the  inception  of  this  lease  shall,  from  the  time  of  such  issue,  be 
deemed  part  of  the  lessor's  capital  stock  within  the  provisions  of  Article 
1,  Clause  2,  above,  and  shall  receive  dividends  at  the  rate  of  two  per  cent 
semi-annually.  The  interest  on  bonds  so  issued  as  herein  provided  shall 
be  paid  by  the  lessee  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease.  If  at  the  ma- 
turity of  the  said  bonds  it  shall  be  found  impracticable  to  renew  or  extend 
the  same,  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  lessee,  and  be  repaid  to  the  lessee 
by  the  lessor  at  the  termination  of  this  lease. 

VI. 

The  lessee  shall  use  and  operate  the  railroad  property  herein  demised  in 
accordance  with  the  charter  of  the  lessor  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire ;  shall  furnish  all  cars,  engines,  rolling  stock  and  equipment  of 
every  description  required  for  the  due  operation  of  the  railroad  operated 
under  and  by  virtue  of  this  lease ;  shall  keep  the  demised  premises  reason- 
ably insured,  and  shall  apply  the  proceeds  of  any  insurance  to  restor- 
ing and  replacing  the  property  destroyed,  or  to  making  permanent  improve- 
ments not  in  the  nature  of  ordinary  repairs  upon  the  demised  premises ; 
shall  replace  buildings  or  structures  on  the  demised  premises  taken  down 
or  removed,  and  which  the  lessee  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  down  or  re- 
move at  its  discretion,  with  other  buildings,  structures  and  permanent  im- 
provements upon  the  demised  premises  of  equal  value ;  shall  furnish  the 
directors  of  the  lessor,  not  exceeding  five  in  number,  and  the  treasurer  and 
elerk  of  the  lessor,  with  free  annual  passes  over  the  railroads  operated  by 
the  lessee  or  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  during  the  continuance  of 
this  lease ;  shall  make  all  returns  required  by  law,  and  shall  furnish  the 
lessor  with  such  abstracts  of  its  accounts  as  shall  enable  it  to  make  all  re- 
tarns  required  of  the  lessor ;  shall  keep  the  demised  premises  in  the  same 
good  order  and  condition  as  the  same  are  when  received  by  the  lessee  un- 
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der  this  lease ;  and,  at  the  end  of  the  term  of  this  lease,  or  at  any  earlier 
termination  thereof  from  any  cause  whatever,  shall  surrender  the  demised 
premises  and  every  part  thereof  in  the  like  good  order  and  condition  in 
which  they  are  at  the  inception  of  this  lease  or  may  be  put  during  the 
term. 

vn. 

The  lessor  shall  maintain  its  existence  and  organization  as  a  corporation, 
and  to  that  end  shall  comply  with  all  the  requisites  of  law ;  shall  do  all 
acts  and  things,  and  execute  all  legal  instruments,  necessary  and  proper  to 
put  and  secure  the  lessee  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  all  the  property,  rights, 
franchises  and  interests  herein  demised,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the  true  in- 
tent and  meaning  of  this  lease ;  and  shall  not  increase  its  capital  stock  as 
now  existing  and  issued,  without  assent  of  the  lessee.  To  further  secure 
the  lessee  in  the  beneficial  enjoyment  of  the  property,  franchises,  rights 
and  privileges  herein  demised  and  specified,  the  lessor  constitutes  the  lessee 
its  attorney  irrevocable,  with  full  right  and  power ,  at  the  lessee's  expense, 
to  use  the  name  of  the  lessor  in  all  legal  proceedings  and  in  all  cases  need- 
ful for  obtaining,  holding  and  enjoying  the  premises  herein  demised  and 
specified,  and  for  all  purposes  consistent  with  the  true  scope  and  intent  of 
this  instrument. 

VIII. 

This  lease  is  upon  the  condition  that  if  the  lessee  shall  fail  for  thirty  days 
to  make  any  semi-annual  payment  as  stipulated  for  in  Clause  2  of  Article  I 
hereof,  then  and  in  such  case  the  lessor  may  at  once  enter  upon  the  demised 
premises,  and  upon  any  part  thereof  as  for  the  whole,  and  expel  the  lessee 
and  determine  the  estate  hereby  granted,  and  shall  thereupon  become  seized 
and  possessed  of  the  demised  premises  and  of  every  part  thereof  in  its 
original  right  and  as  if  this  lease  had  never  been  made ;  and  upon  further 
condition  that  if  the  lessee  shall  fail  to  perform  all  the  covenants  and 
agreements  in  this  lease  contained,  and  such  failure  shall  continue  for  six 
months  after  written  notice  of  such  failure  from  the  lessor  to  the  lessee, 
the  lessor  shall  have  the  like  right  to  enter  and  expel  the  lessee  and  revest 
in  itself  its  former  estate  in  the  demised  premises  and  every  part  thereof : 
provided,  however,  that  such  entry  by  the  lessor  for  breach  of  condition 
shall  in  ne  wise  prejudice  or  impair  any  remedies  to  which  it  might  other- 
wise be  entitled  for  arrears  of  rent  or  preceding  breach  of  covenants. 

IX. 

In  case  of  any  disagreement  between  the  parties  hereto  as  to  the  true  in- 
tent and  meaning  of  this  lease,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  as  to  anything  done 
under  and  by  virtue  of  it  or  growing  out  of  it,  the  matter  in  controversy 
shall  be  referred  by  written  submission  to  the  arbitration  of  referees  to  be 
chosen  in  the  manner  following :  One  shall  be  chosen  by  each  of  the  parties 
hereto,  or,  if  either  shall  unreasonably  fail  or  neglect  to  appoint  a  referee 
when  requested  by  the  other,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  may,  after  due  notice  to  the  party  so  failing  or 
neglecting,  appoint  a  referee;  the  third  shall  be  selected  by  the  two  so 
chosen.    The  referees  shall  hear  the  parties  after  due  notice  to  each  of 
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them,  and  if  either  party  fail  to  attend  after  such  notice,  may  proceed  ex 
parte.  The  award  in  writing  of  said  referees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be- 
ing duly  notified  to  the  parties  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  them.

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2.  Said  foot  way  is  to  be  used  by  the  said  Sullivan,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  and  their  respective  agents  and  servants,  only  for  passage 
on  foot  across  said  railroads  to  and  from  the  said  Corey  Marsh,  for 
the  purpose  of  cutting,  curing,  and  poling  across  said  railroads,  the 
grass  or  bay  growing  on  the  said  marsh.

York,  New  Haven  <fc  Hartford  railroad  companies  for  an  extension  of 
the  time  within  which  to  comply  with  certain  provisions  of  chapter  362 
of  the  Acts  of  1895,  to  wit,  the  provisions  of  section  three  of  said  act, 
relative  to  the  equipment  of  cars  with  grab-irons  or  hand-holds,  and 
of  section  four,  relative  to  the  equipment  of  freight  cars  with  draw- 
bars of  a  uniform  standard  height,  —  said  petitions  being  brought

"  An  Act  to  promote  the  safety  of  employees  and  travellers  upon  rail- 
roads by  compelling  common  carriers  engaged  in  interstate  commerce 
to  equip  their  cars  with  automatic  couplers  and  continuous  brakes, 
and  their  locomotives  with  driving-wheel  brakes,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," it  being  the  intention  of  the  former  act  to  extend  the  pro- 
visions of  the  said  act  of  Congress,  which  apply  only  to  interstate 
traffic,  to  cars  and  locomotives  used  in  moving  traffic  between  points 
in  this  Commonwealth ; 

And  it  appearing  that  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  by  an 
order  passed  July  13, 1895,  for  "  divers  good  reasons"  stated  therein, 
has  extended  "  the  time  within  which  the  several  common  carriers  of 
the  United  States  engaged  in  interstate  commerce  by  railroad  shall 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  four  of  said  act  of  Congress, 
approved  March  2,  1893,  which  prohibits  the  use  of  any  car  in  inter- 
state commerce  that  is  not  provided  with  secure  grab-irons  or  hand- 
holds in  the  ends  and  sides  of  such  car  for  greater  security  to  men  in 
coupling  and  uncoupling  cars,  .  .  .  from  the  first  day  of  July,  1895, 
when  said  section  became  effective,  to  and  until  the  first  day  of 
December,  1895,  and  for  such  time  only;"  and  has  also  extended 
the  time  within  which  such  carriers  shall  comply  with  the  provisions 
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of  section  five  of  said  act  of  Congress,  "  which  prohibits  the  use  of 
any  car  in  interstate  commerce  that  is  not  provided  with  drawbars 
of  the  standard  height  heretofore  duly  prescribed  as  required  by  said 
section,  •  .  •  from  the  first  day  of  July,  1895,  when  said  section 
became  effective,  to  and  until  the  fifteenth  day  of  February,  1896,

The  lessee  covenants  that  it  will  save  the  lessor  harmless  from  all  suits, 
damage  and  expense  by  reason  of  any  acts  or  omissions  of  the  lessee  in  the 
operation,  management  or  use  of  the  demised  premises  during  the  contin- 
uance of  this  lease,  and  will  at  its  own  expense  defend  all  suits  that  may 
be  brought  against  the  lessor  or  the  leased  property  by  reason  of  any  such 
act  or  omission,  and  will  pay  the  sums  that  may  be  recovered  as  damages 
and  costs  in  any  such  suit. 

The  lessee  also  agrees  to  use  and  operate  the  demised  railway  and  prop-

front  of  Odd  Fellows  Home ;  and  as  often  as  once  in  twenty  minutes  from 
Lincoln  Square  to  the  terminus  of  the  lessor's  railway  at  Greendale. 

Provided,  always,  and  this  lease  is  upon  the  express  condition,  that  if 
the  lessee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  at  any  time  fail  to  pay  as  afore-

2.  The  lessor  covenants  that  the  lessee,  it  keeping  all  the  covenants  on 
its  part  herein  contained,  shall  peaceably  occupy,  possess  and  enjoy,  during 
the  term  aforesaid,  the  demised  premises,  franchise,  property,  rights  and 
privileges,  without  hindrance  or  molestation  by  the  lessor  or  by  any  person 
or  persons  lawfully  claiming  the  same.

Book  1923,  page  497,  and  else- 
where, to  which  reference  is  hereby  made ;  that  all  matured  coupons  on 
said  bonds  have  been  paid  and  cancelled ;  and  that  the  lessor,  whenever 
and  only  as  requested  by  the  lessee  during  the  term  of  this  lease,  will  call 
said  bonds  under  the  right  reserved  therein,  and,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  general  laws  at  the  time  in  force  relating  to  the  issue  of  bonds  and 
mortgages  by  street  railway  companies,  will  refund  the  debt  represented 
by  said  bonds  and  by  any  other  bonds  hereafter  issued  in  lieu  thereof,  as 
the  same  shall  from  time  to  time  mature,  and  for  that  purpose  will  make 
and  execute  from  time  to  time  new  bonds  of  an  equal  amount  to  replace 
such  maturing  bonds,  payable  at  such  time,  and  bearing  interest  at  such  a 
rate,  not  exceeding  that  borne  by  the  maturing  bonds,  as  the  lessee  shall 
request ;  and  that  it  will  from  time  to  time,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the

5.  The  lessee  covenants  to  pay  rent  hereunder  as  follows,  to  wit :  — 

(a)  For  the  period  of  one  year  from  July  1, 1895,  two  semi-annual  divi- 
dends of  one  and  one-half  per  cent  on  the  capital  stock  of  the  lessor ;  for 
the  period  of  two  years  from  July  1,  1896,  four  semi-annual  dividends  of 
two  per  cent  on  said  capital  stock ;  and  for  each  year  of  the  remainder  of 
the  term  of  this  lease  two  semi-annual  dividends  of  two  and  one-half  per 
cent  on  said  capital  stock ;  said  dividends  to  be  paid  to  the  stockholders  of

6.  The  lessee  further  covenants  to  pay  all  taxes,  rates,  charges  and 
assessments  whatsoever  which  under  national,  state  or  municipal  authority 
may  be  lawfully  imposed  or  assessed  upon  or  to  the  lessor  or  lessee  with 
reference  to  the  demised  premises  and  property,  or  the  franchise,  capital 
stock,  indebtedness  or  revenues  of  the  lessor,  or  the  rental  aforesaid,  dur- 
ing the  term  of  this  lease,  including  the  taxes  of  the  year  1895. 

7.  The  lessor  hereby  assigns  and  transfers  to  the  lessee,  absolutely,  all 
accounts,  demands,  and  bills  receivable  which  it  owns  or  has  a  right  to,  all 
the  moneys,  materials  and  supplies  which  it  has  on  hand,  and  all  securities 
belonging  to  the  lessor.  And  the  lessee  hereby  assumes  and  agrees  to  pay

8.  The  lessee  covenants  to  use  and  operate  the  demised  railway  and 
property  in  accordance  and  compliance  with  the  laws  of  said  Common- 
wealth, to  pay  all  cost  and  expense  incident  to  the  use  and  operation  thereof, 
to  provide  all  cars,  equipments,  apparatus  and  structures  of  every  descrip- 
tion necessary  for  the  due  operation  of  said  railway  in  addition  to  the 
property  herein  demised,  and  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  location  or 
position  of  the  leased  tracks,  or  any  portion  thereof,  as  may  be  ordered 
by  lawful  authority. 

9.  The  lessee  covenants  to  keep  said  railway  and  other  demised  property 
in  as  good  condition  as  at  the  inception  of  this  lease ;  and  at  the  termination 
of  the  lease  to  surrender  said  railway  and  other  demised  property,  and  all 
such  property  as  may  have  been  substituted  therefor,  in  like  good  order 
and  condition. 

10.  The  lessee  covenants  to  save  the  lessor  harmless  from  all  suits,  costs, 
damage  and  expense  by  reason  of  any  acts  or  omissions  of  the  lessee  in  the 
operation,  management  or  use  of  the  demised  premises  during  the  continu- 
ance of  this  lease,  and  at  its  own  expense  to  defend  all  suits  now  pending 
or  that  may  hereafter  be  brought  against  the  lessor  or  the  leased  property 
by  reason  of  any  such  act  or  omission,  and  to  pay  all  such  sums  as  may  be 
recovered  as  damages  and  costs  in  any  such  suit,  when  demanded  on  final 
process ;  and  the  lessee  may  use  the  name  of  the  lessor  in  defending  any 
such  suit. 

11.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  lessor  and  lessee 
that  there  shall  forthwith  be  made  a  full  and  complete  inventory,  descrip- 
tion and  appraisal  of  the  buildings,  roadbed,  tracks,  track  construction, 
overhead  construction  and  equipments  demised  by  this  lease,  (the  same  to 
be  made  in  duplicate  and  an  original  draft  thereof  to  be  furnished  to  each 
party,)  which  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  nature,  condition  and  value 
of  the  demised  property  included  therein  at  the  time  of  making  this  lease, 
in  any  and  all  cases  in  which  the  question  of  such  nature,  condition  or  value 
shall  arise.  The  same  shall  be  made  by  two  competent  persons,  one  se- 
lected by  the  lessor  and  one  by  the  lessee,  who  in  case  of  any  disagreement 
may  choose  a  third,  and  the  decision  of  a  majority  shall  be  final.  And  it  is 
further  agreed  that,  on  the  termination  of  this  lease,  whether  before  or  at 
the  end  of  the  term,  a  like  inventory,  description  and  appraisal  shall  be 
made  of  all  the  property  aforesaid  then  surrendered  by  the  lessee  to  the 
lessor,  including  all  substitutions  (and  all  alterations  and  additions  made 
under  article  8  of  this  lease)  for  or  to  the  demised  property  made  by  the 
lessee ;  and  if  the  property  surrendered  is  of  less  value  than  the  appraised 
value  as  shown  by  the  original  inventory,  description  and  appraisal,  the 
difference  shall  be  ascertained  and  shall  forthwith  be  paid  by  the  lessee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  to  the  lessor,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  money :

Report  of  Accidents  to  Employees  and  Others  on  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad  in  the  State  op  Massachusetts  during  the 
Year  ending  June  30,  1895. 

July  1,  1894.  —  Perry,  A.  J.,  freight  brakeman:  bruised  about  the  legs. 
Was  setting  brake  on  Grand  Trunk  flat  car  No.  14998,  loaded  with  lumber; 
brake  shaft  dropped  down  and  Perry  fell  off  onto  track. 

July  2.  —  Cobb,  B.  (a  boy) :  jumped  from  train  No.  122  before  It  had 
stopped,  at  Reservoir,  and  fell  on  planking  between  tracks,  hurting  his  hands. 

July  2.  —  Whalen,  Michael,  trespasser :  both  legs  cat  off;  died  in  a  few 
hours.  Was  lying  across  north  rail  of  track  No.  1,  about  four  rods  east  of 
crossing  at  Westfield  in  shadow  of  shelter  shed,  and  was  run  over  by  train 
No.  809. 

July  3.  —  Feeney,  James,  of  Saxonville:  cut  on  side  of  head  and  face. 
Attempted  to  cross  main  tracks  at  South  Framlngham,  from  north  side,  ahead 
of  train  No.  9,  was  struck  by  engine  and  thrown  onto  platform. 

July  4.  —  Snllivan,  Patrick :  head  and  hands  cut  off.  Walking  home  on  rail- 
road track,  at  Westfleld,  struck  by  engine  of  west-bound  freight  train ;  under 
influence  of  liquor. 

July  5.  —  Lewis,  Fred,  yard  brakeman :  from  some  unknown  cause  he  fell 
from  the  top  of  a  box  car  to  the  ground  (in  Springfield  freight  yard),  cutting 
his  head  and  Injuring  his  shoulder,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  died  July  6 ; 
car  was  not  in  motion  when  he  fell. 

July  7.  —  Unknown  man :  found  dead  on  track  No.  2,  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  west  of  tower  at  Cottage  Farm,  about  5  a.m. 
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July  9.  —  Mahan,  John,  conductor:  left  side  of  face  badly  bruised,  also  his 
left  side  from  shoulder  down.  Cannot  say  how  accident  happened ;  Mahan 
claims  he  was  knocked  or  pulled  off  train,  at  Somervllle,  about  9  pm. 

July  10. —  Mueller,  Henry,  trespasser:  jumped  from  a  freight  train  at 
Nlverville  station,  and  broke  his  arm  in  two  or  three  places. 

July  11.  —  Cummins,  Edward,  trespasser:  tried  to  get  on  a  freight  car 
while  it  was  in  motion,  In  Worcester  yard,  was  knocked  off  by  a  switch 
target  and  fell  beside  the  rail;  his  arm  was  run  over  and  his  collar-bone 
broken. 

July  11.  —  Lanagan,  Frank  (a  boy)  :  tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight  train 
at  Cambrklgeport  and  fell  under  the  wheels;  leg  cut  off;  died  at  2  a.m. 
July  12. 

July  13.  —  Lee,  Thomas,  brakeman:  in  switching  cars  Into  Back  Bay  yard, 
Boston,  Lee  rode  in  two  cars,  and  when  they  struck  the  stone  on  one  car  s>lid 
and  caught  Lee's  foot,  crushing  it  against  brake  staff. 

July  16  — Unknown  man :  attempted  to  cross  tracks  at  Washington  Street 
crossing,  Worcester,  ahead  of  a  west-bound  freight  train ;  was  struck  and 
engine  and  seven  cars  went  over  him,  killing  him.  Gates  were  down  and  bell 
ringing. 

July  16. —  Bates,  W.  H.,  brakeman:  little  finger  of  left  hand  jammed  by 
getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  in  Worcester  yard. 

July  20.  —  Claflin,  W.  S.,  freight  brakeman :  Flesh  all  cut  out  under  knee 
Joint  of  left  leg,  and  badly  bruised ;  died  at  2  a.m.,  July  21.  While  switching 
a  car  onto  No.  6  track  at  East  Albany  Claflin  climbed  up  on  end  of  car  and 
stepped  over  onto  dead-block  to  remove  pin  and  link,  slipped  and  fell  under 
the  truck  and  was  rolled  and  dragged  about  forty  feet. 

July  22. — Westwill,  J.  T.,  brakeman:  shoulder  sprained,  hip  bruised  and 
collar-bone  broken.  As  train  was  going  into  Palmer  it  separated,  caused  by 
a  pin  breaking,  and  when  cars  came  together  Westwill  was  thrown  against  a 
brake  head. 

July  23.  —  Stethen,  Robert,  drover:  was  standing  on  track,  apparently 
ezamiuiug  stock  (in  West  Springfield  yard),  and  was  struck  by  engine  of 
train  No.  322  and  thrown  against  cars ;  head  cut  and  body  bruised ;  died  In  a 
few  hours.    Whistle  was  sounded,  but  he  did  not  appear  to  hear  it. 

July  24.  —  Colbert,  Michael,  of  Westfleld :  run  over;  arm  and  leg  mangled; 
died  In  a  few  hours.  Trying  to  jump  from  freight  train  at  shed  just  east 
of  Elm  Street,  Westfleld,  and  fell  between  the  cars ;  was  under  the  influence 
of  liquor. 

July  24.  —  Goldsmith,  Wm  ,  brakeman :  shoulders  bruised;  caught  between 
platforms  of  Boston  &  Albany  No.  9107  and  Providence  No.  1034,  while  about 
to  make  a  coupling  in  Springfield  freight  house  yard. 

July  24.  —  Cole,  Wm.  T. :  found  beside  track  near  tower  No.  26,  Worcester, 
at  9.10  p  m.  ;  was  badly  injured,  and  had  evidently  fallen  from  or  been  struck 
by  a  train ;  was  sent  to  hospital,  where  he  died. 

July  28. — Toole,  J.,  brakeman:  slightly  bruised;  was  riding  on  side  of. a 
car  in  Worcester  yard  and  was  struck  by  a  switch  lever  and  knocked  off. 

July  28.  —  Lavaway,  Isadore  (a  boy):  tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight 
train  about  two  miles  east  of  Worcester,  fell,  and  one  foot  went  under  wheel 
and  was  crushed. 

July  29.  —  Murphy,  Patrick,  of  Brookllne :  his  body  was  found  under  Shaw- 
mot  Avenue  bridge,  Boston,  between  4  and  5  o'clock  a.m.  ;  had  evidently  been 
struck  by  some  train  during  the  night. 
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July  SO.  —  Gilltgan,  M.v  brakeman :  was  reaching  up  to  get  a  flag  from  top 
of  caboose  when  train  started  and  be  fell  to  the  ground,  straining  his  ankle 
and  abdomen.    Accident  happened  at  Sonth  Framingham. 

July  31.  — Bascom,  Napoleon,  brakeman:  going  up  side  ladder  of  a  car, 
and  was  struck  by  milk  car  standing  on  next  track,  bruising  his  legs.  Acci- 
dent happened  in  West  Springfield  yard. 

July  81.  —  Ward,  Daniel :  tried  to  get  on  train  No.  406  after  it  had  started, 
at  Texas  (Webster  branch),  and  fell,  hurting  his  knee. 

July  31.  — Harrison,  ,  trespasser:   found  on  track  about  11.30  p.m., 

three-quarters  of  a  mile  west  of  Tatham  station,  with  both  legs  cut  off;  died 
on  the  way  to  hospital ;  supposed  to  have  fallen  from  a  freight  train. 

August  2. —  Morris,  Wm.,  brakeman:  right  knee  sprained;  getting  on 
front  end  of  engine  at  Back  Bay,  Boston,  slipped  and  fell,  striking  his  knee. 

August  7. —  Richardson,  E.  F.,  brakeman:  scalp  wound;  was  sitting  on  a 
high  car  passing  under  bridge  No.  3  and  raised  his  head  before  he  was  clear 
of  bridge. 

August  7.  —  Barrett,  James,  yard  brakeman :  end  of  middle  finger  of  left 
hand  pinched  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  in  Springfield  freight 
yard. 

August  9  —  Jones,  David,  brakeman :  right  hip  bruised  and  scalp  wonnd 
on  back  of  head,  caused  by  falling  between  cars  In  Worcester  yard;  was 
lighting  his  lantern,  and  stepped  between  cars. 

August  16.  —  Shapleigh,  Ernest,  brakeman :  going  under  bridge  No.  16, 
Beacon  Street,  Boston,  he  did  not  stoop  low  enough  and  was  struck  and  a 
gash  about  three  and  a  half  Inches  cut  in  his  head. 

August  19.  —  Noonan,  Frank  (boy):  tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight 
train,  near  Natick,  lost  his  hold  and  fell;  left  arm  and  leg  run  over;  died  of 
Injuries. 

August  18.  —  Rossi ter,  Frank,  postal  clerk :  trains  Nos.  55  and  168  collided 
at  Worcester ;  Rosslter  was  thrown  down  in  car,  and  claims  his  arm  and  head 
were  badly  injured ;  doctor  says  no  bones  broken  and  no  bruises  or  marks 
visible  on  head. 

August  18.  —  Sargent,  E.  B.,  Conley,  J.  F.t  Masury,  J.  W.,  Deveney,  J.  F.f 
Niscock,  E.  H.,  Doherty,  G.  P.,  Bradley,  H.,  and  Kelley,  J.,  postal  clerks, 
and  Stimson,  E.,  brakeman:  trains  Nos.  55  and  168  collided  at  Worcester, 
and  the  above-named  parties  were  slightly  injured. 

August  26. — Unknown  man:  body  found  between  the  tracks  near  Corda- 
vllle,  by  Constable  W.  C.  Simpson ;  appearances  indicate  that  he  was  a  tramp. 

August  27.  —  Ferguson,  Tom :  foot  run  over  by  car  wheel;  as  train  No.  491 
was  leaving  Adams  station,  he  attempted  to  get  on  front  end  of  caboose, 
slipped,  and  his  foot  went  under  wheel. 

August  28.  — La t ridge,  J.  C,  brakeman :  he  cut  off  caboose  to  run  it  down 
in  West  Springfield  yard,  and  then  went  in  and  began  sweeping  It.  It  ran 
down  on  another  track,  where  there  were  some  cars,  and  when  it  struck  he 
was  thrown  against  the  stove,  hurting  his  back  and  cutting  his  head. 

August  29.  —  Fay,  J.  (boy)  :  tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight  train  about 
two  miles  east  of  Worcester,  and  was  thrown  down  between  tracks  and  his 
arm  bruised. 

August  29.  —  Galllon,  J.,  brakeman :  claims  he  was  squeezed  while  coupling 
engine  to  car  in  Back  Bay  yard,  Boston. 

August  SO.  —  Dunham,  F.,  conductor:  was  on  engine  passing  Newtonvllle 
yard ;  jumped  off  to  turn  switch,  and  in  trying  to  get  on  caboose  his  foot 
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slipped  and  caboose  struck  him  in  the  shoulder,  throwing  him  to  the  ground  j 
he  struck  end  of  ties,  bruising  his  right  ^eg  and  side. 

September  1. — liussell,  Mrs.  Theresa  of  South  Framingham:  she  lay  on 
track  between  East  Holllston  and  Whitney's  bridge,  and  was  struck  by  engine 
of  train  No.  262  and  killed. 

September  4.  —  Manning,  Martin,  trespasser :  right  foot  crushed,  left  ear 
torn  off  and  head  cut;  first  seen  by  engineer  about  fifty  or  sixty  feet  ahead  of 
engine,  lying  across  south  rail  of  track  No.  3  on  Springfield  grade ;  was  taken 
out  from  under  forward  truck  of  tender. 

September  5.  —  McNerney,  M.,  car  cleaner :  while  attempting  to  cross  tracks 
near  engine  house  in  Boston  yard  he  was  struck  by  engine  No.  211,  knocked 
down,  run  over  and  killed. 

September  6.—  Bowler,  T.,  freight  brakeman :  left  arm,  side  and  leg  hurt; 
was  on  New  York  Central  No.  26499,  and  stepped  from  centre  of  car  toward 
edge  of  roof  to  get  signal  while  trying  air  brake  at  Worcester;  the  heel  of  his 
boot  went  into  a  hole  in  roof  where  a  board  was  broken,  he  lost  his  balance 
and  fell  from  car  to  the  ground,  striking  rail  on  next  track. 

September  6.  —  Thebault,  Fred.,  freight  brakeman :  squeezed  while  coupling 
cars  in  Springfield  freight  yard ;  died  in  about  an  hour. 

September  8.  —  Williams,  Harry,  brakeman :  foot  jammed  between  dead- 
wood  and  coupling  pin,  while  attempting  to  climb  on  top  of  car  in  new  yard, 
Boston. 

September  11. — Payne,  Geo.,  freight  brakeman:  foot  squeezed;  getting  on 
engine  as  it  was  on  a  curve,  at  Worcester,  and  got  his  foot  caught  between 
the  apron  and  tank  on  tender. 

September  11.  —  Farmer,  Wm.,  of  Lynn,  Mass. :  foot  crushed ;  trying  to  get 
on  a  moving  freight  train  in  West  Springfield  yard,  fell  and  his  foot  went 
under  the  wheel. 

September  11.  —  Lawrence,  A.  C,  brakeman:  index  finger  and  thumb 
jammed  while  making  a  coupling  between  engine  and  caboose  in  Boston 
yard. 

September  11. — King,  J.  B.,  freight  brakeman:  back  and  neck  hurt;  train 
was  in  three  sections,  caused  by  tramps  pulling  pins;  when  sections  came 
together  King  was  thrown  out  of  monitor  of  caboose,  striking  on  his  back 
and  neck.    Accident  happened  at  Ashland. 

September  11.  — Bumpus,  W.  W.,  freight  brakeman  :  muscle  of  left  leg  hurt 
by  being  thrown  from  one  car  to  another ;  train  was  in  three  sections,  caused 
by  tramps  pulling  pins,  and  when  sections  came  together  Bumpus  received 
this  injury.    Accident  happened  at  Ashland. 

September  13.  —  Williams,  C,  freight  brakeman :  finger  jammed  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  cars  at  Cottage  Farm. 

September  15.  —  Morrison,  P.  F.,  freight  conductor:  right  hand  slightly 
hurt  while  uncoupling  cars  at  A  lis  ton  yard. 

September  17.  —  Wright,  A.  B.,  freight  brakeman :  right  hand  jammed  by 
getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  Springfield  freight  yard. 

September  17.  —  Barney,  Morris,  freight  brakeman:  left  hand  cut  by  piece 
of  a  torpedo  flying  from  under  engine  of  train  No.  31  at  Cottage  Farm. 

September  19.  —  Bateman,  O.  H.,  freight  brakeman:  squeezed  through  the 
hips;  motion  was  given  to  engineer  to  go  ahead,  and  as  train  separated 
Bateman  started  to  pass  between  cars,  when  for  some  reason  train  backed 
and  he  was  caught  between  draw-bars*     Accident  happened  in  Worcester 
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September  21.  —  Kelly,  Thos.,  freight  brakeman :  while  switching  in  Worces- 
ter yard  he  fell  between  the  cars,  the  wheels  passed  oyer  his  head  and 
shoulders,  killing  him  instantly. 

September  21.  —  McGhenohle,  G.,  trespasser :  right  leg  cnt  off  below  the  knee 
while  attempting  to  get  on  train  No.  629  near  bridge  No.  60  on  Grafton 
Hill. 

September 22.  —  Cook,  Geo.,  freight  brakeman:  killed  at  west  end,  West 
8pringfleld  yard ;  supposed  to  hare  fallen  between  cars ;  when  last  seen  was 
standing  on  middle  of  head  car;  when  found  body  was  under  hind  truck  of 
fourth  car,  cut  in  two. 

September  22.  —  Unknown  man :  was  walking  on  track  near  Lake  crossing, 
and  was  struck  by  engine  of  construction  train ;  his  head  was  badly  cut  and 
he  died  in  a  short  time. 

September  23.  —  Percival,  James,  trespasser :  tried  to  get  on  a  morlng  freight 
train  at  Cambrldgeport,  slipped  and  one  car  passed  over  his  left  foot. 

September  26.  —  Warren,  R.,  freight  brakeman :  shoulder  blade  broken,  arm 
cut  and  bruised  through  hips ;  rode  a  car  in  on  track  No.  9  at  South  Framing- 
ham,  and  after  he  left  it  he  stepped  in  front  of  a  car  coming  in  on  next  track, 
was  caught  and  rolled  between  the  two  cars. 

September  27.  —  Hunt,  F.  S.,  brakeman:  third  finger  of  left  hand  jammed 
by  getting  caught  while  coupling  engine  to  car  at  South  Spencer. 

September  80.  —  Unknown  man :  body  was  found  lying  between  the  rails  of 
No.  1  track  at  Brighton,  badly  mutilated ;  had  evidently  been  run  over  by  two 
or  three  trains. 

September  29  —  Gibson,  R.  B  ,  freight  brakeman:  nose  broken  and  a  cut 
under  right  eye;  he  was  in  caboose  lighting  his  lantern,  about  two  miles  east 
of  South  Spencer,  when  air  hose  burst,  stopping  train  suddenly,  and  Gibson 
was  thrown  against  corner  of  caboose. 

September  80.  —  Awnmore,  H.,  brakeman :  finger  jammed  by  getting  caught 
while  coupling  engine  to  car  at  Riverside. 

October  1.  —  Carter,  E.  A.,  station  baggage  master:  was  a  passenger  on 
train  No  36  from  Worcester,  and  jumped  from  train  before  it  had  stopped  at 
North  Grafton,  slipped  and  fell  between  platform  and  train  and  was  rolled 
two  car  lengths ;  said  his  head  was  hurt  a  little. 

October  8.  —  Bowler,  Thos. ,  brakeman :  heel  bruised ;  was  walking  between 
cars,  making  a  coupling,  in  West  Springfield  yard,  and  a  brake  beam  caught 
his  heel. 

October  4. —  Kneeland,  Mrs.  John  (or  Neylon)  :  was  found  on  track  a  few 
hundred  feet  west  of  Jamesville  station,  about  8  80  p.m.  ;  had  evidently  been 
struck  by  a  train ;  was  alive  when  found,  but  died  in  a  few  minutes. 

October  4.  —  Formlck,  John  (a  boy),  of  East  Boston :  leg  cut  off  and  slight 
cut  on  head ;  run  over  by  freight  train  on  bridge  No.  835,  Chelsea  Cut,  Grand 
Junction  branch ;  was  not  seen  until  after  train  had  passed ;  supposed  to  have 
been  trying  to  get  on  train. 

October  5.  —Vincent,  Chas.,  yard  brakeman :  two  fingers  crushed  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  engine  to  car  at  Boston. 

October  6.  —  Leeryer,  Moses  C,  yard  brakeman:  right  leg  pinched;  was 
between  two  cars,  uncoupling,  and  was  caught  by  slack  of  draw-bars  coming 
together,  at  South  Framlngham. 

October  8.  —  Chase,  H.  A.,  engineer:  right  hand  jammed  and  burst  open; 
went  to  let  off  the  hand  brake ;  the  dog  was  too  short  and  slipped  by  the  cog 
wheel,  jamming  his  hand  between  dog  and  post  of  water  gauge. 
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October  9. —  Cross,  A.,  fireman :  while  engine  was  being  coupled  to  train  at 
North  Adams  junction  he  stood  on  apron  between  engine  and  tender,  and 
when  they  came  together  he  lost  his  balance  and  fell,  spraining  his  ankle. 

October  12  — Webster,  Peter,  trespasser:  tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight 
train  about  one-half  mile  west  of  Ashland  station,  fell  and  had  his  foot 
cut  off. 

October  13.  —  Murphy,  Mrs.  Michael:  complained  of  her  back,  right  side 
and  ankle;  before  train  No.  Ill  had  stopped  at  South  Framlngham  she  got 
out  of  her  seat,  and  when  train  stopped  she  was  thrown  down  on  floor  of 
car. 

October  14  —  Mahurn,  H.  C,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. :  tried  to  get  on  train  No. 
101  after  it  had  started,  at  Boston,  and  was  dragged  a  short  distance;  hurt 
his  ankle  flight  ly ;  he  was  intoxicated. 

October  17.  —  Bosworth,  A.,  freight  brakeman :  face,  arms  and  legs  bruised ; 
releasing  brake  on  Boston  &  Albany  car  No.  11849  at  Indian  Orchard,  the  dog 
flew  off  and  Bosworth  was  thrown  to  the  grouud. 

October  19.  — Bamber,  Wm.,  freight  brakeman:  complained  of  sharp  pain 
in  chest;  was  standing  on  first  car  from  engine,  backing  up,  when  draw-bar 
pulled  out  and  let  air  out  from  brakes  on  cars,  and  Bamber  was  thrown  to 
the  ground.     Accident  happened  at  Westborough. 

October  21.  —  Adams,  Wm.,  freight  brakeinau :  just  as  train  was  leaving 
North  Adams  junction  it  parted  between  third  and  fourth  cars,  which  caused 
air  brake  to  go  on,  and  Adams  was  thrown  against  Conductor  Rowlings, 
breaking  upper  part  of  Adams's  jaw. 

October  21.  —  Pryce,  Richard,  trespasser:  killed;  body  found  by  west- 
bound freight  train  on  track  No.  1,  near  Second  Street  bridge,  Pittsfleld, 
about  1.35  a  m.  ;  had  been  struck  by  some  earlier  train;  body  was  cold  when 
found. 

October 22.  —  Coughlin,  M.,  freight  conductor:  left  knee,  right  side  and 
shoulder  hurt;  was  on  New  York  Central  No.  17050,  trying  brake,  and  while 
doing  so  engine  and  one  car  came  back  and  struck  car  he  was  on,  throwing 
him  to  the  ground.    Accident  happened  in  West  Springfield  yard. 

October  24.  —  Alexander,  Luther  (a  boy) :  tried  to  get  on  train  No.  456 
(Ware  branch  freight),  about  one-half  mile  north  of  Palmer  station,  fell,  was 
run  over  and  killed. 

October  24.  —  Tibedore,  Gus.,  coal  shoveller :  back  hurt;  got  on  caboose  of 
a  freight  train  at  North  Adams  junction  to  ride  to  Pittsfleld ;  was  looking  out 
of  caboose  door  when  air  hose  buYst  and  he  was  thrown  against  stove  by 
sudden  stopping  of  train. 

October  25.  —  Williamson,  Fred.,  machinist:  toes  on  right  foot  crushed; 
engine  No.  201  was  backing  into  engine  house  at  Boston,  and  struck  William- 
son, who  was  crossing  the  track,  knocking  him  down,  and  the  wheel  of  tender 
ran  over  tbe  toes  of  his  riuht  foot;  bell  was  ringing. 

October  26.  —  Ferrier,  Harry  (a  boy)  :  left  leg  badly  crushed ;  got  on  an 
east-bound  freight  train  on  Springfield  grade;  says  he  was  hangiug  onto  a 
car,  and  when  he  got  to  the  culvert  he  struck  the  cross-timbers  and  was 
thrown  so  that  wheel  went  over  his  leg. 

Obtober26.  —  Hodge,  D.  W.,  employee:  cuts  on  face  and  hands;  was 
walking  along  platform  at  South  Framlngham  and  struck  against  one  of  the 
posts,  fell  towards  the  cars  of  train  No.  27  and  was  struck  by  car  steps. 

October  31.  —  Myatt,  G.,  freight  brakeman:  cut  over  right  eye  about  an 
inch  long ;  was  sitting  in  caboose,  and  when  train  was  passing  Brookfleld  air 
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hose  burst  on  L.  S.  &  M.  8.  No.  60350,  stopping  train  suddenly,  and  Myatt's 
bead  struck  window  casing. 

November 5.  —  Whittle,  W.  P.,  freight  brakeman:  wrist  sprained;  was 
setting  brake  on  car  at  Brookfleld,  brake  wheel  was  wet,  his  hand  slipped  off 
and  he  felt  to  the  ground. 

November 8. — Bailey,  Miss  Georgia:  hurt  her  head;  stepped  from  train 
No.  148  before  it  had  stopped,  at  Newton  Centre,  and  fell  on  station  platform. 

November  9.  —  Kane,  J. :  right  side  of  face  scratched  and  right  shoulder 
bruised ;  was  working  between  tracks  Nos.  2  and  16,  near  Boston  &  Providence 
crossing,  Boston,  and  in  getting  out  of  the  way  of  one  switch  train  he  stepped 
in  front  of  another  and  was  struck. 

November  9.  —  Mansfield,  Patrick,  wiper :  he  was  helping  push  engine  No. 
187  from  turn-table  to  pit  in  West  Springfield  engine  house,  and  was  caught 
between  the  banter  beam  of  engine  and  iron  column  of  house,  and  injured  so 
that  he  died  in  a  few  hours. 

November 9.  —  Fraser,  H.  8.,  brakeman:  while  switching  at  Cook  Street, 
Newton  Highlands,  he  slipped  on  snow  on  roof  of  car  and  fell  to  the  ground, 
spraining  his  right  wrist  and  badly  bruising  his  left  knee. 

November  9.  —  Brlden,  C,  conductor,  wrist  sprained;  Brault,  F.  R.,  brake- 
man,  cut  over  eyes;  Moore,  W.  P.,  brakeman,  knee  slightly  Injured ;  Gabore, 
H.,  fireman,  cut  over  right  eye  and  thumb  hurt.  Engine  was  backing  up  to 
get  part  of  train  at  Webster  junction,  and  through  some  misunderstanding 
signalman  let  them  In  on  side  track,  where  they  struck  some  cars  and  these 
men  were  thrown  around  in  engine. 

November  12.  —  Featheretone,  John,  and  wagon:  slight  scalp  wound  and 
back  hurt;  wagon  front  and  spring  broken;  he  was  unloading  lumber  from 
car  on  freight-house  spur  track,  Pitts  field,  and  while  cars  were  being  switched 
on  next  track  he  was  holding  his  horses ;  they  backed  the  wagon  against  one 
of  the  cars,  which  caused  them  to  run,  and  he  was  thrown  down. 

November  18.  —  Munklttrlck,  H.  B.,  brakeman:  hand  bruised  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  cars  at  Three  Rivers. 

November  13.  —  Daley,  P.,  brakeman:  left  hand  bruised  by  getting  caught 
while  coupling  cars  in  Back  Bay  yard,  Boston. 

November  17.  —  Tellier,  J.  A.,  brakeman:  ankle  bruised  and  sprained;  he 
was  sitting  in  caboose  when  train  stopped  suddenly  and  threw  him  against 
the  stove.    Accident  happened  near  South  Spencer. 

November  20.  — Thompson,  W.  A.,  freight  conductor:  back  hnrt  and  three 
ribs  torn  from  place;  train  separated  about  one-quarter  mile  east  of  North 
Wilbraham,  air  brake  went  on  and  stopped  forward  part  and  rear  part  ran 
into  it;  Thompson  was  sitting  sit  desk  in  caboose,  and  the  sudden  stop  threw 
him  against  stove. 

November  21.  —  Meaney,  T.,  brakeman:  while  switching:  at  Cutler's  mill, 
North  Wllbraham,  brakeman  threw  the  switch  wrong,  and  car  Meaney  was  on 
went  against  others,  throwing  him  against  brake  wheel,  hurting  his  side. 

November  24.  —  O'Brien,  Lawrence  (a  boy):  left  leg  crushed  below  the 
knee ;  was  riding  on  side  of  a  car  in  freight  train  at  Cambridgeport ;  attempted 
to  get  ofT,  was  struck  by  a  switch  stand  and  thrown  under  the  wheels 

November  26.  —  Taylor,  J.  P. ,  of  South  Hadley :  got  on  train  No.  1  at 
Springfield  station  as  it  was  being  hauled  J>ack  to  yard ;  when  he  found  he  was 
on  wrong  train  he  jumped  off  and  cut  his  thumb  badly. 

November  27. — McKinnon,  Dan,  brakeman:  left  leg  badly  crushed  above 
knee ;  In  making  a  run  at  Wellesley  ice  house  he  rode  four  cars  in  on  gravel

track ;  they  struck  another  car  that  stood  there,  and  McKlnnon  was  thrown 
from  top  of  car  and  wheels  passed  over  his  leg. 

November  29. — Toomey,  F.  8.:  employee,  but  not  on  duty ;  knee  injured; 
got  on  train  No.  230  as  it  was  being  pulled  out  of  the  depot  at  Boston,  slipped 
and  fell  off. 

December  1.  —  Peltier,  E. ,  freight  brakeman :  fingers  on  right  hand  smashed ; 
hand  caught  between  draw-bars  while  coupling  cars  at  Worcester. 

December  2.  —  Gordon,  G  ,  freight  brakeman :  says  he  was  squeezed  between 
air  hose,  on  head  of  engine,  and  caboose,  while  coupling  in  Worcester  yard. 

December  8. —  Stickles,  C,  freight  brakeman :  complained  of  his  right  side; 
as  train  was  running  at  usual  speed  near  Chester,  air  brake  went  on,  stopping 
train  suddenly;  Stickles,  feeling  brake  go  on,  put  his  head  out  of  caboose 
window  to  see  what  the  trouble  was  just  as  full  shock  of  stop  came,  and  his 
side  struck  window  casing. 

December  I. — Grant,  W.,  freight  brakeman:  scalp  cut  about  one  and  one- 
half  inches  long;  as  train  was  crossing  Connecticut  River  bridge,  Springfield, 
he  got  up  on  car  and  his  head  struck  bridge. 

December  4. —  Dunham,  F.  E.,  freight  conductor:  arm  and  hip  bruised  and 
cut  on  head ;  draw-bar  broke,  train  separated,  and  Dunham  was  thrown  to  the 
ground.    Accident  happened  at  South  Framlngbam. 

December  4.  — Unknown  man  :  hurt  about  the  head;  he  jumped  from  train 
No.  12  near  Brighton  station,  and  was  struck  by  engine  of  No.  109;  both 
trains  were  running  slowly  at  the  time. 

December  A,  —  Williams,  Avid,  yard  conductor:  was  making  a  running 
switch  of  eight  cars  in  new  yard,  East  Boston ;  Williams  threw  the  switch 
bnt  did  not  have  time  to  get  out  of  the  way,  and  the  head  car  struck  him, 
hurting  his  side  and  knee. 

December  b. —  Monyhan,  C,  freight  brakeman:  thumb  badly  jammed  and 
index  finger  bruised,  left  hand;  caught  between  draw-bars  while  coupling 
cars  In  West  Springfield  yard. 

December^.  —  Crawford,  C.  W.,  passenger  brakeman;  had  taken  his  place 
on  tender  of  engine  to  assist  in  taking  water  at  Worcester,  and  just  as  train 
stopped  he  fell  from  tender  to  depot  platform  and  was  badly  cut  and  bruised. 

December  6. —  Murphy,  F.  P.,  freight  brakeman:  arm  bruised  by  getting 
caught  between  dead-woods  while  coupling  cars  in  West  Springfield  yard. 

December  6.  —  Dempsey,  Timothy,  trespasser :  back  hurt  slightly ;  was 
walking  on  track  near  East  Cambridge;  engine  backing  up  with  train,  and 
he  was  struck  by  tender;  whistle  was  sounded  and  bell  rung;  he  was  intoxi- 
cated. 

December  6.  —  Marshall,  Michael,  trespasser:  two  ribs  broken,  body 
bruised,  possibly  injured  Internally ;  yard  train  being  pushed  to  freight  house 
at  Pittsfleld;  Marshall  ran  across  head  end  and  against  freight  house  plat- 
form, where  he  was  caught  by  head  car  and  rolled  against  platform  about  one- 
third  car  length. 

December  8.  —  Hoppen,  Chas.,  freight  brakeman :  right  arm  wrenched  and 
leg  bruised;  while  climbing  ladder  of  a  car  at  South  Framingham  he  slipped, 
lost  his  hold  and  fell  down  between  cars ;  the  brake  beam  of  next  car  struck 
his  knee,  throwing  his  legs  clear  of  wheels. 

December^  — Langeway,  O.  F.,  freight  brakeman;  Moran,  A.,  freight 
brakeman  :  Langeway  was  coupling  engine  No.  86  to  cars  on  west  end  of  track 
No.  18,  at  Worcester;  at  same  time  Conductor  Bryant's  engine  pushed  some 
cars  onto  east  end  of  same  track  and  against  engine  No.  86,  catching  Lange- 
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way's  hand,  braising  two  fingers  and  taking  end  off  of  forefinger ;  Moran  was 
on  top  of  car  and  was  tbrowu  off  and  fell  on  tender,  hurting  his  back. 

December  10.  —  Colman,  W.  E.,  yard  brakeman:  shoulder,  back  and  hip 
bruised ;  struck  by  Harrison  Avenue  bridge,  Boston  yard. 

December  12.  —  Griffin,  W.,  freight  brakeman:  left  arm  hurt  by  getting 
caught  between  dead-woods  while  coupling  cars  at  Cottage  Farm. 

December  14.  —  Brault,  F.,  freight  brakeman:  left  side  of  head  cut;  get- 
ting on  a  car  going  into  cut  at  Boston,  struck  tell-tale  post  and  was  knocked 
off. 

December  17.  —  Danahy,  J.,  trespasser:  as  train  No.  627  was  backing  into 
yard  at  South  Framlngham  Danahy  attempted  to  cross  between  cars,  stepped 
on  link  between  draw-bars,  and  his  foot  was  caught  and  crushed  so  that  it 
had  to  be  taken  off. 

December  17.  —  Schofleld,  Chas.,  killed;  O'Leary,  Robert  (a  boy),  fatally 
Injured;  two  horses  killed,  wagon  demolished.  Agent  lowered  gates  for  a 
freight  train  to  pass,  then  went  into  station  to  light  inside  lamps,  and  while 
there  a  boy  raised  the  gates  (boy  claims  after  bell  had  stopped  ringing) ;  as 
soon  as  freight  train  had  passed  this  man  drove  onto  crossing  and  team  was 
struck  by  train  No.  50.    Accident  happened  at  Cordaville. 

December  18.  —  Smith,  W.  H.,  yard  brakeman:  finger  badly  Jammed  by 
getting  caught  while  coupling  engine  to  passenger  car  at  Springfield. 

December  18.  —  Brosnan,  J.,  freight  brakeman :  middle  finger  on  right  hand 
split  near  the  end ;  pulling  pin  between  engine  and  car  at  East  Hollistou,  got 
his  finger  caught  between  pin  and  engine  draw-casting. 

December  20.  —  Rozelle,  Joseph,  yard  brakeman :  bead  cut  slightly ;  when 
pulling  a  train  from  Back  Bay  to  express  yard,  Boston,  he  was  struck  by 
bridge  No.  4. 

December  20  —  Gorman,  Kichard,  freight  brakeman :  fell  from  top  of  a  box 
car  in  new  yard,  East  Boston,  and  struck  his  back  on  a  rail;  was  unconscious 
when  picked  up. 

December  22.  —  Lonergan,  J.  E.,  freight  brakeman:  badly  shaken  up;  was 
going  down  side  ladder  of  a  car  in  Springfield  freight  yard,  and  was  struck 
by  a  signal  pole  and  thrown  to  the  ground. 

December  23.  —  Dodge,  B. ,  freight  brakeman :  right  leg  bruised  above  the 
knee ;  letting  off  brake,  train  started  and  he  fell  from  top  of  car  to  platform 
of  caboose.     Accident  occurred  at  Millbury  junction. 

December  24.  —  Grant,  W.  H.,  freight  brakeman:  back  and  side  squeezed ; 
coupling  cars  at  Springfield  freight  yard ;  one  car  had  Miller  coupler  and  one 
had  cast-iron  draw-bar ;  the  draw-bars  slipped  by,  and  he  was  caught  between 
the  cars. 

December  26.  —  Hudson,  John,  freight  brakeman:  hand  hurt  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  cars  in  No.  13  house,  pier  6,  East  Boston. 

December  26.  —  McDermott,  W.,  freight  brakeman :  when  he  started  to  gel 
off  car  at  Boston  he  either  slipped  or  caught  his  foot  iu  top  handle  and  fell  to 
the  ground,  striking  on  his  back,  bruising  his  hip  and  shoulder. 

December  27.  —  Mallsop,  J. ,  freight  brakeman :  nose  and  jaw  broken ;  struck 
by  bridge  No.  15,  Boston  yard. 

January  2,  1895.  —  Jordan,  Andrew  J.,  of  Worcester:  states  that  he  was 
about  to  drive  over  crossing  about  two  miles  east  of  Worcester,  when  a  train 
eame  upon  him  suddenly,  and  that  he  had  barely  time  to  swing  his  horses  to 
one  side  to  escape  being  struck  by  the  engine;  that  the  horses  became 
frightened  and  threw  themselves  against  the  baggage  car,  knocking  them 
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down  and  throwing  him  out,  injuring  one  of  the  horses  and  catting  Jordan 
about  the  head. 

Januarys.  —  Emmons,  Mrs.,  of  Hinsdale:  run  over  by  train  No.  494  near 
North  street  bridge,  Ptttsfleld,  and  instantly  killed.  She  got  on  train  No* 
848  on  turn-out,  got  off  again  and  wandered  down  track ;  acted  strangely ; 
reported  to  police,  and  officer  was  looking  for  her  when  report  of  accident 
came  in. 

January  10.  —  Barlow,  H.,  freight  brakeman:  complained  of  both  ankles 
and  back ;  while  making  up  train  In  Worcester  yard  Barlow  jumped  across 
onto  some  cars  on  main  track,  then  jumped  back  onto  his  own  train,  and  in 
doing  so  slipped  on  car  roof  and  fell  to  the  ground ;  says  he  jumped  across 
to  avoid  walking  over  some  coal  cars. 

January  10. — Knowles,  W.,  engineer:  complained  of  his  back;  engine 
backing  down  on  track  No.  6,  in  Worcester,  jumped  the  track;  Knowles 
thought  it  was  going  to  tip  over,  got  up  on  tank  and  jumped  off. 

January  10.  —  Chase,  C,  brakeman:  wrist  and  arm  burned;  after  train  No. 
280  arrived  in  Boston  depot  Chase  was  separating  steam  coupling  between 
engine  and  head  car,  and  was  burned  by  steam;  engineer  and  fireman  say 
steam  was  shut  off  at  Huntington  Avenue,  but  rear  brakeman  says  steam  was 
blowing  out  of  rear  car  after  it  stopped  In  depot. 

January  10. —  Little,  Mr.,  of  Wellesley:  wrist  and  knee  cut;  got  off  train 
No.  104  while  it  was  in  motion,  in  Boston  yard,  and  fell. 

January  10. — Morgan,  F.  £  ,  brakeman :  was  setting  up  brake  on  car  No. 
29206,  T.  C.  S.  &  D.,  at  Worcester;  ratchet  was  loose,  dog  flew  off  and 
sprained  Morgan's  hand. 

January  12. —  Sargent,  J.,  engineer:  right  hand  badly  bruised;  says  "had 
been  switching  train  In  West  Springfield  yard,  and  was  down  on  track  No.  1, 
and  when  I  threw  reverse  lever  forward  to  go  ahead,  hand  caught  between 
lever  and  gauge  cock." 

Jauuary  16.  —  Cornlne,  John,  brakeman:  head  bruised;  struck  by  cross 
cords  of  bridge  at  East  Brookfleld ;  he  was  on  top  of  a  box  car,  and  raised  up 
before  he  got  through  bridge. 

January  18.  —  Fisher,  Frank  N.,  yard  brakeman :  while  shifting  freight  cars 
on  south  side  of  Huntington  avenue  freight  yard,  between  bridges  Nos  12 
and  18,  Boston,  Fisher  was  standing  on  inward  track  No.  4,  giving  signals, 
when  train  No.  62  struck  him,  killing  him  Instantly ;  on  account  of  smoke  and 
snow,  he  did  not  see  train  in  time  to  get  out  of  the  way. 

January  19.  —  O'Connor,  J.  D. ,  brakeman  :  two  fingers  bruised ;  had  pulled 
pin  on  one  car,  was  placing  it  on  dead-wood  back  of  pin  on  next  car,  and  got 
his  fingers  caught  between  head  of  pin  and  dead-wood. 

January  20.  — West,  C.  H  ,  freight  conductor :  thumb  bruised;  Kef  car  No. 
229  and  Jones  car  No.  20  E.  were  chained  together  on  account  of  draw-bar 
being  gone  from  No.  229;  as  West  was  pulling  pin,  draw-bar  of  No.  20  E. 
shoved  under  No.  229,  catching  his  thumb.  Accident  happened  in  West 
8p  ring  field  yard. 

January  24.  —  Witham,  J.  K.,  engineer:  legs  bruised;  was  returning  from 
West  Springfield  engine  house,  was  crossing  the  tracks  near  the  Springfield 
shops,  and  was  struck  by  an  engine  that  was  going  to  engine  house. 

January  28.  —  Whitman,  W.,  yard  brakeman:  right  ankle  badly  smashed; 
was  on  top  of  car  that  was  to  be  kicked  down  into  yard  at  West  Springfield ; 
conductor  gave  motion  to  engineer,  and  at  same  time  raised  lever,  and  when 
oars  were  well  started  gave  signal  to  stop;  cars  did  not  separate,  and  the 
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sudden  application  of  brake  on  engine  threw  Whitman  off  car  to  the  ground, 
and  wheel  went  over  his  ankle. 

January  29. — At  wood,  Alice,  car  cleaner;  Gozaway,  James,  yard  brake- 
man  :  switching  empty  train  No.  98  in  Boston  yard ;  on  account  of  a  misplaced 
switch,  three  cars  were  thrown  against  the  empty  cars  of  train  No.  173; 
Alice  Atwood  was  thrown  against  a  car  seat,  hurting  her  back  slightly,  and 
Gozaway  was  throwo  against  the  header  and  slightly  hurt. 

January  SO.  —  Morgan,  Frank,  freight  brakeman :  left  arm  broken,  left 
thumb  taken  off  and  badly  jammed  through  the  stomach ;  was  switching  for 
air  at  Worcester;  Morgan  rode  a  car  down  on  track  No.  3,  then  jumped  over 
onto  a  car  on  track  No.  10,  got  down  and  was  trying  to  take  a  link  out  of  a 
Trojan  draw-bar,  and  while  doing  so  another  car  came  down  and  struck  the 
car,  and  Morgan  was  caught  between  draw-bars ;  died  at  hospital  next  day. 

January  31.  — Lefford,  J.,  freight  brakeman :  thumb  of  right  hand  jammed 
by  getting  caught  between  draw-bars  while  coupling  cars  In  Worcester  yard. 

February  1.  —  Denno,  J.  C,  freight  brakeman:  one  finger  burst  open  and 
one  bruised ;  coupling  engine  to  car  at  Indian  Orchard  Village,  on  turnout, 
slipped  on  some  ice  just  as  engine  came  back  and  got  his  fingers  caught 
between  casting  on  engine  and  draw-bar  of  car. 

February  1.  — Foster,  8.  N.,  agent:  arm  broken;  freight  train  had  thrown 
a  car  in  on  turnout ;  Foster  attempted  to  couple  it  to  another  car  and  got  his 
arm  caught  between  the  dead-woods. 

February  2. —  Irwin,  Mrs.  Wm.  J.,  of  Ware:  she  was  a  passenger  on  train 
No.  13,  destination  Indian  Orchard,  and  claims  that  the  train  did  not  come  to 
a  full  stop  at  the  station ;  that  in  stepping  from  train  she  was  thrown  to  one 
side  slightly  and  wrenched  her  ankles,  and  was  nearly  thrown  under  the 
car. 

February  4.  —  Kelly,  P. ,  carpenter :  was  tying  his  shoe,  resting  his  foot  on 
step  of  middle  car  standing  on  jacks  In  the  paint  shop  at  AUston,  when  the 
car  was  struck  by  the  next  one,  which  was  struck  by  the  workmen's  train 
being  thrown  in  on  that  track  and  through  the  door  of  the  paint  shop ;  and 
Kelly  was  thrown  In  some  way,  injuring  his  side  between  the  lower  rib  and 
hip,  apparently  quite  seriously. 

February  6.  —  Qulnn,  James,  of  Nashua,  N.  H. :  left  arm  crushed  at  elbowv 
right  hand  at  wrist,  right  leg  at  ankle  and  leg  broken;  died  at  hospital. 
Boston  &  Albany  switch  engine  No.  1  was  backing  out  of  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  yard;  man  was  not  seen  until  aller  engine  had 
passed  over  him. 

February  6.  —  Dunn,  John,  of  Monson :  killed  in  West  Springfield  yard ;  as 
engine  No.  272  passed  through  the  yard,  going  west,  an  unknown  man  was 
seen  riding  on  the  Miller  hook  at  back  end  of  tender;  a  short  time  after, 
Dunn  was  found  dead  near  switch  from  track  No.  1  to  No.  21,  and  it  Is 
supposed  that  he  was  the  same  man  that  was  seen  on  engine  No.  272. 

February  8.  —  Marble,  John,  trespasser :  back  hurt  and  face  cut ;  attempted 
to  cross  track  No.  4  at  Boston,  ahead  of  train  No.  86 ;  ran  against  a  switch 
house ;  engine  and  tender  cleared  him,  but  car  pushed  him  through  a  window 
in  the  switch  house. 

February  9.  —  Fairman,  A.  £.,  fireman :  claims  back  and  side  hurt;  engine 
ran  into  snow-plough  at  Washington ;  engineer  applied  air  brake  and  reversed, 
and  Fairman  was  thrown  against  boiler  butt. 

February  12.  —  McEvoy,  W.  £.,  freight  brakeman:  was  trying  to  let  off  a 
brake  at  South  Worcester;   did  not  succeed  the  first  time,  swung  again, 
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kicking  the  dog  at  the  same  time  with  his  foot ;  dog  released  suddenly,  and 
McEvoy  was  thrown  to  the  ground ;  struck  on  his  feet  and  sprained  one  ankle. 

February  12.  —  Kenney,  E.,  freight  brakeman:  Ride  and  hip  hart;  slipped 
on  ice  on  roof  of  New  York  Central  car  No.  46157  at  West  Warren,  and  fell 
to  station  platform,  striking  on  his  side. 

February  12.  —  Waterman,  J.  E.,  freight  brakeman  :  two  cuts  In  the  head, 
back  and  left  arm  bruised ;  was  riding  cars  and  holding  up  the  lever  to  cut 
them  off;  struck  against  a  switch  frame  and  was  Injured  as  above.  Acci- 
dent happened  at  South  Frara Ingham. 

February  14.  — Nichols,  Eugene,  freight  brakeman :  says  he  was  putting  on 
brake  In  West  Springfield  yard  when  brake  staff  broke,  throwing  him  over 
onto  corner  of  next  car,  and  he  fell  from  there  to  the  ground,  hurting  his  back. 

February  15. — Carlson,  Chas.,  yard  brakeman:  right  foot  badly  jammed; 
while  waiting  for  engine  No.  11  he  was  standing  near  the  west  end  of  bridge 
No.  3,  Boston  yard,  when  engine  No.  158  with  caboose  No.  17  backed  up  and 
struck  him,  knocking  him  down,  and  caboose  ran  over  his  foot 

February  15. — Claflin,  Freedom,  freight  conductor:  first  and  third  fingers 
of  right  hand  smashed  and  end  of  second  finger  taken  off;  hand  caught  while 
coupling  car  to  caboose  at  West  Plttsfleld. 

February  17.  —  Fairfield,  G.,  fireman:  making  a  switch  of  caboose  to  track 
No.  8 ;  engine  ran  on  to  track  No.  4  and  against  three  cars  of  hogs  standing 
there ;  Fairfield  was  fixing  the  fire,  and  was  thrown  against  boiler,  hurting  his 
head  and  hip. 

February  19.  —  Sullivan,  Patrick,  laborer :  bruised  In  groin  and  back ;  cross- 
ing tracks  from  pay  car,  in  Springfield  freight  yard,  when  switch  engine  threw 
some  cars  onto  track,  striking  car  standing  there,  and  this  car  struck  Sullivan, 
knocking  him  down  and  dragging  him  along  the  rail. 

February  20.  —  Stickles,  C.  E.,  freight  brakeman:  right  hand  bruised;  was 
coupling  engine  No.  124  to  car  No.  5629,  Boston  &  Albany,  in  West  Springfield 
yard,  and  got  his.  hand  caught  between  bead  of  pin  on  tender  and  tender  frame. 

February  20.  —  Davenport, (a  boy)  :  engine  backing  in  from  junction, 

and  when  about  a  half-mile  east  of  Plttsfleld  the  corner  of  tender  frame  struck 
this  boy  on  the  head ;  injury  slight. 

February  25.  —  Foster,  C.  W. :  fell  from  train  No.  187  near  tower  No.  8, 
and  fractured  his  skull;  when  last  seen  by  conductor  of  train  he  was  on 
platform  between  combination  car  No.  188  and  coach  No.  185  as  train  was 
leaving  Columbus  Avenue  station. 

March  2.  —Booth,  H.,  freight  brakeman:  complained  of  his  right  side  and 
leg;  was  going  over  train  at  Washington,  and  just  as  he  was  about  to  step 
from  a  box  car  to  a  coal  car  the  engineer  applied  the  air  brake,  and  the  sudden 
stopping  of  train  threw  Booth  headlong  Into  the  coal  car. 

March  5. — Justin,  W.  H.,  freight  conductor :  one  finger  bruised ;  was  pull- 
ing pin  between  two  cars  In  West  Springfield  yard,  motioned  to  give  cars  a 
kick,  and  when  slack  came  back  It  caught  his  finger  between  head  of  pin  and 
bunter  block. 

March  6.  —  Worden,  H.  M.,  freight  conductor:  hand  bruised;  was  pulling 
pin,  and  when  train  backed  up  to  release  it  a  cast-iron  bunter  shot  over  a 
Janney  coupler  and  caught  Worden's  hand  between  pin  and  bunter.  Accident 
happened*  at  North  Adams  junction. 

March  6.  —  Perkins,  Alex.,  freight  brakeman :  ankle  sprained ;  was  standing 
on  top  of  car,  and  was  thrown  to  the  ground  by  slack  of  train  when  cut  off 
from  other  cars.    Accident  happened  at  West  Newton  yard. 
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March  9.  —  Lecuyer,  M  ,  brakeman :  leg  scraped;  getting  on  front  foot- 
board of  engine,  at  South  Framingham,  slipped,  and  bis  foot  and  leg  went 
under  engine. 

March  9.  —  Corry,  M  ,  brakeman  :  lost  Index  finger  between  first  and  second    . 
Joints  and  middle  finger  at  second  joint,  left  hand;  hand  caught  between 
draw-bars  while  coupling  cars  at  South  Framingham. 

March  10.  —  Murphy,  F.  P.,  freight  brakeman:  engineer  says  he  saw  Mur- 
phy standing  on  head  car  in  a  stooping  position  as  train  went  under  bridge  No. 
85,  Warren;  when  he  saw  him  again  train  was  about  a  mile  east  of  West 
Warren  station,  and  he  appeared  to  bo  sitting  down ;  after  passing  West  War- 
ren he  was  lying  down,  and  engineer  then  sent  fireman  up  to  see  what  the 
trouble  was;  he  found  Murphy  unconscious,  and  bleeding  from  mouth  and  a 
cut  on  the  face;  Murphy  died  about  ten  o'clock  that  night. 

March  15.  —  Rhodes,  J  W.,  passenger  brakeman:  thumb  hurt  so  the  nail 
had  to  be  taken  off,  by  gettlug  caught  while  coupling  engine  to  buffet  car  at 
Boston 

March  20.  —  Balcom,  F.,  freight  brakeman :  hand  bruised,  no  bones  broken : 
caught  between  draw-bars  while  coupling  cars  at  Webster  Mills  yard. 

March  22. —  Pendergast,  James,  sectionman:  back  and  foot  hurt,  not 
serious;  was  in  car  helping  distribute  sleepers,  at  Cordaville;  engine  came 
against  car  with  such  force  that  sleepers  moved  from  place  aud  pinched  him. 
March  23.  —  Daley,  Pat,  freight  brakeman :  thumb  of  right  hand  cut  off; 
was  pulling  pin  and  when  engineer  gave  slack,  draw-bar  pushed  under  and 
caught  his  thumb  between  piu  and  sill  of  car.  Accident  happened  in  Newton 
yard. 

March  27.  —  Forbes,  Geo. ,  freight  brakeman :    one  finger  of  right  hand 
smashed  by  getting  caught  between  draw-bars  while  coupling  cars  at  Hinsdale. 
March  27.  —  Walkup,  Walter,  freight  brakeman :  finger  jammed  by  getting 
caught  while  pulling  pin  on  O.  &  L.  C.  car  No.  14515,  at  South  Framlugham. 

March  28.  —  Kelly,  Patrick,  trespasser:  got  on  train  No.  14  at  Westfleld  to 
see  a  friend  off;  jumped  from  train  just  east  of  highway  crossing,  fell  under 
the  wheels,  was  run  over  and  killed ;  he  was  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

March  30. — Knights,  Albert,  yard  brakeman:  arm  bruised  and  face  cut; 
was  switching  some  cars  on  back  of  scale  track  at  East  Boston ;  Knights  cut 
off  one  car,  conductor  motioned  to  him  to  put  pin  back,  and  In  doing  so  he 
slipped  and  fell. 

April  3.  —  Day,  Alex.,  freight  brakeman:  side  Injured;  train  pulled  off 
turnout  at  Hinsdale;  knuckles  of  two  head  cars  slipped  by,  causing  train  to 
separate ;  air  went  on,  and  the  sudden  stop  threw  Day  against  stove  In 
caboose. 

April  5.  —Ring,  W.,  yard  brakeman :  hand  jammed  by  getting  caught  while 
coupling  cars  in  Worcester  yard. 

April  6.  —  Trainer,  Robert,  of  Newton  Centre :  skull  fractured ;  cannot  live; 
'he  lay  on  track,  in  the  shadow  of  a  tree,  near  little  pond  east  of  second  cross- 
ing east  of  Newton  Highlands  station,  and  was  not  seen  until  engine  was 
within  about  three  feet  of  him. 

April  6.  —  Devine,  Annie,  of  East  Boston :  flesh  wound  above  knee,  left 
leg ;  train  switching  in  new  yard ;  she  was  struck  by  cars  attached  to  engina 
No.  10;  supposed  to  have  been  picking  coal  around  the  tracks. 

April  7.  — Lane,  T.  J.,  of  Roxbury :  foot  crushed ;  tried  to  get  on  train  No. 
221,  at  Brookline,  after  it  had  started,  and  fell,  and  the  toes  of  his  right  foot 
went  under  the  wheels  of  car. 
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April  8.  —  Sennott,  James,  freight  brakeraan :  thrown  from  platform  of 
caboose  about  one-half  mile  west  of  North  Adams  junction ;  struck  hid  head 
on  rail,  breaking  his  neck ;  he  died  in  about  fifteen  minutes.  Accident  was 
caused  by  engine  slipping,  or  engineer  shutting  off  steam  and  applying  it 
again,  which  caused  a  jerk  on  rear  end  of  train. 

April  9. —  Evans,  Wm.,  yard  brakeman :  while  running  to  get  on  engine  at 
Huntington  Avenue  freight  yard,  tripped  on  signal  wires  and  fell  in  front  of 
engine;,  one  driving  wheel  went  over  his  abdomen,  killing  him  Instantly. 

April  11.  —  Sargent,  C.  G.,  yard  brakeman:  left  hand  bruised  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  engine  to  car  at  Back  Bay,  Boston. 

April  12.  —  Unknown  man:  killed  by  train  No.  50;  first  seen  by  engineer 
when  train  was  about  eight  hundred  feet  from  him ;  was  on  track  No.  8,  look- 
ing toward  train ;  when  train  was  within  about  three  hundred  feet,  he  stepped 
on  track  No.  2,  with  back  toward  train,  at  same  time  wrapping  an  old  coat 
about  his  head  and  shoulders. 

April  15.  —  Chute,  Wm  ,  a  tramp:  left  arm  broken  above  the  elbow;  was 
walking  beside  track  No.  1,  about  half  a  mile  west  of  Hinsdale,  and  was  struck 
by  train  No.  15;  a  freight  train  was  passing  at  the  time,  so  he  did  not  hear 
the  warning  whistle. 

April  15.  —  Dowllng,  James,  trespasser:  fell  from  a  freight  train  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  west  of  Hinsdale  at  5.10  p.m.,  and  received  injuries  from 
which  he  died  at  7.80  p.m.  ;  supposed  to  have  got  on  train  at  Washington,  as 
he  was  seen  staggering  around  at  that  place. 

April  18.  —  Tierney,  John,  freight  brakeman:  band  crushed  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  cars  in  Cottage  Farm  yard;  both  cars  had  knuckle 
draw-bars,  but  one  was  out  of  order,  and  had  to  be  coupled  with  link  and  pin. 

April  19.  —  Martin,  Walter  (a  boy) :  tried  to  get  on  moving  freight  train 
near  Westfleld  station,  and  fell  under  the  wheels;  left  foot  cut  off  above 
ankle. 

April  20.  —  Allen,  Edgar,  of  Boston,  trespasser :  right  foot  crushed ;  cross- 
ing from  north  to  south  side  of  Huntington  Avenue  freight  yard,  he  got  up  on 
ladder  and  went  between  cars,  ami  got  his  foot  caught  between  the  draw- 
bars. 

April  23.  —  Henchy,  John,  freight  brakeman:  slight  cut  on  back  of  head; 
engine  was  crossing  over  from  track  No.  16  to  track  No.  88  with  nine  cars,  to 
put  Into  No.  4  house,  Boston;  Henchy  was  lying  down  on  top  of  M.  D.  T. 
refrigerator  car  No.  9027,  raised  his  head,  and  was  struck  by  bridge  No.  8. 

April  24.  —  Blanchard,  A.  L.,  freight  brakeman :  back  sprained ;  was  getting 
on  Boston  &  Albany  car  No.  10923,  at  Washington,  when  one  rung  of  the 
ladder  came  off  and  he  fell  to  the  ground. 

April  25.  —Unknown  man  (apparently  a  tramp)  :  struck  and  killed  by  train 
No.  819,  about  three  miles  east  of  Chester;  he  was  standing  on  west-bound 
track,  atid  a  freight  train  was  passing  on  east-bound  track;  whistle  was 
sounded  and  bell  rung,  but  could  not  attract  his  attention. 

April  25.  — Curtis,  F.  E.,  fell  from  train  No.  18  just  west  of  Brighton 
station,  and  was  run  over  by  a  west-bound  freight  train. 

April  25.  —  Bernier,  Joseph  H. :  switch  engine  No.  21  was  going  to  coal  pile 
at  Worcester  (3.30  p.m.),  pushing  two  cars  of  coal;  Bernier  was  walking  east 
on  sidewalk  south  side  of  Bloom ingdale  crossing ;  men  on  train  and  flagman 
on  crossing  shouted  to  him,  but  he  paid  no  attention,  and  was  nearly  over 
crossing  when  he  was  struck  by  the  corner  of  a  car  and  thrown  down  out- 
side of  tracks ;  he  was  taken  to  the  hospital,  where  he  died  at  8.30  p.m. 
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April  25.—  Kelley,  T.  J.,  freight  brakeman :  Up  cot  and  hart  Id  groin;  jost 
as  train  was  leaving  Washington  the  engine  separated  from  train,  setting  the 
air  brakes  on  eleven  cars,  and  Kelley,  who  was  patting  ap  the  red  lights  on 
outside  of  caboose,  was  thrown  against  door  casing  by  the  sudden  stop  of 
train. 

April  26. — Bont,  Chas.,  foreman,  East  Albany  boiler  shop :  side  hart;  train 
separated  (caused  by  knuckle  opening)  and  came  together,  and  Bont  was 
thrown  against  desk  in  caboose.    Accident  happened  near  Nlverville. 

April  27.  —  Warner,  Geo.  E.,  conductor:  knuckles  of  second  and  third  fin- 
gers of  right  hand  jammed  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  Palmer. 

April  80. —  Leonard,  J.  J.,  freight  brakeman:  hand  crushed  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  engine  to  car  at  L.  &  F.  junction,  East  Boston. 

April  30.  —  Burnett,  Edward,  trespasser :  struck  by  engine  of  train  No.  75 
and  killed ;  he  and  a  friend  (Richard  Lowe)  were  walking  on  track  No.  1,  about 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  west  of  Warren,  and  as  they  were  crossing  bridge  No.  84 
brakeman  on  an  east-bound  freight  train  shouted  to  them  that  train  No.  75 
was  coming.  Lowe  got  on  north  side  of  bridge  and  saved  himself,  but  Bur- 
nett tried  to  retrace  his  steps,  and  in  doing  so  his  foot  went  down  between  the 
ties,  and  before  he  could  get  out  of  the  way  the  cylinder  of  engine  of  train 
No.  75  hit  him. 

May  1.— Jones,  Fred.,  engineer:  toe  bruised  and  ankle  scratched;  switch 
engine  No.  19  was  putting  three  cars  of  coal  to  coal  pile  at  Worcester,  and  on 
account  of  misplaced  switch  they  went  on  wrong  track  and  against  some  cars 
standing  there,  breaking  forward  end  of  engine  and  ends  of  two  cars :  Jones 
jumped  from  engine  just  before  they  struck. 

May  2.  — Unknown  man :  was  crossing  tracks  near  east  end  of  brickyard, 
on  Springfield  grade,  and  was  struck  by  train  No.  1  and  thrown  under  an  east- 
bound  freight  train,  and  killed. 

May  5.  —  McNamara,  Michael,  freight  brakeman:  right  arm  jammed  just 
above  the  elbow ;  was  coupling  two  gondola  cars,  at  Cottage  Farm  yard,  and 
got  his  arm  caught  between  the  dead-woods. 

May  6.  — Beals,  Wm.,  freight  brakeman :  knee  sprained ;  was  jumping  onto 
running  board  on  front  of  engine  No.  157,  at  Westfleld,  foot  clipped  off;  his 
shoe  was  torn  off,  but  he  saved  himself  by  holding  onto  the  flag  staff. 

May  6.  —  Newton,  A.  V.,  brakeman:  hand  hurt;  no  bones  broken;  caught 
between  pin  and  dead-wood  while  coupling  cars  in  Worcester  yard. 

May  6.  —  Supernaw,  J.,  employee  of  Ludlow  Company:  was  assisting  in 
unloading  freight  from  car  to  store-house  at  Ludlow ;  as  he  was  passing  over 
skids,  some  more  cars  were  backed  against  the  car  he  was  coming  from, 
moving  it  about  two  feet,  and  in  getting  off  skids  he  was  caught  between 
them  and  the  casing  of  store-house  door;  complained  of  his  hips  and  stomach. 

May  8.  —  Warren,  John  (a  boy) :  stealing  a  ride  on  a  freight  train  In 
Worcester  yard,  fell  from  train,  was  run  over  and  killed. 

May  10.  —  Bragg,  S.  A.,  engineer;  Connell,  P.,  fireman:  Bragg,  head  cut 
and  shoulder  bruised;  Connell,  arm  and  side  hurt.  Switch  engine  No.  1, 
pulling  out  of  new  yard  at  West  Springfield ;  some  one  had  pushed  a  car  off 
scale  track,  it  did  not  clear,  and  engine  struck  it  cornerwise,  tore  corner  off 
car  and  smashed  engine  cab. 

May  11.  —  Forsburg,  A.,  freight  brakeman:  while  putting  on  brake  on 
Boston  &  Albany  car  No.  2649,  at  Warren,  the  brake  chain  gave  way,  cars 
went  against  head  block  and  Forsburg  was  thrown  from  car  to  the  ground, 
hurting  his  face  and  back. 
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May  17.  —  Unknown  man :  he  lay  on  track  just  around  curve  east  of  New- 
ton, was  struck  by  engine  of  train  No.  176,  and  killed. 

May  21. — O'Day,  John,  trespasser:  head  badly  crushed;  was  stealing  a 
ride  on  a  freight  train,  and  was  struck  by  a  bridge  between  tower  No.  7  and 
Newton  Centre ;  taken  to  hospital. 

May  22.—  Overacrel,  Claude  Davol,  of  Buffalo  Bill's  Wild  West  Show: 
came  out  from  between  some  cars  that  stood  on  side  track  at  Pitts  Held, 
stepped  on  track  No.  1,  was  struck  by  engine  of  train  No.  81,  and  received 
injuries  from  which  he  died  In  about  half  an  hour. 

May  22.  —  Skinner,  L.  W.,  yard  brakeman :  making  up  train  In  Worcester 
yard ;  he  was  on  top  of  car,  and  thought  the  first  cut  was  three  cars  instead 
of  one,  and  was  just  stepping  across  when  cars  separated  and  he  fell  between 
them,  hurting  his  head  and  hip. 

May  22.  —  Patrien,  P.,  yard  brakeman :  lost  nail  from  middle  finger  of  right 
hand ;  was  standing  on  dead-woods  to  pull  pin  between  head  car  and  engine, 
and  when  engine  took  slack  got  his  finger  caught  in  chain ;  he  was  using  chain 
instead  of  lever  to  uncouple. 

May  24.  —  Maroney,  Tim,  freight  brakeman :  hip  bruised ;  started  to  pull 
pin  between  engine  and  head  car,  at  Millbury  junction,  slipped  and  fell  from 
top  of  car,  striking  his  hip  on  tank. 

May  25.  —  Fountain,  A.,  freight  brakeman:  caught  between  cars  and 
shoulder  hurt  slightly  while  coupling  cars  at  Palmer. 

May  25.  —  Demfrey,  Thos. :  bruised  nose,  shoulder  and  arm,  by  falling  from 
train  No.  492,  between  Maple  Grove  and  Adams;  he  got  on  train  at  Cheshire 
Harbor,  in  an  intoxicated  condition ;  train  men  did  not  see  accident. 

May  26.  —  Unknown  man :  stealing  a  ride  on  a  freight  train,  fell  off  at 
Chester,  was  run  over  and  killed. 

May  27.  —  Kidney,  James,  night  caller :  tried  to  get  on  caboose  of  wood 
train  near  bridge  in  West  Springfield  yard,  and  either  tripped  or  missed  his 
footing  and  fell,  striking  his  head  on  rail  or  tie,  cutting  his  left  ear  and  bruis- 
ing side  of  head. 

May  28. —  Newton,  M.  D.,  engineer:  left  knee  pinched  by  getting  caught 
between  lever  and  seat,  while  throwing  lever  in  West  Springfield  ya«*d. 

June  4.  —  Cashman,  J.,  brakeman,  gravel  train :  leg  bruised  and  back  and 
shoulder  hurt;  bunter  key  gave  way,  bunter  pulled  out  where  Cashman  was 
standing  and  he  was  thrown  between  the  dumps  to  the  ground. 

June  7.  —  Mullens,  £.,  freight  brakeman :  thumb  and  index  finger  of  right 
hand  badly  smashed;  was  coupling  cars  in  West  Springfield  yard  wden 
another  car  following  struck  one  of  those  he  was  coupling,  forcing  them 
together  suddenly  and  catching  his  hand  between  draw-bars. 

June  8.  —  Healy,  John,  freight  brakeman:  cut  on  side  of  head  by  be- 
ing struck  by  bridge  No.  18,  Boston :  he  was  on  train  going  west  on  track 
No.  1. 

June  8.  —  Eagan,  Patrick,  track  laborer :  both  legs  run  over ;  tried  to  get 
on  a  moving  gravel  train  at  Westfield,  to  go  to  his  work,  and  fell  under  the 
wheels. 

June  8.  —  Smith,  C.  A.,  freight  brakeman:  had  just  finished  work,  and  got 
on  an  engine  to  ride  to  east  end  of  West  Springfield  yard,  was  struck  by  dis- 
tant signal  post  and  thrown  to  the  ground,  hurting  his  shoulder. 

June  9.  —  Sheridan,  Chas.,  brakeman :  boom  of  steam  derrick  struck  bridge 
No.  182  (Chester),  and  Sheridan,  who  was  on  a  car  loaded  with  stone,  was 
thrown  to  the  ground,  bruising  and  shaking  him  up.

—  At  Worcester:  Jeremiah  Moriarty,  driving  his  horse  over 
private  crossing,  struck  by  passenger  train ;  Moriarty  slightly  injured,  horse 
killed.

—At  Hoosac  Tunnel:  George  Lasher,  freight  brakeman,  riding 
through  Hoosac  Tunnel,  struck  head  against  roof  of  tunnel,  receiving  scalp 
wound. 

October  10.  —  At  Farley :  George  Grady,  freight  brakeman,  coupling  freight 
cars,  had  two  fingers  jammed. 

October  11.  —At  Cambridge:  J.  McCarthy,  freight  brakeman,  descending 
ladder  on  freight  car,  fell  to  ground,  spraining  knee. 

October  15. —  At  Fitchburg:  M.  B.  Kelley,  freight  brakeman,  thrown  off 
saloon  car  on  to  ground,  dislocating  elbow  and  shoulder  joints  of  right 
arm. 

October  16. —  At  Belmont:  W.  H.  Campbell,  conductor,  and  F.  Galena  and 
J.  Langley,  brakemen,  thrown  off  saloon  car  on  to  the  ground,  on  account  of 
engine  draw-bar  breaking ;  all  received  general  bruises. 

October  28.  —  At  Union  Square :  William  Robinson,  freight  conductor, 
coupling  freight  cars,  had  hand  crushed  between  dead-woods. 

November  1.  — At  Charlestown:  Otto  Hubner,  freight  brakeman,  coupling 
freight  cars,  had  right  hand  bruised  by  being  caught  between  dead-woods. 

November  2.  —  At  East  Deerfleld:  W.  W.  Pelton,  freight  brakeman,  while 
changing  link  between  freight  cars,  was  squeezed  between  draw-bars. 

November  4.  —  At  Fitchburg :  F.  A.  Vickery,  freight  brakeman,  coupling 
freight  cars,  had  left  hand  bruised  by  being  caught  between  draw-bars. 
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November  6. —  At  Union  Square:  Florence  Louisa  Patchett,  attempting  to 
run  over  crossing  ahead  of  moving  passenger  train,  struck  and  thrown  into 
ditch.    Back  injured. 

November  6.  —  At  Walt  ham :  James  Coulter,  nine  years  of  age,  found  lying 
between  main  tracks  near  Moody  Street  crossing,  evidently  struck  by  express 
passenger  train ;  died  same  day.

of  the  rosd,  the  amount  thus  ascertained  being  between  $45,000,000  and  $60,000,000,  exclusive  of

Statement  op  Each  Accident  in  Massachusetts. 

Mrs.  Arthur  St.  Aabln  killed  while  coming  down  the  embankment  of  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  where  the  locations  come  together.  Whistles 
were  sounded  and  bell  rung,  but  she  was  in  sight  only  a  few  seconds,  having 
come  across  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  and  could  not  be  seen  by  our  em- 
ployees until  within  about  twenty  feet  of  our  tracks.  It  was  said  she  was 
intoxicated. 

Mr.  Andrew  Sullivan,  while  driving  to  South  Framingham  with  a  truck 
team  with  a  pair  of  horses  on  the  pole  and  either  one  or  two  horses  leading, 
while  driving  on  the  left-hand  side  of  the  street,  saw  an  electric*car  coming 
toward  him  and  drove  to  the  right-hand  side  of  the  street  diagonally.  Tram 
on  Worcester  &  Shrewsbury  Railroad  was  coming  in  opposite  direction  at  the 
same  time.  The  head  light  of  the  electric  car  frightened  his  horse  and  he 
swung  round  toward  the  train,  and  the  pole  struck  the  locomotive  and  car. 
Man  fell  under  his  wagon  and  was  injured. 

Michael  Ready,  driver  for  Chas.  Baker  &  Co.,  was  driving  at  Putnam  Lane 
crossing,  and  did  not  hear  whistle  or  bell.  Team  was  struck.  He  fell  off 
of  team  and  received  a  slight  cut  on  side  of  head.

Statement  of  Each  Accident. 
On  August  31,  1895,  motor  car,  with  two  freight  cars  trailing,  was  en  route 
to  Conway  station.  On  reaching  the  top  of  the  grade  near  the  station  con- 
ductor George  D.  Allis,  without  the  knowledge  of  the  motorman,  uncoupled 
the  freight  cars  and  allowed  the  motor  car  to  proceed,  depending  upon  gravity 
to  propel  the  freight  cars.  When  the  motorman  reached  the  switch  he 
stopped  his  car  to  allow  the  conductor  to  uncouple  the  cars  and  turn  the 
switch.  The  conductor  who  was  on  the  forward  end  of  the  first  freight  car 
was  unable,  on  account  of  the  wet,  slippery  condition  of  the  track,  to  control 
his  cars,  and  they  crashed  into  the  rear  end  of  the  motor  car,  catching  his  foot 
between  the  buffers  and  crushing  it  so  badly  as  to  necessitate  amputation.

This  Indbntubb,  made  in  triplicate  this  twenty-ninth  day  of  Jane,  A.D.  1895,  by 
and  between  the  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad,  a  corporation  established  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  hereinafter  denomi- 
nated the  lessor ;  and  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  a  corporation  existing  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  laws  of  the  States  of  Maine  and  New  Hampshire,  party  of  the  second  part,  and  here* 
inafter  denominated  the  lessee ;  and  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation,  also  a 
corporation  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  said  Commonwealth,  party 
of  the  third  part,  — 

Witnbssbth  :  that  the  said  parties,  each  for  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and 
each  in  consideration  of  the  grants,  covenants  and  engagements  herein  made  by  the 
other,  hare  granted,  covenanted  and  agreed,  and  do  hereby  grant,  covenant  and  agree, 
each  to  and  with  the  other,  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  as  follows,  to  wit :  — 

I. 

The  lessor  doth  grant,  demise  and  lease  unto  the  lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  its 
railroad  and  property  of  every  description,  including  therein  its  railroad,  lands,  docks 
and  wharves,  wherever  situated,  its  branches,  tracks,  side-tracks,  roadbeds,  super- 
structure, station  houses  and  grounds,  depots,  viaducts,  bridges,  piers,  shops,  buildings, 
fixtures,  engines,  cars,  rolling  stock,  machinery,  tools,  furniture,  telegraph  apparatus, 
equipment,  material  and  supplies,  and  all  rights,  franchises,  easements,  privileges  and 
appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  together  with  the  right  to  receive  all  tolls,  rent,  revenue, 
income  and  profits  of  the  demised  premises,  including  also  therein  the  right,  title  and  in- 
terest of  the  lessor  in  and  to  any  and  all  railroads  operated  by  it  under  lease  or  other- 
wise, so  far  as  the  same  are  assignable  or  transferable  by  the  lessor,  and  in  and  to  any 
stock  and  securities  of  other  railroads  or  other  corporations  owned  by  it,  all  dividends 
thereon,  and  its  right  of  voting  on  said  stock,  and  in  and  to  any  bonds,  obligations  and 
contracts  of  or  with  other  railroads,  corporations  or  individuals,  and  all  income,  advan- 
tages and  benefits  to  be  derived  therefrom,  a  schedule  of  which  stock  and  bonds  is 
hereto  annexed ;  hereby  assigning  and  transferring  unto  the  lessee,  subject  to  all  legal 
obligations  and  encumbrances  thereon,  all  its  railroad,  railroad  property,  franchises  and 
assets  of  every  description,  except  its  corporate  seal  and  books  of  record,  to  which  the 
lessee  may  have  access  at  reasonable  times. 

The  railroad  of  the  lessor  is  subject  to  a  mortgage  dated  June  2, 1890,  made  to  secure 
the  payment  of  bonds  of  the  lessor  of  the  par  value  of  five  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum ;  and  also  to  a  mortgage 
upon  such  part  of  the  railroad  of  the  lessor  as  was  formerly  known  as  the  Boston,  Con- 
cord &  Montreal  Railroad,  bearing  date  of  April  20,  A.D.  1881,  to  secure  the  payment 
of  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent  per  annum.  Payment  of  the  bonds  issued  under  the  latter  mortgage  is 
provided  for  by  the  appropriation  of  bonds  issued  under  the  mortgage  first  above 
described,  equivalent  In  par  value  thereto,  and  now  held  by  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit 
and  Trust  Company  in  trust,  to  pay  such  bonds  secured  by  the  second  of  the  mortgages 

above  described.  f^  ~  ^^1  ^ 
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To  hats  and  to  uold  all  and  singular  the  demited  premises  to  the  lessee,  its  inc- 
oessors  and  assigns,  for  and  daring  the  term  of  ninety-one  years  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  April,  A.D.  1806,  the  said  lessee  keeping  and  performing  the  covenants  herein 
contained  on  its  part  to  be  kept  and  performed,  and  yielding  and  paying  rent  for  the 
said  premises  to  the  amount  and  in  the  manner  following,'  to  wit : — 

1.  The  lessee  shall  pay  all  operating  expenses  of  the  lessor,  and  of  all  railroads  of 
which  the  lessee  shall  come  into  possession  or  which  it  shall  operate  under  and  by  virtue 
of  this  instrument,  including  therein,  as  part  thereof,  all  repairs  and  renewals,  all 
expenditures  arising  out  of  any  contract,  obligation,  business,  negligence  or  misfea- 
sance, or  however  otherwise  arising,  and  whether  liability  for  the  same  now  exists  or 
be  hereafter  created,  in  any  way  connected  with  the  use  and  operation  of  the  demised 
premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  of  railroads  operated  by  the  lessee  or  the  lessor  or  by 
the  Concord  Railroad  Corporation  as  herein  provided,  and  including  damages  to  persons 
or  property,  insurance,  all  taxes  of  every  description,  federal,  state  or  municipal,  upon 
property,  business,  franchise  or  capital  stock,  including  all  income  taxes,  all  expenses 
consequent  upon  or  incidental  to  the  renewal  or  refunding  of  the  lessor's  indebtedness, 
or  that  of  any  road  owned,  leased  or  operated  by  it,  any  expenditures  hereinafter  dedared 
to  be  operating  expenses,  and  a  reasonable  sum  annually  to  the  lessor  for  the  expenses  of 
maintaining  its  organisation  and  conduct  of  its  business  and  the  organisation  and  busi- 
ness of  the  Concord  Railroad  Corporation,  necessarily  remaining  after  the  execution  of 
this  lease. 

2.  The  lessee  shall  pay,  as  the  same  become  due,  the  rentals  of  all  railroads  of  which 
it  shall  come  into  possession,  or  which  it  shall  operate  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  instru- 
ment during  the  continuance  of  this  lease,  and  of  all  roads  leased  to  this  lessor  or  the 
Concord  Railroad  Corporation,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  several  leases,  and  the 
interest  on  the  indebtedness  of  the  lessor,  and  on  the  indebtedness  of  all  roads  leased  or 
operated  by  the  lessor,  which  this  lessor  is  under  obligation  to  pay,  a  schedule  whereof 
Is  hereto  annexed,  and  upon  such  future  indebtedness  as  shall  be  created  for  the  pur- 
poses herein  provided,  and  to  that  end  shall  pay  to  the  lessor  such  sums  of  money  at 
such  times  as  shall  enable  it  punctually  to  meet  the  interest  on  such  indebtedness  as  the 
same  matures.  The  lessee  shall  assume  and  pay  the  current  expenses  and  indebtedness 
upon  open  accounts  of  the  lessor  outstanding  at  the  date  of  this  lease.  The  lessor  shall 
assign  and  deliver  to  the  lessee  all  cash  on  hand,  outstanding  bills,  notes  and  accounts 
receivable,  and  all  sums  received  thereon. 

3.  The  lessee  shall  pay,  as  rent  for  the  demised  premises,  a  sum  equivalent  to  seven 
dollars  a  share  per  annum  upon  the  entire  capital  stock  of  the  lessor,  as  the  same  may 
exist  from  time  to  time,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof;  and  it  is  agreed  by 
the  stockholders  of  the  lessor  that  said  rental  shall  be  paid  in  the  manner  following, 
viz. :  the  lessee  on  the  first  day  of  October,  1895,  and  on  the  first  days  of  every  subse- 
quent January,  April,  July  and  October,  during  said  term,  shall  pay  to  each  stockholder 
of  the  lessor  as  shown  by  the  stock  records  on  the  first  day  of  the  preceding  month,  one 
dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  for  every  share  so  held  by  such  stockholder;  and  said 
rental  to  be  paid  by  the  lessee,  quarterly,  shall  at  all  times  during  the  continuance  of 
this  lease  be  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  per  annum  on  said  entire  capital  stock  of  the 
lessor.  The  lessor's  treasurer  shall  furnish  to  the  lessee,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  each 
quarterly  rental  day,  a  certified  list  of  such  stockholders. 

II. 

If  from  any  cause  the  interest  of  the  lessor  or  of  the  Concord  Railroad  Corporation  in 
leases  or  contracts  for  the  operation  of  any  railroads  or  other  property  now  held  under 
lease  by  the  lessor  or  by  the  Concord  Railroad  Corporation  cannot  be  lawfully  trans- 
ferred to  the  lessee  under  the  provisions  of  this  lease,  the  lessor  or  the  Concord  Railroad 
Corporation,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  hold  the  same  and  continue  to  perform  the  obli- 
gations and  receive  all  the  income,  profits,  or  advantages  thereunder  without  direction  of 
the  lessee,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  account  therefor  to  the  lessee,  and  the  lessee  shall 
furnish  the  lessor  or  the  Concord  Railroad  Corporation  the  means  to  perform  its  obliga- 
tions and  covenants  thereunder,  and  save  it  harmless  therefrom ;  and  whenever  it  shall  be 
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practicable  to  transfer  to  the  lessee  said  leases,  contracts  or  other  property,  the  lessor  or 
the  Concord  Railroad  Corporation  shall  make  snch  transfer  to  the  lessee ;  said  leases, 
contracts  and  other  property  to  be  thereafter  held  under  the  terms  of  this  lease. 

III. 
The  lessee  shall  assume  all  traffic  balances  due  from  the  lessor  to  other  railroads  or 
transportation  companies;  shall  assume  all  contracts  of  the  lessor  for  equipment,  sup- 
plies and  material,  and  all  other  contracts  and  liabilities  of  the  lessor  to  and  with 
individuals  or  corporations,  express  or  implied  (its  contracts  with  the  holders  of  its 
indebtedness  as  scheduled  excepted)  and  shall  assume  and  defend  all  suits  against  the 
lessor  arising  out  of  or  in  any  way  connected  with  the  past  or  future  use  and  operation 
of  the  demised  premises  and  roads,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  pay  all  judgments  obtained 
therein;  and  also  shall  pay  the  interest  upon  any  portion  of  the  indebtedness  of  the 
lessor,  or  of  its  leased  or  operated  lines,  that  shall  be  renewed  or  extended  during  the 
term  of  this  lease  in  like  manner  as  upon  the  same  indebtedness  before  renewals  or 
extension ;  and  in  case  the  lessee  shall  purchase  any  of  the  stock,  bonds  or  other  secur- 
ities, or  shall  take  up  or  purchase  and  enforce  by  foreclosure,  or  otherwise,  any  indebted- 
ness of  any  of  the  said  leased  or  operated  lines,  which  shall  not  be  so  renewed  or 
extended,  the  securities  so  taken  up  or  purchased,  and  all  title,  benefit  or  advantage 
of  the  enforcement  thereof  shall  enure  to  the  lessor  at  the  termination  of  this  lease,  upon 
its  reimbursing  to  the  lessee  without  interest  all  Bums  paid  and  expenses  incurred  in  so 
taking  up,  purchasing  and  enforcing  the  same. 

IV. 
In  case  It  shall  become  necessary  under  the  provisions  of  this  lease  for  the  lessor  to 
make  payment  for  permanent  additions  or  permanent  improvements  to  the  demised 
premises,  the  lessor  shall  issue  stock  or  bonds,  or  both,  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay 
for  snch  permanent  additions  and  improvements,  so  far  as  it  may  legally  have  the  right 
to  do  so,  but  such  issue  of  stock  or  bonds  shall  only  be  made  at  the  request  of  the  lessee. 
If  the  lessor  shall  require  additional  legislative  authority  to  enable  it  to  issue  either  class 
of  securities,  as  desired  by  the  lessee,  the  lessor  shall,  at  the  request  and  expense  of  the 
lessee,  do  all  acts  and  things  proper  and  necessary  to  procure  such  authority.  It  is 
agreed,  however,  that  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  to  pay  for  improvements  upon 
the  lessor's  property,  the  lessor  shall,  on  or  before  October  1, 1895,  issue  and  sell  to  its 
stockholders,  at  par,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  holdings,  twelve  thousand  shares 
of  additional  stock,  thus  increasing  the  capital  stock  of  the  lessor  to  seventy-two  thou- 
sand shares  (seven  million  two  hundred  thousand  dollars).  The  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  such  twelve  thousand  shares  shall  be  paid  to  and  expended  by  the  lessee,  with  the 
approval  of  the  lessor,  for  the  payment  of  expenditures  made  or  to  be  made  in  the 
improvement  of  the  lessor's  railroad  and  other  property,  as  authorized  by  the  New 
Hampshire  laws  of  1891,  chapter  3;  and  the  lessor  covenants  that  it  will  not  issue  any 
stock  (excepting  the  said  twelve  thousand  shares)  or  bonds,  or  create  any  indebtedness 
or  lien  upon  said  demised  premises  or  property,  except  under  and  in  accordance  with  the 
written  direction  or  by  the  previous  written  consent  of  the  lessee,  and  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  with  respect  to  the  issue,  sale  and  disposition  of  said  stock  or  bonds  as 
the  lessee  may  direct.  The  lessor  guarantees  and  agrees  that  its  existing  unfunded 
indebtedness  at  the  date  hereof  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, not  including  any  amount  which  may  be  due  upon  the  claim  of  the  Manchester  & 
Lawrence  Railroad  now  pending  in  suit  in  the  supreme  court  of  New  Hampshire. 
Stock  issued  as  herein  provided,  after  the  inception  of  this  lease,  shall  from  the  time  of 
such  issue  be  deemed  part  of  the  lessor's  capital  stock  within  the  provisions  of  Article  I, 
clause  3,  of  this  lease.  Stockholders  making  partial  payments  on  account  of  subscrip- 
tions to  capital  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  interest  i hereon,  to  be  paid  by  the  lessee,  at  the 
rate  of  seven  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  date  of  such  payment  to  the  date  of  the  issue 
of  stock  therefor ;  and  all  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  dividends  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar 
and  seventy-five  cents  per  share,  quarterly,  from  the  date  of  issue.  Bonds  so  issued  as 
herein  provided,  after  the  inception  of  this  lease,  shall  be  scheduled  and  tb< 
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thereon  paid  as  part  of  the  lessor's  indebtedness  under  and  pursuant  to  Article  III 
hereof.  The  indebtedness  of  said  lessor,  as  scheduled,  shall  be  renewed  by  the  lessor 
with  the  aid  of  the  lessee,  as  the  same  matures,  and  the  whole  or  any  portion  thereof 
shall,  at  the  request  and  under  the  direction  of  the  lessee,  be  refunded  at  such  time  or 
times,  and  at  such  rate  of  interest  as  may  be  approved  by  the  lessee.  Any  benefits  from 
reduced  rates  of  interest,  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease,  consequent  upon  such 
renewal  and  refunding  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  lessor,  or  of  any  of  its  leased  or  oper- 
ated lines,  shall  enure  to  the  lessee.  All  premiums  obtained  from  the  sale  of  bonds 
of  the  lessor,  issued  to  renew  or  refund  its  indebtedness  under  the  provisions  of  this 
lease,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  lessee. 

The  term  of  the  renewal  of  any  indebtedness  of  the  lessor,  as  herein  provided,  shall 
not  extend  beyond  the  term  of  this  lease  without  the  consent  of  the  lessor. 

The  lessor  agrees  to  reimburse  the  lessee  for  whatever  sums  of  money  it  may  pay 
upon  the  claim  of  the  Manchester  &  Lawrence  Railroad  against  the  lessor,  now  pending 
In  suit  in  the  supreme  court  of  New  Hampshire ;  and  the  lessor  agrees  that  its  directors 
will  endeavor  to  obtain  authority  to  issue  stock  or  bonds  in  order  to  provide  funds  to 
enable  it  so  to  reimburse  the  lessee,  and  in  the  event  of  its  inability  to  obtain  authority 
to  make  such  issue  it  agrees  to  allow  and  pay  to  the  lessee  such  sums  as  may  have  been 
paid  by  it  upon  said  claim  upon  the  final  accounting  between  the  parties  at  the  termina- 
tion of  this  lease. 

V. 

The  lessor  shall  make  and  execute  such  lease  or  other  operating  contract  with  any 
other  railroad  corporation  as  the  lessee  may  request :  provided,  however,  that  every  such 
lease  or  contract,  if  the  lessor  shall  so  elect,  shall  by  its  terms  expire  at  or  before  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  this  lease,  and  that  the  obligations  and  liabilities  arising  there- 
from shall  be  assumed  and  sustained  exclusively  by  the  lessee,  and  that  the  lessor  shall 
be  held  harmless  from  any  loss  arising  therefrom  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease. 
Any  lease  or  contract  of  the  lessor  for  the  operation  of  any  other  railroad  terminating 
during  the  term  of  this  lease  shall  be  renewed  by  the  lessor  under  the  direction  and  with 
the  assent  of  the  lessee  upon  the  most  favorable  terms  practicable,  but  the  said  lessee 
shall  not  be  bound  to  assent  to  the  renewal  of  such  lease  or  contract  upon  terms  more 
onerous  to  the  lessee  than  those  now  existing,  unless,  by  the  arbitration  of  referees  ap- 
pointed as  hereinafter  provided,  such  renewal  shall  be  decided  to  be  necessary  to  the 
reasonable  protection  of  the  interests  of  the  lessor.  Any  lease  or  contract  made  or  re- 
newed, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  pro- 
visions of  this  lease  as  effectually  as  if  now  existing  and  herein  included,  and  upon  the 
termination  of  this  lease  shall  be  reassigned  to  and  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the  lessor. 

VI. 
The  lessee  shall  have  the  right  to  make  such  changes  in  the  passenger  or  freight 
stations,  tracks  and  terminal  grounds  of  the  lessor,  to  establish  such  new  stations,  to 
make  such  separations  of  grade  crossings  of  railroads  with  other  railroads  and  with 
highways,  and  such  other  changes  in  the  railroad  and  railroad  property  of  the  lessor  as 
the  safety  and  accommodation  of  the  public  and  the  convenient  and  economical  transac- 
tion of  business  may  in  its  judgment  require:  provided,  however,  that  at  the  termination 
of  this  lease  the  lessor's  stations,  tracks,  terminal  grounds  and  railroad  property  shall 
be  returned  to  it  in  as  good  order  and  repair  as  the  same  are  now  in,  so  that  the  same 
shall  be  equally  well  fitted  for*  the  independent  use  and  operation  of  its  own  rajlroad  by 
the  lessor.  The  lessee  shall  also  have  the  right  to  make  permanent  additions  to  and 
improvements  upon  the  demised  premises,  which  shall  include,  among  others,  ad- 
ditional real  estate,  any  increase  in  track  mileage,  separations  of  grade  crossings  of 
railroads  with  other  railroads  and  with  highways,  buildings,  structures  and  bridges  addi- 
tional to  those  existing  at  the  inception  of  this  lease,  and  buildings,  structures  and  bridges 
replacing  those  existing  at  the  inception  of  this  lease,  so  far  as  the  cost  of  such  new 
buildings,  structures  and  bridges  exceeds  the  cost  of  restoring  such  old  buildings,  struct- 
ures and  bridges  to  as  good  condition  as  when  new. 
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vn. 

All  permanent  additions  and  permanent  improvements,  if  assented  to  by  the  lessor,  or 
decided  by  the  railroad  commissioners  of  New  Hampshire  to  be  necessary  and  proper, 
or  if  required  to  be  made  by  force  of  any  law  now  or  hereafter  existing,  or  by  any  court, 
tribunal,  board  of  commissioners  or  public  officer  or  officers  having  lawful  authority  in 
the  premises,  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  lessor  so  far  as  it  has  or  can  procure  the  power  to 
do  so  in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  IV  of  this  lease,  otherwise  shall  be  paid  for  by 
the  lessor  at  the  termination  of  this  lease  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  The  lessee 
shall,  as  often  as  once  in  every  year,  after  June  30,  1896,  make  and  furnish  to  the  lessor 
a  written  statement  of  all  permanent  additions  and  permanent  improvements  upon  the 
demised  premises  and  of  the  cost  thereof. 

VIII. 

The  lessee  shall  use  and  operate  the  railroad  of  the  lessor,  and  of  any  other  railroad 
corporation  whose  road  is  operated  hereunder,  in  accordance  with  the  charter  of  the 
lessor  and  of  such  other  corporation,  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
of  the  United  States  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable;  shall  furnish  all  cars,  engines, 
rolling  stock  and  equipment  of  every  description  required  in  addition  to  the  like  prop- 
erty hereby  demised  for  the  due  operation  of  the  railroads  operated  under  and  by  virtue 
of  this  lease ;  shall  observe  and  perform  all  the  provisions  of  contracts  of  the  lessor  with 
railroads  leased  or  operated  by  it;  shall  keep  the  demised  premises  reasonably  insured, 
and  shall  apply  the  proceeds  of  any  insurance  to  restoring  and  replacing  the  property 
destroyed  or  to  making  permanent  improvements  not  in  the  nature  of  ordinary  repairs 
upon  the  demised  premises;  shall  apply  the  proceeds  of  rolling  stock,  equipment  and 
other  personal  property  herein  demised  which  it  may  deem  advisable  to  sell,  and  which 
it  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at  its  discretion,  so  as  to  substitute  therefor  like  properly 
of  equal  value  and  equally  convenient  for  the  use  of  the  lessor  whenever  this  lease  is 
terminated ;  shall  replace  buildings  or  structures  on  the  demised  premises  taken  down 
or  removed,  and  which  the  lessee  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  down  or  remove  at  its 
discretion,  with  other  buildings,  structures  and  permanent  improvements  upon  the 
demised  premises  of  equal  value;  shall  furnish  tbe  directors  of  the  lessor,  not  exceeding 
thirteen,  and  its  corporation  clerk  and  treasurer  with  free  annual  pisses  over  the  rail- 
roads operated  by  tbe  lessee  during  tbe  continuance  of  this  lease,  and  shall  transport  the 
stockholders  of  the  lessor  to  and  from  their  annual  and  special  meetings  free  of  charge; 
shall  permit  tbe  demised  premises  to  be  inspected  annually  by  the  lessor's  directors  and 
by  some  competent  person  appointed  by  the  lessor,  who  shall  report  to  said  lessor  the 
condition  of  said  premises,  and  shall*  for  tbe  purposes  of  such  inspection,  be  furnished 
with  free  transportation  over  the  railroads  operated  by  the  lessee  under  this  lease,  and 
such  competent  person  shall  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services  to  be 
paid  as  part  of  the  lessor's  operating  expenses ;  shall  make  all  returns  required  by  law, 
and  shall  furnish  the  lessor  with  such  abstracts  of  its  accounts  as  shall  enable  it  to  make 
all  returns  required  of  tbe  lessor;  shall  not  assign  this  lease,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, nor  underlet  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  demised  premises  (except  such  portions 
thereof  as  may  not  be  required  by  it  for  railroad  uses)  without  the  consent  of  tbe  lessor : 
provided,  hatcever,  that  if  tbe  lessee  shall  unite  with,  or  sell  or  lease  its  railroad  to  another 
railroad  corporation,  it  may  assign  this  lease  to  the  corporation  formed  by  such  union  or 
to  the  corporation  to  which  it  thus  sells  or  leases,  such  corporation  becoming,  by  force 
of  such  assignment,  and  the  lessee  remaining  liable  upon  all  tbe  covenants  hereof;  but 
including  among  tbe  covenants,  which  the  corporation  becoming  the  assignee  of  this  lease 
assumes,  the  covenant  providing  for  an  assignment  of  this  lease  to  the  Boston  &  Lowell 
Railroad  Corporation  contained  In  Article  XIV  of  this  lease;  shall  keep  the  demised 
premises  in  tbe  same  good  order  and  condition  as  tbe  same  are  when  received  by  the 
lessee  under  this  lease;  shall  cause  all  rolling  stock  substituted  for  that  herein  demised 
and  added  thereto  to  be  distinguished  by  appropriate  names,  numbers  or  letters ;  at  the 
end  of  the  term  of  this  lease,  or  at  any  earlier  termination  thereof  from  any  cause  what- 
ever, shall  surrender  the  demised  premises  and  every  part  thereof  (to  be  ascen 
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determined  according  to  the  inventory  hereinafter  provided  for)  in  the  like  good  order 
and  condition  in  which  they  are  at  the  inception  of  this  lease  or  may  be  pat  daring  the 
term,  the  amount  of  money  (including  that  realized  on  the  lessor's  bills,  notes  and 
accounts  receivable)  and  of  materials  and  supplies  to  be  surrendered  or  accounted  for 
to  the  lessor  to  be  equivalent  in  value  (less  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars) 
to  the  amount  on  hand  at  the  inception  of  this  lease  as  shown  by  said  inventory ;  and 
re-transfer  to  the  lessor  all  stocks,  bonds  and  securities,  transferred  by  the  lessor  under 
this  lease,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided :  provided,  however,  that  at  the  termina- 
tion of  this  lease  the  lessor  shall  pay  to  the  lessee  tbe  value  of  any  permanent  improve- 
ments and  additions  not  already  paid  for  by  tbe  lessor,  the  said  value  to  be  determined, 
unless  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  by  the  board  of  arbitrators  provided  for  in  Article 
XIII  of  this  lease. 

Tbe  lessee  shall  not  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  of  the  stocks  herein  demised  and 
transferred  to  it  without  the  written  consent  of  the  lessor,  except  by  assignment  of  this 
lease  in  case  of  its  union  with,  or  sale  or  lease  of  its  railroad  to,  some  other  railroad  cor- 
poration, as  provided  in  this  article,  in  which  case  it  may  assign  them  to  tbe  corporation 
formed  by  such  union,  or  to  which  it  thus  sells  or  leases,  to  be  held  by  such  corporation 
in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  restrictions,  as  the  same  are  herein  provided  to 
be  held  by  the  lessee ;  and  in  case  of  any  such  sale  thereof  with  tbe  lessor's  consent,  it 
shall  pay  over  to  the  lessor  at  the  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  lease  the  price 
received,  without  interest,  in  full  of  all  obligation  upon  its  part  to  return  such  stocks  to 
the  lessor  under  tbe  provisions  of  this  instrument. 

Tbe  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  other  railroad  corporations  and  of  other  corporations 
owned  by  the  lessor  and  embraced  within  the  terms  of  this  lease  shall,  so  far  as  tbe  same 
can  be  legally  done,  or  when  authority  therefor  is  obtained,  be  transferred  to  and  be  held 
and  used  by  the  lessee,  and  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  other  railroad  corporations 
shall  be  held  and  used  for  tbe  purpose  of  continuing  the  roads  of  said  corporations  as 
practical  extensions  and  branches  of  the  road  of  the  lessor  hereby  demised.  The 
organizations  of  said  corporations  shall  be  preserved,  and  all  their  duties  to  the  public 
and  to  the  State  performed,  and  no  encumbrance  shall  be  created  or  permitted  upon  said 
roads  by  the  use  of  said  shares. 

Tbe  capital  stock  of  said  corporations  shall  not  be  increased  without  the  written  con- 
sent of  the  lessor,  and  in  case  the  lessor  shall  not  have  legal  authority  to  transfer  any 
shares  of  stock  held  by  it  to  the  lessee,  tbe  lessor  will  from  time  to  time  execute  and 
deliver  all  such  necessary  and  proper  transfers  and  proxies  as  tbe  lessee  may  request,  to 
enable  it  to  vote  on  such  6bares  of  stock  in  said  corporations,  or  collect  any  dividends 
thereon,  or  to  otherwise  use  the  same  according  to  the  true  intent  and  purpose  of  this 
lease. 

In  the  event  that  tbe  lessee  desires  tbe  lessor  to  purchase  the  stock  of  any  corporation, 
which  it  now  or  hereafter  may  be  authorized  to  purchase,  then,  on  the  written  request 
of  the  lessee,  the  lessor  shall  purchase  the  same  at  the  price  stipulated  by  the  lessee,  and 
the  same  shall  be  scheduled  and  held  by  the  lessee  like  other  stocks  transferred  to  tbe 
lessee  hereunder,  the  lessee  providing  funds  with  which  to  pay  for  the  same,  and  at  the 
termination  of  this  lease  said  stock  shall  be  re-transferred  to  tbe  lessor  on  payment,  with- 
out interest,  of  the  amount  paid  for  said  stock. 

At  the  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  lease  the  lessee  will  return  said  demised 
railroad  and  property  to  the  lessor  as  a  railroad  between  the  points  between  which  it  now 
exists,  with  its  existing  branches  and  leased  roads,  suitably  equipped  and  provided  with 
depots,  stations,  shops,  and  other  structures,  of  at  least  equal  value  with  those  now 
existing  thereon,  and  in  as  good  order  and  condition  as  the  same  now  are,  together  with 
all  permanent  improvements  thereon,  and  with  rolling  stock,  machinery,  tools,  furniture, 
appliances,  telegraph  apparatus  and  equipment  of  at  least  equal  value  with  that  hereby 
demised,  according  to  tbe  appraisal  thereof,  less  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  as  provided  in  this  article.  The  lessee  shall  not  use  the  railroads  leased  to  and 
controlled  by  it  under  this  lease,  so  as  to  impair  their  earning  capacity  to  the  lessor 
whenever  this  lease  shall  be  terminated,  and  shall  not,  without  tbe  consent  of  the  lessor, 
construct  lines  of  railroad  competing  with  any  part  thereof;  and  all  branches  and  exten- 
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sions  of  road  leased  to  or  controlled  by  the  lessee  under  this  lease,  which  shall  be  built 
by  the  lessee  during  the  term  hereof,  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  lessor  at  the  expiration 
or  earlier  termination  of  this  lease,  upon  its  paying  to  the  lessee  the  actual  cost  of  the 
construction  thereof  without  interest. 

IX. 

The  lessor  shall  maintain  its  existence  and  organization  as  a  corporation,  and  to  that 
end  shall  comply  with  all  the  requisites  and  forms  of  law ;  shall  do  all  acts  and  things, 
and  execute  all  legal  instruments  necessary  and  proper  to  put  and  secure  the  lessee  in 
full  enjoyment  of  all  the  property,  rights,  franchises  and  interests  herein  demised,  and 
to  carry  into  effect  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  lease.  It  shall  from  time  to  time 
whenever  requested  by  the  lessee  take  real  estate  for  the  convenient  operation  of  the  rail- 
roads herein  demised,  the  lessee,  however,  advancing  all  damages  and  expenses  therefor; 
and  if  real  estate  so  taken  is  surrendered  to  the  lessor  at  the  termination  of  this  lease, 
the  lessor  shall  account  to  the  lessee  for  the  cost  of  the  same  without  interest. 

The  lessee  will  indemnify  and  protect  the  lessor  against  all  claims  which  may  be  made 
against  it  by  stockholders  who  may  dissent  from  this  lease,  and  it  will  pay  the  claims  of 
any  such  dissenting  stockholders,  and  the  expenses  of  the  proceedings  to  ascertain  the 
amount  thereof ;  and  any  stock,  interest  or  property  right  of  a  dissenting  stockholder  of 
the  lessor,  which  may  become  its  property  under  such  proceedings,  shall,  upon  such  pay- 
ment by  the  lessee,  be  transferred  to  it  by  the  lessor,  to  be  held  and  disposed  of  by  the 
lessee  for  its  use  and  benefit. 

X. 

Further  to  secure  the  lessee  in  the  beneficial  enjoyment  of  the  property,  rights,  fran- 
chises and  privileges  herein  demised  and  specified,  the  lessor  constitutes  the  lessee  its 
attorney  irrevocable  with  full  right  and  power,  at  the  lessee's  expense,  to  use  the  name  of 
the  lessor  in  all  legal  proceedings  and  in  all  cases  needful  for  obtaining,  holding  and  enjoy- 
ing the  premises  herein  demised  and  specified,  and  for  all  purposes  consistent  with  the  true 
intent  of  this  instrument.  And  the  lessor  also  hereby  makes,  constitutes  and  appoints 
the  lessee  its  true,  sufficient  and  lawful  attorney  from  time  to  time  to  bargain  and  sell, 
with  the  assent  of  the  directors  of  the  lessor,  lands  and  structures  of  the  lessor,  on  such 
terms  as  to  the  lessee  shall  seem  meet,  and  hereby  authorizes  the  lessee  in  the  name  of 
the  lessor  to  make,  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  good  and  sufficient  deeds  and  con- 
veyances of  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  lessor,  so  bargained  and  sold,  in  and 
to  the  same,  the  lessor  agreeing  whenever  thereto  requested  by  the  lessee  upon  reason- 
able notice,  to  affix  its  corporate  seal  to  such  deeds  and  conveyances.  The  lessee 
covenants  and  agrees  that  other  lands  and  structures  of  equal  value  and  equally  con- 
venient for  the  use  of  the  lessor  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  lessor  in  lieu  of  any  lands  and 
structures  so  sold  and  conveyed  with  the  assent  of  the  directors  of  the  lessor,  the  prop- 
erty so  acquired  to  become  a  part  of  the  demised  premises,  or  to  account  to  the  lessor 
for  the  proceeds  of  any  land  and  structures  so  sold  and  conveyed,  in  case  it  shall  be 
Impracticable  to  convey  an  equivalent  in  land  and  structures.  The  lessee  shall  furnish 
the  directors  and  officers  of  the  lessor  and  the  lessor's  treasurer  with  sufficient  and  suit- 
able accommodations  during  the  term  of  the  lease  at  the  station  of  the  demised  railroad 
in  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  or  in  any  station  which  may  be  erected  in  place  thereof, 
free  of  charge,  and  suitable  vault  and  safe  room  shall  be  furnished  the  treasurer  in  such 
station. 

XI. 

That  the  property  herein  demised  and  to  be  accounted  for  at  the  expiration  or  earlier 
termination  of  this  lease  may  be  accurately  determined  there  shall  be  made,  as  of  the 
day  when  this  lease  takes  effect,  a  full  and  particular  inventory,  description  and  appraisal 
of  all  estate  and  property,  real  and  personal,  belonging  to  the  lessor  and  coming  into 
the  possession  of  the  lessee  by  virtue  of  this  lease,  and  to  this  from  time  to  time  shall 
be  added  such  other  estate  and  property  as  shall  come  into  the  possession  of  the  lessee 
under  the  terms  of  this  lease.  Such  inventory,  description  and  appraisal  and  the  addi- 
tions thereto  from  time  to  time  shall  be  made  by  two  competent  persons,  one  selected 
by  each  party ;  in  case  of  their  disagreement  they  shall  refer  the  matter  in  difference  to 

some  third  person,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 
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Such  inventory,  description  and  appraisal  shall  be  made  fn  duplicate  and  an  original 
furnished  to  each  party,  and  shall  be  evidence  of  the  nature,  value  and  condition  of  the 
property  demised  at  the  inception  of  this  lease,  or  at  the  time  of  the  additions  thereto, 
in  all  cases  m  which  any  question  of  such  nature,  condition  or  value  may  arise. 

XII. 
This  lease  is  upon  the  condition  that,  if  the  lessee  shall  at  any  time  fail  to  make  to  the 
lessor,  as  part  of  the  rent  herein  reserved,  the  payments  herein  stipulated  to  be  made  to 
it  to  enable  it  to  pay  the  interest  on  its  indebtedness,  or  shall  fall  for  thirty  days  to  make 
any  quarterly  payments  of  rental  as  stipulated  in  Article  I,  clause  3,  hereof,  or  shall 
assign  this  lease  or  underlet  or  part  with  the  possession  of  the  demised  property  except 
as  herein  provided,  then  and  in  such  case  the  lessor  may  at  once  enter  upon  the  demised 
premises  and  upon  any  part  thereof,  as  for  the  whole,  and  expel  the  lessee  and  determine 
the  estate  hereby  granted,  and  shall  thereupon  become  seized  and  possessed  of  the  de- 
mised premises,  and  of  all  premises  then  in  possession  of  the  lessee  or  lessor  under  this  in- 
denture, and  of  every  part  thereof  in  its  original  right,  and  as  if  this  lease  bad  never  been 
made;  and  upon  the  further  condition,  that  if  the  lessee  shall  fail  to  perform  any  other 
of  the  covenants  and  agreements  in  this  lease  contained,  and  such  failure  shall  continue 
for  six  months  after  written  notice  of  such  failure  from  the  directors  of  the  lessor,  the 
lessor  shall  have  the  like  right  to  enter  and  expel  the  lessee  and  revest  in  itself  its  former 
estate  in  the  demised  premises  and  all' premises  then  in  possession  of  the  lessee  or  the 
lessor  under  this  indenture  and  every  part  thereof:  provided,  however,  that  such  entry 
by  the  lessor  for  breach  of  condition  shall  in  no  wise  prejudice  or  impair  any  remedies 
to  which  it  might  otherwise  be  entitled  for  arrears  of  rent  or  preceding  breach  of  cove- 
nants or  any  other  rights  secured  by  this  lease  in  case  of  its  termination  before  the  ex- 
piration of  the  time  thereof. 

xm. 

In  case  of  any  disagreement  between  the  parties  hereto  as  to  the  true  intent  and  mean- 
ing of  this  lease  or  any  part  thereof,  or  as  to  anything  done  under  and  by  virtue  of  it, 
or  growing  out  of  it,  the  matter  in  controversy  shall  be  referred  by  written  submission 
to  the  arbitration  of  referees  to  be  chosen  in  the  manner  following :  one  shall  be  chosen 
by  each  of  the  parties  hereto,  or  if  either  shall  unreasonably  fail  or  neglect  to  appoint 
a  referee  when  requested  by  the  other,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  may,  after  due  notice  to  the  party  so  failing  or  neglecting, 
appoint  a  referee;  the  third  shall  be  selected  by  the  two  so  chosen.  The  arbitrators 
shall  bear  the  parties  after  due  notice  to  each  of  them ,  and  if  either  party  fail  to  attend, 
after  such  notice,  may  proceed  ex  parte.  The  award  in  writing  of  said  arbitrators,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  being  duly  notified  to  the  parties,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon 
them. 

XIV. 
And,  wherbas,  by  an  indenture  bearing  date  June  22,  A.D.  1887,  executed  by  and 
between  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  and  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation, 
parties  hereto,  the  railroad  and  property  of  the  latter  corporation  were  leased  to  the 
former,  and  are  now  held  and  operated  by  the  former  under  said  indenture  which  is  still 
in  force,  now  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation  consents  that  the  Concord  & 
Montreal  Railroad  may  lease  its  railroad  and  property  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
by  these  presents,  and  to  waive  any  agreement  contained  in  said  lease  of  the  Boston  & 
Lowell  Railroad  which  provides  that  such  lease  of  the  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad 
shall  be  made  to  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation ;  and  all  parties  hereto  agree 
that  in  the  event  of  the  termination  of  said  lease  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  to  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  whenever  and  however  arising,  and  of  the  resumption  by  the 
Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation  of  the  management  and  operation  of  its  said 
railroad  and  property,  then  the  said  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation  shall  become 
entitled  to  the  remaining  term  of  this  lease,  provided  it  is  then  legally  authorised  to  take 
the  same,  and  provided  the  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad  is  then  authorized  to  lease  to 
the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation,  and,  in  such  event,  the  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
road shall  assign  to  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation  this  lease  and  all  its 
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estate  in  the  demised  promises  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  thereof,  and  shall  execute 
all  needful  and  proper  instruments  to  perfect  such  assignment,  and  thereupon  the  said 
Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation  shall  assume  and  perform  all  the  conditions, 
covenants,  obligations  and  agreements  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to  be  thereafter  per- 
formed according  to  the  terms  of  this  lease,  and  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  in  any 
event  or  contingency  shall  continue  to  be  liable  to  the  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad  for 
the  performance  of  all  the  lessee's  covenants  of  this  lease  during  the  entire  term  of 
ninety-one  years. 

Providedt  however,  that  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation  shall  not  be  liable 
for  any  cause  of  action  or  liability  which  shall  have  already  accrued  against  or  for  any 
debt  which  shall  have  already  become  due  or  payable  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
prior  to  the  date  of  such  assignment,  or  which  shall  accrue  or  become  due  or  payable 
by  reason  of  anything  on  its  part  done  or  omitted  prior  to  said  date,  except  so  far  as 
the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation  shall  have  received  property  the  proceeds  of 
which  can  properly  be  applied  to  the  extinguishment  of  such  cause  of  action,  liability, 
debt  or  other  obligation ;  nor  shall  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  be  liable  to  account  for 
any  moneys  or  property  received  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  at  the  inception  of 
this  lease  or  during  the  term  for  which  it  shall  remain  in  possession  under  the  same  or 
for  the  proceeds  thereof,  except  for  such  part  thereof  as  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad 
Corporation  may  have  received,  and  only  for  its  value  at  the  time  of  receiving  the  same; 
nor  shall  the  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad  be  released  from  its  obligation  to  account  to 
the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  for  any  permanent  Improvements  for  which  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  shall  have  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  lease ;  but  the  obligation  to 
account  and  pay  for  such  permanent  improvements  shall  not  be  enforceable  against  the 
lessor  until  the  final  termination  of  this  lease. 

And  upon  such  assignment  the  remaining  term  of  said  lease  shall  vest  in  the  said 
Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation,  and  all  the  conditions,  covenants,  obligations 
and  agreements  of  the  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad  with  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
in  said  lease  contained  and  thereafter  to  be  performed  shall,  except  as  above  provided, 
enure  to  the  benefit  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation,  and  be  binding  in 
favor  of  said  corporation  as  if  made  directly  with  it. 

XV. 

It  Is  further  agreed  that  any  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  to 
perform  any  of  the  conditions  or  covenants  in  this  lease  contained  on  its  part  to  be  per- 
formed whereby  the  lessor  shall  under  the  terms  thereof  be  entitled  to  enter  upon  the 
demised  premises  and  determine  the  estate  thereby  granted  shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of 
the  conditions  and  covenants  of  the  said  lease  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  of  June 
22, 1887,  and  shall  entitle  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation  at  its  option  — such 
option  to  be  exercised  within  thirty  days  after  a  right  of  entry  by  the  Concord  &  Mon- 
treal Railroad  upon  the  premises  hereby  demised  shall  have  accrued  and  shall  have  been 
notified  in  writing  to  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation  —  to  determine  said  last 
named  lease  and  the  estate  thereby  granted  and  to  enter  upon  the  premises  therein  de- 
raised  and  to  revest  in  itself  its  former  estate  therein,  as  provided  in  Article  Xt  of  said 
lease  in  case  of  failure  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  to  pay  the  rent  therein  reserved ; 
and  upon  the  exercise  of  such  option  and  upon  making  such  entry  the  said  Boston  & 
Lowell  Railroad  Corporation  shall  become  entitled  to  the  remaining  term  of  this  lease 
if  it  is  then  legally  authorized  to  take  the  same,  and  provided  the  lessor  is  then  au- 
thorized to  lease  to  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation,  and  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  shall  assign  to  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation  this  lease  and  all  its 
estate  in  the  herein  demised  premises  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  in  the  same  manner 
and  with  the  same  effect  and  with  the  same  obligations  on  the  part  of  the  several  parties 
hereto  as  if  the  said  assignment  had  been  made  in  pursuance  of  Article  XIV  of  this 
lease,  the  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad  waiving  the  right  to  enter  and  the  effect  of  any 
entry  which  may  have  been  made  for  breach  on  the  part  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad. 

In  testimony  wuerbof,  the  said  parties,  the  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad,  by  its 
treasurer  thereunto  duly  authorized,  and  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  and  the  Boston 
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&  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation,  by  their  respective  president!  thereunto  dnlj  authorised, 
have  caused  their  corporate  seals  to  be  affixed  to  this  indenture  and  to  two  others  of  the 
like  tenor,  and  the  same  to  be  executed  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

suits  for  the  enforcement  or  foreclosure  of  said  mortgage  as  follows,  to  wit:  a  decree 
made  by  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  southern  district  of  New  York, 
entered  May  1, 1895,  in  a  consolidated  cause,  entitled  "Theodore  F.  Wood,  complainant, 
against  the  New  York  and  New  England  Railroad  Company,  defendant;  William  T. 
Hart,  Frederick  J.  Kingsbury  and  Eustace  C.  Fitz,  complainants,  against  the  New  York

England  Railroad  Company,"  approved  March  7, 1895,  and  also  to  an  act  of  the  iegis- 
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lature  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  similarly  entitled,  approved  the  fifth  day 
of  June,  1895,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  title  to  and  operating  the  entire  line  of  rail- 
road sold  as  aforesaid,  do  associate  themselves  together,  and  do  make  these  articles  of 
association,  and  state,  certify  and  declare  as  follows :  — 

First.  The  corporate  name  which  they  have  adopted  and  by  which  the  said  corpora- 
tion is  to  be  known  is  "  The  New  England  Railroad  Company." 

Second.  The  names  of  the  persons  who  have  associated  themselves  together  for  the 
organization  of  such  corporation  are  as  above  set  forth,  and  the  names  and  residences 
of  the  persons  who  shall  compose  the  first  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation  are  as 
follows,  to  wit:  Stephen  M.  Weld,  Dedham,  Mass.;  Gordon  Abbott,  Boston,  Mass.; 
James  M.  Ripley,  Providence,  R.  I. ;  John  Hensbaw,  Providence,  R.  I. ;  David  S.  Plnme, 
Waterbury,  Conn.;  Edward  D.  Robbins,  Weathersfield,  Conn.;  Grant  B.  Schley,  New 
York,  N.  Y. ;  William  H.  Porter,  New  York,  N.  Y.;  Amos  T.  French,  Tnxedo,  N.  Y. 

Third.  The  amount  of  preferred  and  common  stock  of  the  corporation  is  to  be :  pre- 
ferred 6tock,  five  million  dollars  ($5,000,000) ;  common  stock,  twenty  million  dollars 
($20,000,000) ;  all  of  which  is  to  be  issued  in  consideration  of  the  property,  rights  and 
franchises  to  be  acquired  by  the  corporation  from  said  purchasers  or  their  grantees ;  and 
the  preferred  stock  is  to  have  a  preference  as  to  dividends  to  the  amount  of  five  per 
centum  per  annum,  which  shall  be  non-cumulative,  and  no  further  preference.  The 
stock  of  the  corporation,  both  common  and  preferred,  is  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100)  each. 

Fourth.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  such  powers  as  are  provided  in  the  acts  of 
the  legislatures  of  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts  aforesaid,  and  such  other  powers  as 
have  been  or  may  be  conferred  upon  it  by  law. 

Said  corporation  shall  create,  issue  and  deliver  to  the  said  purchasers  its  fifty- 
year  gold  bonds  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per 
cent  per  annum,  for  the  principal  sum  in  the  aggregate  of  five  million  dollars,  said 
bonds  to  be  part  of  an  issue  of  bonds  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  seventeen  million 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  principal,  secured  to  be  paid  by  a  mortgage  or  deed  of 
trust,  which,  upon  satisfaction  of  existing  liens,  shall  be  a  first  lien  upon  all  the  prop-

to  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company,  under  date  of  Jan.  1,  A.D.  1876,  none 
of  the  bonds  so  reserved  to  be  issued  or  used,  except  to  retire  or  pay  an  equal  amount 
of  said  first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company,  and 
the  bonds  so  retired  to  be  held  as  further  security  for  the  bonds  to  be  issued  by  said  cor- 
poration as  aforesaid,  until  all  the  said  first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  New  York  &  New 
England  Railroad  Company  shall  have  been  retired,  when  they  may  be  cancelled. 

The  said  corporation  shall  also  issue  and  deliver  to  the  said  purchasers  its  common 
stock  to  the  amount  of  twenty  million  dollars  and  its  preferred  stock  to  the  amount  of 
five  million  dollars.  The  bonds  and  stock  to  be  Issued  and  delivered  to  said  purchasers 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  so  issued  and  delivered  so  soon  as  the  said  purchasers  shall  have 
conveyed  and  transferred,  or  caused  to  be  conveyed  and  transferred,  to  the  corporation 
all  the  mortgaged  property,  lights  and  franchises  sold  to  them  as  hereinabove  recited. 

Sixth.  The  said  purchasers,  who  are  the  reorganization  committee  acting  under  the 
"  Plan  and  Agreement  of  Reorganization  of  the  New  York  and  New  England  Railroad 
Company/*  dated  April  26, 1894,  are  to  transfer  to  said  corporation  the  property,  rights 
and  franchises  sold  as  aforesaid,  subject  as  appears  in  the  deed  thereof  to  them  from 
the  master  commissioner,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  after  substantial  completion  of  the 
reorganization  and  the  payment  of  or  provision  for  all  debts  and  liabilities  in  connec- 
tion therewith,  are  to  transfer  to  said  corporation  all  moneys,  securities  and  other  prop- 
erty not  used  or  required  for  any  of  the  purposes  in  said  plan  and  agreement  authorized 
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and  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  said  reorganization  committee ;  and  whenever  the 
said  committee  shall  transfer  to  the  said  corporation  all  moneys,  securities  and  other
